HEALTH 
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This person writes to say that from his 
childhood he is a victim practically to 
all diseases. He wants to know remedical 
measures. 

That Health can be maintained or 
health will fail has been explained in 
page 5 of October 1966, issue of Astrology 
and Athrishta. 

In this chart, the ascendant is in Ketbu’s 
star, Rahu sub. It is clear that he cannot 
enjoy robust health as 

(1) Kethu is conjoined with lord of* 
6, Saturn. (Lagna indicates whether one 
can maintain health or not; 6th house, its 
1 lord and planets, in any manner connected 
with 6th house causes disease.) Therefore 
Lagna is in the constellation of the evil 
' node. The sub is governed by Rahu who, 
though conjoined with lord of Lagna and 
lord of 10, is aspected by lord of 6, 
Saturn. 

Hence, Ascendant does not show good 
health. Lord of Lagna receives applying 
square aspect from the ascendant. 

Saturn, lord of 6 aspects Lagna. Lagna 
indicating disease. 

Lord of Lagna is conjoined with Rahu 
and aspected by Saturn- 


According to item (b) in page 5 of 
October 1966 issue. [When either the cusp 
of the ascendant or the lord is not 
adversely aspected, good health] both the 
ascendant and its lord are afflicted by 
Saturn—evil by nature and also evil by 
owning 6th house. 

According to Krishnamurti Padhdhati 

(a) the cusp of the ascendant is in 
the constellation or the node connected 
with 6th house and the sub is also ruled by 
the node connected with 6th house by 
aspect and 12th house by the lord of the 
constellation in which Rahu was. 

As the 11th house is occupied by its 
lord Mercury one may expect cure' and 
good health. So also one may expect that 
Jupiter forming trine aspect will prevent 
any recurrence and for the maintenance of 
good health. 

But Padhdhati shows that Mercury is in 
Rahu constellation and Rahu sub whereas 
Jupiter is in Kethu star Rahu sub. There¬ 
fore, no planet promises good health. 
Mars is also in Saturn’s constellation. 
That is why, he has written in the most 
pathetic tone. 

Look at the lords of the sub :— 

Moon, Mars and Rahu are in Saturn 
sub. Mercury, Jupiter and Ascendant are 
in Rahu sub. The Dasas he ’ had been 
running from' his birth for A years, 
5 months, 21 days was ruled by Moon 
(lord of 12 in its own constellation and in 
the sub of lord of 6), then for 7 years 
Mars Dasa till 1939 November, followed 
by Rahu Dasa for 18 years. Now from 
November 1957, he is running Jupiter 
Dasa. Till 1973, be will have such 
ailments. 

According to Krishnamurti" Padhdhati, 
a planet ‘ A ’ in its dasa offers the results 
of the planet in which constellation it was 
deposited- 
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11th house is occupied by and owned by 
Mercury. Therefore planets in Ashlesha, 
Jyeshta and Revathi alone can cure. 
Saturn in Jyeshta will give the cure. 

Now, a doubt will arise in the minds of 
the readers. What is it? Saturn is lord 
of 6. Saturn spoils Kethu, Rahu, ascen¬ 
dant etc., by conjunction and aspect. So 
it is explained all along, that these nodes 
spoil the health. But how can Saturn in 
its dasa give a cure. 

Clarity is needed. A planet offers the 
results of the lord of , the constellation in 
its period. Jupiter, Rahu, Mars and Moon 
who had been ruling the dasas were in the 
constellation of lords' of 6 or 8 or 12. 
But Saturn is in the constellation of lord 
of 11. 


Remedy:— 

As is mentioned above, he will have 
poor health and he will fall ill off and on 
till Jupiter Dasa ends. 

During Saturn Dasa, he'will pick up. 

As Jupiter is in the 9th house and it 
aspects Lagna, prayer will give mental 
solace. As Saturn is to give the cure 
because of the lord of the constellation 
Mercury in Mars sign, prayer to Hanu- 
manji is the best; because Mercury shows 
vaishnavite, Mars indicates courage, bold¬ 
ness and ability, Saturn denotes faithful 
servant. Hence I suggest prayer to 
ADjaneya by reading his Ashtothra to 
give mental strength in the interim 
period.

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Given below is the horoscope of a native 
whose longevity and manner of death 
is astrologically explained, in accordance 
with KRISHNAMOORTHY PADHDHA- 
THI. The Horoscope: 

Analysis:— 

1. Badhakasthna, Marakasthana, 12th 
house and Subha Kendra Adhipathi are to 
be scrutinised. . 8th house must be taken 
into.consideration for manner of death. 

2. (a) Ascendant is Virgo—KANNI, a 

common sign. So bhatha- 
kasthana is the 7th house, i.e. 
Pisces-Meena. 

(b) 2nd & 7th houses are Maraka¬ 
sthana, significatora are as 
follows:' 


(2) Occupants of the above houses. 

(3) Planets .in the constellation of the 
lords of these houses. 

(4) Lords of these houses. 

(5) Planets as peered by the signifi- 
cators. 

Death will occur in the conjoined 
period of the strongest significators. 

2nd Bhava extends to 18° LIBRA to 
20° Scorpio. No planet is placed in this 
region. Lord of 2 is Venus. Rahu, 
Moon and MERCURY occupy the cons¬ 
tellations of Venus. MARS is conjoined 
with Mercury, the lord of Lagna. Both 
Moon andMarsare in the sub of Mercury, 
the lord of Lagna. Planets in the sub of 
the Lord of Lagna cannot cause death in 
their conjoined periods. But Rahu is in 
its own sub., Rahu represents JUPITER, 
because it is placed in JUPITER’S sign 
Sagittarius. JUPITER is bbathaka- 
sthanathi pathi and also subhakendra 
athipathi. Rahu is a first rate significator 
indicating death. 

2nd, 7th & 12th houses are vacant. Lord 
of 7 is JUPITER. No planet is found in its 
'constellation. Lord of 12 is SUN. It 
is also placed in 8tb Bhava. JUPITER is 
placed in Sun’s constellation in the sub of 
Rahu, which is a strong significator. So 
JUPITER is the strongest significator to 
cause death. 

The strongest significators are JUPI¬ 
TER and Rahu. The native was running 
JUPITER Dasa from 2-11-1961. Jupiter 
is in sextile to Saturn the Karaka for

bukthi itself. So death must occur during 
JUPITER Dasa JUPITER Bukthi Rahu 


(1) Planets in the constellation of the 

occupants of " 2/7 '&T2, — and “also" " death. So one is to select 
subhakendrathipathi. (JUPITER, 
lord of Dhanur). 
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Antbra. Actually tbe native was shot at 
during this period on 22nd November, ; 
1963. 

Manner of Death :—8th house is from 
18° Aries to 20° Taurus. Mars, tbe violent 
malefic is placed there. Further it is 
lord of 8 (Aries). It is conjoined with 
lord of Lagna Mercury. So Lord of 
lagna is severely afflicted. This first rate 
malefic, Mars is in trine to the Cuminary 
Moon in 24° 23' Leo. So Moon is afflic¬ 
ted. Neptune (10° Cancer) semi-squares 
Moon. 

The same luminary attacked by two 
malefics Mars and Neptune. Venus a 
natural benefic does not help but squares 
Moon. 

Whenever the. luminary is afflicted, un¬ 
natural death occurs. Mars is a fiery 


planet, it is placed Aries, a movable 
violent, fiery sign., 

1. The native was shot at because the 
afflicting planet is Mars and is found in 
a violent fiery sign. 

2. He was shot at head because Aries 
denotes head. 

3. He died of bloodshed because Mars 
[eighth house] is in a movable sign. 

4. Because of Neptune afflicting it was 
a treacherous plot. Neptune denotes secret 
plot. 

5. The death was on a Friday because 
Venus is in the constellation and sub of 
Mars who occupies 8th Bhava and also 
lord of 8th Bhava. Venus is the lord of 
2 and hence a Maraka sthanadhipathi. 
The native was running Venus Sookshama 
in Rahu Anthra of Jupiter Bukthi in the 
Major period of JUPITER. 



IMPROVEMENT OF STATUS-WHEN ? 


Horoscope is as under: 
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Consider planets signifying the houses 
2, 6, 10 and 11 and find out those occupy¬ 
ing favourable sub: Mercury is i n 2 Mars is 
in 10; none in 6- Saturn is in the constel¬ 
lation of Mercury. None in Mars star. But 
Kethu is in Mars’ sign. So select the 
planets in the constellation of Kethu. 
Jupiter and Venus' Occupy Asvini and 
Moolam respectively. Hence Saturn, Mer¬ 
cury, Kethu, Jupiter and Venus are 
favourable. 

Now at the time of writing (27-10-66) 
it is Jupiters day—Thursday, Mercury 
star Rcvathi and lagna in Kethu star in 


• Aries as the lagna now has fallen in 
Aswini star select Kethu. (Saturn con¬ 
joined with Kethu in the horoscope is 
weaker than Kethu). Therefore predict 
that he will have improvement in status 
during Jupiter Dasa Mercury Bhukti 
Jupiter anthraand Kethu Shookshma. 

Consider as per transit also. Jupiter 
dasanatha will be in cancer just entering 
Mercury Constellation. Mercury will be in 
Mercury’s sign Jupiter- star. Therefore 
around 23-7-67 on a Punarvasu or Revathi 
star day he will have the next higher 
rung of the ladder. 

As per progression sun squared Uranus 
at the age of 37. So till that time, - one 
cannot expect better status, whereas 
adverse results ought to have been 
experienced. There might be. some 
damage. 

When Sun forms beneficial aspect with 
lord of .11, Moon shows improvement 
at the age of 40 as the difference in longi¬ 
tude between Uranus 10° 58' and Moon 
13° 46' is roughly 63°. Sun has to move 3°. 

According to Udu Dasa, compensation 
for the damage is to be expected during

Horoscope is as under: 
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Jupiter Dasa 4 years, 2 months, 12 days. 

For profession consider houses 2, . 6 
and 10. 

For promotion 2,6, 10 or 11. 

For Transfer houses 3 or 9 or 12 is also 
to be judged. 

Profession: Take houses 2, 6 and 10. 

2nd house and 10th house vacant: 6th 
house occupied by Sun and Mercury as 
6th cusp is at 10° 20' Aries. 

No planet in Sun’s star Sani and Kethu 
is in Jyeshta. Lord of 2 Jupiter: lord of 
6 Mars lord of 10 Sun Mars, is in Jupiter 
star; but Kethu is in Mars’ sign : so take 
Kethu. 

No planet in Mars star:.Jupiter and 
Venus are in Kethu star.

Now you are running Mars dasa Venus 
Bhukti from 8-2-66. Service is shown by 
houses 2,.6 and 10 : Retirement is indicated 
by 9 and 12 houses. 

Houses 2 and 6 are unoccupied. Kethu 
is in 10. Therefore Rahu in Mars sign 


and Mercury in Jupiter’s sign are the strong 
significators. 

Actually you entered into service in 
Venus Dasa Mercury Bhukti Moon Anthra 
as Venus is lord of 6. It is in the constel¬ 
lation of lord of 10 and in its own sub. 
Mercury is lord of 10 ; it is in the constel¬ 
lation of node in 10 and sub of Jupiter who 
aspects 6th house. Moon is in the constel¬ 
lation of lord of 10 and sub of Rahu. So, 
the time of appointment is correct. 

Regarding retirement, planets connected 
with houses 9 and 12 are to be judged.

Those situated in the constellation of 
the occupants of these houses, to. be 
judged for any matter, are the strongest 
significators. 

Then come the occupants. 

Thirdly those posited in the constella¬ 
tion of the lords of these houses. 

Next in strength will be the lords of 
these houses. 

Also planets conjoined with or aspected 
by any of the significators will be the 
significators. 

Venus and Sun are in the 2nd house. 

No planet is in 6 or 10. 

Kethu is inLibra. So Kethu is stronger 
than Venus and Sun. 

Kethu governs Aswini Makam and 
Moolam. No planet is in any of the 
three asterisms. 


Ketu is strong. 

Lords of the houses 2, 6 and 10 are 
Mercury, Saturn and Venus respectively. 
Mercury governs Ashlesha, Jyeshta and 
Revathi—No planet in any of the 3. 
Saturn rules Pushya, Anuradha and Uthra- 
padra. Jupiter is in Pushya, Moon is in 
Uthrapadra. 

Venus governs Bharani, Poorvapalguni 
and Poorvashada. Rahu and Mars are 
in Bharani and Poorvapalguni respectively. 
As Rahu occupies . Mars sign, Rahu is 
stronger. 

Therefore Kethu, Rahu, Jupiter and 
Moon are the significators. 

So, wjien Sun transits in Jupiter’s sign. 
Sagittariu’s Kethu star Moolam and Rahu 
sub. Moon sub sub i.e., on Friday. (Kethu 
inThulam) Aswini star day (Ketu star in 
Mars or Rahu sign) you will be employed 
on 22-12-66. 

At that time Jupiter will be in Saturn’s 
(lord of 6) star Venus sub (lord of 10 in 
2). Rahu will be in' Venus star Jupiter 
sub, Kethu will be in Jupiter star Jupiter 
sub. Moon is.in Kethu constellation. 

Therefore 22-12-66 wilj be the time 
when you will enter into service.

(a) planets situated in the constella¬ 
tion and sub of those occupying 
the houses 1, 2, 3, 6, 10 or 11; 

(b) planets occupying these houses 
and not posited in the constella¬ 
tion and sub of the lords of the. 

. houses 4, 5, 7, 8, 9 and 12. 
Then follow the other rales, 
similarly. .Therefore note down 
. as follows:—

Sun, Mercury and Venus are in 2. They 
signify about one’s appointment and the 
good or bad results depend on the sub 
occupied by those planets (during their 
periods and sub periods) situated in the 


constellation of the occupants of the 
second house. 

Suppose lagna indicates longevity, it 
does not mean that, planets in Lagna 
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should contribute for long span of life. 
Depending on the planet, one is to judge 
whether it is favourable for long life or 
not. Occupation of the first house shows 
that it has a strong say in the matter of 
health and'' longevity. Similarly planets 
occupying any house has in its portfolio, 
the matters signified by the house occupied 
by them. 

Hence Sun, Mercury and Venus (which¬ 
ever house they own as they are deposited 
in the second house) indicate the matters 
signified by second house-finance, family 
etc. How it is brought about is shown by 
their ownership of a house or 2 houses. 
The ownership indicates the manner by 
which' one gains or loses. Occupation 
shows the nature of the result; is it about 
voyage, residence, finance, profession, 
marriage etc. 

Therefore, 

(a) Moon in Sun's star Karthik. 

(b) Jupiter in Mercury star Ashlesha. 

(c) Kethu in. Venus star Bharani 
indicates about the profession. 
They are very ' strong signifi- 
cators. 

Moon in the constellation of lord of 4, 
Sub of 9 and 10 occupying 12 is evil. 
Hence in 1956- during Moon Bhukthi, 
seniority is lost. 

Consider that 7th house denotes juniors 
and others. Then Moon is in the constel¬ 
lation of lord of 10 (to 7th house) in the 
- sub of 3 apd 4, occupying 6(h house. So 
Moon has connection with 10, 3 and 6. 
The 4th house belonging to Saturn shows 
obstacles. 3, 6 and 10 denote success to 
them. 

Jupiter in 3, connected with 2 and 5 as 
well as 9 and 10. 

A planet may own 2 houses, one evil 
and the other a beneficial one.' When its 
dasa is on, some used ■ to cut the total 
period of the dasa into two exact halves 


and say that one half of the period will 
indicate either of the two Bhava results, 
whereas the other half of the period will 
denote the other half of the results. This 
method is not correct whomsoever may be 
the author who propounded this theory. 

The correct method would be to predict 
that during the sub and sub sub periods of 
planets threatening undesirable results 
will offer disadvantageous results whether 
their sub periods and sub sub periods 
operate in the first half or in the second 
half of the dasa or in the middle.' 

Moon is definitely evil. That is why 
seniority was overlooked during Moon 
sub,period. 

So also the planets in the sub of Moon 
are Venus and Saturn. Venus is to indi¬ 
cate profession as it is in the second 
house. It is in the constellation of lord of 
8 and 11. There is danger and also ultimate 
success. Sub of Moon shows transfer, 
change of place, etc. (lord of 3 in 12th 
Bhava). 

Hence there will be such difficulties, 
ultimate success can be expected only 
when Moon sub sub period is over and 
Mars sub sub period runs as Mars is in the 
constellation of Rahu in Libra owned by 
Venus who rules the houses 1 and 6. 

To-day Friday 28-10-1966: Star. 
Aswini ruled by Kethu in the sign Aries 
owned by Mars. Lagna is Pisces governed 
by Jupiter. Therefore during Jupiter Dasa 
Venus Bhukthi, Mars Anthra, between 
4-1-1967 and 2-3-1967 in these 56 days it 
will be settled in your favour. 

As per transit. Moon will be in Bharani 
star on a Thursday on 16-2-1967, when 
Sun transits in Mars star, Venus sub, 
Jupiter in its own star Rahu sub, Venus in 
Jupiter star Venus sub and Mars in Rahu 
star Rahu sub. 

Therefore the seniority will be declared - 
favourably on 16-2-1967. 
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TIMING OF EVENTS BY PROGRESSION-(c on rd.)

The influence or a progressed aspect 
commences when within one degree of 
being exact. The more exact an aspect, 
the stronger it is to bring the events to 
fruition. The Moon’s progressed aspects 
bear an influence over a month, the Sun’s 
over a period of one year while those of 
the slow moving bodies extend over an 
uncertain period. Some aspects are never 
actually completed, or not for many years, 
because of the slow motion of the planets 
forming them. An orb of 1 degree for 
conjunction and major aspects should be 
allowed. 

An applying - aspect is always strong. 
It brings new experiences in life. It be¬ 
comes more and more powerful as the 
aspect is nearing completion and wanes 
off slowly as the aspect separates. Sepa¬ 
rating bad aspect is advantageous, i.e., 
evil will disappear. Separating aspect 
after a good aspect, also indicates that the 
jubilant spirit will fade away slowly. 
There is no further cause to enhance the 
pleasure. 

Illustration: 



In the above chart, the Sun is in quintile 
(72 deg.) aspect with lord of 7 Mars to a 


Thula Lagna native. Sun is lord-of 11 
and Mars is lord of 2 and 7. Hence when 
the Sun by progressed motion touches the 
16th degree of Sagittarius he will be in ’ 
exact 54 degree aspect with Mars. This 
is a good aspect. When the Sun appro¬ 
aches the 16th degree of Sagittarius it is 
said to be applying to the 54 degree 1 spect 
with Mars. Even 1 year prior to the 
exact aspect date, that is when the Sun is 
in 15th degree of Sagittarius, the native 
will have pleasurable pursuits, make 
friendship .with a girl and every day .till 
the date of culmination of the exact 
aspect, he will enjoy due to frequent con¬ 
tacts with that girl and dreams (5th house). 
Mars is in 5. This is an applying aspect. 

After that date when the Sun progress¬ 
ing in 16 degrees Dhanus (Sagittarius) 
forms the exact aspect with radical Mars 
and then commences to t separate, then 
within a period of l year gradually, imagi¬ 
nation, dreams, etc., will end, frequent 
contacts with the girl will cease and the 
friendship forgotten. An applying aspect . 
keeps one either cheerful and buoyant if 
the aspect is good or much frightened if 
the aspect is bad. Similarly, a separating ' 
aspect after a good aspect shows that 
one's benefits or pleasure is fading awny. 
Applying aspect is similar to ’Barat’ or 
' Mappillai Azhaippu ’ night on the eve of 
the wedding; separating aspect, to 2 days, 
after the marriage. 

Separation of a planet from a malefic 
and its application to a benefic gives 
health, bappihess, expansion, etc., after a 
struggle. If, t>y progression, a planet 
(lord of 2 or 11) forms evil aspect with 
lord of 10 and one is kept under suspen¬ 
sion from service, then when the planet 
further progresses, and forms a good 
aspect, reinstatement will take place. 
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When the planet applies and forms bad 
aspict, one will be terribly afraid and 
will be put to a lot of trouble, worry, 
and disappointment. Once the exact 
aspect is over, the native gains peace 
of mind gradually and all matters tend to 
take a favourable direction and when the 
planet applies to a good aspect, encouragv 
ing news will be received and at the time 
of the exact good aspect he will join duty. 

But if a planet, by progression, separa¬ 
tes after a good aspect and applies to an 
evil aspect, misfortune will overtake the 
native. If a series of good directions are 
formed, one can definitely expect luck 
after luck, one following the other so that 
for a long period, without interruption, 
one profits and prospers. If a series of 
bad aspects are in formation, then only 
sorrow is in store and a train of misfor¬ 
tune follows. 

, If there is a good aspect, than a bad 
one followed by a good one, then again. 
bad and so on, the native’s life will be 
like day and .night* alternately enjoying 
good and experiencing bad. 

If a planet separates from a malefic and 
applies to another malefic aspect, the evil 
is augmented dqublefald and worst experi¬ 
ences will be' undergone like a person on 
his way home from office being pick- 
pocketed and at home creditors pressing 
him with bills. In the natal chart also 
judgment of the results of individual 
planets is to be made in this manner. 

Regressions 

... Some of the westerners feel that regres¬ 
sions are . as important and effective as 
progressions. This is not entirely new to 
the Indian system. Ramadayulu in slokas 
10 and 11, sanketa VII, of his famous 
work “Sanketanidhi” declares that if 
three days prior to the day of birth the 
Moon was conjoined with or, aspected by 
benefics and be also strong, then good 
results should be predicted for the third 
year of the native’s life. If the planets 
conjoining with or aspecting the Moon be 
malefic and the -Moon also be weak, then 
adverse effects will only occur during that 
period. This lends support to the wes¬ 


tern view that one day is proportionate to 
one year of life. Of the effects of regres- 
- sions, little has been said and so it is a 
subject which offers wide scope for study. 

Progression is one of the useful methods 
to time events. In India we mainly 
follow the Vimshottari Dasa system which 
offers astoundingly accurate results when 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati is employed. 
Progression can help supplement the Udu 
Dasa system. Transits also serve a very 
useful purpose in finding out the actual 
month and date when a certain event will 
crystallize. 

Transits 

Transit, in Sanskrit, means 1 Gocharam’ 
or motion of a planet. Gocharam is 
understood and applied in the Hindu 
system in a very restricted way. No 
elaborate calculations are made. The 
birth position of the Moon by sign js 
taken as the starting point to which the 
transiting positions of the various planets 
in the Zodiac are related and the results 
read. It is not at all taken into considera¬ 
tion whether the Moon was in the initial 
or middle or end portion of a s^n. Simi¬ 
larly the positions of the transiting bodies 
are also noted from sign to sign and the 
actual degree occupied in a sign is not 
reckoned. If the Moon is in Simha (Leo) 
in the 29th degree and another planet is 
also in Simha in the 2nd degree, than that 
planet is considered to be in conjunction . 
with the Moon, i.e., the actual longitudinal 
distance between the two is not measured 
to find out whether they are. really in 
conjunction or. not. ,Tbe same planet 
when it passes on to the next sign - Kanni 
(Virgo) and is over the 5th degree, then it 
is said to be in 2 to the Moon. jHere it is 
actually in conjunction as the distance is 
only 6 degrees. • Similarly when the planet 
passes over the other signs. The Moon 
sign is taken as the first house, the next 
■ sign is the 2nd house, the third sign the 
third house and so on. Sages have declared 
that beneficial results- will be offered by 
various planets when they transit in certain 
positions to the Moon sign. These are:—■ 

(1) Sun in 3, 6, 10 and 11 counted 
from the Moon sign. 
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(2) Moon in 1, 3, 6, 7 and 10 coun¬ 
ted from its original sign. 

(3) Mars in 3, 6 and 11. 

(4) Mercury in 2; 4> 6, 8, 10 and 11. 

(5) Jupiter in 2, 5, 7, 9 and 11. 

(6) ’ Venus in 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,' 8, 9,11 

and 12. 

(7) Saturn, Rabu and Kethu in 3, 6 
and 11. 

To say that predictions based on these 
principles have proved wrong would be 
making a gross understatement; Gochara- 
palan is a miserable failure because it fails 
to take into account various other impor¬ 
tant factors. It is ipost incomplete. 

If is very essential to. take the positions 
of everyone of the transiting planets and 
relate them to their own birth positions 
and to the radical positions of all the, 
other planets, the cusps of the 12 houses. 
and the sensitive point Pars Fortuna when 
only a correct judgment can' be arrived at. 

A transit, in a literal sense, is the pass¬ 
age of a planet in the heavens by epheme¬ 
ral motion as seen from the current year’s 
ephemeris or panchang. The planets con¬ 
tinually travel through the Zodiac and 
every day they change their relation one 
to another. • In Astrology, the term ‘ tran¬ 
sit’is used in a wider sense. Thus when 
we talk of a planet’s transit with reference 
to the chart of an individual, we are not 
referring at all to the actual angular rela¬ 
tionship that occurs between the planets 
in the heavens. A planet, moving in the 
heavens at a given tjme, may arrive at a 
degree which may happen to be the place 
occupied by it in the birth chart or the 
place of another planet at birth or the 
degree constituting the cusp of a house in 
the horoscope. It would then be a con¬ 
junction by transit. Or, it may be loca¬ 
ted in such a degree in the Zodiac where¬ 
from it will be in a certain aspect to the 
degree where a planet was at birth or to 
the degree on the cusp of a house (bhava) 
in the birth chart. It would then be said ' 
to be transiting in sextile, square, trine, 
etc. to the radical planet or the radical 
cusp. When a planet passes over the 


position of a progressed planet or rea¬ 
ches a degree wherefrom it is in some 
aspect to the place of the progressed pla¬ 
net, it would be considered as being in 
conjunction or aspect to the progressed 
planet. This is what we are' concerned 
with. 

For instance, Jupiter during its travel 
through the Zodiac by ephemeral motion 
may reach a certain degree in the Zodiac 
which may be the place occupied by the 
Sun at the birth time or a degree which is 
in a certain aspect to the degree where the 
Sun was at birth. Jupiter and the Sun 
may be somewhere in the heavens at that 
time and certain angular* relationship may 
be formed between them. This does pot 
interest us. / 

Neither Jupiter nor the Sun are statio¬ 
nary ; they ever move in the heavens. As 
Jupiter by its movement will form, certain 
aspects to the radical Sun, similarly the: 
Sun moving in the Zodiac will also cross 
over, or form aspect to, the position occu¬ 
pied at birth by Jupiter. In jike manner, 
every"planet will come to a conjunction of, 
or aspect to, its birth place and theplaceof 
the other planets. The actual movement of 
the transiting planets is notedfrdm the 
current year’s ephemeris to find out what 
angular relationship they form to their 
own birth positions or to the other planets 
in the radix or to the cusps of the different 
houses. 

A planet ‘A’ may be.in a certain aspect, 
favourable or otherwise, to another planet 
‘B’ at birth.’ Whenever, by ephemeral 
motion, ‘A’ crosses B’s natal position or B 
crosses A’s natal position or form aspects 
of the same kind as that at birth, they 
tend to express what is implied in the 
radix. As one author says “the human 
being correlates with the planetary pattern 
at bis birth, and because of this correla¬ 
tion, he responds in the manner of his 
pattern, to stimuli of a like nature, as they 
occur.” 

The general effect produced by transit 
is, in principle, little different from the 
same aspect by direction, the difference 
being rather in time of duration. Then 
again, it depends upon the planet.transit- 
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ing, the rate at which it moves. The 
speed at which each planet moves in the 
Zodiac is different. The Moon alone 
moves very fast. The Sun moves forward 
uniformly about one degree each day. 
Mercury, Venus and Mars are sometimes 
slow', at other times apparently stationary 
and at some other times fast. For accu¬ 
rate work, the actual movements of these, 
three planets, namely. Mercury, Venus and 
Mars should. be noted by reference to a 
reliable ephemeris which gives the daily 
positions of the planets. Jupiter, Saturn; 
Uranus and Neptune move so slowly that 
they will hold varying minutes of the same 
degree for a number of days and, conse¬ 
quently, the duration of their transit lasts 
longer and for a number of days. 

The effect of a transit commences, say 
about 5 degrees prior to the exact aspect 
or conjunction: 

Sometimes a transiting planet turns 
retrograde before it comes to an exact 
aspect with'the planet in the radix or a 
sensitive point therein. At some other 
times, a planet by direct motion crosses a 
sensitive point, then retraces and recrosses 
the same point and later turns direct/in its 
course passing over the sensitive point for 
the third time in succession. The effect 
of transit in such a case will be very 
marked. Always, the influence of a 
planet in transit is very significant when i t 
is stationary upon the place of a radical 
planet or asensitivepoint in the zodiac. 

Just as progressed aspects work only in 
conformity with the radix, so do transits 
are effective only when they concur in 
nature with the radix. What is not pro¬ 
mised by the radix cannot be' brought 
about by transit or direction. Suppose 
two planets by' their inter-relation at birth 
promise certain favourable results; when 
these planets form harmonious aspects by 
transit or one of them cotnes to a conjunc¬ 
tion with the other or transit that degree 
of the zodiac jointly ruled by these pla¬ 
nets according to Krishnamurti Padhdhati, 
one can expect a period-of decidedly good' 
fortune. During the period of inharmo¬ 
nious aspects by transit, no positive harm 
will accrue and one should not entertain 


unnecessary fear as such transits are not 
in accord with the birth chart. .In essence, 
the transit will produce agreeable or dis¬ 
agreeable results only when it coincides 
with the inter-relation between the planets 
concerned at birth. When the directional 
aspect is beneficial in quality, the potency 
of a good transit is enhanced and adverse 
transits diminished in influence, Like¬ 
wise, at the time of evil directions the evil 
transits augment the adverse influences 
while good transits will be ineffective to- 
do good. 

Transits serve to stimulate a directional 
aspect in force at a particular time. Unless 
the transits agree, the significant events 
indicated by the direction will not operate 
in due time. It will wait for supporting 
transits. This is why sometimes events 
denoted by a .directional aspect fructify 
either before or after the calculated time: 
For instance, when a progressed aspect 
from Sun to the natal Jupiter is in the 
process of formation, the Sun or Jupiter 
by transit passing over the place of the 
progressed Sun or the radical Jupiter sets 
the direction into force prematurely. 
Therefore, one should look in the current 
ephemeris and watch whether the Sun or 
other major planets will pass over' the 
sensitive points in the radix and calculate 
the date when the effect is overdue. 

' The transits of Neptune, Uranus, Saturn 
and Jupiter through the natal chart are 
very significant as these seldom form any 
aspect by progression. The transit of the 
Sun through the different houses of the 
chart is also important as it aids us in 
determining the favourable and unfavour¬ 
able months in a year. Transits of 
Mercury and Venus are of little potency 
but their effects should not be overlooked. 
The Moon’s transit shows the favourable 
and unfavourable days. s It helps us in 
determining the daily events and even 
minor details. As the Moon rules the 
mind, its daily or even hourly position is 
important to find out minor events in life, 
changing moods, on any particular day. 
Its favourable aspects by transit to a 
planet forebodes a good time for affairs 
ruled by that planet. When the Moon 
passes in transit ■ through the different 
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houses, the matters ruled by them will be 

At a time when a direction is in force, 
transits of similar quality accentuate the 
vibrations of the direction, more so on the 
days when the Moon also, by transit, 
forms good or bad aspects, as the case 
may be, to this combination. 

Transits over the radical chart of a- 
native are of. great significance. They 
exert a most powerful influence regardless 
of whether or not there may be any • direc¬ 
tional aspect in force at the time. A con¬ 
junction by transit with the place of a 
radical planet or the degree on the cusp of 
a house or a sensitive point in the chart is 
far more potent than any other aspect, 
major or minor. Conjunctionis exceedingly 
powerful to produce good- or bad effects - 
according to the strength or weakness of 
the transiting and the radical planets by 
occupation, ownership, nature, etc. The 
major aspects by transit such as square, 
textile, trine, quincunx and opposition are 
also important. Pay more attention to 
the major aspects by transit! minor 
aspects of slow moving planets should also 
be considered but those of the ■ faster 
planets are very imperceptible and at best 
indicate minor details. No aspect need 
however be ignored as each one of them 


helps in investigating its effect- Every 
planet, whether it forms any aspect by 
transit are not, will influence the affairs 
ruled by the house transited by it in some 
way or the other. 

With the help of the ‘ Guide to aspects ’ 
which is of permanent value in finding out 
the progressed as well as the transit aspects 
one will be able to investigate the transit 
effects. Transits will greatly help in 
pinpointing the time of occurrence of an 
event according to the Udu Dasa system. 

Astrology offers us help and hope in a 
manner unobtainable by no other method. 
It is scientific from the time of ancients to 
this day, but its use cannot be demonst¬ 
rated by test tube methods. Yet, I prove 
them by minor events which can be tested, 
verified and astonished on the same day or 
in the same week or in the same month. 
It is not intuition. It is rational, scientific, 
convincing even the non-believers and 
confirming that astrology is rendered 
scientific after strenuous and intelligent 
research spread over for long number of 
years. Planetary force is all about us, 
hidden from our sight, and produce effects 
which are decisive.

Method of Analysis'. 

The aim of analysis is to find out as to 
when exactly the native will get employed 
and also the improvements which be could 
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have in bis profession. First of all one 
must decide the Bhavas to be scrutinised 
for analysis, for, each Bhava indicates 
certain results. 

2nd Bhava denotes self-aquisition and 
one’s bank-position. Sixth Bhava along 
with tenth Bhava denotes profession. 11th 
Bhava denotes realisation of one’s ambi¬ 
tions and higher income, promotion etc. 
Since the question relates to profession 
one has to analyse the Bhavas 2, 6, 10 and 
also 11. According to KRISHNA- 
MURTI PADHDHATI, note down the 
planets in the following order: 

1. Planets in the constellation or sub 
of the occupants of the Bhavas 2, 6, 10. 

2. Occupants of the Bhavas 2, 6 & 10. 

3. Planets to the constellation of the 
lords of 2, 6 & 10. 

4. Lords of 2, 6 & 10. 

5. Planets conjoined with, or aspected 
by the above. 

Lord of the house (Bhava) is the planet 
which owns the sign in which the 
cusp falls. Sub-lord needs serious atten¬ 
tion in determining the significators. Also, 
of all the planets situated in a particular 
constellation, those which situated in the 
own sub [lord of the constellation] or to 
the sub of lords of houses relating to the 
matter under consideration, sub lord in 
beneficial aspects with constellation lord, 
are to be treated as stronger than the rest. 

Also one must note that (a) the planet 
is the source, constellation lord signifies 
matters, to be experienced through the 
planet in the constellation, sub-lord 
decides whether the matter is. favourable 
dr not. 

(b) A planet, by transit aspectingwell 
its original position (natal chart) gains 
strength to offer the results assigned to it. 
Adverse aspects enables the planetweak to 
offer the results. Therefore, aspect while 
transit deserves serious attention. 

Now let us analyse tbe chart. The 
Bhavas 2 & 6 are unoccupied. JUPITER 
alone occupies 10th Bhava. Moon, Sun, 
Venus & Jupiter are in its constellation. 
Sun is in Libra-Thulam. Hence is debili¬ 
tated. So reject Sun. Venus is lord of 2 


, (Libra). It is in Swakshetra. It is also in tbe 
sub of Jupiter. Hence it is strong.. 
Moon is in the sub of VENUS (lord of 2). 
Moon is posited in LIBRA, which is kendra 
to its own sign Cancer Kataka. Hence 
Moon is also strong. JUPITER in its own 
constellation, is exalted and also occupies 
CANCER—Kataka in Navamsa also and 
therefore attained Vargotbama. Exalted in 
Navamsa. X cusp also falls in JUPITER’S 
star. Therefore JUPITER is the strongest. 

Saturn is in Moon’s star and in 
MERCURY’S sub. MERCURY is the 
lord of 1 and 10. Moon is the lord of 
11. The native is running Saturn Dasa, 
JUPITER Bukthi from ,14-7-66. Fur¬ 
ther Saturn is the lord of 6 (Aquarius), 
v Lord of 6, in the constellation of lord of 
11, in the sub of lord of 10, must contri¬ 
bute to gains in profession, success in his 
career. Saturn occupies Tdurus—Rishaba 
counted from its own signs Aquarius & 
Capricorn, it occupies the Kendra or Kona 
respectively. So Saturn is strong. 

MERCURY is in RAHU’S . constel¬ 
lation. RAHU occupies 11th Bhava. 
MERCURY is in the sub of JUPITER, 
wbo is the strongest significator 
for proportion. Mercury therefore a 
significator, by occupying LIBRA which 
is a KONA to its own bouse (10th bouse) 
GEMINI. It is equally strong as Saturn. 
Why? It is tbe lord of 1 and 10 in the 
constellation of lord of 11, in tbe cons¬ 
tellation of occupant of 10th Bhava. 
It is also well posited therefore it is strong. 
The strongest is JUPITER next come, 
Saturn and MERCURY and finally 
VENUS and Moon. 

Of Venus and Mercury, which is to 
be selected? Saturn is the dasanatha. 
MERCURY forms 144° aspect with Saturn 
but Venus is more than 150° away from 
Saturn. 144° aspect is a powerful one to 
do good. Hence MERCURY will give in 
co-operation with Saturn the dasa lord 
and both are significators for profession. 

Therefore one is to select Saturn 
Dasa, JUPITER Bukthi, Saturn Antbra, 
MERCURY Sooksbma as tbe probable 
period of employment. Decide the 
date according to KRISHNAMURTI 
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PADHADHATI. Note the aspect' 
formed by transiting planets while in 
transit and also, the star and sub in which 
they transit. 

On 29th December, 1966, Moon transits 
in JUPITER’S star PUNARVASU. The 
.natal position of BUKTHINATHA JUPI¬ 
TER is 2° 16 KATAKA. (Punarvasu 4th 
Pada). Moon transits in MERCURY 
sign Gemini' Mithuna. Both MERCURY 
and JUPITER rule the period the native 
runs. The day is Thursday .ruled by 
JUPITER. Around 11 o’clock Ascendant 
(29th December) forms trine aspect to X 
cusp from 26° Aquarius. The lagna is 
ruled by Saturn. Star rising is JUPITER’S 
star Poorattathi. This will be the time, 
the native gets into service.' Also on this ■ 
date the native runs, Saturn Dasa, 
JUPITER Bukthi, Saturn Anthra 
MEP.CURY Sookshma. 

' Transits: MERCURY forms 144° 
aspect with JUPITER. JUPITER aspects 
Saturn by its 9th aspect. 

Saturn transits in JUPITER’S star 
Poorattathi, in MARS sub. Saturn is the 
lord 5 and 6. JUPITER, lord 4 and 7 but 
occupies. 10th Bhava, MARS, lord of 3 
and 8. Now in the natal chart Saturn 
forms favourable aspect (36°) with X cusp, 
whereas the aspect with bukthi lord (as 
well as the occupant of 10th Bhava) Jupiter 
is unfavourable (45°). In Saturn Dasa 
JUPITER Bukthi, matters relating to 4 and 
7 (Houses owned by JUPITER) will not 
thrive. But X house matters improves. 
Therefore Saturn, lord of 6, transiting in 
JUPITER’S star (10th house occupant). 
In the sub of MARS, lord of 3, must give 
him an interview regarding employment 
Why ? 6 and 10 represent profession. 3rd 
house is for short journey. But MARS is 
also lord of 8, disappointment and 
Saturn in lord of 5 (speculative dealings). 
Now what result will you predict? Will it 
favour the native after keeping him in sus¬ 
pense or disa ppoint him ? The answer is 
favourable. Why? Look at Fortuna. It is 
in ' MARS’s star MERCURY SUB. 
MERCURY and MARS are conjoined. 
MERCURY is the lord of 1 and' 10. 


Both are in the constellation of Rahu, 
which occupies 11th house (Realisation 
of ambition). Saturn is also in the constel¬ 
lation, Moon, lord of 11, in the sub of 
MERCURY lord of 10. Therefore, 
Saturn’s transit is extremely favourable. 

JUPITER transits: JUPITER tran¬ 
sits in Saturn’s star Pushyam in the.sub of 
VENUS. Occupant of 10th Bhava tran- 
siting'in constellation of lord of 6th Bhava 
in the sub of lord of 2nd Bhava, Houses 2, 
6 and 10 operate. So it is also favourable. 

Improvement in Profession: On 17th 
April, 1967, Moon transits in Punarvasu 
constellation ruled by JUPITER, in the 
sign GEMINI—MITHUNA owned by 
MERCURY. Moon is very close to the 
natal position of bukthinatha JUPITER, 
and Ascendant conjoins at that time the 
natal 10th cusp around 10-30 A.M. The 
native runs JUPITER Bukthi, MERCURY 
Anthra in Saturn Dasa. MERCURY 
transits in JUPITER’S sign Pisces—Meena 
in the star Uthirattathi ruled by Saturn, 
forming trine aspect with JUPITER. 
Saturn transits in Mercury, Star 
REVATHI, in JUPITER’S sign Pisces— 
MEENA, aspecting JUPITER by 108° 
aspect. JUPITER conjoins its. natal 
position andiis in direct motion. JUPITER 
transits in RAHU sub in its own star 
Punarvasu. So what?. 

The strongest significator JUPITER 
(occupant of 10th house) transiting in its 
own constellation, in the sub RAHU, 
occupant of 11th Bhava. JUPITER is exal¬ 
ted now and is :in Vargothama. Hence 
JUPITER gives him a lot in this period. 

On 17th April, 1967, native gains in 
profession, changes bis job and gets a 
better post. 

Further 10th cusp fails in MERCURY’S 
sign JUPITER’S star, KETHU sub. Kethu 
is in Aquarius—Saturn’s sign. Hence the 
significators are Saturn, MERCURY and 
JUPITER. Jupiter is powerfully posited. 
Saturn and MERCURY are also well 
posited. Hence during Saturn Dasa 
JUPITER Bukthi MEfeCURY Anthra, the 
native will gain through profession. It is 
certain. 
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. ON THE WAY TO A CORRECT DECISION OF 
“AYANAMSA VALUE”

amsa ’ problem. 

A brief introduction may not be un¬ 
wieldy as bow and why I bad to take up the 
problem in band. Abide by the proverb 
“Necessity is the mother of invention”, 
one will have to attempt for things which 
are seemingly beyond one’s reach. In a 
way my coming across the subject is quite 
accidental, when I happened to check my 
own horoscope, as to the accuracy of the 
lagnas and the Dasa balance at birth. A 
stage was reached, as to the necessity of 
finding a correct Ayanamsa deduction, 
which can only give us a correct Moon’s 
position and 'hence the precise Dasa 
balance at birth, leading to a accurate 
coincidence of life events and the predic¬ 
tions according to the .birth chart, with 
respect to Dasa Buktbi and Antara, etc. 

To deal with a problem of this nature, 
at the very outset two things (1) the. com¬ 
mencing year and (2) the rate (Ayanagathi) 
per year are of prime importance. Noth¬ 
ing could be had precisely from the books 
arid it is there the question is made vexed 
unnecessarily entering into the detail from 
within. In a way I had to adhere to the 
decision taken by me with reference to a 
number of practical horoscopes, where the 
Moon’s position is a matter of considera¬ 
tion in deciding the coincidence, of the 
time events with the predictions. As per 
the rate books on Astronomy can only 
give a clue to our thinking faculty, but 
one will have to form his own opinion 
and they are not expected to deal things 
in relation to Astrology, which has its 
origin from Astronomy and not the 
reverse in order. Anyhow I • have • come 
to a right conclusion regarding both the 
factors, but b fore revealing them please 


permit me to deal with other aspects of 
consideration in solving the question.

The present day believers of 50 -j (sec) as 

the annual rate of increase are under the 
wrong impression that this matter is rela¬ 
ted in some way or other to the Moon. 
Hence they are adjusting 50" in a Moon 
year of 12 months and 51" in an Adhika 
year (once in every three (years) of thirteen 



(sec) per year. There is no meaning in 
giving undue importance to Moon in rela¬ 
tion to the question.of Aynamsa and the 
Nirayana calculations, because we observe 
the luner months, years and her daily 
occupation of Nakshatra range. Moon 
being a dependent planet to.earth, is Under 
indirect control of the Sun and as such 
she is nothing to do with the question of 
Aynamsa and the Nirayana calculations. 

One must take into account, whatever 
be the valuation of Aynamsa according to 
different belief, one thing stands of great 
significance that this valuation and the 
deduction of it, is commonly applied to 
all the planets alike of the solar system 
inclusive oftbe Sun.- This clearly shows 
that there is a force acting behind and its 
very placement is somewhere outside of 
our solar system itself. With the imagi¬ 
nation of the un-ending wastness of the 
space around in view, the man on earth 
needs a broad outlook,' when a relation 
has to be taken between the space and the 
solar system regarding their existence. 
Because of the attraction or force working 
somewhere outside in the space on the 
Sun and through him on planets of his 
family, the solar system as a whole is 
moving to the north with Sun at its centre 
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and thereby gaining higher altitude grad¬ 
ually. This fact is well explained in the 
works of Astronomy which I remember 
having read that the 27 Nakshatras situa¬ 
ted roughly in a plane parallel to our Sun’s 
equivator gives us a vision, as though they 
are placed at regular distances in a line of 
apparant Sun’s path (Kranthi Vitta) which 
in reality'is the earth’s orbit, through 
which it goes round the Sun.' -My inten¬ 
sion in writing this is to prove that our 
solar system is lifted up to a higher alti¬ 
tude keeping the internal planetary affairs 
undisturbed. This is also explained in 
Astronomy books, the 27 Nakshatras 
which are seen now-a-days' to some 
extent lying to the north of Kranthi 
Vritta, were used to be seen to the south, 
about five thousand years before. This 
■ clearly indicates, because of the great 
distance of the Nakshatras from our solar 
system, it is seen as though they are 
brought forward to the north in propor¬ 
tion of the lifting of our solar system as 
whole to the north thereby we can 
come to a definite conclusion that our Sun 
with his family is moving upwards to the 
north gaining higher altitude. If this is 
well understood my work will be easy of 
course of which I will explain later about 
the central force acting behind, creating 
the above described effects. 

Let us come to our . present problems 
keeping in background all the above facts 
in view, I take it fori granted the learned 
readers are having a clear picture about 
the difference between the two zodiacs to 
• which our Sayana and Nirayana calcula¬ 
tions owe their existence without going 
much into the details. I will try to simplify 
the principles of both the Calculations. 
The Sayana system indicates the longitudi¬ 
nal positions .of the . planets taken as 
applied to the tropical "zodiac relating to 
the earth, where only the Sun and the 
earth are a matter of consideration in 
comparison with the other planets of the 
solar system. So, it acts as though an 
internal family affair .without-disturbing 
the Sayana calculations as the tropical’ 
zodiac itself goes on moving and there is 
no comparison drawn with the far distant 
fixed zodiac. Whereas the longitudinal 


positions of the planets of the solar system 
taken as applied to the far distant fixed or 
the side real zodiac is the principle under¬ 
lying the Nirayana calculations. The 
fixed zodiac has an in its background the 
existence of the 27 Nakshatras the effect of 
which on the occupying the planets have a 
great significance, and that is why our 
Ancient Rishis claimed it to be the right 
one to adopt to the Hindu system of 
Astrological science.. To explain in brief, 
it is the planetary positions as seen from 
the earth against the real fixed zodiac, 
contrary to this the sayana positions Of 
the planets are as they are applied to the 
tropical zodiac (i.e., tropical belt on 
earth). 

As I have previously written that our 
solar system with Sun at its centre as a 
whole is moving upwards to the north 
because of a force placed just above . the 
Sun far away from him at a great altitude.. 
The force releasing centre is no other unit 
of power vested object then the Abhijit. 
Nakshatra itself. Now I will straight¬ 
away speak of an universal truth relating 
to the Hindu Astrological world, at this 
juncture of confusion, a well-known fact 
to our Ancient rishis, the founders of the 
Hindu Astrological science, but totally 
forgotten by the present generation con¬ 
cerned in the. field, “AYNAMSA IS . 
DIRECTLY HELD RESPONSIBLE TO 
THE SUN’S TRAVEL TOWARDS THE 
ABHIJIT NAKSHATRA WITH HIS 
FAMILY OF PLANETS WITH A 
CERTAIN SPEED, GIVING RISE TO 
AYNAGATHI.” 

This is a phenomena to be understood 
very clearly and to make it more simpler. 
Aynamsa owes its existence, because of 
this Sun’s upward movement towards 
Abhijit so to say in a ratio and proportion 
to this movement lies the Aynagathi. 

I have given a detail description regarding 
the sun’s other upward movement and the 
effects created thereby previously. That is' 
why I have requested the readers to under¬ 
stand the idea behind my belief, as it is to 
be of worth consideration in solving so 
many problems like the determination of 
“BAHRSHPATYA” year which has a 
great bearing on the seasons, leading to 
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give us a dear thought on the rains and 
crops. The reader is also expected to take 
an account, as why the importance is 
given to the Abhijit in the Hindu system 
of Astrology, though it is not placed in a 
line of the 27 Nakshatras seen in the 
Kranthi Vritta. It is paid importance as 
the 28th, Nakshatra and it is placed to 
the North somewhere in a line to Shravane 
Nakshatra belonging, to Makara Rasi. 
Hence we can trace some relation with it 
(Abhijit) to Makara Sankranthi and the 
opposite to it the Karaka Sankranthi as 
the Punyakalas. One more thing is there, 
drawing our attention is the importance 
paid to the Abhijit Muhurtha at mid-day 
causing it to be more auspicious, because 
of the direct influence of the Abhijit 
being placed in the mid-heaven, in a line 
to the Sun to the north, (10th house) to 
the lagna prevailing at that time. These 
are all matters of consideration requiring 
deep investigation and we should not mix 
up with our present problem. Anyway it 
shows the greatness of our Ancient Rishis 
of which they have taken note of, in 
determining the principle underlying this 
phenomena of Aynamsa and its applica- 
■ tion to the Nirayana calculations, showing 
their unimaginable worth of knowledge. 

The principle is clearly understood by 
me and it may require a very lengtny 
narration, if I go still deep and I am 
afraid, it may divert the attention of the 
readers and hence it may be unwieldly in 
the way of achieving the aim of this article. 
So,’I will not deal at length in describing 
the ratio and. proportion of Aynagathi 
mathematically. I can dare say that it 
can be worked by- simple -mathematics by 
one and all, with a clear knowledge of the 
principle underlying. Presently it can be 
traced from this end, that is our earth in 
its daily forward movement in making 
the annual rounds in other words in the 
apparent Sun’s daily forward movement. 

At this stage we must discuss something 
about the movements of the planets 
' including the Sun of our solar system. 
There are two types of movements with 
all the planets, one the daily movement on 
its axis and the other second making the 
annual rounds in going round the Sun. 


Moon being a dependent planet on earth 
in spite of her monthly rounds completes 
her axis round at the close of each 
monthly round. Youwillbe surprised if 
I am to speak of the other movement with 
the Sun also. So, my belief of two types 
of movements with the planets stands 
correct, if I can well demonstrate the up¬ 
ward movement of the Sun, automatically 
with his family of planets towards the 
Abhijit. As far as the now-a-day believers 
of the Hindu Astrological science is con¬ 
cerned and the majority of them will not 
believe me if I say so, because they will 
have to stretch their imagination to a 
forgotten belief as it is neither made 
known by the present day Astrological 
scientific world, nor it is commonly 
spoken of. The effect resulting with that 
upward movement of the Sun are very 
difficult to appreciate as you will know 
later. Anyway its reflection is there in 
our earth's annual movement i.e., in the 
apparent Sun’s daily movement, so also 
with all the planets on equal basis, hence 
the Aynamsa deduction is made possible 
with a common figure with all the planets, 
that refiection itself is the Aynagathi. It 
can be calculated per day and the sum 
total of it is the rate of Aynamsa per year. 
It is hidden and it can be traced in the 
daily forward movement of the earth and 
it is the case with all the planets. 

In support of my above thoughts I have 
to write a few more lines about the work¬ 
ing in co-ordination to Aynagathi. This 
portion of my work invites a clear think¬ 
ing faculty on the part of the readers also. 
To be more particular, every planet of 
solar system including our earth is 
influenced by two different types of forces 
acting on each of them. They are 
(1) from the Sun, being the head of the 
family with extra power vested in him and 
alongside by an acquired power because 
of placing himself under still greater 
power (Abhijit) than him, while he himself 
rotating on his axis, makes the earth and 
the other planets move on their axis by 
which they are made to take the annual 
rounds; (2) this power is also adminis¬ 
tered through him only because of the 
acquired power from a different source 
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that is from the Abhijit. The execution of 
this acquired power or force is of a 
continuously flowing nature depending on 
the upward movement of the Sun towards 
that force releasing centre the Abhijit. 
That force which is of a continuously 
flowing nature is in an opposite direction 
to that of Sun’s original force which is 
responsible for the daily and annual rounds 
movements of the planets. I hope to 
understand the above phenomena your 
thinking should be very clear not to. mix 
one with the other. To express the same 
in brief the force that makes the planets 
in functioning daily and annual rounds.is 
met with the Abhijit force in an opposite 
direction to that of the Sun’s original 
■force, which comes through him only in a 
continuous flow in proportion to his up¬ 
ward movement towards the Abhijit. 
This force is creating a resistance to their 
onward movements in a continuous way 
depending an its nature of origin, so to 
say a regulation is put on their movements 
with respect to time taken by them in 
making the rounds. A calculation of the. 
resistance or the regulation shows the 
moving planets will fall back with a 
certain space in the circumference at the 
close of each annual round, which remains, 
constant and will be' added on depending 
on the number of annual rounds. This 
falling in the traversing space per day and 
the sum total of it at the end of each 
annual round will be the rate of resistance 
or Aynagathi per year. A record of it, 
will have to be taken depending on the 
number of years keeping in consideration 
the starting year and this is the “ Aynamsa 
Value”, while considering the starting 
year we have to note in what year the two 
zodiacs, the fixed and the tropical were at 
zero degree. 

I have tried my level best in explaining 
the phenomena, I will come to the end 
after quoting a simple example of working 
of a watch, where the main spring stands 
in the place of. Sun patting the whole 
"maclianism into action. The balance 
with hair spring with its to and pro move¬ 
ments represents the daily movements of 
the planets. The regulator is there though 
externally fixed having no connections 


with the internal working of the w’atchj, ^ 
makes the 1 watch go slow, fast or correct' 
according to the adjustment with it. Thus 
the placement of a regulator is of great : 
significance in a way in our present., - 
problem “Aynagathi” in the form of a^ 
regulator owes its existence to an outside! 
body from the solar.'system, the “Abhijit, 

“ Nakshatra ”. . 

In calculating the present Aynamsfij, 
value the Aynagathi is there per day, the! 
sum total for month is the monthly rate « 
and the sum total of 12 months is the, . 
rate per year. If you take 1' (of space) or 7 
60’ per year as the rate, and it is the" 
same in reality also of which I will explain ’ 
with facts and figures at the end, and the 
starting year to be 569 A.D. or 491 seke, 
which could be proved beyond doubt ■’ 
The present Aynamsa value can be taken''* 
thus. Deduct 569 from the desired year, 
you will get as many minutes as the years 
are in advance, convert them for degrees, 
minutes, etc..,. The present Aynamsa it 
value with this method for 1966 is 23° 17’. 
This is true to the beginning of a solar 
year i.e., when Ravi enters Mesha rasi 1 
about the 13th April and it goes on 
ipereasing 5" every solar month and 60’ or 
•I’ for a solar year- 

As is expressed in the very introduction 
and at the very commencement of the ,, 
article in determining the Aynamsa value 
the question of the starting year to this 
valuation is of equal consideration to that 
of a decision regarding the Aynagathi. 
Starting year means when the two zodiacs 
were at zero degree. As per this portion 
of work the book references are all 
contradictory, none of them agree with 
each other. To ascertain this there is no 
other go than to surrender to the predic¬ 
tive side with respect to practical horos¬ 
copes. The Vimsotbari Dasa system, can 
only withstand any test for the coinci¬ 
dence of events in life with predictions 
depending on the correct Moon’s position, 
giving dependable Dasa balance at birth 
with respect to Dasa Bhuktbi Anthara and 
sboosbma etc. You will find it bard to 
believe me, if I do not mention the very 
instance which lead me to take a correct 
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'decision. Excuse me if I mentioned and 
-have to, my own case otherwise I would 
f not have been so confident as I am now. 
! One can imagine how accurate it is with 
?the coincidence of the very commence- 
£ing day of a Dasa, proved to be so by 
.'experience and as a test to the Dasa 
^balance at birth and predictions as per 
[Rasi and Amsa charts, with this Amsa 
tkundali plays an important role. 

To be more sound it is supported by 
■ the “ Nandi nadi ” predictions of Mysore. 
■It is like this, Moon’s position has to. be 
25° 18' in Meena Rasi (it is actually 
25° 18' 35” or so) giving exactly 6 years 
balance of Budha Dasa at birth. To 


maintain Moon in that position, it allowed 
a deduction of 22° 27' Aynamsa value. 
With the observation of 63” or 1' as the 
rate, the very conversion of the value 
22° 27' - in minutes and the deduction of it 
from my birth year 1916 gave me the 
starting year to the 569 A.D. or 491 seke. 
This has been amply tested with a number 
of practical horoscopes and proved to be 
correct. 

So, I request you all the learned and 
students alike of this great science of 
Astrology to try your own horoscope 
with my method and be convinced, when 
the aim of this article, will be fulfilled at 
its best.

A few may claim that no word of a Rishi 
—is available now, could fail. It is true 
that the Maharishis who lived thousands 
of years ago were very great; 

My honest opinion is that what material 
we have at present in different States in 
different languages is a part of the whole 
and is not complete even.when we study 
all the literature available in all States.- 
We must have lost here and there some 
portions, and explanations; 

' Therefore, it is our duty now, to do 
research collect statistics and find out 
which comes correct and which fails. 
Why? Many do not agree that every 
word of a Rishi must come correct. 
Because, the Maharishis themselves diffe¬ 
red one from the other in various' points. 
They ask “ Are there not dozens of 
Siddhantas which we have learnt and 
publish' varieties of Almanacs, each 
differing from the other”? For one 
birth how many horoscopes are erected. • 
They quote that “Evenduring the time of 
Varaha-Mihira, each Court astrologer 
presented different charts.” Soalso, nowa¬ 
days also a person is presented with dozens 
of charts for the same, time and place of 
birth. So, should not we find ouFwhich. is 
the correct method to find out the position 
of planets. Astronomy is the science 
‘ Dbrisbti ’. But astrology is “A—drisbti.” 
So when our Maharishis have handed over 
many Sidhdhantas, one must make use of 
the-modern instruments to ascertain and 
judge which is correct. Better, we follow 
that almanac or ephemeris which is done 
by using such occular instruments and 
published. 

Suppose we buy a dozen watches— 
different makes—shop may be the same or 
different—if no two watches showthe same 


time should not the intelligent son dial 
‘ 174 ’ and find out which is correct, also 
tune to the All-India Radio and say how 
much each watch is erratic, or at least say 
which is correct. 

Can any consider that Shri Adi-Sankar- 
acharya or Sri: Ramanujacharia or Sri 
Madhvacharya lack wisdom ? Can we take 
that every word of all three Acharyasmust 
be correct. Why then, there is such a 
difference of opinion? 

Suppose there are a few internal auditors 
and a chief auditor for a concern if each 
produces different balance sheet ■ as well 
as Profit and Loss accounts, are we to 
accept all? It is not the duty of the Chair¬ 
man to verify and find out which is 
correct? 

Suppose, a person asks “ What is the 
time now. Sir,” Am I to give him a list, 
saying (a) watch number one shows this 
time, (b) number two shows this time and 
so on ; or when I submit my accounts to. 
the Income Tax Officer, am I to furnish 
all the statements which differ one from 
the other to him? . 

So, Krishnamurti- did research and had 
been teaching (now also continuing to 
teach to the students, spread all over 
India) hundreds of. students by delivering 
lectures regularly: they have.learnt; they 
apply and continue to apply Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati unlearning whatever they learnt 
previously, and having clear and open 
mind without any confusion and contra¬ 
diction : there should be no false prestige 
to stick on to any, knowing it is wrong. 
What had been happening, till Krishna¬ 
murti Padhdhati was introduced and used 
by them; they learnt all' the different 
Siddhantas through innumerable comment- 
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ators. That is all. No definite conclusion 
was arrived at. So they remained confused. 
There was no further progress. It was 
static and stagnant like muddy water in a 
tank. 

Some . call Krisbnamurti as a new 
entrant. He is aged 59 ; From 1927, he 
was studying astrology, From 1935 he was 
doing research. From 1951, he is coaching 
up students after initiating them, Maha 
Ganapathi Manthra. Most of them carry 
on the research, admire and follow on as 
this gives astoundingly accurate results. 
Those, who do not know him call him in 
the manner in which it appeals to them, 
are less in age and in experience. Expres¬ 
sion to one’s feeling is left to one's birth, 
society, etc. Men talk. Dogs bark. 
Donkeys kick and Caravan goes on. 
Krishnamurti investigates Rajayogas and 
Ashtaka Varga. He considers them as 
unscientific as they cannot be applied to 
all horoscopes especially twins and they 
are empherical. The exact degree, position 
of planets are not at all taken for calcula¬ 
tion. 

1. Brihat Jataka—Chapter XI— 
Rajayoga Verse 18. If the Moon, 
Saturn and Jupiter occupy res¬ 
pectively the 10th, 11th and the 
first, Mercury and Mars occupy 
the second, Venus and the Sun in 
the 4th, the person born is a 
king. 

2. Let us take that the lagna is 
Taurus : Then the Chart will be 
as follows:

According to Hindu system of erecting 
a horoscope and dividing the houses— 
Bhavas—it is impossible to have Mercury 
in the second house and Sun in the 4th 
house. But according to Western system 
• for North Latitudes there can be births 
having Mercury in second house and Sun 
in the 4th house provided 

(a) the longitude of the 3rd house is 
less than 28 and at the same time. 

(b) Mercury is far behind the sun to 
the maximum of 28 and 

(c) Occupies the fag end of the 
second house and close to the 
cusp of the third, as well as 

(d) Sun is in the very beginning of 
the 4th house i.e., next to 4th 
cusp 

and the sidereal time at the time of birth 
is to be between 18 and 20 hours. Once 
in thousands of years, such a’birth can 
take place, provided Western System of 
house Division is followed. 

Otherwise, according to Hindu tradi¬ 
tional method, it is an impossibility. If 
any astrologer were to contradict, let him 
send to the editor, the horoscope of such 
a king. The editor will thank him. (2) 
Chapter XI sloka 11. (Mercury in Kanya 
Lagna- Virgo Ascendant) Venus in 1, 
Moon and Jupiter in 7, Saturn and Mars 
in 5, the person will become a king. One 
of the greatest mathematicians and astrono¬ 
mers worked out and published that-this 
combination can form if we wait till 14691 
A. D. He has said “ What is the use of 
this as well as of many similar rules or 
rather dates embedded fossilwise in Bribat- 
Jataka since the 6th Century A.D. 

(3) Chapter XI sloka 20. If any of the 
3 planets Jupiter, Mercury and Venus be 
in the Lagna and Saturn in 7, Sun in 10, 
the Yoga denotes the birth of persons who 
will spend money recklessly. Can Sun be 
in 10 and Mercury in Lagna. Let tbe birth 
be in any latitude, bow can this happen ? 
Translators, simply translate and conve¬ 
niently avoid commenting on it. 

Therefore, Krishnamurti does, not want 
to do research on imaginary horoscopes. 




impossible horoscopes but carry oh the 
research on actual facts and figures. He 
follows the advice of Swami Vivekananda 
“ Awake arise and stop not till the Goal is 
reached.” So Krishnamurti will mind his 
research. A great astronomer' has pub¬ 
lished. “ If we apply astronomical tests 
to the thousands of the horoscopes which 
are introduced as examples into text-books 
of Astrology, we shall find that, although 
the horoscopes with 5 or 6 or 7 planets 
were intended to represent types of more 
or less frequent occurrences, yet they in 
fact correspond to single dates and to not 
more than one date, each in several thous¬ 
ands of years..:.tAstrology commits 

itself unwillingly to dates of an in¬ 
convenient kind.” 

Krishnamurti will take Ashtaka Varga 
and prove how it is not useful to one and 
all. No doubt it takes hours to calculate; 
different ashtaka varga figures are given by 
different astrologers using different siddh- 
antas and pages after pages of calcula¬ 
tion for the same birth as planets and 
found in different signs in the horoscope. 
To Krishnamurti it appears that a few, 
knowingfullylwell that there are differences 
as well as mistakes and also that it is 
not applicable to all, especially those born 
ih the same Lagna on the same date, work 
out Ashtaka varga. It is just like the 
■ father of a girl who is. suffering from 
Asthma, Hysteria, Leucoderma orLeprosy 
_ in initial stage gives her in marriage to a 
boy. Krishnamurti insists that either we 
• should do research and make it perfect or 
never advocate such theories. If any were 
to support Ashtaka Varga, I shall first, 
furnish with the charts of four twins, born

with dates. Let them explain how far, 
Ashtaka Varga is useful.

Therefore I am sure that all will agree 
that it is necessary to do research find out 
the truth and be useful to the public. 

When can one use Krishnamurti Padk

Krishnamurti wants us to take the time' 
of birth in standard time; the Latitude and' 
Longitude of the place, use the Raphael 1 
Table of Houses and Raphael’s Ephemeris' 
of that year of birth i take Krishnamurti 
Ayanamsa value (who follows new comb) 
erect the Nirayana Chart. 

Take Hindu System of 27 stars, Udu- 
dasa, Bhadhaka Sthana and Marakash- 
thana. 

Follow western system of houses; 
aspects and progression, Hindu aspects. 

Stellar System : Use invariably constel¬ 
lation and sub division of each constella¬ 
tion as propounded by Krishnamurti. This 
theory is original (to be tested by others 
with open mind).

TO FIND OUT THE DAY AND THE TIME OF BIRTH 

' (K. S. K.) 


This person has a doubt He was said 
that he was born on 23-8-1919 about a 
couple of hours before Sunrise. He wants 
to know whether his birth was after 22nd 
August (calendar date ended and the Sun 
rose later on 23-8-1919 or he was born on 
the completion of the (calendar date) 23rd 
and before the Sunrise on 24th. Such 
doubts are always found with majority of 
the people who had not cast the horos¬ 
copes, immediately after birth or whose 
parents did not note down clearly without 
giving room for any doubt.j 

To my knowledge, there is no convin- 
.cing method given by any author to ascer¬ 
tain without any alternative and declare 
which is correct. There is no literature. 
Yekshini can help- 

But, according to me (which appeals to 
common sense also) one is to note down 
the ruling planets at the moment of judg¬ 
ment. Also note down what should be 
the ruling planets if he is born on 22nd by 
23rd or 23rd by 24th either must agree in 
full with those at the moment of judg¬ 
ment. 

Now, at the time of judgment it is 
Saturday: The Star is'Sravanam, Lagna' 
is Scorpio. Therefore, Saturn, Moon and 
Mars are the ruling planets. 

On .22/23 August 1919—the' day was 
Friday ruled by Venus, Piinarvasu gover¬ 
ned by Jupiter was the star and rasi 
Gemini, owned by Mercury. 

On 23/24 August 1919—the day was 
Saturday/Sunday (governed by Saturn) 
Pushyami was the star governed by Saturn 
and rasi, Cancer, is ruled by Moon. 

According'to the time of query, Saturn, 
Mars and Moon are the ruling planets. 

22/23 ruling planets.are Venus, Jupiter 
and Mercury. 

23/24 August 1919, Saturn and Moon 
are the ruling planets. Therefore, which 


day is to be selected. Astrologers, can 
test this with all horoscopes, especially 
the first horoscope, taken for judgment on 
that day. 

“Ruling planets at the moment of 
taking a chart for judgment will be and 
must invariably be the ruling planets at 
the time of birth which is to be ascertain¬ 
ed." This is my finding which is astoun- 
dingly accurate in all cases. 

When the day is fixed, the next one is 
the lagna. AS it is said that he is born 
just prior to Sunrise, and since the ruling 
planets should be Saturn, Moon and Mars, 
note in which sign. Sun was on that day. 
Then the sign, behind it, must be the 
lagna. Sun should be in the second 
sign. 

Sun on 23/24-8-1919 was in Leo, Simha. 
Can Saturn be the lord of lagna it can 
Capricorn or Aquarius be the lagna ? No. 
Why? Only in the evening hours these 
two signs will rise in the month of August. 
Can it be.Scorpio or Aries owned by 
Mars? No. Why? Scorpio will be bet¬ 
ween 11-15 A.M. and 1-15 P.M. or Aries 
will be around 10 P.M. But it is said that 
he is born in the early hours. So take 
Cancer, which is ruled by Moon. In that. 
Mars and Saturn should have their stars 
and sub. In Cancer, ■ there is no Mars 
star; but only Pushya, governed by 
Saturn is in Cancer. So you consider the 
area of Pushya and in that, calculate and 
fix the sub of Mars. 

But, now, stop for a minute and note 
whether Rahu or Ketu is in Saturn sign or 
Mars sign. Nodes are stronger than the 
planet. Yes; there is Rahu in Aries, 
owned by Mars at the time of judgment. 
Therefore take Moon's sign, Saturn’s star 
and . Rahu sub. Mars sub sub may be 
taken. 

Therefore 14° 13' in Cancer on 23/24 
August 1919, (Nirayana system) should be 
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the lagna. The place of birth is 23° 20 N. 
So find out the ayanamsa for that year of 
birth, (it is 22° 38 ) add to Nirayana 
position of 14° 13'. Then you get 6° 51' 
Leo, Sayana system. 

Refer to Table of Houses for Latitude 
23° 20'. Find out, for which Sidereal 
time 6°51'of Leo will be the Ascendant. 
It will be found after Calculation that for 
the Sidereal time of 2 hours 3 mts 54 secs, 
Leo 6° 51'will rise! calculate as follows 
to find out the "birth time in I.S.T:

Correction for East Longitude 

72° 38'deduct 0 0 48 

Add interval and correction. 

The sum should be 2 hours

If for every . 6 mts. interval 1 sec. is 
added, the interval plus correction come& 
as 16-1-47. Therefore find the interval. 
It will be 15-59-7 and the correction for 
interval will be 2 mts., 40 secs. 

Therefore after previous noon (not 12 
noon I.S.T. but 12 noon L.M.T.) 15 
hours 59 mts. 7 secs, have passed. 

As the locality of birth is 72° 38' E, one 
is to add 39 mts. 32 secs, to - L.M.T., to 
get the time in I.S.T. 

Adding 39 mts., 32 secs, to 15-59-7, we 
get 16-38-39 after previous noon = 4 hrs. 
38 mts. 39 Secs after 23rd and 4-38-39 
A.M. to on 24th August 1919.

Lagna- is Cancer and the ascending 
node, Rahu is also in Cancer. Hence 
Lagna is afflicted : Take Moon Sign: it 
is in Capricorn and Kethu is conjoined 
with Moon. Moon sign, also, is equally 
afflicted. If Moon sign is not afflicted; 
but only the Lagna is spoiled by the 
presence of a malefic, one has to take the 
Moon Sign as the first house: As Moon 
Sign is also afflicted, take Lagna as the 
first house and therefrom, calculate and 
judge.

“accident. Third house lord indicates.that 
it can take place, while One is on a short 
tour... Planets in Biped signs denpte.that.. 
one may' walk, or go by cycie or by 


Scooter and meet with accident, especially, 
by falling down if Saturn is conjoined 
with or if it aspects lord of 4 or 6 or 8. 
But if the planets, to cause the accident 
. i occupy a quadruped Sign, you will go 
by car and meet with a dash. But if there 
are such planets in multipede sign, when 
you travel in a train, you may meet with 
danger due to derailment. If they are in 
airy signs, during air travel, one may have 
the danger.. Our Sages and the Western- 
Savants have not allotted any house for 
birds. So, we have to take the airy signs,', 
Gemini—Twins,, so two wings Libra— 
human sign—biped—two legs and Aqua¬ 
rius a human . and airy sign. The above 
rules appeal when one reads. ' But when 
we take the horoscopes of the people who 
met with accident and survive and those 
who succumbed.to it, Iwe can understand 
that (a) one is to note in which Constella¬ 
tion the planet is. . .(b) Most important to 
decide whether one will surrive or not is 
to find out in. which sub that. planet is. 
If the sub lord is a maraka, the person 
meets with the accident and passes away. 
This- Biped, quadruped, multipede are 
.there. Yet they do not come true in all 
cases. It gives an idea. Scooters or 
auto-rickshaws : have 3 legs. Lorries have 
6, 8,10 arid so on. Research is to be 
made to differentiate between solid wheels, 
like bullock bandy, rubber tyred like 
coaches, under air pressure in rubber tubes 
and tyre or to _fly in ...the air, or without 
any wheel to go by country boat, etc. 

One thing is certain- If Jupiter, or lbrd 
of 9 is conjoined with those ruling 6 or 8' 
or 12, or if Jupiter or lord of 9 aspects 6 
or 8 or 12, one escapes. Many may travel 
together. . Yet, that person or those 
persons having the above combination 
will have the Providential'Help and escape 
unscathed. ’ 

In your chart, Jupiter is lord of 9. It • 
..is in 6: Lord of 8 is in the constellation 
of lord of 9. Rahu the node, in Lagna is 
__ in the constellation of Jupiter. Hence, 
Jupiter is a strong benefic, proteotingiyou 
'from all evils;. \ 

.. . Uranus in' the 8th house, threatens. 

' Therefore whenever, planets by progression 



or transit ' conjoin Uranus in the 8th 
house, you may be one in the group of 
passengers meeting with accident. But as 
the constellation i Poorvapadra you will 
never suffer. ' ■ 

Finance and Fortune : 

Houses 2, .6 and 10 denote the profes¬ 
sion of a person. One is to bear in mind 
the lords of the dasas that rule one's 
time. 

The s'trong significators are those who 
occupy the constellation of the occupants 
of the houses 2, 6 or 10. 

Next in strength will be the planets 
situated in these three Bhavas. 

Third in strength are those deposited 
in the constellation of the lords of these 3 
houses. 

Next only will be the owners of the 
houses 2,,6 and 10. 

, Planets conjoined ; with any of the 
significators. or aspected by them will also 
show the results concerned with one’s 
profession. 

No planet is in the second house. 
Jupiter Occupies the 6th house : none is 
deposited in 10: Jupiter’s constellations 
are Punarvasu, Visaka, Poorvapadrapada. 
Rahu is in Punarvasu. Saturn is in 
Visaka: Uranus which is not allotted 
any dasa is in Poorvapadra. Hence Rahu. 
and Saturn are the strongest significators. ’ 

Jupiter is a beneficial significator. 

2nd house is owned by Sun. 6th is ruled 
by Jupiter. 10th is governed by Mars. 

Moon and Kethu are in Uthrashada, 
lord of which is Sun. In the other two 
stars, Karthik and Uthrapalguni there is 
no planet; Regarding Jupiter, it is already 
discussed- Mars rules Mrigasira, Chithra 
and Dhanishta. No planet is in its star. 
Hence Moon, Kethu and Mars are also 
those who indicate about one’s profession. 

Mercury, lord of 3 and 12, showing ' 
changes, is conjoined with Saturn. Planets 
connected with 12 house bring out changes 
in one’s routine life. If one is idle, he 


gets into service if it is, in any manner, 
connected with the significators. of the 
house 2 or 6 or 10. 

. That is why, when young, you joined 
service, during Rabu Dasa Rahu Bhukti 
Budh Anthra. Further Mercury was under 
the sway of Rahu. (in the constellation of 
lord of 6 for service and self-earning) and 
. sub of Moon, lord of lagna, in the 
constellation of lord of 2, Sun.' But 
Saturn was in the constellation of the 
occupant and owner, of the 6th house. It 
has to denote'about one’s'job. Saturn 
was in the Sub of lord of 8.

But if we see, according to traditional 
method, Rahu, dasanatha is in Janma— 
evil—; Jupiter is in 4—bad— 1 Kethu in 7 
—very bad ; etc. So, the usual method 
• of applying Gochara Systenj cannot throw 
light. 

Now regarding future, the prospects 
will be as under :

this show? This person will start another 
. separate business. Venus, lord of 11, in, 
the Constellation' of Mercury, gives a; 
partner in business. Saturn, lord of 7 in 1 
4 shows that he will'also reside in the' 
•same place. Jupiter, aspected by Mars) 
and Saturn will make you Executive’ 
Director. It . indicates (Saturn) daily) 
attendance, personal exertion and execu-i 
tion. Mars shows authority, organisation, 
command and control. Jupiter is. to 
manage and administer. This wili be 
connected with taking up agency of 
chemicals and drugs, as. Venus is in 
Scorpio (denoting chemical or medical),- 
in Mercury Constellation, (representative) 
in the Sub of. Moon, bringing a thorough 
change in'the nature of the daily routine. 
Hence when Sun transits in Jupiter Sign, 
Saturn star Venus Sub on 24-3-71 itself, 
such' an arrangement will be made and the 
new line of. business will function. 

All the above will go on till 1988 under 
your charge. 

Marriage and married Life. 

Judge houses 2, 7 and 11. Venus the 
Chief Governor for marriage, also, needs 
consideration. Lagna is Strong. Itisin 
3° T. Hence all the planets are in the same 
number of the Sign as the Bbavas are. 

2nd house is unoccupied: 7th is occu¬ 
pied by Kethu and Moon 11thbouse also 
remains vacant. Kethu’s Stars are Aswini, 
Makam and Moolam.- No planet is depo¬ 
sited in any of the three constellations. 
Kethu is strong. It gives the results of 
Moon, lord of Lagna with which it is 
conjoined and that of Saturn, as it is 
tenanted in Capricorn owned by Saturn.

Therefore Rahu, Kethu, Sun and 
Mercury indicate-2nd, 7th and 11th which 
are owned b’l Sun, Saturn and Venus. 
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ko planet in Saturn’s star. But Saturn is 
[exalted and is stronger than Mercury 
with which it is inclose conjunction. 
Saturn aspects Rahu. Saturn is the owner 
of the sign occupied by Kethu. Hence 
Saturn is very strong as lord of 7 (aspect- 
ing the 7th house counted from Moon 
also). Jupiter alone is in Venus Star. 
When we take the strength, Rahu, Kethu, 
Saturn and Moon are very strong. Jupi¬ 
ter and Venus come next. 

When there are many significators, note 
the lord of the day. Star, and Lagna when 
this aspect is judged. It is'24-10-1966, a 
Monday, Sathabhisha Star day and Lagna 
is Aquarius (2-10 P.M. at Delhi). Hence 
Moon, lord of the day, Saturn, lord of the 
Lagna and Rasi and Rahu, the lord df 
Sathabhisha Star indicate the result. 

He entered into Rahudasa when he was 
18 years of age.

The method of analysis according to 
KRISHNAMURTI PADHDHATI is as

By Marriage it is meant the permanent 
legal bondage with the other sex, an' addi¬ 
tion to the family and a New cycle of 
LIFE to start..

I am taking' not only the 
above said 4-textsbut also for the benefit 
of the readers,- TJthrakalamritham, Sarvar- 
tha Ghintamani, Jataka Chandrika etc., 
also. . „ 

Horary Astrology is one of the branches 
Which'is: most useful. One who has 
understood this subject correctly will be 
able to offer accurate predictions and the 
consultants will consider this method of 
prognostication as mysterious, wonderful* 
amazing, and most satisfactory. If - one 
Studies these books and apply Krishna- 
murti' Padhdhati (this branch of the science 
will be published under the title “ Horary 
Astrology by Sravana’T one can'solve 
any problem and offer precise and correct 
predictions: 

Some are under wrong impression that 
when an astrologer request the consultant 
to mention a number within 108, the 
astrologer follows Numerology and from 
the numerical value of the number, the 
astrologer predicts. No. The astrologer 
has a horoscope made for the moment of 
the. query, taking the Latitude and the 
Longitude of the place, just like a horo¬ 
scope is cast for a child bom at that 
moment, in that locality. The number 
given gives the position of the Ascendant 
for that query and the positio'n of the 
planets remains the same. Taking such 
houses and planets relevant for the nature 
of the query, the astrologer predicts. It 
is genuine astrology. It is not numero¬ 
logy. 


Some say that I thought a number; 

wanted to mention a number; while 
I mentioned, something else I told. 
Therefore the prediction depends on the 
number given which may be a chance. No. 
The number given forms the basis for 
prediction. Those who do not know the 
truth and those who had no experience 
may scoff at this branch and may doubt 
that the prediction cannot come true. He 
may add that he could have mentioned 
some other number. He may have that 
feeling. But he has not realised that it is 
his Karma and Fate which work all the 
moments in his life, in every thought, 
speech and action and hence he cannot 
give any other number. It is the Divine 
Force that manupulates. Only on personal 
experience, one can confirm the truth that 
Horary Astrology is a genuine, divine and 
useful branch of this science. Let him 
put the following questions to himself. 
Have I a choice to select anioment for my 
birth ? Have I the choice to select my 
parents,etc.? Experience will teach him 
that be has no choice for giving a number 
also. 

Horary astrology is most essential 

(a) for those who have no horoscope 
as they do not know the time and place of 
birth; 

(b) for those who doubt about the 
correctness of the horoscope; 

(c) if one wants precise' answer while 
making a selection. (l)Supposeonewants 
to invest on a building. The broker men¬ 
tions about 6 houses in one area. The 
consultant desires to know which of the 
six, be will buy. According to Progres¬ 
sion, dasa bhukti system, Gocbara Tran¬ 
sit, one can predict that he will acquire 
a building. But one cannot say which 
building will be purchased; which buil¬ 
ding will - land him into trouble, if he 
purchases, due to litigation ; which buil¬ 
ding be cannot take possession etc. Only' 
Horary will be useful. (2) Similarly a 
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bridegroom has proposal for marriage 
from five different parties who have no 
horoscope. Only names are known can 
we go by names? No. We should not, 
why ? Consider for a minute, you will 
realise that one who helps you, encourages 
you and supports you is called Rama 
and one who brings ill-repute to you is 
another ‘Rama’. One whom one marries 
is called Lakshmi and another Lakshmi 
rejected him. One who has filed a suit 
against you is called Gopal and he who 
saves you by giving witness is another 
Gopal. Therefore never predict, taking 
’ the name alone. Therefore note down the 
name and address of all the brides. Give 
them the number 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. Ask 
the consultant to give each separate 
numbers' for the five brides. Find out, 
whom he will marry. 1 . It is not uncommon 
that none of these he marries but one 
whose proposal is to come, may get 
married. Horary helps (3) One has applied 
for auditor’s post in four different private 
concerns. Which of these he will get or 
hashe to try elsewhere can be said by 
Horary alone (4) One stands for election. 
Which locality may be selected can be 
predicted quickly and correctly by Horary. 
.Thus one can find that Horary astrology 
is necessary even to those who are in 
possession of correct horoscopes.) 

Therefore Horary astrology is very use¬ 
ful. It is rational and scientific. It is 
not a.bluff. It is not to dupe the gullible 
throng. 

Horary astrology is useful to predict 
one’s longevity, health, disease, nature, 
duration, time of admission to hospital* 
time of operation, time of discharge, 
whether one will return home or will be 
carried home, success or. failure in the 
examination, 'in any attempt which, one 
makes, improvement or deterioration ih 
one’s financial, position, whether one can 
have overdraft facility or not, foreign 
collaboration ■ or not, partner for one’s 
business or not,- when etc., whether.one 
will have any younge.r..born, his.|aalih, 

. longevity financial position etc"' wither 
one will buy land or building, car or 
.other conveyance, health of mother, 
longevity, relationship with her, help from 


her; whether one can or will speculat 
when, how he will prosper, whether oS 
will have a, child, if so what sex, help 
through children, their prosperity,", 
whether a matter will go for litigation,' 
end in arbitration, compromise, win or 
lose, marriage, when, with whom; married 
life harmonious and happy or not; 
divorce; reunion; span of married life, 
help through partner, father’s health and 
longevity, his prosperity, mind to help the 
native etc., higher studies, overseas, 
scholarship, profession, promotion, out¬ 
standing report or adverse, seniority, 
transfer, additional charge, allowance etc., 
friends and elder brothers, reunion with 
members of the family, secret enemica! 
activities, loss by theft, in litigation pick¬ 
pocketing, robbery, due to political rea¬ 
sons, receipt of gifts or donation, impri¬ 
sonment, fine, spiritual uplift, realisation 
of ambition, etc. Any question can be 
answered by Horary. Say, dress : which 
colour will suit; which indicates that the 
immediate future is fortunate : whatever 
be the indication which will be had etc., 
■say, travel; will I get a seat in the plane 
or will I go by train or will I go by 
car. (One Gentleman at Coimbatore put 
this question. It was said that he would 
go by train and that he could not get 
ticket by air, nor he will take his car. 
It need not be said that the prediction 
true. It goes without saying.) 

Thus for any question. Horary astro¬ 
logy has a correct answer. 

Books can give the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples. It entirely depends on the intelli¬ 
gent anticipation by proper application 
and interpretation by the astrologer with¬ 
out taking into consideration • one’s- 
desire. Wishful thoughts and guess will 
prove to be useless.

Text. 

Sl..(l) Bhottotpala bows . to all the 
seven planets. Sun, Moon, Mars, Mer¬ 
cury, Jupiter, Venus and Saturn : then he 
prays to Lord Ganapathi. _.He brings_out 
for the benefit of the readers—astro¬ 
logers—this science Prasna Gyana. 
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SI. (2) He boldly declares that Horary 
astrology will never fail. He expects the 
astrologers to carefully judge tbe ten 
conditions of tbe planets after casting 
tbeir exact position. 

{The ten conditions of the planets are 
given in Jataka Parijata and tbeir results 
are explained in Saravali. 

(I) Theeptba: Jubilant, buoyant, 
effulgent. A planet is in ‘ Theeptba ’ if it 
is in its exalted or moola trikona sign i.e. 
it is very strong.

This means that a planet in exaltation 
or in Moolatrikona sign promises that 
Goddess of Fortune favours the native, 
offers courage and blesses with Victory 
over enemies (It is not correct in all cases: 
many suffer during the period of the exal¬ 
ted planet) 


It depends on tbe lord of tbe constellation 
and tbe lord of tbe sub.] 

(3) Prarmidbita : Satisfied contented : 
A planet is said to be be satisfied when it 
occupies its friend's quarters. One can 
find out the friend’s quarters by using the 
following: 

Swa, Swanthya, Dhi, Dharma, Swoch- 
cba, Ayu, Sukba, i.e., count from tbe 
Moolatrikona sign of tbe planet whose 
friendly sign is to be found. The first, 
second twelfth, fifth, ninth, exaltation sign 
eighth and fourth counted from tbe Moola¬ 
trikona signs are the friendly signs. Tbe 
other signs are said to beenemical, i.e., 3, 
6, 10, 11 and 7. One can easily remember 
that tbe seventh and the upacbaya Stbanas 
counted from Moolatrikona signs are 
not friendly ones. The lords of the 
friendly signs are called tbe friends of tbe 
planetthe lords of tbe signs 3, 6,10, 11 
and 7 are said to be tbe enemy of that 
planet. It may happen that one of tbe 
two signs owned by a planet is friendly 
and tbe other is enemical. 

Tbe authors say that such a planet 
owning both tbe friendly and enemical 
signs should be considered as neutral, e.g. 
take Sun. 


(2) Swastha: Pleasant, happy:—A 
planet is said to be in swastha if it occu¬ 
pies its own sign, i.e. when it is Swak- 
sbetbra.

[Planet in its own causes miseries and 
does barm also; it is not a guarantee that 
such a planet should invariably do good. 


Its Moolatrikona sign is Leo. There¬ 
fore Mercury owning Gemini and Virgo 
becomes tbe lord of the' Utb and the 
second sign counted from Sun’s Moola¬ 
trikona sign, lltb is enemical, 2nd is 
friendly. So Mercury is neutral to Sun 
3rd sign Libra is ownedby Venus which 
also rules Taurus tbe 10th sign from Leo, 
tbe Moolatrikona of sign of Sun, Leo. 
As tbe 3 and 10 are enemicals Venus is tbe 
enemy of Sun. Take tbe 4tb sign Scorpio. 
It is owned by Mars who also governs 
Aries, the 9tb sign. Therefore Mars is 
friendly with Sun. Thus one is to find 
out tbe friendship, enmity and neutral 
condition of the planets. 

Such a planet causes contentment; it 
offers peace; it is also said that one may 
have damsels, riches like gems and pre¬ 
cious metals, enjoy one’s, life and come 
out successful in one’s enterprise and 
victorious in tbe disputes. 
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(4) Santha: Calm, tranquil : If a 
planet is in the Vargo of a benefic, it is 
said to be ‘Santha’ By benefics, one is to 
mean benefics by nature, i.e. Jupiter, 
Venus, Waxing Moon, and unafflicted 
Mercury. Such a planet in Santha 
condition shows that the person will be 
helpful. • He or she will do meritorious 

• deeds. They will be educated and learned. 
They can become advisers and ministers. 
Hence they can enjoy life with enough 
financial position and have peace. 

(5) Saktha: Capable, competent, effi¬ 
cient. A planet is in ‘ Saktha ’ condition; 
if it is not Moudya, Mooda or eclipsed 
but is with bright rays. Such 2 planet will 
bring one name fame, reputation, honour 
etc. He will be liked by all. He or she 
has enough friends of the opposite sex; so 
he or she. puts on good clothes, uses 

- Sower and fragrant saents. 

(6) Prapeditba: Troubled tormented: 
A planet is said jo be in Prapeeditha; 
if it is defeated by another planet in the 
fight among themselves.' Such a planet 
causes separation from close relatives 
and friends; he or she may wander from 
one place to the other (frequent transfers, 
keeping the family in any. one place); 
suffer in the hands of the enemies or from 
ill-health. Thus he or she 'will be mise- 

, rable, even a king will suffer. 

S ’ ■ (7) “ Dheena ” : Unhappy timid wor¬ 
ried, miserable. A planet is said to be in 
Dheena conditions if either in Rasi 

-Kundali or in Navamsa Kundali, it occu¬ 
pies its enemy’s quarters; Such a planet 
threatens loss of one’s position, prestige 
and honour. The person is defeated. He 

. is ruined. He goes to foreign places ; 

•^cannot keep .himself clean. 

(8) * Kala ’—cruel—wicked—A planet 
Is in ‘ kala ’ condition when it occupies 
either iti Rasi kundali or Navamsa kundali, 
the sign belonging to any of the natural 

- malefics, Sun, Waning Moon, Mars, afflic¬ 
ted. Mercury. or saturn. Such a planet 

(always contributes for one’s miserable 
life. 

[_ (9) Vikala ”—unsteady, infirm. Such 

I a condition arises when a planet is eclipsed. 


(Saturn and Venus do not lose strength* 
even when eclipsed. Uthrakalamirtha, 
khanda IV sIoka-15), loss of wealth, sepa¬ 
ration from partner, mentally worried,' 
enemy’s strength much greater and enemy 
becoming more powerful, agony, etc., are 
threatened. t 

(10) “Bheedhi’’, fear, threatening, 
frightened. A planet attains the condition 
of “ Bheedh ” in its Neecha, debilititated 
i.e,, depression sign. Such a planet makes, 
one diffident. There is no self-confidence. 
He is afraid by anything ami everything. 
Loss of all kinds are portended. 

Sloka 3: The astrologer should start 
his work only aftpr bowing to the planets. 
He must worship when alone truth will 
dawn in his mind. Then commence to 
judge the query. 

The querist has to sit facing east or 
north or north east. He should avoid 
taking such a seat, facing west, south¬ 
west, north-west, south, and south-east 
directions. 

Varahamihira in Brihat Sainhita has 
advised the astrologer to take seat in an- 
even ground Under a tree with flowers or 
fruits; he has to avoid such trees where 
owls and such bad omen birds take rest; 
the name of the tree-itself should be 
encouraging offering mental solace, pr¬ 
one should prefer Deva, Rishi Twiya, 
Siddha or Sadbu Nilayam with Sath 
pushyam, i.e, the temple, the ashram of 
Maharishis, the residences of Brahmins, 
the places of Siddha Purusbas or good 
Sadhus where there are planets with 
beautiful and sweet smelling flowers etc. 
Why? The sight ilself should be pleasing: 
to the eyes. Lawn is preferred. 

' Slokas 4: The consultant also should 
pray with fruits, flowers,'gems and gold; 
then only, come out.with his problems 
and put queries to the astrologer.’ • 

Avoid taking seat under a tree which is 
cut or which is thorny. Avoid grave¬ 
yards, neglected temples, junction of the 
roads, dirty places, and dry barren 
ground. Reject such places where persons 
remain naked, or saloon, slaugher house_ 
gabbling den, hospitals,-prison 'or' honey 
store room.

i .Why ? Because one can have favoura¬ 
ble results if the consultant faces east. If 
he faces south or north, journey is indi¬ 
cated. South west and north east show 
that there is long delay in achieving one’s 
aim- Northwest-and south-east threaten 
failure, disappointment or temporary 
pleasure. 

Regarding west, in Prasna Bairava it is 
taken as auspicious whereas Varahamihira 
advises to avoid west. 

Both the astrologer and the consultant 
must prefer the morning hours to the 
afternoon the Santhya kala, twilight 
period and the nights. 

Neelakanta suggests that the astrologer 
should check whether the consultant has 
approached him with the sincere idea of 
placing his problems and then requesting 
the astrologer to solve them or he.has 
come to test him or put some questions 
casually. This can be judged by. finding 
out whether the lagna that is rising in the 
east is occupied by Moon, squared or 
opposed by Saturn, or opposed by Mercury 
or aspected by Mars and Mercury in 
Moolara, i.e. eclipsed. If the ascendant, 
at the moment of query, has such afflic¬ 
tions, the consultant is not sincere. 
Benefics in the Lagna Bhava denotes that 
he is true and he has the real urge. Male- 
fics in the lagna indicates that he is not 
plain and open. If lord of the 7th cusp 
receives aspect from its enemy or Jupiter 
or Mercury he is crooked and not straight 
forward. But if the 7th house as well as 
lagna receive aspects' from either Moon 
of Mercury or Jupiter or by all of them 
he is honest when he puts the query. 
Benefics aspecting the enemy of lord of 7 
when he aspects the latter, then also, he is 
honest. 

Only when the consultant is serious and 
sincere, then only. truth will come out: 
prediction will prove to be correct.' 

After satisfying himself, the astrologer 
has to note down the various questions, 
1, 2, 3 and so on, if the person wants to. 
consult on more than one question. While 
judging the first question, take lagna as 
the first Bhava; for the second question, 


find where Moon is deposited. Consider 
that sign as Lagna: for the third question, 
note the sign tenanted by Sun and take 
that sigu as Lagna. For the fourth, the 
lagna should be the sign occupied by 
Jupiter ; the fifth question is to be answe¬ 
red by taking either of the signs occupied 
by the stronger of the two planets Mercury 
or Venus and so bn. 

Slokas 5, 6 and 7: In these three slokas 
the author says that the astrologer must 
observe the omen (I add Nimitham also) 
at the time of query and decide whether 
he can give favourable answer or not. It 
is advisable to read Brihat Samhita where 
Varahamihira has elaborately dealt with 
‘ omens ’. (Inthis magazine it will appear 
separately in the succeeding issues.) 

Next, he explains how one is to judge 
the various houses—bhavas—whether they 
are auspicious and strong to offer desirable 
results fulfilling one’s desire or otherwise. 

Sloka 8: If the benefics, Mercury, 
Jupiter or Venus or the lord of the house 
is situated the particular house to be 
judged, then the house or if they aspect 
the house, the matters signified by the 
house will offer beneficial results. 

Sloka?: A Bhava—house — becomes 
favourable if benefics occupy the 2nd, 4tb, 
7th, 10th and 12th houses. 

Sloka 10: If the lagna falls in a qua¬ 
druped or a biped sign and if an evil 
planet aspects the Lagna, then the matters 
signified by Lagna Bhava fall through. 
One can expect only unfavourable results. 

Sloka 11: One can predict beneficial 
results if evils do not occupy 1, 4, 7, 8, 10 
and 12 houses and in 1, 4, 7, 10 houses 
either lord of Lagna or its friend were to 
be deposited. 

( ' 

Sloka 12: Benefics Mercury, Jupiter 
and Venus in the kona signs 5 or 9 and the 
evils Sun, Mars and Saturn in 3 or 6 or 11 
contribute for the beneficial results. They 
are advantageous.. 

Sloka 13: . There will be either disease 
or. dispute if evil planets are in lagna; 
disagreement unhappiness and disharmony 
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among relatives are to be predicted, if the 
malefics are found in the 4th house. 

Sloka 14: There will be hindrance and 
difficulty for one to make a journey, if the 
7th house is afflicted by the occupation of 
a malefic in the 7th house: One cannot 
have success in his enterprises if evils are 
in the 10th house; but if they are conjoi¬ 
ned with or aspected by any of the bene- 
fics, then the malefics do their job by 
throwing obstacles and threatening failure 
but the benefics ultimately fulfil the 
querist’s desire. 

Sloka 15: If the fixed sign Taurus, Leo, 
Scorpio or Aquarius be the ascendant, one 
cannot be defeated ; there will be no loss ; 
disease will continue and cannot be cured; 
journey will not be madebut one can 
have the rank or position which he 
expects. 

Sloka 16: If any of the movable signs 
Aries, Cancer, Libra or Capricorn be the 
ascendant, one will be defeated, things 
will be lost, disease will disappear, journey 
will be made • but one cannot have the 
rank or position or improvement in status. 

If any of the common signs were to rise 
(Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius or Pisces) 
divide the sign into two halves ; the first 
half and the second half. One is to con¬ 
sider the first half as though it is a fixed 
sign and offer such predictions as is given 
for a fixed sign: the.second half is to be 
considered as a movable sign and. predic¬ 
tions given for a movable sign is to be 
. applied for the second half of the dual or 
common or Ubaya sign. 

Sloka 17: One can have his desires 
fulfilled if any of the benefics is deposited 
in Lagna or if the Lagna falls in the 
-Varga of benefics. 

Sloka 18: Success in one’s enterprise 
and the return . of those who had been 
away are to be expected if benefics are 
situated in 1, 4, 5, 7, 9 or 10th.houses and.. 
malefics are in 3 or 6 of 11. 

Sloka 19 : People who had gone away 
will return if Jupiter or Venus is deposited 
in the second or the third house. But if 
these benefics are tenanted in the fourth 


house, immediate return of the member is 
to be expected. 

Sloka 20 : The person who had gone 
out will return home shortly and the 
person is alive if Mercury and Venus are 
in 2 and 12 to Lagna or Moon. 

Sloka 21: Enemy will come with his 
forces if the Lagna, ’ Navamsa Lagna are 
in movable signs and Moon is in a fixed 
.sign. If Moon is in a movable sign and the 
Lagna and Navamsa Lagna are fixed signs, 
the enemy will not come (will there be liti¬ 
gation or opposition or competition can 
be found, similarly). 

Sloka 22: If Mercury, Jupiter or 
Venus is in 6, Moon, in a common sign, 
and the lagna in a fixed one, th? enemy 
faces difficulties and feels sorry even 
though he may have sufficient strength 
(Even eye witness will fail in the litigation). 

Sloka 23: The enemy might have pro¬ 
ceeded a little: Yet he will retrace; if evil 
planets are in the 5th and the 6th houses 
(withdrawal of the notice against the 
native—no further proceedings). The 
enemy would have come to the boundary, 
yet he will go back, if evil planets are 
found in the 4th Bhava (suit—in the court 
of law will be withdrawn). 

Sloka 24: The enemy , will be defeated 
if the watery signs Cancer, Scorpio and 
Pisces as well as Aquarius happen to be 
the 4th house and receive favourable 
aspects from benefics. (win the case.) If 
the 4th house is either Aries.or Taurus and 
evil planets are deposited there, the enemy 
will come forward. ^ He will be marching 
on. 

Sloka 25: Houses 9, 10, 11, 12, 1 and- 
2 indicate the offence :' 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 
houses denote the defence. Benefics in 
between 9th and second house promise 
victory whereas if the benefics are be- 
ween 3rd and 8th house, they threaten 
defeat (win or lose the case). 

Sloka 26: Compromise or agreement 
or treaty is to be predicted if the benefics 
are in Virgo or Libra or first half of 
Sagittarius or Aquarius. There cannot 
be any treaty-if "malefics - occopy these

’signs. It is said that these signs must be 
either lagna or the 12th or the 11th house. 

Sloka 27 ; Even a strong person can¬ 
not keep good health if the lagna receives 
aspect from evil planets. Moon is in 3 or 
6 or 10 or 11 and the beneficial planets 
occupy 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 9 and 10th houses. 

Sloka 28: The’ consultant will have 
the recovery from the disease if Jupiter 
aspects the lagna occupied by strong 
Moon or if Venus or Jupiter is deposited 
in 1 or 4 or 7 or 10. ■ 

Sloka 29: A person can have a 
partner for marriage if Moon aspected by 
Jupiter occupies 3, 6, 7, 10 or 11th bhava : 
but if malefics aspect such a Moon, time is 
not come to-have a partner for marriage. 

Sloka 30: The person can get married 
if Moon in 3, 5, 6, 7 or 11, receives aspect 
from Jupiter, Sun or Mercury. 

Sloka 31 : If the benefics are in 1, 4, 
5, 7, 9 or 10 even then one will get 
married. The rank, character, physical 
features, etc. will be good if the 7th house 
is ruled by a benefic. If the 7th house is 


governed by a malefic, the panne. «... 
less in rank : do not look bright and the 
complexion is not fair. 

Sloka 32 : Benefics in 5 or 11 promise 
birth of children. Male child is to be 
predicted if the luminaries Sun and Moon, 
Jupiter and the lagna are in positive 
signs. 

Sloka 33: But if they are in negative 
signs, expect female child. If some are in 
masculine signs and some in feminine 
signs, find out the strongest of them note 
the sign occupied by it and then declare 
the results. A male child will be the 
result if the houses 1,3, 5, 7, 9 or 11 is 
occupied by Saturn. 

Sloka 34: Male child is to be expec¬ 
ted if strong Jupiter and Venus are in 
masculine signs 1 Jupiter, Moon and Mars 
in even signs denote the delivery of a 
female child.

If Lagna is i afflicted and the 
Moon sign is free from affliction take 
Moon sign as the..first JIbava;- if- Moon 
sign is also spoiled, take lagna. If the 
Ascendant is a movable sign, the 11th 
' therefrom is termed as Bhadhakasthana-

(Bhadhaka means to do barm. The worst 
barm to anybody is to affect one's 
longevity.) Tbe planet in that sign is 
said to be tbe occupant of tbe Bhadak- 
stbana. Tbe lord of that sign is called 
Bhadbakasthana Adbipatbi. 

All planets govern each, three constel¬ 
lations. Tbe occupant is stronger than 
tbe owners! The, planet ‘ A ’ situated in 
the constellation of a planet ‘ B' or a node 
‘C ’ is stronger than the planet ^B’ or 
node ‘C’. Also a node situated in either 
of tbe signs of a planet is stronger than 
tbe owner of tbe signs. 

Hence tbe worst planet affecting one's 
longevity is tbe node occupying tbe sign 
of tbe planet in tbe constellation of the 
occupant of tbe Bhadhakastbana ; the 
planet in tbe constellation of the occupant 
in Bhadbakasthana ; the occupant of the 
Bhadhakastbana.

Anthra will be evil. As per transit, Rahu 
and Kethu will square Mars ; Rahu will 
be in sesquiquadrate aspect with dasa- 
natba Venus and Kethu will form semi- 
angular aspect.

Lord of Cancer is Moon, lord of the 
star must be Mercury as now the ruling 
planets are Moon and Mercury.

"■ All along, I had been saying that Moon’ 
and .Mercery are the ruling planets. - So 


your doubt is about the exact degree in 
Virgo which is owned by Mercury. Moon 
rules Hasiham in Virgo. It extends from 
10“ to 23“ 20' and it can be one of the four 
Navamsa signs, Aries, Taurus, Gemini or 
Cancer. As today Moon is in Mars star 
Mars is also a ruling planet which owns' 
Aries. Therefore take Aries as Navamsa 
Lagna. It cannot be in Pisces owned by 
Jupiter, nor in-Uihrapalguni star governed 
by Sun as both Jupiter and Sun have no 
concern at lhi£time. 

On witnessing these, one Engineer said 
that his parents told him that his birth 
was between 11-30 and 12-P.M. L.M.T.

East the Sun rose at 6-36 A.M.- L.M.T. = 
6-18 A.M. I.S.T. As birth time ranges 
for 30 minutes = 75 Vikaties and the above

It is no 
good. Jupiter is in Rahu’s star Jupiter 
sub. Therefore Mercury and Jupiter 
favour. As Rahu is in Mercury’s sign and 
Kethu is in Jupiter’s sign, find planets in 
their stars. None in Ketbu’s stars Aswini, 
Makam and Moolani. But Mercury and 
Jupiter are in Rabu’s constellation. There¬ 
fore one has to predict that this will expect 
during Mercury Dasa, Jupiter Bhukti, 
Rahu Anthara around 15-10-1967. Rahu 


and Saturn in Virgo will be transitted by 
Sun and it shows that the intra-uterine 
life will be less and it will be an immature 
pregnancy. 

Let ■ us analyse his wife’s chart It is 
always advisable to judge from the lady’s 
snap. Lagna is afflicted as the sign where¬ 
in Lagna has fallen is Scorpio and Kethu 
occupied that sign. Further lord of lagna 
is in the 8th sign. But Moon’s sign is 
also owned by the Mars and yet it occupies 
the 3rd sign counted from Moon’s sign 
Aries; it is also occupied by Jupiter. 
Therefore judge the signs 2, 5. and 11 ' 
counted from Moon’s sign:—Rahu who 
is to act as an agent of Venus, owner of 
the sign where Rahu is posited.

As lord of 9 from Moon sign is Jupiter 
and it is conjoined with Moon, she has 
done enough of nuritorious and in the 
previous birth, so that she can attribute 
to her prayers to Santhanagopal Krishna 
that God has' blessed her with a child. 
Rahu Dasanatha in the constellation of - 
lord of 5 and a representative of Venus, 
owner of the second house will give her a 
child.

■ (a) malefic occupying Lagna, 

(6) beneficial planets forming evil

Health will be affected if planets are 
connected with 6th house (a) either by 
occupying the constellation of the occu¬ 
pant of the - 6th house or (6) by occu¬ 
pying the 6th house or (c) by being 
deposited in the constellation of lord of 6 
or ( d ) by being the lord of the 6th house, 
or (e) by conjoining with or aspected by 
any of the significators.

It owns Aries and 
Scorpio. Kethu occupies Aries. So take. 
Kethu. Find out the planets in the 
constellation . of Kethu. Venus and 
Mercury are in Kethu’s star Aswini and 
Saturn is in Makam. Hence the con¬ 
joined period of these planets will cause 
disease. 

Hindu astrologers have said that Sun 
conjoined with Venus in 5 or 7 or 9 will 
cause defect in the organ.

Judge houses 2, 7 and 11 and the planet 
Venus which is the Chief Governor for 
marriage. 

Planets occupying the constellation of a 
node or a planet are stronger than the 
lord of the constellation. So also planets 
situated in a house is stronger than the 
lord of the cusp of the house. Planets 
conjoined with or aspected by a planet, 
gain strength to offer the results of the 
planet with which they are connected in 
the above manner. 

Hence 

(a) Note the occupants of the houses 
2,'7andll and find out the constella¬ 
tions ruled by them as well as the planets 
deposited in those constellations. The 
planets in the constellation of the occu¬ 
pants are the strongest significators. 

Sun is in the second house. Karthik, 
Uthrapalguni and Uthrashada are ruled 
by Sun. Mercury alone is in the star 
governed by Sun. House 7 is vacant. 11th 
house is occupied by Mars. Mrigasira, 
Chitra and Dhanishta are ruled by Mars. 
Kethu is in Mars star Mrigasira and Sun 
is in Dhanishta. 

Hence Sun, Mercury and Kethu are the 
chief significators. 

The chart is given on 16-1-67. Even 
though the person (father of this bride) 


visited thrice, it could not be taken. The 
crowd around me did not allow me to 
touch the chart. But on 18-1-67 in the 
afternoon at 3 P.M. they left me to 
attend to this chart and they remained in 
the adjoining room. I was able to do 
quickly. What does this show? Yester¬ 
day it was Revathi, It continued till 
noon today.

Now, one is to 
find out whether Rahu or Kethu is in either 
of the two signs owned by Mars. Rahu 
is in Scorpio. Its lord is Mars. Therefore 
prefer and select Rahu instead of Mars. 

Therefore we have to take Kethu and 
Rahu as the strongest. Note which dasa 
is on. It is governed by Sun. Calculate. 
One will find that Mercury sub period will 
end on 2-8-1967. Then Kethu Bhukti in 
Sun Dasa will be on.

Take the transit of dasanatha Sun. In 
these four months, it can pass the sign 
owned by dasanatha Sun and the Constel¬ 
lation governed by Kethu; Select Rahu 
sub in that star called Makam (10th star).

Whereas I say, it is 'not a 
guarantee, all do not enjoy—many expe¬ 
rience untold miseries). 

\ I had already said that if a person tries 
•to criticise me indirectly, he should follow 
my method and apply it properly ; better 
one does not exhibit his ignorance and 
make attempts to redicule others, in vain. 
It is bad. 

What a pity!. Sathabisha does not 
appear to have understood my theory. 
But be tries to criticise and throw mud on 
the eyes of the readers. 

The example horoscope (reproduced in' 
the next page in this magazine given by 
him on page 12 of January issue Astrolo¬ 
gical-Magazine) has led me to. take it as 
an imaginary and fictitious chart as the 
time and place of birth are not given and 
also all the planets are not shown in the 
chart. I prove that there can be no birth in 
the past 100 years having this chart and 
so it amounts to make clearly an attempt 
to speak ill of the really intelligent astro¬ 
loger. Let me explain and show the posi¬ 
tion of planets (Jupiter, Mars and Mer¬ 
cury, in the past 100 years). Jupiter was 
near about and also in 24°. Cancer on the 
following periods. One can .use any 
ayanamsa between ,l° and_360V Position 
of Mars and Mercury during those periods 
when Jupiter was. in Cancer were.:—. _ 

1. 24-7-1896 to” 29-7-1896. Mars 
...was in Aries and not, in Sagit- 


tarious and Mercury was in 
Cancer. 

2. 9-7-1908 to 14-7-1908. Mars 
was with Jupiter in Cancer. 

3. 30-10-1919 to 10-11-1919. Mars 
in Leo. Mercury in Scorpio. . 

4. 1-10-1931 to 8-10-1931. Mercury 
in Virgo, Mars in Libra. 

It is impossible to enjoy Jnpiter Dasa if 
one is born after 13th September, 1943, 
since Mars Dasa balance should be 6 years 
8 months according to him as Moon is 
shown in 24° in Capricorn ; Rahu Dasa 
for 18 years is to follow. In 1943, when 
Jupiter was in Cancer at.24°, Mars was in 
Taurus and Mercury in Virgo. “ As he 
has written that the native is a business 
man ” it means that the person is living. 
In India, normally, people do not live 
beyond 83. So I stopped with furnishing 
the position of Jupiter, Mars and Mer¬ 
cury in 1884. On 10-8-1884 Jupiter was in 
24° Cancer when Mars was in Virgo and 
Mercury in Leo.

• Where is Lagna? It is in 27° Cancer. 
Where is Jupiter ? It is in 24° Cancer. 
Where is Mercury 7 It is 24° Gemini. 

In which horoscope ? In the imaginary 
horoscope furnished by Sathabisha. Even 
then, 1 according to me a house commences 


in a cusp and ends in the next. Hence 
Jupiter goes to 12th Bhava; Mercury 
comes to 11th house. 

A planet situated in a constellation 
offers the results of that Bhava in which 
the lord of the constellation is posited. 
This is very important and it is invariably 
correct. Ever, 1 repeat this rule in each 
example. How this person omitted to 
note this ruling is not understood. So, 
he is wrong, to start with. Mercury is in 
the 11th house. Therefore planets in the 
constellation of those situated in the 11th 
Bhava must necessarily offer brilliant 
results and the native must realise his 
ambition. Therefore, Jupiter which gains 
strength because of exaltation—(1 do not 
say that a planet becomes a benefic being 
exalted)—is in the constellation of 
Mercury which is in the 11th Bhava. So 
it has to offer such results so that the 
person who may be born on a later date 
will achieve his aim and fulfil his desire 
to a good extent. 

Again look at the sub in which Jupiter 
is. It is in the sub of Mars which owns 
the 10th house, which is in 5th Bhava. 
10th house indicates name, fame, reputa¬ 
tions, honours, profession and prosperity. 
5th bouse shows politics. Therefore, 
Jupiter gives the results of Mercury in the 
11th bouse and sub of Mars (5 and 10). It 
promises a successful career. 

Moon, the other planet which has to 
cause Gajakesari Yoga is in the constella¬ 
tion of Mars and sub of Mars. There¬ 
fore, when lord of lagna is in the cons¬ 
tellation of lord of 10 and sub of lord 
of 10, it has to give most desirable results. 
Moon is in the 6th house. 6th Bhava is 
evil to the opponent. Hence, 6th house is 
for victory over enemies, success in 
election, etc. In the Dasa of Jupiter who 
is to give 11th house results during Moon’s 
sub period what other results can one 
have, except to be popular and prosperous. 
Similar situation will give exalted status 
whether there is Gajakesari yoga or not: 
Moon' in Virgo or Taurus 24° can cause 
similar effects when there is no Gajakesari 
yoga. 

According to Western system, planets 
near the cusp are very strong in producing 



the results of that bouse. Nearness or 
- away from the cusp is considered only for 
the strength. What Westerners call as 
Cusp is Bhava - Madhya for Hindus. So * 
both do not disagree in ascertaining the 
strength. But where a house begins and 
where.it ends are not the same for the 
Hindus and . the Westerners. Every 
scientist has formed his own opinion on 
the statistics collected by him. Mr. Bailey, 
Sathabisha etc., can follow Hindu method . 
of division of a house. Who objects? 
But 1 say that if one is to apply Krishna- 
murti Padhdhati he must follow the 
division of house according to the Western 
System, which is advised by me. . 

To the Readers :— 

1. The moment one finds Gajakesari 
Yoga do not predict that one will be 
popular and prosperous during Jupiter 
. .Dasa or Moon Dasa or in their conjoined 
period. Why? • Most of the people who 
have this Yoga have suffered. None can 
deny. Fact is a fact. Then what to do ? 
How to differentiate ? ' Yes ! Look to the 
lord of the constellation, find out where it ' 
is posited.

.at thak time. But actually, when that 
period, runs, he suffers.

“ What is this Gajakesari Yoga, Sunapha 
Yoga etc.) ” He adds “ Krishnamurti’s 
finding is convincing because he differenti¬ 
ates between those who will enjoy (a very 
poor percentage) and those who will suffer 
(majority) even though in all their horos¬ 
copes Gajakesari Yoga is present, follow¬ 
ing his Padhdhati.”

These two charts are said to belong to 2 
cousin brothers. They are published in 
the Astrological Magazine January 1967 
issue page 98. If we apply the general 
principle that exalted planet should confer 
beneficial results, in chart 5, there is exal¬ 
ted Sun; lord of 10 is in 6 ;■ there is Nee- 
chabanga Rajayoga etc. According to 
text-book rules, he should enjoy in full. 
After all, what is he? He is nothing; no 
education, no status, no income. But 
taking chart 4 now, Bagyasthanadhipatbi

Obviously this horoscope is wrong due 
to printer’s mistake; when Rahu is in 
Aries, Kethu cannot be in Scorpio. 

I do not pass a remark. I point out the 
mistake. Rahu and Kethu can never 
occupy the two signs belonging to the 
same planet as is shown here. They are 
180° away. 

All the charts given, show the political 
power. All of them do not have Gajake- 


sari Yoga. Neecba Grahas are many in 
such politicians chart. Does this not 
disprove the general rule ? 

What I say is that people born within 2 
hours on the same day in the same sign as- 
lagna and-, the planets remaining in the 
same-sign, enjoy, different results. It is a 
fact. So I did research. I have found 
out the truth. I teach io the learned and 
educated people with open mind who have 
the desire to search for the truth and who 
are not jealous. All of them carry the 
research on the lines of Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati. I welcome constructive criti¬ 
cism applying my method correctly.

Whereas I am 
always willing to well spend my time on ■ 
healthy and constructive criticisms or 
discussions I cannot waste my time, nor 
come down to that level in petty and un¬ 
scientific discussions- I hope I will have 
no more occasion to' write rejoinders to 
similar articles based on misleading, in¬ 
complete, incorrect and fictitious horos¬ 
copes.

I take it that you had written letters to 
me so that I may not publish anything 
against you or Astrological Magazine. 
But you or your staff publish articles 
trying to damage my reputation by misre¬ 
presenting my theory deliberately.

Readers of my magazine and yours drew 



■my attention' at Madras, Hyderabad and 
Bombay and said that Satbabisha bad 
written an article against'me in ‘January 
issue.’ Because all these astrologersknow 
that I am the only person in this world who 
gave such a meaning correctly to Gaja- 
kesari Yoga (one yard growing beard). 
People who know our previous correspon¬ 
dence ask “ Has he sent a copy of Satha¬ 
bisha’s article to you? Did he get your 
rejoinder as he had written in his' letter?. 
The fact is that I came to know of such 
an article only through those people. 

(If you would have sent to me in advance 
the fictitious Chart illustrated in Salhabi- 
sha’s article, I would have opened the 
eyes of your editorial staff which does not 
exclude yourself. I would have said that 
the horoscope taken by Satbabisha as 
one of a living businessman is imaginary : 
not real : So it amounts to throwing dust 
in the eyes of the readers : because all the 
readers will not take pains to verify the 
. correctness of the chart and prove .that it 
is absurd, but take it as correct. God did 
not allow you to do. Why? If you 
would have sent Sathabisha’s article aqd 
I also .give my reply, on seeing my rejoin¬

For promotion judge the houses 2, 6, 
10 and 11th houses. 

Houses 2, 6 and 10 are vacant: 11th 
house is occupied by Kethu which governs 
the 3 constellations, Aswini, Maka and 
Moola. Only Moon is in Kethu constella¬ 
tion. Take Moon. Houses 2, 6, 10 and 11 
are ruled by Saturn, Mercury, Venus and 
Mars respectively.

' (l) Is lagna strong and unafflicted. 
Yes. There is no evil in the sign Aries in 
which the ascendant has fallen. Lagna 
can get afflicted only when Aries is tenanted 
with either Saturn or‘Rahu or Kethu or 
Mars. If the ascendant receives aspect 
from its own lord it becomes strong. An 
afflicted Lagna cannot get modified and 
become unafflicted when the lord of lagna 
aspects. It can improve the strength 
alone; it cannot ward off evil; if afflicted. 

(2) If one is to become a High Court 
Judge, he should have studied Law. For 
education and higher education one is to 
judge the houses 4 and 9. Kethu is in 4th 
Bhava. It alone is in one of its constella- 
t ions Makam ; none in Aswini or Moolam. 


Jupiter is in the 9th house. It is also 
lord of 9. Jupiter indicates Law, religion, 
philosophy, banking, economics, etc. 
Hence find out whether he could have had 
higher education and' completed Law 
course successfully and satisfactorily. As 
at his age of 22 years, he entered Jupiter 
Dasa, Jupiter is beneficial to confer on him 
B.L. or LLB. Jupiter gets exalted in 
Navamsasign: Jupiter is in the constel¬ 
lation of luminary Moon in the house six 
which denotes service and Moon is the 
lord of the 4th house. Therefore Jupiter 
offers professional study—Law is one of 
them. 

(3) To find out promotion, judge 
houses 2, 6, 10 and 11. 

2nd house is occupied by Saturn. No 
planet is in any of the three constellations 
of Saturn, Pushya, Anuradha or Uthra- 
padrapada. Saturn is a strong significator. 
[As it is in the constellation of Rahu who 
is occupying Saturn’s sign and as the sub 
is governed by Saturn, lord of 10 and 11 
Saturn must give promotion in its period 
and sub periods. As Rahu is in one of the 
signs of Saturn, one is to consider that 
Rahu is stronger than Saturn; so one is to • 
find out the planets tenanted in the constel¬ 
lation of Rahu. They are stronger than 
Rahu and hence much stronger than 
Saturn. These planets in Rahu’s constel¬ 
lation gain the strength to offer the results 
of Saturn since Rahu translates the effect 
of Saturn to those in Rahu’s star. Saturn 
and Venus are in Rahu constellation. 

6th house is occupied by Moon, Mars 
and Venus. It shows much about service. 
Mercury and Jupiter are in the constella¬ 
tions Hastha and Sravana. Moon and Mars 
are not only in the 6th house but also they 
are deposited in the constellation of the 
planet. Mars which offers authority, gives 
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promotion and keeps one as a leader or 
the bead of the show. Mars is also strong. 

ftp planet is in any of the 3 constella- 
tions\of Venus, Bharani, Poorvapalguni 
and Poorvashada. Venus as lord of 2 is a 
benefactor. Summing up all these one can 
find that,Saturn (2nd house) Rahu(llth 
sign, 10th house, represents Saturn in 2, 
lord of lOahd 11). Venus and Jupiter are 
the strongest: Moon and Mars come next. 

(4) Consider the time when the chart 
is taken for judgment. 28-1-67; 2-50 p.m.; 
Saturday Rishaba Lagna. Poorvapalguni 
star day. Hence Saturn and Venus are 
indicated. These two are found to be in 
the many significators. 

(5) Next note the period that is 
running {Birth date 21—9—1914. Mars 


Dasa completed on 23—12—1918: Rahu 
operated till 23—12—1936. Jupiter ran: 
for 16 years. Saturn commenced on 
23—12—1952. Now from 5—8—1966, 
Saturn Dasa Rahu Bhukti is functioning. 
Venus sub sub period must come i.e., 
2-6-1968. It runs for 5 months 21 days. 
In that sub period select Jupiter’s Shook- 
shama. One may even consider Saturn 
Dasa Rahu Bhukti Jupiter Anthra and 
Venus shookshama. Then the period 
should be now, shortly, after 17-3-67.

Sun’s Dasa balance at birth 4 years 10 
months and 3 days. 

For birth of children, judge the houses 
2, 5, 11 and also Jupiter, the chief 
Governor for children after ascertaining 
whether Lagna is unafflicted and strong or 
Moon sign. As the sign Leo in which 
Lagna has fallen is not occupied by either 
Saturn or Mars or Rabu or Kethu, Lagna 
is unafflicted. As its lord is not tenanted 


in the 6th or 8 th or 12th sign counted 
from Lagna, Lagna is strong. It need 
not be considered whether it is exalted 
Vargothamamsa, Swakshethera in friendly 
quarters, etc. or debilitated or in enemy’s 
camp. 

Second house is occupied by Mercury, 
Jupiter and Sun.

No planet in 
Karthikai, Uthrapalguni or Uthrashada 
ruled by Sun. Hence Mercury, Moon, 
Sun and Jupiter are the significators. 

This chart is worked out on Thursday, 
during Mi thuna Lagna and Sravanam star 
day. Mercury, Moon and Jupiter are com¬ 
mon in both the ruling planets and 
the significators. So take these three and 
analyse further. Mercury is in Rahu’s 
constellation and Jupiter sub. Moon is 
in Jupiter’s star and Saturn sub. It is no 
good. . Jupiter is in Rahu star Jupiter sub. 
Therefore Mercury and Jupiter favour. As 
Rabu is in Mercury’s sign and Kethu is 
in Jupiter’s sign, find planets in their 
stars: None in Kethu’s stars Aswini 
Makam, Moolam: But Mercury and 
Jupiter are in Rahu’s constellation. 

Therefore, one has to predict that his 
wife will expect during' Mercury Dasa, 
Jupiter Bbukti, Rahu Antbra around 
15-10-1967. Rahu and Saturn in Virgo 
will be transitted by Sun and it shows that 
the intra-uterine life will be less and hence 
it will be an immature pregnancy. .

Lagna is afflicted as the sign wherein 
lagna has fallen is Scorpio and Kethu 
occupies that ' sign. Further lord of 
lagna'is in the 8th sign. But -Moon’s- 
sign is also owned by the same Mars and 
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yet it occupies the 3rd sign counted from 
Moon’s sign, Aries ; it is also occupied by 
Jupiter- Therefore judge the sign 2, 5 
and 11 counted from Moon sign: Rahu 
who is to act as an agent of Venus, owner 
of the sign where Rahu is posited, Sun, 
lord of 5 and Saturn, lord of 11 are to be 
judged. No planet is in Rahu's constel¬ 
lation: Moon is in Sun’s star Karthikai, 
: and none in the other stars, Kethu alone 
is in Saturn’s star. Hence Moon and Rahu 
are the strongest Saturn in Kethu’s star 
Kethu sub is to deny. So I predict that 
she will become the mother of a child 


during Rahu Dasa, Moon Bhukti, Sun 
Anthra in October 1967. 

As lord of 9 from Moon sign is Jupiter 
and it is conjoined with Moon, she has 
done enough of meritorious deed done in 
the previous birth, so that she can attri¬ 
bute, to her prayers to Shanthana Gopala- 
krishna, that God has blessed her with a 
child. 

Rahu dasanatha in the constellation of 
lord of 5 and a representative of Venus, 
owner of the second house will give her a 
child.

;given indicates that part of the zodiac 
-which is taken as the Lagna. In Horary 
astrology, one need not consider whether 


the Lagna is afflicted and if so, judge the 
Moon sign and select either lagna or 
Moon sign. 

Lagna falls between 26° 40' Scorpio to 
30° 0' Scorpio. It has 2 subs ruled by 
Jupiter and Saturn in Mercury constella¬ 
tion Mars sign. 

Moon called Mathi, the mind is in the 
11th bhava and is in the constellation of 
Mars in 11, owning houses 1 and 6. 11th 

house is to gain; lagna indicates yourself 
and 6th house shows your service.

Judge whether Lagna is strong or 
Moon sign is. Lagna is Aries : Kethu is in 
Aries. It is afflicted. Further lord .of s. 
Lagna Mar's is in the 8th sign. It cannot 
aspect lagna. Hence lagna is afflicted 
and is also weak. 

Moon is in Aquarius. It is not conjoin¬ 
ed with any malefic. But it receives aspect 
from Saturn, the lord of the sign in which 
Moon was posited. Therefore Moon sign 
is stronger. Take Moon sign as the first 
house and read the results- 

Hindu sages believe 
(a) “If 4 or more planets conjoin 
together in any one single sign, the person 
will become an ascetic. Actually it is not 
so.-Persons born in 19th Century passed 
away without either becoming a Sanyasi 
or even respecting them. One of them 
was born on 19-11-1899 in Aries Lagna 
having Sun (Uranus) Mars,. Mercury, 
Jupiter. Venus and Rahil in Scorpio. 
Two other gentlemen are now alive, one 
having his lagna in Libra and another in 
-Aries bom on 21-11-1899. One is a - 
retired Engineer, Railways; another retired 


officer who held one of the highest posi¬ 
tions. They are leading a good family 
life. Such instances are many. Further in 
the actual Sanyasi horoscope, no 3 pla¬ 
nets ate found conjoined together! 
People who want to live furthermore to 
enjoy family life have many planets in 
one sign. Majority of sanyasis do not 
have. So this rule is not universally 
applicable. 

In Jataka Tatva, Mahadeva says, the 
kind of the ascetic life which one can 
have, depends on the strength of the 
planet. If Sun is strong, he or she will 
be a Tapaswi ; If Moon is strong kapali- 
ka; if Mars-Raktapata; if Mercury- 
Ajeevi;if Jupiter-Tridandee or Bikshu: 
if Venus-chakradara; if Saturn, he will 
be Nagna-Nude, Digambara Sanyasi. 
This is applicable, only when one has 
become a Sanyasi.) 

According to me, a Sanyasi will also be 
a Samsari, and he cannot remain without 
being a Samsari, if Saturn and Venus are 
in the constellation of Mars or Venus and 
in their subs : Because Venus causes pas¬ 
sion : Mars kindles it : Saturn fulfils it 
following his own law. In this chart, 
Venus in Mars constellation and Saturn is 
in Venus constellation : it aspects Venus 
and ‘ the mind ’ Moon which also receives 
aspect from Mars. Hence this person will 
think of animal life as much as divine 
life. 

Generally people lead family life for 
some years and then become Sanyasis. 
Hence one should note the dasas that are 
running, and those which are to follow. 
As his birth was on 26-9-1920 Jupiter Dasa 
was running till 3-4-1933. Then till 3-4-52 
Saturn Dasa was on : Mercury Dasa will 
end on 3-4-69 : Kethu runs for 7 years and 
then the Kama Venus for 20 years. So by 
34-93 when he will be 73 years, such a life 
is shown.

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As Moon is opposed.by Saturn in the 
constellation of Venus and sub of lord of 8, 
Mercury in the constellation of Mars who 
is in Shookshma Parivarthana yoga with 
Mercury, his marriage is delayed so far.

Mars and Kethu are in 2: Venus, Saturn 
and Moon are in 7 : Jupiter in 11. When 
Majority denote (Rahu instead of Mars), 
then take the ruling planets at the moment 
of judgment Moon day ruled by Moon ; 
Pisces sign owned by Jupiter; Revathi 
governed by Mercury: Lagna Leo owned by 
Sun.

RECTIFICATION OF BIRTH-TIME: AN APPLICATION 
OF KRISHNAMURTI PADHDHATI

The question is to rectify birth-time and The particulars given about a male native 
prepare the correct horoscope of the are the following : 13th January, 1939, 9-0 
native. A concrete example is given here. A.M., Bombay.- This native is by nature 
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tendentious towards intellectual researches 
in abstract subjects. He is a Government 
official in a high post. 

The time given is obviously approxi¬ 
mate. Further, if taken or assumed to be 
accurate it gives the ascendant cusp on 
about the end of Capricorn. -Of course, 
after knowing the native’s interest in 
researches the traditional astrologer 
will not hesitate to exercise his licentious 
intuition and take the beginning of 
Aquarius as the rising point'. The present 
question is whether there is a method by 
which one can arrive at a clear rectified 
ascendant through sheer calculations with¬ 
out having recourse to the so-called power 
of intuition which is used in orthodox 
astrology as a mere rationalizing bogey 
and as a ready source of excuses for the 
falsification of even vague and ambiguous 
predictions; The first rest for any theory 
to be scientific is that it is dearly verifiable 
and not that it is rigidly deterministic. 
Then one has also to accept the dictate of 
facts, however unpalatable they may be to 
even widely cherished values- This applies 
in particular to astrology- If the study of 
astrology as dictated by facts and verified 
through scientific hypotheses is to be 
recommended, Krishnamurti Padhdhati 
must rate high among the existing theories 
in the subject. Rectification of birth-time 
is a crucial or even starting point in prac¬ 
tical astrology. We shall apply Krishna¬ 
murti Paddhati in the above instance, and 
see the extent to which it comes true. Of 
course, this is only illustrative but the 
point is that it is sufficiently indicative and 
as such recommends itself for an objective 
and impartial study. 

For the above particulars we must first 
find out the ruling planets of the native so 
far as possible. According to the Krishna¬ 
murti Paddhati the ruling planets are the 
_ones ruling the day, the Moon sign, the 
Moon star, and the Ascendant sign. Alj 
these planets are the significators of the 
major events in one’s life. " If .this is so, 
the ascendant-point and the meridian both: 
of which are the most sensitive points in 
one’s'horoscope'must also have significant' 
operative connection with the 1 ruling 
planets. This should particularly apply 


to the ascendant cusp which is supposed to 
constitute one’s personality which then 
determines the course of events for one to 
a great extent. This gives a clue to the 
problem of rectification of the time of 
birth. The problem mainly involves the 
finding of the approximately accurate and 
fairly restricted are in the zodiac as the 
cusp of the ascendant. In a great majority 
of actual cases the doubt does not apply to 
the ascertainment of the day, the Moon 
sign, and the Moon star. We have to have 
a practical solution. Then, the planets 
ruling these three must be our guide in 
rectification. Let us apply this ruling to 
the above case. 

Venus rules the birth-day as the date of 
birth falls on Friday. Venus again rules 
the Moon sign which is Libra inthepresent 
case. Mars rules the Moon star, which is 
Chitra here. Saturn must rule the ascen¬ 
dant because 9-0 A.M. gives the end of 
Capricorn and the next sign Aquarius is 
also ruled by Saturn. But one is stranded 
here, not knowing wbat to do and which 
degree to take. Here is where Krishna¬ 
murti Paddhati starts operating in the real 
practical sense. What we have to do is to 
restrict and define an arc which must 
contain the rising point. The first step 
towards this is ,the determination of the 
ascendant star. 

Capricorn has .Sun, Moon and Mars 
while Aquarius has Mars, Rahu, and 
Jupiter to rule their stars. One’s choice 
is restricted to these five planets. From 
the available ruling planets, that is, Venus, 
Mars, and Saturn one must recur as the 
ascendant star. Since Rahu represents 
Venus and Kethu represents Mars by being 
in their signs Libra and Aries at the time 
of the birth, Rahu, and Kethu should also 
be taken. It boils down to this. From 
Sun, Moon, Mars, Rahu and Jupiter, that 
are available, we have to choose one 
pertaining to Venus, Mars, Saturn, Rahu, 
and Kethu. Sun, Moon, and Jupiter are 
obviously rejected. Mars and Rahu 
remain. . Rahu represented Venus which 
has occurred twice among the ruling 
planets as the day-lord and the sign-lord. 
So let Mars be given a chance. This also 
tallies with 9-0 A.M., for it is exactly 



around that time. So it is Mars. Then 
Ascendant ranges from 9 23° 20' to 
10 6° 40'. 

Still, the sign itself remains uncertain. 
The nest step according to Krishnamurti 
Paddhati is to select the sub through the 
same process of elimination and selection. 
All nine are available in this order/: Mars, 
Rahu, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Kethu, 
Venus, Sun and Moon. Sun, Moon and 
Jupiter go out immediately for obvious 
reasons. Venus has occurred twice as the 
day-lord and the sign-lord. So Venus also 
goes, and it goes along with Rahu, its 
representative. Mars has also occurred 
twice now as the Moon star lord and the 
ascendant-star-lord. It also goes with its 
representative Kethu. Saturn and Mercury 
remain. Saturn has occurred only once 
as the ascendant sign lord. Mercury 
appears quite a stranger. But one should 
be careful. At the time of the birth Saturn 
is in Mercury’s star Revathi. Lord of 
ascendant in Mercury’s star is no insigni¬ 
ficant matter. But the decision seems to 
have become involved here. In matters of 
doubt the number will decide, according 
to the Paddhati. I give a number which 
happens to be 69. It gives Mars’ sign and 
Mercury’s star. This is amazing ; Mars’ 
star lordship is confirmed and in its back¬ 
ground or generality Mercury emerges. No 
doubt should remain. A method has to 
be judged by application and verification 
ana not by airy theoretical fault-finding; 
hypothesis should follow experience and 
not dictate it. So, Mercury’s sub in Mars’ 
star is to be taken. Then the span of the 
ascendant is restricted to 10—CP 0' 0" to 
10-1° 53' 20". 

The further step is still minute. It is to 
decide the sub sub. Then it is also time 
to see if any planet is in the ascendant 
according to this fairly restriated point of 
ascendant. Jupiter is in the first house. 
Take Jupiter as the sub sub. Or, throw a 
number also {—this has to be done in good 
faith and without prejudice either way: 
sceptical cynicism does not, help the prob-. 
lem at all, and one has at least to verify a 
method which claims and promises actual 
results as it seems to be the case with the 
Krishnamurti Paddhati). I throw number 


25. It gives Mercury’s sign and Jupiter’s 
star. The extent of recurrence and verifi¬ 
cation is the practical and ready proof. 
Jupiter emerges nowin Mercury’s generality 
or background. There is absolute clarity. 
Jupiter is certain as the sub sub. This 
gives the further restriction. Now the 
ascendant’s span will be 10-1° 20' 16j" to 
10-1° 35' 23!". Accordingly,- meridian’s 
span will be from about 7-10° 23' 48” to 
about 7-10° 36' 8’. This gives Saturn’s 
star and Sun’s sub. With the ascendant in 
Mercury’s sub the meridian ranges from 
7-9° 18' 17"to 7-10° 50' 49" with Saturn’s 
star Venus’ sub changing to Saturn’s star 
Sun’s sub at 7-10° 20' 0". 

Hence, the ascendant should be between 
10-1° 20' 16|" and 10-1° 35' 23!", and the 
meridian should be between 7-10" 23' 48" 
and 7-10° 36' 8°. 

No more fineness needs to be pursued. 
The required Sidereal Time, calculated 
backwards, will be about 16 hours 5 
minutes, accordingly. Birth-time, similarly 
recalculated, will be about 9-16 A.M. 
Indian Standard' Time. This is fairly 
accurate and quite workable for the most 
of the astrological calculations. One may 
take the mean of the rectified range (about 
10-1° 20' to about 10 1° 35j, that is, 10-1° 
28' approximately. This may be useful in 
taking a fairly exact position for calcula¬ 
ting the precise dasa balance. This way, 
this birth time would be about'9-16-35 
A.M. I.S.T. 

The above confirms the native’s tendency 
towards research. Jupiter in Aquarius 
ascendent is sufficient for this. Again, the 
Government service is also confirmed by 
the meridian being in the Sun’s sub. All 
this is acquired without recourse to either 
a wishful rationalization or an. intuitive 
exercise in retrospective “ wisdom ”. 

As already mentioned above the purpose 
of the above discussion is to recommend 
the Krishnamurti Paddhati as one which 
is workable enough apparently to deserve 
a series attempt at scientific verification. 
Apart from the point of being scientific, 
objective, and impartial, the first premise 
of the human civilization dictates that a 
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normal human being shall not doubt the 
bona fides of another just as his starting- 
point and without caring to verify it. Such 
an attitude smacks of cynicism which 
does not care to base itself in reason or 
even to offer an alternative. One must 
also guard against another extreme. One 
does not need astrology (or fifty per cent 


with for which, broadly, the toss of coin 
will suffice and common sense will even be 
mote than sufficient. Then, a lack of 
intellectual adventurism is not conducive 
for great progress or startling discoveries. 
Let our judgment on Krishiiamurti 
Paddhati be governed by such same 
. standards.

1- The Ascendant, aspects to the ascen¬ 
dant, lord of the ascendant, aspect to the

Moon will form next are judged by 
westerners and a - few other astrologers. 
This is one method. Accordingly one will 
predict that in 2$ months Moon will form 
sextile aspect with Sun and in the third 
week of April, you will have success. He 
may add that Moon is separating from the 
evil aspect from Rahu since a week. 

2. Lagna is occupied by Mercury and 
Venus which' indicate cinema and drama. 
Lord of Lagna and also Moon are aspected 
by exalted Jupiter. Therefore you will be 
gaining through this ‘Play’' which you 
have on hand. Mars is in 8. When he 
leaves the 8th house, you will dispose and 
make money.

Moon is in 10: question is about one’s 
earnings through profession. It is in the 
constellation of Mercuptin 1. It relates 
only to him (1 house) andshis writings (by 
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nature) Mercury denotes writings. 
Therefore his question is indicated by 
Moon. 

When ? Getting money by such writi ngs 
is a profit to him. Otherwise it has to be 
thrown in the waste paper basket. Just 
like whatever astrologer gets as fees is 
100% profit to him, since he does not buy, 
store and sell so as to calculate the cost 
price and selling price, in a way it is 100% 
gains to the writer. Therefore take 11th 
house. There is no tenant: Jupiter rules 
the 11th house. No planet is found to be 
situated in Jupiter’s constellations: There¬ 
fore take Jupiter. Money is to be paid by 
another party. Therefore consider the 
7th house as the purchaser. 7th house 
remains unoccupied. Lord of 7 is Sun. 
Mars is in the constellation of Sun. Rahu 
is in Mars sign. Hence Sun and Rahu are 
the significators of the 7th house. As he 
has to issue the cheque, consider the 6th 
house which is 12 to 7. Jupiter is posited 
there. No planet is situated in Jupiter’s 
star. Therefore significators are Sun, 
Rahu, Jupiter and Moon, lord of 6. 

Therefore, when Sun is in Jupiter’s star • 
Rahu sub and Moon comes to the position 
where it is now in Mars sign. Mercury star 


and Jupiter transits in Mercury star in 
Moon’s sign on Tuesday (Rahu’s day as 
Rahu is in Aries) on 18-7-1967 you will 
have. 

As Jupiter aspects lord of lagna and 
Moon, your writings will be appreciated 
by all. It is an honest attempt so it means 
that you earn by fair means. 

[There are also people who will be 
writing undesirable ones. They, no doubt, 
make money for their living by such 
writings. These are shown by Saturn and 
Rahu or Saturn and afflicted Mercury or 
Saturn and Ketbu.' That is my finding 
which others can verify: Tragedies are 
written by those in whose horoscope. 
Saturn, Rahu or Kethu signify the 3rd 
house matters: Jupiter for philosophy, 
religion, law, banking, finance, commerce 
etc.; Mars, always dispute, quarrel, duel, 
machinery, tools. Industry etc: Mercury 
Engineering, Tamil, Mathematics, Electri¬ 
city Engineering etc. Venus-comic, Sex, 
Photography, etc. Thus one is to judge 
what one will write. Nodes, Saturn and 
Mars in any manner connected with 3rd 
house may either bluff or write due to 
jealousy or post anonymous letters if 12th 
house also is connected.] 


HOW TO ASCERTAIN WHAT A DASA LORD 
SIGNIFIES IN ITS MAJOR PERIOD! 


A Planet ‘D’ [in whichever Bhava it is 
posited) offers the matters signified by the 
Bhava—house occupied by the lord of the 
Constellation. (Predominantly it gives 
those indicated by the lord of the constel¬ 
lation only by occupation.) 

(2) D offers the results of the house 
which it occupies to a good extent if 
there is no planet in D’s constellation. If 
there is any planet, D gives to a negligible 
extent the results of the bhava occupied 
by D whereas the planet occupying its 
constellation offers the results of the house 
occupied by D to a good extent. 


(3) The sources are. indicated by its 
nature and lordship. How the matter is 
brought out; who is responsible to give, 
who is the cause, etc. are the sources. So 
D gives the results indicated by its nature 
and through such relatives and matters 
denoted by the house occupied by ‘D’. 

(4) The matters signified by the houses 
owned by D will flourish or perish depen¬ 
ding on D’s situation counted from the 
signs wliich D owns (if it is in 6 or 8 or 
12) to either of the signs, the results indi¬ 
cated by that sign suffers. The other 
house to which it is not in 6 or 8 or 12 
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will prosper. if Jupiter is exalted, 
matters signified by Pisces are favourable 
whereas those indicated by Sagittarius get 
destroyed. 

(5) A planet D offers the results deno¬ 
ted by another planet D if it is conjoined 
with or aspected by the other planet P. 

(6) The strength to which it can offer 
these results depends on (A) the strength 
of the lord of the constellation and (6) its 
own situation, i.e. if the lord of the con¬ 
stellation is either exalted or in its own 
sign, then the planet in its constellation 
will gain strength to offer • these results 
which it indicates to a good extent even 
though the planet, may occupy even a 
debilitated sign. So also a planet may be 
exalted yet it may be in the constellation 
of a debilitated planet—then it can give 
only its results to a little extent. If the 
Planet is debilitated and weak and is also 
in the constellation of another Planet 


which is neither exalted nor Swaketr^ 
, then this planet in its period cannot giye- 
the results to one’s desirable extent ft 
the exalted planet D is in the constellation, 1 
of another P. It is not the other planet’s) 
debilitated sign. Then the exalted planet' 
will give the results to a very good extents 
This rule applies to its, own sign—friends’ 
quarters or enemies’camp. 

(7) If the planet D is in a particular 
constellation and is to offer various results, 
due to its constellation lord C.L. .its own 
lordship, conjunction and aspect (A)iit is 
most desirable to note if the lord of the 
sub is the significator of the houses 
1—2—3—6—10—11 (B) if the sub lord, 
S.L. is the significator of the other houses 
4—5—7—8—9 and 12, then even though 
the planet has to arrange to give desirable 
results due to the lord of the constellation, 
yet in the sub sub period of S.L. there 
will be failure, disappointment, denial, 
delay, etc.

' (35, 36 and 37). Taste. 

"Note which planet is tenanted in a 
Kendhra counted from the Lagna 
(Horary) and is strong, also those which 
occupy the Lagna of query or aspect the 
Lagna. Those planets indicate which taste, 
the person would relish and enjoy, is 
indicated by that strong planet. If these 
planets are situated in the sign belonging 
to natural benefics, one takes good dish. 
If they are in the signs owned by malefics, 
one will prefer dry fruits, dry substances 
and fiat ones. Sun denotes pungent taste: 
Moon Saltish; Mars bitter and hot. 
Mercury many tastes mingled together; 
Jupiter—Sweet (according to me-flat also). 
Venus—Sour—Saturn cold; old; preser¬ 
ved ; etc. astringent. If the planet is in 
direct motion, one takes the food, if it is 
retrograde, even though there is food, he 
does not take. 

(38, 39, 40, 41 and 42). Dreams. 

Note the Lagna at the query and the 
planet posited in the Lagna. If Sun is in 
Lagna, one would have dreamt the King 
(Government), fire, red dress etc. Moon 
indicates Gems (white) pearls, dancing girl 
dress and white flowers. Mars shows red 
ones, corals, bleeding, uncooked meat, 
gold, etc., Mercury denotes air flight; 
Jupiter reunion with his kith and kin; 
Venus, travel in the Sea or crossing the 
river; Saturn, to walk up the hill. Many 
planets in the Lagna indicate that one 
would have dreamt all those indicated by 
those planets. If those planets happen to 
be weak by occupying Neecha sign or 
enemy’s camp, then the dream indicates 
some adverse or undesirable results. If 
Lagna is occupied by Sun and aspected by 
Moon or both Sun and Moon in 7, 
aspecting Lagna, show that the querist has 
actually dreamt. Note the number of 
navamsas already risen. From this calcu¬ 
late the time when one dreamt. 


(43, 44, 45 and 46). Rain. 

Predict good rain if Venus or Moon 
occupies the Lagna which is either in 
Cancer—Kataka or Pisces—Meena or 
Capricorn-Makara. Plenty of rain is to be 
portrayed if Venus or Moon occupies the 
angular signs. Kendhra Sthana and 
natural benefics aspect them. If evil 
planets aspect, there will be rain but it 
will be unsatisfactory. If Venus and 
Saturn are in 7 to Moon or Sun or if they 
occupy the second, third, fourth or the 
8th house counted from lagna, and if the 
query is put during the period of monsoon 
predict that there will be rain. If Moon 
is in the Lagna—a watery sign—or if 
benefics occupy watery signs, or if they are 
in 2, 4,7 or 10 expect rain. 

(47) Theft. 

The thief will be of short stature if the 
Lagna at query is Aquarius, Pisces, Aries 
or Taurus. Germini, Cancer, Sagittarius 
and Capricorn indicate one of middle 
stature average height. The other four 
signs denote tall fellows. 

(48) 

What is hidden in the hand ? If Sun 
and Mars are situated in 1 or 4 or 7 or 10, 
one will have some metal in his hand. 
Some part of a planet or a tree or its root 
may be in the hand if Saturn and Mercury 
are posited in the Lagna of query or 4 or 
7 or 10. If Moon or Jupiter or Venus 
occupy any of the Kendhra signs, one will 
have any living one. 

(49) Colour. 

Sun denotes fed. Moon white Mars 
red, Mercury, green Jupiter yellow. Saturn 
dark. 

(50 and 51). Shape. 

Sun indicates rectangle, square, paral¬ 
lelogram, rhombus etc. Moon hallow 
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Mars round Mercury high, tall Jupiter 
round, circular, Venus beautiful and good 
height. Saturn hallow and also tall 
(emaciated wiry). This shape can be used 
to find out the shape of the substance lost 
by theft. 

(54 and 59). 

If the query ascendant or navamsa 
Lagna happens to be Taurus, Leo, Scorpio 
or Aquarius or if the Lagna is Vargotama, 
the theft would have been committed by 
, one of the relatives. If the ascendant is 
a chara rasi—movable sign, the theft is 
committed by a stranger. If the lagna 
falls in the first drekkana, the property 
that is considered to be lost by theft will 
be at the gate of the house. If the Lagna 
is in the middle drekkana, that which is 
said to be lost is inside the house if it is 
the third drekkana, the stolen property 
will be in the back yard. The property 
will be recovered back. (I) if the Lagna is 
occupied by full Moon, (2) if the Lagna is 
occupied by a benefic (3) if the Lagna falls 
in Gemini, Leo, Virgo, Libra, Scorpio or 
Aquarius (Sirshodaya signs) and benefics 
aspect the Lagna or (4) if benefics occupy 
2, 4, 7, 3, 6, 10 or 11 th house. 

Note the planets in thekendhra. The 
direction is determined from the planet 
occupying the Kendhra sign. If there is 
no planet in any Kendhra, find out from 
the ascendant itself. 

(52 and 53). 

If Lagna falls in Leo or Aries or Scorpio 
owned by Sun and Mars and if these two 
planets either occupy or aspect the Lagna, 
then the query is about some mineral. 
When Gemini, Virgo, Capricorn and 
Aquarius happen to be the lagna and it is 
occupied by-or aspected by the owners 
' Mercury and Saturn, the query is about 
some root or wood. If Taurus, Libra, 
• Cancer, Leo, Sagittarius or Pisces rises as 
.lagna, and if the lagna is occupied by or 
aspected by Venus, Moon and Jupiter, the 
-query-is about a'living-person. ‘ 

(60 to 69)._ 

Note the time of query. Calculate the 
ascendant rising for that moment in that 


locality. Erect a stick in the open ground 
and let it stand for 12 inches. Measure 
the length of the shadow in inches. Same 
unit is to be taken. Convert the number 
of degrees and minutes in the sign in 
which the lagna has fallen. Ignore the 
number of signs passed. Multiply these 
minutes with the number of inches of the 
shadow. Divide by 7. Take the remainder 
alone. (There is nothing as Zero. If the 
product is completely divisible by 7, take 
{he remainder as 7.) 

Then Gunakara for Sun is 5; Moon 21 ; 
Mars 14 ; Mercury9 ; Jupiter 8 ; Venus 3 ; 
and Saturn 11. If one is the remainder, 
take Sun; if 2 is the remainder take Moon 
and so on. 

Now, take the product. Multiply by the 
Gunakara of the planet obtained (by the 
remainder), again divide by 7 (this pro¬ 
duct). If the balance indicates the natural 
benefics the querist will be successful in 
his enterprises- If the remainder denotes 
a malefic, only adverse results are to be 
predicted. 

Then to note the timing of event, follow 
the rule given below. Take the product 
obtained by multiplying the number of 
minutes of the lagna the length of the 
Shadow and Gunakara. Then take the 
sum total of the Gunakaras which is 71. 
Divide that product by 71. Take the 
remainder. Take the Gunakara of the 
planet obtained previously; in the cyclic 
order go on deducting. The remainder will 
indicate a planet. If the remainder so 
easily obtained denote Sun, find the 
remainder; in so many days, the matter 
will materialise favourably : so also predict 
for Mars. 

If the remainder indicates Moon, so 
many Pakshas—fortnights have to pass 
for fruitful result^ as the remainder is, so 
also presage for Venus. Mercury shows 
that the matter is successful in double the 
number of months. If it is Jupiter in so 
many months. If it is Saturn, so many 
years. This is applicable for pregnancy, 
income, journey outward and return, 
success, failure, etc. 

In the night hours, there" can be no 
shadow. So carefully note the first Sylla le 
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of the word spoken by the quereist. If it 
is ‘ A the lord is Sun if it is ‘ Ya ’ ! Sa,’ 
lord in Moon. ‘ Ka ’ is signified by Mars. 
‘Ta’ is ruled by Mercury ‘Tha‘ by 
Jupiter, ‘ Cha’ by Venus, ! Pa’ by Saturn. 
Each syllable has 4 classes. The lagna 
will be owned by the planet which governs 
the first syllable. If the syllable belongs 
to planets other than Sun and Moon, the 
second and 4th of the class of the 
syllable indicates the femine sign owned 
by the planet. But if the syllable belongs 
to the other - class, the lagna will be in 
the masculine sign of the. planet. In the 
case of Sun and Moon all the four classes 
indicate their only sign. ' 

Thus taking the lagna, one has to pro¬ 
ceed. If one puts many queries, take the 
first syllable for eaih query, when that 
query is put.

“Is lagna strong and unafflicted” should 
be the first question to be answered. 
If afflicted, consider the Moon’s sign. If 
the latter is not spoiled, select the Moon 
sign. Also note down when the horoscope 
is taken for judgment, if a confirmation 
is needed. It is only for the confidence to 
the astrologer to proceed on correct lines. 

Lagna has fallen in Cancer. In the 
same sign, there are (a) the. malefic 
node Kethu and (b) lord of 8 Saturn in 
the constellation of lord of 6. So lagna 
is afflicted. Lord of Lagna, Moon, has 
gone to the 6th sign counted from its own 
sign Cancer. So lagna is weak. 

Take Moon sign. It is in Sagittarius. 
No planet is in Sagittarius. But lord of 
lagna aspects its own sign (Jupiter). 
Therefore take Sagittarius as first house 
and proceed. 

Now it is 8-50 A.M on Thursday 2-3- 
1967, Visaka star and Meena Lagna. All 
these are governed by Jupiter. Moon 
transits in Scorpio ruled by Mars. In the 
horoscope. Mars aspects Moon. Today 
exalted Venus is in Lagna (Pisces). In the 
horoscope, Venus also aspects Moon sign. 
Sagittarius alone is aspected by Jupiter, 
Venus and Mars. . So, take Sagittarius as 
the first house and proceed. 

Enta'nglement of money is indicated by 
the houses 5, 8 and 12 whereas recovery is 
promised by the houses 2, 6 and 11. (5, 8 


and 12th houses are 11th, 2nd and 6th 
counted from the 7th house.) 

(a) Planets situated in the constella¬ 
tion of the tenants in 2 or 6 or 11. 

Rahu is in 2: Arudhra, Swathi and 
Sathabhisha are governed by Rahu. Venus 
alone is Arudhra. No planet is in the 
6th or in the 11th house. 

Second house is ruled by Saturn. A 
node offers to a greater extent the results 
of the lord of the house, if there is no 
planet conjoined with it or if no planet 
aspects it. Rahu is in Saturn’s sign. It is 
aspected by Saturn and Sun. It is in 
Saturn’s sign and Sun’s star. Therefore 
Rahu will offer those results which Saturn 
and Sun indicate. So also Kethu has to 
represent Saturn and Sun as it is conjoined 
with Saturn and Sun. Therefore prefer 
Kethu instead of Saturn. Note the planets 
posited in the constellation of Kethu, i.e. 
Aswini, Makam and Moolam. Jupiter, 
Mercury and Moon are respectively, each 
in one of the three constellations. 

6 and 11 houses are governed by Venus. 
No planet is in its constellation. 

Hence take Rahu, Jupiter Venus, Kethu 
Mercury and Moon. At the time of birth 
Kethu Dasa balanced years, 0 month and 
2 days. Hence from 2nd, this gentleman is 
enjoying Rahu Dasa, Jupiter Bhukti which 
will run for 2 years 4 months and 24 days 
from 24-4-66. I expect the refund during 
Venus Anthra, Kethu Shookshma, around 
17-11-1967 on the Friday, when Sun in 
November 1967 will pass the position of 
Moon at the time of query to day (2-3-67).

! the constellation of lord of 2. 

11th house is occupied by Saturn. It 
also owns 11th house. It is in the* cons¬ 
tellation of lord of 9 and 12. Hence to 
acquire by paying money is shown. If 
lord of 12 i s not connected, but only lord 
of 6 is connected, one will buy promising 
to pay the money on a later date. 

Therefore purchase of these things, on 
payment is indicated.. 

When will the transaction be over ? 
The significators are Mars, Saturn and 
Jupiter. As Rahu is in Mars sign, it will 
be finished when Moon transits in Saturn 
sign, Rahu star, Jupiter sub on 14-1-1967, 
Saturday, Satbabisba star and it will be 
at the time when Jupiter sign Pisces, 
constellation of Saturn, Utbrapadra and 
sub of Rahu rises in the East, i.e., at 
10 A.M. The transaction is to be done 
at Madras. So the- time is worked out 
for 13° 04' N and 80° 15' East. 

Will I make good profit? Consider 
houses 2 and 11. Venus is lord of 2 and 
no planet is in the second house. Sun 
alone is in the constellation of Venus. 


Saturn is in 11 and is also lord of 11. 
Jupiter alone is in Saturn’s star. Hence 
Sun and Jupiter promise profit. 

As the 11th cusp has fallen in Jupiter's 
constellation, it promises that this trans¬ 
action is favourable and you will have a 
good bargain. 

Later, the profit or loss is to be judged 
by Dasa Bhukti system or . transit or 
progression. 

As per Dasa Bhukti system, 12 years of 
Saturn Dasa is to run. At present Rahu 
Dasa, Saturn Bhukti is on from 8-2-1966 
(as Moon is in 11° 8'). Il will be over by 
14-12-1968. Saturn promises investment, 
expenses and ultimately profit as the sub 
is ruled by Mars. 

As per transit, Saturn will be advan¬ 
tageous after 21-2-1967. From July. 1967, 
the gains will be satisfactory. Whenever 
we judge Transit results, take lagna: 
Never the sign occupied by Moon or Sun 
unless they are in the lagna. 

His question is to use the vehicle and 
make money. It is his profession. Con¬ 
sider houses 10 and 11. Both are ruled by 
Saturn. So when Saturn transits in his 
own star Uthrapadra,- it is favourable to 
do good business and make large profit. 

As per progression, lord of 6 Mercury 
receives good aspect in March which is 
beneficial (Moon Sextile Mercury). In 
September Moon conjoins Kethu. There 
will be an accident and expenses. In 
October Moon forms favourable aspect 
with Sun (lord of 4 with lord of 5—it is 
again a loss). Then Moon forms semi- 
Sextile with Mars which is favourable. In 
this manner, one is to judge the future 
from thechart erected for the moment. 
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HAPPY. NEW YEAR AND OtJR RESULTS 


.“(1) What is a year? When does it com¬ 
mence ? What is the duration of a year 
and when does it end ? (2) Does the whole • 
•world observe a particular time as the 
beginning of a New Year? .Or how many 
days are observed as New Year? (3) Can 
we take every New Year and, offer the 
prediction according to the position of 
planets then? (4) Can any take a parti- • 
cular. time, erect a horoscope taking his 
place of residence and offer predictions to 
various countries, cities, Government 
' etc ?” are the queries of the students. 

1. What is a year? According to 
Mantreswara, author, of- Phaladeepika, 
a year is reckoned as the time taken by 
the Sun to revolve exactly once in its 
apparent path, the ecliptic. But the ancient 
astronomers followed various methods : 

(1) Taking, the Sun and adopting the 
Nirayana Zodiac,, it is sdid that a 
year is the interval between the 
time when Sun enters into Nirayana 
Mesha—Aries zero degree and after 
passing through the ecliptic again 
entering into Nirayana Aries-Mesha. 
This comes to nearly 365f days. It 

..is called Soura man am. 

(2) One takes the other luminary Moon 
and notes the time of the separation 
of Moon from Sun in the month of 
Chaitra. The interval between 
Sukla Paksha Prathama thithi of 
Chaitrai month and the moment of 
conjunction of Sun and Moon in 
Chaitra month is 354 days and is 
.'called Chandra manam. 

(3) The third one is called Savana 
Manam. It is the time taken by the 
Sun to rise in the east for 360 
successive days. 

' (4) Nakshathra Manam is the interval 
Of time between successive occasion 
of Moon’s entry into Aswini 
Nakshathra, on 12'occasions which 
will work out to 324 days. 

(5) Bharhaspathyam year is the average 
time taken by Jupiter to transit a 


sign which is one-twelfth of the 
time taken by Jupiter to go round 
the zodiac once. It works out to 
361 days. 

(6) . Calendar year is counted as 365 

days for 3,consecutive years and in 
the leap year, 366 days. 

(7) Equinoctial year is the interval 
between successive transits of Sun 
over the vernal equinox (the inter¬ 
secting point of the celestial equator 
and Sun’s path). It is 20 minutes 
less than a Solar, year. 

Then we have SakaEra, Bengali San, 
Samvat Era, Kollatn Era, Fusti Era, 
during Divali in North India, new year 
commences 

(2) Astrologers are concerned only with 
two eras, i.e., Sayanaand Nirayana. Sayana 
Era is the equinoctial day when Sun is in 
Vernal equinox and Nirayana era is the 
time when Sun is in Mesha or Nirayana 
Aries CP or when Sun leaves Revathi 27th 
star and enter 1st star, Aswini. 

. (3) Every new year may be taken and 
the' position of planets can be noted and 
the prediction offered. If one takes 
Sayana position of planets and equinoctial 
year, one must follow only western system 
and use both Progression transit, house 
division and aspects as advised by 
westerners. One cannot and should not 
apply stellar system having erected a 
Sayana Chart. 

If one' takes biirayana position ‘ of 
planets at the moment when. Sun enters 
into Nirayana Mesha zero, one can use 
(a) the method just like we do for annual 
horoscope, (b) the transit system, (c) stellar 
system and (d) the advanced system advo¬ 
cated by Krishnamurti.' 

Will they agree? Why not? Suppose a 
person puts a query about the time of his 
marriage on a day and again on another 
day he. puts the same question, the answers 
obtained, on both the occasions will be the 
same. It is mysterious. That is why, this 



science is called a Divine Science. The 
prediction, so offered, for various dates 
will be similar to Horary astrology. 

Suppose a person puts you the query, 
how the world affairs would be at the 
above moments; what are you to do? 
Erect a chart and offer the prediction. Is 
it not ? So also one can follow any of 
these and predict. The result will be the 
same. 

(4) For queries about any individual 
town, one is to take the Latitude and 
Longitude of the place and erect a chart 
for that moment to that locality. (Suppose 
at that moment a child is born in that 
city, how you work for the Chart, so 
also you should do, to read the results for 
that city.) But if you know the exact 
position of the ascendant of a city, then it 
is enough if you work out the position of 
the planets for that moment and read the 
results, taking the ascendant of the City. 
India is indicated by Capricorn. In my 
experiments, I found that 12° Capricorn 
indicates India. Therefore, you work out 
the position of planets for the moment 
when the new year commences and read 
the results just like what you will do for a 
person born in Capricorn 12°. 

As Krishnamurti Padhdbati advocates 
advanced stellar astrology and demands 
the use of sub, I take that time when Sun 
enters Mesha 0° which is 180° away from 
the star Chitra. The following horoscope 
shows the position of all the planets at the 
moment when Sun has completed its 
previous round in the Nirayana Zodiac.

Our sages and the savants of the 
Western countries have propounded 
various theories and had been practising 
Astrology since thousands of years. There 
is no subject which they have left out 
untouched by Astrology. This science can 
be classified into various branches and for 
worldly predictions we take Mundane 
Astrology and for individual persons we 
follow natal astrology. Mundane astro¬ 
logy deals with various events on the earth 
as is shown by the planets passing in the 
Zodiac. It is the intelligent anticipation 
of terrestrial events according to the 
celestial phenomena. 

Mundane Astrology is not yet. made a 
pucca science. It is yet in the infant stage. 
It needs development by doing research 
by intelligent, earnest and honest students : 
Twisting the rule and- making observa¬ 
tions or guessing will not serve any pur¬ 
pose. There should be no room for 
guessing. ' Because man proposes and 
God disposes. Hence there are always 
chances for disappointments. If one 
guesses without any scientific explanation, 
one finds that one is not an exception for 
the disappointment which ends in one’s 
failure. But if one gives out the scientific 
explanation and if one fails, the science 
has not failed. He has not, in full, applied 
carefully and the mistake is his and not 
with the science. 

For example, last year when I delivered 
a lecture, presided by the then Hon. Min. 
Shri Sanjeeviah, I said that on 3-8-1966, 
“Venus conjoins Mars in Gemini. There 
will be a derailment due to the breach of 
a canal or wild stream Which will be in 
spa'e. The wild stream will have strong 
current and it will overflow due to storm 
and depression in the bay on or around 
1-8-1966”. Actually no train derailed 
but a bus was washed away and maoy 
passengers had the watery grave on that 
day near Calcutta when the . bus driver 
tried to cross a.canal (causeway) which 
was overflowing and the current was very 
strong. Why the failure ! Our sages have 
propounded 2 legged, 4 legged and multi¬ 
legged signs. As Mars is conjoined with 
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Venus and Mars denotes both 4 legged and 
also multi-legged ones by owning Mesba 
and Scorpio, 1 took the train' for multi¬ 
legged. No doubt, nowadays, buses have 
more than 4 wheels. This is what I missed 
to note. But the Science is correct. 

Again about the postponement of elec¬ 
tion, when 1 addressed the members of the 
Parliament in August 1966 in the Western 
Court after the lecture was over one of the 
M.Ps. asked me, “ We have a programme 
for election. It is kept as the last week of 
February 1967. Will the election be con¬ 
ducted as is programmed now ? ” 

“ Kindly mention any number between 
1 and 108 ”. 

“Take it as 95,” said he. 

Then I thought loud, worked out loudly 
and said “95 means, Sath&bisha third 
pada. ‘ Aquarius Ascendant. Lord of the 
Lagna is retrograde, Hence what pro¬ 
gramme you have now, must be changed.” 

“Does the change indicate postpone¬ 
ment ?. 

“ As the planet is Saturn and it is called 
Mandha—delaying one—the election date 
will be postponed. As Saturn is in a dual 
sign, the change and postponement is 
certain. It will be after Sun transits the 
position occupied by Saturn. So you can 
expect the postponement by 2 months ”. 

Actually what happened later is to be 
clearly mentioned to prove that in the 
3 months’ question time, the astrologer, 
not having ephemeris etc.| icannot answer 
more correctly but when he is given, both 
time and ephemeris he would have 
correctly predicted. 

Within a week after my lecture, Mrs. 
Indra Gandhi made an announcement 
that the election would not be postponed. 
A week later, Mr. Kamaraj reiterated what 
Mrs. Gandhi said. But later they had to 
change the date due to Buddha Pournami. 

. Again in December 1966 and January 
beginning a few approached Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi to postpone the election at least to 
certain parts of India. - First, the Premier 
did not agree. Finally the following News 
appeared in Times of India “Poll post¬ 


poned by 2 months. H. P. Snowbound 
Areas—New Delhi—February 1, Polling 
in certain parts of the Mahaser. and 
Chamba Parliamentary constituencies and 
five assembly constituencies in Himachal 
Pradesh has been postponed by two 
months. The affected areas are kinnaur, 
Eohru, Chowpal, forming part of Mahasu 
- and Lahaul and Spithi andBharmour from 
Chamba.” 

Thus it can be seen that people in 
power tried to have as per original pro¬ 
gramme but they had to change the date 
and postpone by 2 months to a part of 
the Union territory. Hence, any result 
given by applying the correct principles 
of astrology using the ephemeris of that 
year and calmly calculating must come 
true. 

Before proceeding further, I would like 
to furnish you some fundamental ones, on 
which the prediction is based. 

The various cities and towns are indi¬ 
cated by the 12 signs. If a person writes 
letters to all the cities in the world and if 
the postal authorities are given only 
12 bags called Aries, Taurus, Gemini, etc., 
what will he do, how will he sort them- 
Similarly astrologers have made out a list 
showing which sign denotes which place. 
The list is as under: 

Aries '. Britain, Germany, Lower Poland, 
Denmark, Syria, Judia Lebanon, Verona 
Leicester, Madras. 

Taurus: Persia, Modia, Caucusus, 
Asia Minor, Poland, Holland, Ireland, 
Vamuna, Matsya, Mathura, Ayodhya 
Hasthinapura, Kapisthala etc. 

Gemini: West of England, United 
States of America, Africa, Lower Egypt, 
Belgium, Canada, San Francisco. 

Cancer: Scotland, New Zealand, North 
and West Africa, Manchester, New York, 
Venice, Calcutta. 

Leo. France, Italy, Sicily, Bohemia, 
Chaldea, Bombay, Orissa, Vanga and 
Kalinga. 

Virgo: Turkey, part of Tibet, Brazil, 
West Indies, Paris, Baghdad. 
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Libra: Northern Province of India; 
Burma, Indo-China, China, Upper Egypt, 
Austria, Lisbon. 

Scorpio: Sweden, Norway, Queens¬ 
land, Liverpool, Portland, Delhi. 

Sagittarius: Australia, Arabia, Mada¬ 
gascar, Spain, Naples, Sheffield.. 

' Capricorn: India, Punjab, Bulgaria, 
Afghanistan, Salisbury. 

. Aquarius: Abyssinia, Red Russia, 
Poland, Sweden, West Phalia. 

Pisces: - South of -Asia Minor, 
Normandy, Egypt, Ceylon, Chicago, 
Lancaster. 


Next one should know the place and 
people governed by each planet, so that 
during the time a planet is well aspected, 
those people in those places will prosper 
and if afflicted, they will suffer. This is 
very important especially when one passes 
a judgment taking the' eclipse of either 
Sun or Moon.. 

Sun: Eastern half of'Narma : Orissa’ 
Vanga, Kalinga. Maghadha, South bank 
of Jumna, Vindhya Forest, Shepherd, 
seeds, husk, trees, fire, gold, heroes, medi¬ 
cine, poison physician, chiefs, renowned 
men. 

Moon: Kosala, Tangana, mountains, 
fort, sweet ones, flowers, water, liquid, 
salt, fruit, jewels, pearls, rice, barley, herb, 
wheat, young women, lovers, etc. 

Mars: Western part of Sonne, Nar¬ 
mada, Godavari, Ganges, Mahanadi, 
Vindhya, Chola, Dravida. Andhra, war¬ 
riors, those who use fire, murderers, 
arrogant fellows, kings, young people, 
shepherds, coral, toddy, thieves, rogues. 

Mercury: Indus, Sarayu, Ganges, 
-Videhar-Kambojar-Himalayas,, bridges, 
merchants, hill tribes. Reservoirs, copyist, 
dyeing, painting, perfumeries, mathe¬ 
matics, artists, magic, actors, dancers, 
ghee oil, oilseeds. 

Jupiter: East of- Indus :--Pauravas, 
Vipasa river, Souveeras, Trigartas, 
Elephant, horse, priests, ministers, dealers 


in Tonics, pious' learned and charitable 
people, umbrellas, chowries,- quicksilver, 

. beans, benzoin, cardamom etc. 

Venus: Gandhara, Malwa, Iravatee, 
Vitasta, Elephants, horses,, rich people, 
perfume, flowers, gems, diamond, orna¬ 
ment, restaurants, parks, love, Ministers, 
Scholars, Birds, Silk, Wool, Nylon, Rayon, 
Jadhipatri, Saffron, -Chocha, Nutmeg, 
Sandalwood. 

Saturn: Pushkaras, Saurashtras, fiver 
Vedasmaitee, where the- Saraswathi was, 
Maheeetc., oil mongers, jailors, prisoners, 
fowlers, fishermen, deformed people, poor 
people, widows, snakes, donkeys, she- 
buffaloes. Camel, Bengalgram, sesame. 

Rahu: Those who live in the cliff of 
the mountain, caves, hill tribes, irreligious 
people, kinnaras, ungrateful people, 
donkeys, intra-uterine life, hypocrites, 
blackgratn. 

Kethu: Cholas, Pallavas, those' who 
live in caves, ambitious people, adulterers, 
mischief mongers, silly fellows,. fools, 
who feel happy at other’s fall. 

Whenever a planet transits a constella¬ 
tion and it receives good aspect, it 
improves the matters signified by that 
consteliat.ion. If the planet passing in a 
Nakshathra gets afflicted those matters 
perish. 

Aswini: Those who deal in horses, 
physicians, traders, beautiful persons- 

Bharani: Non-vegetarians, cruel people, 
murderers, husk, grain, characterless 
people if afflicted. 

Karthir: Brahmins, religious people, 
miners, astrologers, barbers, potters. 

Itoiiini: Merchants, rich people, kings, 
cows, aquatic animals, agriculturists, men 
in authority. - 

Mrigasira: Flower, fruit, gem, fores¬ 
ter beasts, birds, musicians, postal. 

Aradhra: Murderers, adulterers, thie¬ 
ves, rogues, cruel-minded people. 

Punarvasa : Honest, dutiful,, magnani¬ 
mous merchants, artists, servants. 
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ifr Pushya: Ministers, rulers, fishermen, 
;f barley, wheat, rice, sugarcane. 

Ashlesha : Bulbs, fruits, roots, reptiles, 
poison, robbers, physicians. 

■ Makha: Riches, granneries, corn, hill- 
tribes, heroes, those who hate women. 

Poorvapalguni: Artists, actors, danc¬ 
ing girls, musicians, merchants, cotton, 
honey, salt; oil etc.

Sravana: Active and alert, true and 
religious people. 

Dhanishta: . Modest people, charitable, 
rich peaceful. 

Sathabhisha: Hunters, dhobies, fow¬ 
lers, anglers, fishermen. 

Purvapadrapada: Shepherds, murde¬ 
rers, irreligious clever.

Next, one should know what each house 
indicates— 

First house, Lagna: Health, prosperity 
of the nation, success of the leaders'of the 
country. 

Second: Revenue, national wealth, 
food. 

Third: The locust, rat, jackals and 
those which are destructive to crops, the. 
aid to the Government Railways. 

Fourth: Land, Estate, building crops, 
P.W.D. Transport, shipping. 

Fifth: Cultural activities, sharemarket. 

Sixth: Hospital, Infectious diseases, 
epidemic, labour, loan, foreign aid. 

Seventh: Treaty, international affairs, 
war, breach of peace, police action. 

Eighth: Danger, disease, difficulties, 
disaster, death etc., conversion or repay¬ 
ment of loan. 

Ninth: Air travel, external affairs, 
foreign collaboration, foreign exchange, 
the cabinet, the Ministers, Governor, 
Head of the show. 

Tenth: Prestige, honour, revenue 
receipts, reputation, bank position. 

Eleventh: assistance, aid, surplus, 
friendship, allies. 

Twelfth: Black marketeers, tax eva¬ 
ders, those who act against the govern¬ 
ment, fifth column, secret enemies, who 
take loan from Government, repayment of 
loan, etc. 

[As Pakisthan and India were one unit 
at the time our sages and the savants of 
western countries allotted each sign for 
some nations, one has to take Capricorn 
to indicate India. Therefore if Pakisthan 
is to be judged, one has to take the 7th 
house from Capricorn and read out the 
result.] 
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LET US NOW PROCEED TO 
JUDGE THE RESULTS 

On 14-4-67, we have our Happy New 
Year. 

India: Capricorn 12* is the Lagna: 
Mercury is in Pisces 5° 43' and is in second 
bhava: Saturn is in the 3rd cusp : Sun 
comes to 3rd bhava. 'Rahuis in 14° 35' 
Aries in the 4th house. Venus in 6° 11' 
Taurus comes to 4th Bhava. Whereas 
Moon in 13° 55' will be in the 5th Bhava. 
Jupiter is in the 6th Bhava; Uranus in Leo 
in 8 : Mars is in 2° 5' in Libra and goes 
to 9th Bhava ; Kethu is in 10. Neptune 
will be in 10th Bhava. 

Health: Jupiter in the 6th house 
reduces the epidemic: the hospital will 
not be overcrowded: hospital will be 
expanded. Mercury in the constellation 
of lord of 1 and 2 also contributes for 
health. 

. Birth Control: Lord of 7 in 5 and lord 
of 5 in the constellation of lord of 8 in 
the 4th Bhava, reduces birth rate. Mars 
aspecting Venus indicates that a few will 
abort, and many will adopt contraceptive 
methods. 

Revenue collection: Mercury is in 2nd 
Bhava. It is lord of 6 and 9: Hence 
(6—loan: 9—foreign) (a) foreign aid is 
indicated, (b) As it is in the constellation 
of lord of 2, Government will issue instruc¬ 
tions to collect the arrears speedily, (c) 
Also raise loan from the public, (d) As 
lord of 2 is Saturn, without any informa¬ 
tion, sudden and surprise visit to a few 
rich people and unearth the hidden money 
is shown. In this year, the collection from 
Excise, Customs, Income-tax and enforce¬ 
ment foreign exchange will be a record 
one. As Mercury is the planet in the 
second Bhava, Mercurians can bring out 
suchjesults. As Mercury is in Jupiter’s 
sign, 1 ,everything will be lawfully done. 
Today Mr. Morarjibai is the Finance 
Minister. He is a mercurian as his Lagna 
is Gemini-Mercury is called “ Winged , 
Messenger of God.” It is next to God. 
Hence as No. 2 in -the cabinet,- as-Deputy 
Prime Minister, as Finance Minister, he 
will strictly follow the rules, be generous 


to the deserving and show vast improve¬ 
ment in the collection. 

Third house is occupied by Saturn and 
Sun. Saturn is in a watery sign. Sun is in 
Fiery sign. Therefore Saturn (a part of 
India governed by Saturn) and Sun will 
affect the yield from the field. Therefore 
both due to excess of wafer in the areas 
indicated by Saturn a ad dryness in the 
areas shown by Sun will not have average 
crop. It will be less. 

Saturn, being lord of .l and 2 situated in 
the 3rd cusp shows that there will be aid 
from others. Saturn does not satisfy in 
full. Hence the assistance will be a little 
less than what we expect. Therefore if 
one demands more than the need, one 
can expect what one actually needs. 
(Some persons thinking that they are wise, 
always lend 50% of the loan requested by 
the Customers. So the wiser borrower 
puts his demand double his need and gets 
what he actually wants.) This policy will 
be helpful. 

Railways: It is expected that when 
Mars and Kethu conjoin on 24-7-67 and 
when Saturn begins to retrograde there 
will be an accident.

(c) find out the planets ‘P ’.tenanted 
in the constellation of (1) the 
planet ‘ C ’ signifying the matters 
of certain house where planet 

‘ C ’ situated and (b) the owner- . 
ship of the planet ‘ P ’; 

(d) note • what the planet ‘ P ’ can 
offer to you because of its situa¬ 
tion in a constellation and of its 
ownership; 

(e) Then take the 3 Nakshathras 
belonging to the planet ‘ P Let 
them be N,, N„ N,; 

(O The planet * T ’ transiting in any 
of the 3 Nakshatras, N lt N„, N ? ,' 
will indicate those results indi- 
'cated by ‘ P ’ ; 

(g) while transiting a Nakshathra, 
the planet ‘ T ’ must pass sub 
after sub (Krishnamurti Padh- 
dhati) and pass on to the next 
star. If the sub-lord is favour¬ 
able, the matters indicated by 
‘ P ’ which-is given by the transit! 
ing planet ‘ T ’ will materialise 
be advantageous and agreeable. 
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If the sublord is unfavourable, 
those matters fail, fall through, 
get delayed or ends unfavour¬ 
ably ; 

(h) There are 1 27 Stars.; 9 planets 
Hence, each planet governs 3 
.'stars. These stars indicate what¬ 
ever, their lords have to bestow. 
When a planet transits in a star, 
the matter of the mature of the 
result is indicated by the lord of 
the constellation whereas the 
transiting planet gives those 
results through the sources indi¬ 
cated by the transiting planet. 

Suppose the lord of a constellation has . 
to give ‘profit’ or it shows 1 gains ’ or 


‘income’. If the transiting planet is in 
a house, and it owns the houses A and B, 
the gains will be through any of the 3 
sources or A or B. If the planet is in 
3rd house, through neighbours, brothers, 
cousins X or by writing, publishing, or 
through correspondence .or by making a 
short journey, he gains. ,If the planet 
owns houses 4 and 5 (i.e., A and B) then 
the gains will be through mother, land 
or vehicle or through children and specu¬ 
lation. Therefore the result is “ gains ” 
indicated by the lord of the constellation 
whereas the planet transiting shows how 
it is accomplished, through which source, 
etc. 

Applying the above principles one has 
to judge for oneself from the horoscope.

Westerners are of opinion that the third 
house shows one’s inclination and Saturn 
and Moon in 3 or 9 will make a person 
studious and industrious: the person will 
plod and presevere.

A yoga is caused by the relative position 
of planets in relation to the lagna or by 
the relative position and situation among 
any two planets. Such results are to be 
expected in the conjoined periods of those 
planets. According to this rule, he ought 
to have enjoyed between 10-9-1964 and 
TO-1-1966. . But, actually he had suffered. 
There was much ofi financial pressure.

. The idea of asking the consultant to 
mention a number within ‘ 108 ’ is that the 
zodiac which is divided into 12 equal 
parts both by the Hindus and the wester¬

In the ascendant there is 
the malefic Uranus in the constellation of 
lord of I and sub of Mars in retrograde 
in the second bhava. It is evil. Because 
node Rahu is an agent of Mars and it is 
stronger than Mars. It is in the 8th 
Bhava. Hence any planet in the constel¬ 
lation of lord of 1 denotes all about one’s 
health. If the sub is ruled by the planet 
in Marakasthana, or Bhadbakasthana and 
if it is governed by a node, it is certain 
that health will fail and ultimately one will 
pass away. (Everyone born in this world 
must die one day or the other. But this 
query is to note whether the present 
disease is a fatal one.) 

Next let us consider the 6tb house. 6th 
cusp is taken as 23° 20' to 26° 40' Capri¬ 
corn. Mercury is i a the 6th house. It 
shows that the person will ail from the 
disease indicated by Mercury, the planets 
in Mercury’s star, etc. Asblesha, lyeshta 
and Revati are ruled by Mercury. No 
planet is in Mercury constellation. 
Mercury causes the disease. It is in Rabu 
constellation and Saturn ' sub. Rabu is 
in Aries—Bhadbakasthana (9th to fixed 
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sign) indicating maraka: Saturn is in 
Maraka house-seven-and owns the houses

Second sign i£ Sagittarius. Saturn is in 
Sagittarius. As the second cusp falls at 
16° 19’and Saturn is in 5° 18'in Sagittarius, 
Saturn is in Lagna Bhava. ‘ Actually there 
is no planet in the second house. Jupiter 
is in the 7th Sign and 7th Bhava.

Even if the cusp were to be in 29th 
degree in a sign and it may extend only for 
1° in that sign and for 29° in the next sign, 
the lord of that sign in which the cusp 
falls, is the lord of the house : the lord of 
the next sign is not the lord).

The following is taken from the normal 
of Astrology by sapharial:— 

“ Uranus afflicting Venus in any part of 
the horoscope, shows' in trigues with 
unmarried. (This does not apply to this 
chart) but when afflicting, the Moon, the 

attraction is to married.If either. 

Uranus or Moon or Venus be in the first, 
fifth or seventh house, it will lead to com¬ 
plications. If Mars add his influence, it 
will be much talked of, and may. form the 
subject of a public scandal: [Mars is in 5 
to Moon)......But when Saturn gives his 

influence by aspect or conjunction, the 
matter is a secret one. Jupiter assisting 
brings the native safely through his 
troubles (this applies).... 

Neptune afflicting Moon or Venus dis- 
poss to illicit. and unnatural appetites, 
chaotic relations and lascivious. habits. 
The conjunction (applies) and opposition 
are most to be feared, especially if no 
benefic aspects intervene to ward off the 
evil........ 

The position of Mars in a female horos¬ 
cope is of great-importance. For if it be 
found afflicted by Uranus or Saturn and 
in a barren sign, it delays marriage..” 

Thus one :!can find that Mars causes 
delay; It does pot deny marriage. But 
from the period of the, planet or node in 
. the constellation of Mars operated, in the 
sub-period of the Significator, the native 
started the married life. ,

Venus dasa balance 2 years 3 months 
9 days. This horoscope was judged in 
June 1965 issue Astrology and Athrishta 
and it is said that from 24-7-1965 onwards 
he will be serving the Government—24th 
line, page 35. 

Later in 1966, I told that he could not 
expect anything before 27-10-66 and there¬ 
after he will get into power (a position 
equivalent to Prime Minister • and not 
Prime Minister) before the elections are 
over.

When Sun transits in Jupiter sign Saturn

sub sub is also ruled by Mars, i.e., 29-11-67, ; 
“ Why do you pitch up the second date?",' 
Whenever Saturn Dasa is on, pitch up the 
second date as it is a delaying planet.” ,

of the vessels in which it is poured.

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TRANSIT—RESULTS 


[Jyotish Marthand Shri K. S. Krishna- 
murti addressed the gathering of both the 
Students and Scholars of Astrology on 
alternate days at Balligung and Chourin- 
ghee. The extract of his speach on Transit 
Results is given for the benefit of the 
readers.') 

To-day the subject, chosen is Transit 
and its Results. . This is one of the. 
methods tp find out what a person can 
expect due to the movement of the planets 
in various signs as days pass on General 
predictions offered in dailies, weeklies 
and monthlies are based on either of the 
two systems Hindu Or Western. 

Hindus take the position of Moon in 
Nirayana chart at the time of the birth of 
a person whereas Westerners take the 
position ,pf Sun at one’s birth time. Hindus 
find out its which sign a .planet transits 
and how many ' signs away it is, when 
counted from the sign occupied by Moon. 
They do not take into consideration 
whether Moon is in the 1st degree or in 
tie middle or in the end .of the sign so also 
a planet transitting in' a sign may be in 
the beginning or in the middle or in the 
end. The actual longitudinal distance is 
never calculated and included for predic¬ 
tion. Suppose, Moon is in the first degree 
of the sign Mesha, if a planet is in the 
beginning or in the middleor in the end in 
Rishaba it is always said to be in the 2nd 
sign to Moon sign and hence in 2 to Moon. 

The longitudinal distance will range bet¬ 
ween 30° and 60°. If Moon were to be over 
29° in Aries and a planet just leaves Aries 
and enters into Taurus it is said to be in the 
second sign till it leaves Taurus. There¬ 
fore the longitudinal distance between the 
two will be 1° to 30°. Does it sound 
alright to call a planet in 2 to Moon when 
the longitudinal distance varies between 
1° and 60°. When the distance is only 1° are 
they not in conjunction ? Only in the map 
we draw for a horoscope, we draw lines to 
separate each sign. In the heavens is 
there any partition wall ? Will not both 


the planets appear very close to each 
other? If the declination is the same then 
Moon alone can be seen and the planet 
will be hidden. When actually a planet is 
in rapt conjunction to say that it is in the 
second house to Moon and also to call a 
planet in 29° Aries, when Moon is in the 
first degree of Aries as conjoined with 
' Moon in Janma Rasi does not appeal 
.■ alright. 

Secondly, if a person has a horoscope 
let him take it. Note the lagna. On that 
day there were some births, suppose Moon 
on that day was in Cancer- Then, think 
while. Does the position of Moon to 
all the births on that day denote all the 
births on the days. Or whom does Moon 
indicate ? For Aries lagna born. Moon is 
lord of 4 in 4; So it denotes mother; to 
Taurus-born it indicates younger brother 
and sister, to Cancer lagna born, the per¬ 
son himself to Virgo born, elder brothers, 
sister-friends, younger paternal uncle, son- 
in-law, daughter-in-law etc., to Scorpio 
born. Moon denotes father ; to Capricorn- 
borns Moon indicates wife to Pisces borns, 
children, etc. When such is the Case, if the 
position of transiting planets is favoura¬ 
ble, will the. person enjoy or such a rela¬ 
tive as is indicated by Moon, according 
to one’s lagna, enjoy ? Which appeals us ? 
Which comes correct. Therefore how to 
judge is to be solved. 

Sun is taken by Westerners. Similarly 
judge whom Sun indicates. Suppose Sun 
is in Leo.. To Aries borns Sun indicates 
children : to Taurus-borns mother: to 
Gemini-bornsyoungerbrother, etc. There¬ 
fore good aspects to Sun will bestow 
desirable results to such a relative as is 
shown by Sun by occupation and owner¬ 
ship and predictions offered taking the 
position of sun, excluding lagna is also 
not correct. 

But when one has no horoscope, then 
to ofier some mental solace, there should 
be some base, some method: So Hindus 
take Moon; Westerners take Sun. That is 
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why the general predictions which are 
published taking either of the'luminaries 
have to fail and they fail in majority of 
cases. Not knowing the truth one may 
attribute the difference to one’s will. As 
lagna indicates one’s health, longevity 
success or failure etc. One must take only 
the lagna, then the position of all planets 
and the 12 cusps. 

Requisites: Place of birth; actual time 
of birth, date etc. Raphael Ephemeris for 
the year of birth and Table of Houses. 
Erect the chart using these. Deduct 
Krishnamurti Ayanamsa for that year. 
Mark all the twelve cusps : also all the 
planets and fortuna. 

Next write down First house: Second 
House: Third house and so on till Twelfth 
house, one below the other. 

Always take that a house extends from 
that cusp to the next cusp (exact degree 
and minute). Do not mix up—Note down 
in which house each planet is. 

Then, reassort: Note in which house 
Kethu was at the time of birth ; which 
matters will be signified by that house: 
also consider which other house Kethu 
can represent: include the matters of that 
bouse also. 

Kethu Governs Aswini, Makam and 
Moolam. Therefore in the areas 0° to 
13° 20', 120° to 133° 20' and 240° to 253° 
20' note down the matters signified by the 
uses which Kethu is to represent. 

Take Venus: Note down which house 
it occupies and also which cusps are 
found in Taurus and Libra so that Venus 
becomes the lord of those houses. Hence 
the matters denoted by the houses occu¬ 
pied and owned by Venus will be the 
nature of result which the 2nd, Hth and . 
20th stars i.e., Bharani, Poorvapalguni 
and Poorvasbada i.e., 13° 20' to 26° 40'; 
133° 20' to 146° 40' and 253° 20' to 266° 
40' indicate. ‘ 

“Sun "governs_Karihil:. Uthrapalguni 

and Uthrashada, the 3rd, 12th and 21st 
stars. Whatever sun denotes by occupa¬ 
tion and ownership will be the same results 
indicated by these stars. Similarly note 


for all planets including Rahu and Kethu 
who rule the stars 6, 15 and 24 as well as 
I, 10 and 19. 

Thus you will find that all the 360° of 
the Zodiac, divided into 27 constellation 
denote 9 groups of results, each repeating 
. thrice. 

Whenever a planet transits, it will be in 
any of the 27 constellations. Whatever 
the lord of the constellation according to' 
its occupation and ownership denote, will 
be given by the planet translating in any of 
the three constellations ruled by that 
planet. The source is shown by the 
transiting planet due to its nature, occu¬ 
pation and ownership. 

Suppose there are 27 rooms with nine 
different varieties of provisions. 

Those varieties which is stored in room 
I, is also stored in room 10 and roo'm 19 ; 
say paddy—rice. 

Suppose wheat is stored in room 2, it is 
also found in room 11 and 20. 

If sugar is stored in room 3, it is also 
stocked in room 12 and 21. 

Kerosene if stocked in room 4,.it is also 
kept in room 13 and 22. 

Also suppose there are 9 salesmen. That 
salesman in room 1 or 10 or 19 can 
give only rice or paddy' in room 2 or 11 or 
20 can give only wheat: in room 3 or 12 
or 2 I can give only sugar: in room 4 or 
13 or 22 can supply kerosene and so on. 
If there are 2 or 3 people in the same 
room, all will give the same. So, the 
quality the nature of the provision which 
is to be distributed remains the same for 
each room: salesmen may,be A or B or C; 
Sun, of Moon or Mars or Mercury and so 
on. But yet what they can give depends 
on the material stored in that room. 

“ tVtio supplies ”, if that question arises, 
then the stuff is given by that person who 
is in that room. Therefore how one gets ; 
through whom one gets, i.e., the source is 
shown by the person in the room i.e., the 
planet transitting. The_ planetriniicates 
the source by its occupation and owner¬ 
ship of houses. 
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Suppose a planet, say Sun, is in Uthra- 
palguni 1st quarter at 27° Leo and it is in 
the 11th house to Libra born. Sun is lord 
of 11: it is in 11: Itis in the constellation 
of lord of 11. Hence it promises profit: 
success: realisation of ambition, etc. Sun 
governs.Karthik, TJthrapalguni and Uth- 
rashada. The constellation may be in 7 or 
8 or 11 or 12 or 3 or 4th Bhava:’ In 
whichever Bhava it is, planets transitting 
in any one of these three stars must pro¬ 
duce most advantageous and agreeable 
results. 

But suppose Jupiter transits in any of 
these 3 stars. Jupiter is in 3. Then 
Jupiter as lord'of 3 in 3 and as lord of 6 
shows that through the matters indicated 
by the houses 3 and 6, he gains; through 
younger • brother ; by" making ' short 
journey by editing, publishing, publicity 
etc., are through maternal uncle etc., he 
may gain. It is also indicated that he 
may recover from the disease, feel healthy 
and make friendship with one. who atten¬ 
ded on him. 6th house, disease ; that: is 
the cause : 3rd house acquaintance and 
both 3 and 6 show assistants and atten¬ 
dants. 11th house indicate friendship. 

Therefore it must be clearly understood 
that every point in the Zodiac is governed 
by a planet, depending on the constellation 
m which that point has fallen. 

Next one should note the beneficial and 
adverse planets to oneself. By beneficial 
it is meant that planet which can fulfil his 
desire, then. Suppose one wants to go 
overseas, then the significators of the 
houses 3, 9 and 12 are beneficial: suppose 
one wants to commit suicide, then the 
significator of the 8th house is beneficial 
to him then. Suppose one wants scholar¬ 
ship'for studies then significators of the 
houses 4, 6, 9 and 11 are good. 

If one wants to marry significators of 2, 

7 and 11: if he wants a divorce then the 
significators of the houses 6, 12, 10 and 8 
will finalise the divorce. . 

Next we have to remember that when 
the constellation is ruled by the significator 
of the second house and if it is the ruling 
planet of the partner in business, the 


native gains money but the partner faces 
difficulties as the second house is the 8th 
to the 7th. But if the significator of the 
the 2nd house is the ruling planet of wife, 
she experiences difficulties, in spite of 
husband’s gains. Children get promoted 
as the second house is the 10th to the 5th ; 
mother makes good profit as it is the 11th 
house to the 4th ; younger brother loses, 
or changes job or he' is hospitalised or 
cheated, father falls ill and incurs debt 
and so on. Thus it can be seen that the 
person may gain, earn etc., whereas 
different results will be enjoyed by different 
relatives. • If a pin pricks in any part of 
your body, it pains in that area you feel. 
it. Similarly close kith and kin, if they, 
suffer, one will be worried, though perso¬ 
nally one can have some small fortune in 
one’s efforts. Prediction will be incom¬ 
plete, if all are not systematically taken, 
carefully judged and presented in an 
orderly manner. (FOr example planet 
denoting 10th house matter may. give ' 
promotion the native but his son may be 
seriously ill and father pass away.) 

Finally one should consider the sub. 
What is it? It is one of the nine sub 
divisions of the constellation, in the 
proportion in which they are allotted the 
number of years in Vimshodhari Udu' 
Dasa system. Each sub has its own lord. 
Hence the constellation, as the whole, has 
one lord who takes the first division sub in 
that star. Then in the cyclic order 
followed in Udu Dasa system, the other 
subs and sub lords are noted- 

Some planets are favourable to the 
native and some are evil. Therefore the 
subs ruled by beneficial ones will be fruit¬ 
ful whereas the subs of malefics to that 
horoscope will be disadvantageous. 

The lord of the constellation has to 
indicate certain matters due to occupation 
and ownership. Whichever planet transits, 
it brings to light these matters. Whether 
they materialise and be advantageous or 
they fall through and disappoint the 
person is judged from the sub.. 

Suppose Jupiter transits in the constella¬ 
tion of Mercury (lord of 2,and 11 occupy¬ 
ing lord of lagna constellation in 2). 
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When Jupiter passes through Mercury 
star Mercury sub; an advertisement is 
made and many horoscopes are received : 
astrologer is consulted. When Jupiter 
moves in Kethu sub, for 4 days the girl 
does not keep normal health. When 
Jupiter'moves in Venus sub (3 and 10), 
some boys come and see the girl. Hopes 
keep them cheerful. During the time 
when Jupiter transits in Sun sub, gold 
ornaments are purchased for the girl. 
Jupiter in Moon’s sub, brings the negotia¬ 
tion nearer. During Mars sub ■ period, 
one belonging to the same place and 
coming from a stranger’s family fixes the 
marriage. During the time when Jupiter 
transits in Rahu sub, purchases for the 
wedding and arrangements go on. When 
it transits in the sub of Jupiter which was 
in Gemini in 11, marriage is celebrated. 
When Saturn sub is entered by Jupiter, the 
boy takes leave from the girl, goes alone 
back, saying that he will find some 
accommodation and take her. Thus all 
the matters refer to her marriage. But 
each sub shows the different stage in the 
matter.. Unless one calculates and notes 
down the periods when a planet enters 
into a constellation and then it moves 
from one sub to the other, detailed predic¬ 
tion to the day cannot be predicted. This 
is the only convincing method which can 
give clear indications offering results 
without missing any point. 

If one wants to satisfy himself, let him 
do the following test. Or if one would 
like to know when his aim will be 
achieved, let him carry out the experiments 
as follows: It will prove to be 100 % 
correct. This will assure you that what 
Mr. Morarjibai told is correct. “Horos¬ 
cope shows only the tendency and it is not 
a certainity. Only Brahma can predict 
with certainty” is said by some. ' I dis¬ 
agree. Mr. Morarjibai says that he believes 
that the law of karma governs the universe 
and therefore he believes in astrology. If 
a horoscope only shows a tendency and 
if one can change the event by one’s will, 
then astrology;, has no place. If one 
predicts that a person will not die at a 
particular age, but he uses his will and 
tries to commit suicide and die, he can 


never die. I had already published that a 
fellow tried to commit suicide by hanging, 
drowning, over drugging, shooting etc. 
But he could not die. He did not die 
them. 

Everybody has the desire and will to 
live for some more years. He exercises 
his will, he prays, puts on Gems etc. He 
dies at the moment correctly fixed by the 
astrologer according to the horoscope 
erected for the moment pf birth which 
completely depends on his previous karma. 
Just like one has no choice about his birth 
time, place and his parents, so also there 
is nothing left in one’s hands. Everything 
is pre-destined. None can change it. 
Then only, one can predict using this 
science. 

A few examples are given to prove that 
correct predictions offered cannot be 
changed. (Read the book Krishnamurthi 
Padhdhati.) 

(1) I predicted jo a teacher in Poona 
that he would have a child born 
after 5 months. On the day of 
query, his wife was admitted in the 
hospital for profuse bleeding in the 
4 th month of the . pregnancy. 
Doctors declared that she would 
abort. They also assisted. Yet, 
in a few days bleeding stopped. 
She gave birth to a child and all 
are alive. 

(2) One brilliant student who had been 
scoring very good marks and 
coming out successful with distinc¬ 
tion was predicted that he could 
not have a pass that year. Actually, - 
he did not sit for the last 3 papers, 
as he fell ill and be had to sit for 
another examination next year. 

(3) A boy related to one of the Direc¬ 
tors of Simpson group was predic¬ 
ted that he should be an engineer 
from 1961 and since he must study 
for at least 5 years to complete the 
course, in April 1956. I said that 
in 1956 he must be admitted in the 
Engineering College. In July 1956 
he had on admission. He joined 
Arts College. But in September, 
a vacancy fell and only this boy 
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was selected, and admitted. He 
passed in 1961 and from then he 
is an Engineer.- 

(4) .Please refer the letter written by a 
.high official at Delhi, Dr. Tiw’are, 
in May issue. How his son was 
admitted in the medical college 
after November 1966. as predicted 
by me though college was opened 
in July and admission is over by 
July.. 

(5) If one follows steller astrology, with 
sub and Krishnamurti Ayanamsa, 
one can predict when one can have 
his desires fulfilled. A girl was 
running Mars Dasa Kethu Bhukti. 

A bridegroom and his parents ' 
wrote that they would see the bride 
(for marriage purposes) on a Sun¬ 
day when the star was Uthrapathra- 
pada. I told them that they could 
not keep up the word. Your 
daughter would be seen only on 
Aswini star day. The bridegroom 
was a A.P.W.I. On Saturday he 
had an interview for promotion at 
Bombay. The interview went on 
and in the meanwhile the train 
steamed off. Later he was able to 
arrive at Delhi on Aswini star day 
as predicted and could see her only 
as predicted. 

(6) Mr. K-. Ganapathy predicted to the 
father of a young boy who had 
made all arrangements to send his 
son to Germany, that he would be 
hospitalised for months and his son 
could not go as per programme. 
The ..father did not tell anybody.' 
But actually," the boy vomitted 
blood in the next week. ' He was 
admitted in the hospital and was 
treated for 3 months. That year he 
didnotgo. He went only on the date 
predicted by Mr. fC. Ganapati. The. 
boy is now in Madras. He is the 
Sound Engineer in a Cinema studio. 

(7) A person wanted to give his daughter 
to an I.A.S. officer. He had no 
mind to give to an air pilot officer. 

In spite of his will, efforts and 
determination, his daugh ter married 


only the air pilot officer who is 
now in Delhi. 

(8) A sub officer in All India Radio 
was predicted that he would leave 
this and take up Air-Piloting. He 
is now in Hyderabad as Air Pilot 
officer. An advocate was informed 
that he would give it up and take up 
cinema line and he would be an 
actor. He is now in Cinema line. 
A professor was told that he would 
leave the job and take up business 
—what supplying fish. It had 
come true. Thus one can find that 
our life is like the taxi-driver who 
’ does not know where he will be 
driving his car that day. He has to 
drive as the passenger at the back 
seat dictates. The route he has to 
take, the number of minutes he has 
to halt etc., are entirely left to the 
passenger who is the God-governing 
Destiny. Volumes can be written 
to prove that none can dodge the 
fate. . It has its own course. As 
this is true, astrologers who can 
predict with confidence, say exactly, 
precisely and correctly without 
mentioning “ Tendency, likely," 
50-50, and so on.” 

Further a few predict as follows. A " 
child is born or a company is started or a 
ministry is formed. Cast a horoscope and 
predict—what? The child will die. Or 
the company will be closed or the ministry 
will come to an end. Everybody knows 
that when a child is born, it should die 
one day or other. If a ministry is formed, 
it atso will end one day or other in a year 
or two or twenty and so on. Therefore 
people want when such an end will come. 
If one says “ These combinations forebode 
change of leadership due to internal 
dissensions and the health of the present 
leader” (page 469-Astrological magazine 
May issue). Is it a prediction. When will 
the health fail ? In 1967 or 1968 or 1969 
or when? When will there be the internal 
dissensions. When will the change come ? 
This alone is wanted. This alone is to be 
predicted by the astrologer. Even a lay¬ 
man will say ithat this will not last long. 
Some may fall ill. They may disagree ; 
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they may fight with each other, etc. Is it a 
prediction? It will • be useful if such 
astrologers give the month when such will 
happen. . If he prediots correctly, nothing 
in tne world can change the result. 

Coming to the point, suppose One just 
enters into Venus Dasa. It is to runfor20 
years. In which sub period one can have 
-larger profits: in which sub period, the busi- 
1 ness will be'dull: will there be a partition, 
etc. , then let him strictly observe and record 
the results as is advised below : 

(1) Venus Dasa is on: Its stars are 
Bharani, Poorvapalguni and Poorva- 
shada. Note from the ephemeris 
when Moon enters into Bharani, 
Poorvapalguni and Poorvashada. 
Note the time when it enters, when 
it leaves and the date. Note down 
for 6 months. There will be nearly 
19 occasions. 

(2) Divide the duration of each star and 
note when the first sub belonging to

Some subs will pass away while asleep, 
Ignore But consider such subs on. another 
day when you are busy. In these 19 occa¬ 
sions, at least on 6 occasions the subs will 
be during day time. 

If during a particular sub, in any of the 
3 stars.Bharani, Poorvapalguni and Poor¬ 
vashada, you note good 1 sales and profit, 
•you will note that invariably it is ever 
good. It means ’ in Venus Dasa, the sub 
period of that planet is profitable.' 


If during the hours, when Moon transits 
in Venus star and a particular sub, there: 
is not much sales in those hours, then iti 
Venus Dasa, the Bhukti of this sub lord* 
will not be helpful. In its Bhukti, the 
business will be dull. Thus against each' 
sub, be noting the results. 

They will ever prove to be true. This 
has been.tested and found to be correct by 
hundreds. of the members of the Modern 
Astrological Research Institute. 

I carried out such experiments while 
playing cards and' while betting in the 
races. .Venus is a strong benefit tome 
and the sub Rahu is advantageous. So 
invariably I gain on Venus star days and 
Saturn sub i.e., during other subs (when 
Moon transits in other subs). I do not 
gain. So, I play only during the hours 
when Moon transits in Saturn sub, either 
in races or in playing cards. 

Prior to 1951, I had been considering 
that the whole star day will be good. But 
my friend who consulted me whether he 
would gain on a particular day,.I said that 
the significator of his Labhasthana is on. 
So he will win on that day. Actually he 
lost Rs; 90 in the games. When he came 
home, he understood that his friend who 
took Rs. • 6,000 without even a promissory 
note, 5 years ago, returned the full amount, 
handed over to bis wife and rushed to his 
place, as he was on his way from Singa¬ 
pore to Coimbatore. • Then, I began to 
consider and work the sub : I applied to 
the races. I found why I won the second 
and fifth races, whereas I lost in others : 
or I won the first two races and lost the 
other ones: or I lost in the beginning and 
gained in the last. 

This sub alone answered. No doubt: 
no mistake: Those who want to test, I 
request them to do. Never you will fail. 
Follow Krishnamurti Ayanamsa and work 
out thejnterval for each sub. 

(a) Suppose one wants to meet an 
officer let him select such a star 
day arid in that the most benevo¬ 
lent planets sub-work out when 
Moon enters this sub' and leaves. 
In those hours, find out when the 
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If - lagaa will be in such a combina¬ 

tion. 

'? The sub may be between 2-30 P.M. and 
&-30 P.M. In these two hours select those 
iminutes when the lagna falls in that 
fdegree which is ruled by the star lord and 
Sub lord. These minutes will be lucky. 

It is surely fortunate.' As there was no 
single occasion of failure, one can boldly 
declare and select the moment. This 
proves that one cannot change fate and 
:things happen according to the timing 
indicated by the planet and not desired.by 
the person. 

A silk merchant at Conjeevaram told 
me that a big marriage party phoned him 
that they would visit his shop at about 9 
A.M. and that they should return by 12 
Noon. He kept the shop open. I went 
with an advocate Mr. Kasturi Rangan to 
Conjeevaram on that day in the morning 
to visit the temple. On Punarvasu day, 
The silk merchant being a friend to us we 
stayed with him. At about 11 A.M. the 
silk merchant asked me, “I am expecting 
a rich client who will buy for thousands 
at one stroke. He told that he would 
come by 9 A.M. and that he should return 
by 12 Noon. He has not come. What do 
you think?”. I looked at the horoscope 
of the merchant. He .was running Jupiter 
Dasa Venus Bhukti. The star day was 
Punarvasu. I worked out the sub. Till 
12-40 P.M. Kethu sub was on. Venus 
starts after 12-40 P.M. and runs up to 5' 
P.M. So I told him that he can expect 
them only after 12-40. He must gain on 
that day. But it is not before 12 Noon. 
But only after 3 P.M. when Jupiter star 
Venus sub and Jupiter sub sub operates. 
Actually they came at 1 P.M. and transac¬ 
tion was over by 3 P.M. when they paid 
cash. Thus one can note which hour is 
good on a day, and from such minor 
events, find out which subs are good and 
which subs are bad. 

Thus noting down the results, apply the 
same to dasa bhukti system. Also when¬ 
ever any planet transits through those 
subs, good or bad as indicated by thesubs, 
must happen through the source indicated 


by the nature, occupation and ownership 
of the planet transiting. 

Those who do not want to understand 
and apply, those who want to simply pass 
destructive criticism, those who‘do not 
strictly follow my instructions (using 
Raphael Ephemeris, his table of houses, 
new comb or my ayanamsa) may say 
■anything. Ignore their remarks. But 
truth-seekers will apply, just like my 
students do, and congratulate for a very 
simple method to serve as an index for 
major events in one’s life. 

Suppose one wants to know whether 
Saturn and Jupiter can do good or bad to 
oneself during their transit in Mercury’s 
star Ashlesha or Jyeshta note when 
Moon transits in . these stars. Work out 
the sub: Record what happened during 
, the hours when Moon was in a sub. If 
they are encouraging and advantageous 
when Moon is in a particular sub, be sure 
that whenever Jupiter and Saturn transit 
those subs you will have beneficial results. 
But when Moon transits in a sub and you 
■face some problems in those hours, be 
sure that during the time Saturn. and 
Jupiter transit those subs, you must face 
difficulties. It is a certainty. 

For example a person born in Capri¬ 
corn, if he has favourable Mercury and 
Rahu, he must have good fortune through 
younger brother or by editing or by the 
receipt of a cheque when Jupiter transits 
in Mercury star Rahu sub, i.e.. ■ around 
9-8-67. Sun also will transit. Hence 
9-8-67 must be lucky. I shall, inform the 
readers what happens on that day to him. 
Jupiter will be in that sub for 12 days. 
But I pitched up on 9-8-67. As Sun 
conjoins Jupiter and both are in Mercury 
star Rahu sub. 

If on 9-8-67 he receives a cheque for a 
good amount or he enjoys his life by 
fulfilling a desire or comes out successful 
in his efforts which is long pending, again 
he can expect such an advantage when 
Saturn in 1968 passes Mercury star, Rabu 
sub through the source indicated by 
Saturn. ■

Such a calculation alone proves that 
Astrology is a science which is in an 
incomplete stage now, and everything is 
under divine plan as is shown by planets 
and not in the hands of anybody, which 
is a science. If the ruje is the same and 
applying it, you get the same Results, then' 
it is a science. Free will is freb from fate.' 
Will, will not change the course of Divine 
Plan. It is the attachment to self-impor¬ 
tance and egoism one may 'say that one 
can modify the results by one’s will and a 
few take shelter under it saying that 
Astrology shows only the tendency : it is 
not a certainty. To me it appears that it 
is more for an excuse. To-day, I conclude 
by saying that Astrology is a science. It 
needs further research and confirmation. 
There is no use for the word “Likely.” 
Everything is a certainty. If you follow 
transit system also one can. pitch up the 
time and know the events to one’s advan¬ 
tage. Summing up, let me say how to 
.judge the results by transit system. 

(1) Erect a horoscope as is advised 
by me. (Do not cast in any 
other manner and then find that 
you are nowhere.) 

(2) Note the arc of each Bhava 
, where it commences and where it 

ends. 

(3) Note in which house each planet 
is posited. 

(4) .Find out which matters are signi¬ 
fied by each planet—Sun, Moon— 
Kethu. 

(5) Note which three stars are ruled 
by each planet. In their areas, 
write the matters signified by the 
lord of the constellation. 

(6) . Note, for each matter in your 
life, which are the significators 

. ' and which contributes for the 

_fulfilment of. those matters and 

which ate detrimental, delaying, 
.adverse and disappointing. 

.(7) Then in those constellations, 
mark the favourable subs and the 
unfavourable ones. 


Now you have the whole Zodiac 
divided into 249 subs : 27 cons¬ 
tellations. 

Three, three constellations be¬ 
longing to the same planet denote 
certain matters in your life. 
Certain matters about your kith 
and kin. The subs in. those 
constellations promise whether 
the matter will materialise or 
not. 

(8) ■ A planet transiting in a cons¬ 
tellation brings to. light those 
matters shown by the lord of the 
Constellation due to its occupa¬ 
tion and ownership^ The period 
when the planet moves from one 
sub to the other gives clearly the 
time when the same result shown 
by the lord of the Constellation 
undergoes various stages- 

[If the lord of the Constellation denotes 
marriage and a planet moves in that.cons¬ 
tellation, various stages in the matter of 
appointment progresses depending on the' 
lord of the sub. When the planet is in the 
first sub, an applicant may interview and 
entertain hopes. The next sub may be 
ruled by a significator adverse to self 
acquisition. So, in this period he gets 
discouraging news. The planet' moves to 
the next sub. Ke makes another attempt 
in another place. The sub lord being 
Mars, which is very advantageous to him, 
he is interviewed and during.the interview 
itself he is informed that he is appointed 
and that he may join duty after 3 weeks 
when one retires. So he returns home 
happily. The next sub belonging to Rahu 
shows idling away one’s time but enjoy 
peace of mind. During the time when the 
planet enters arid moves in Jupiter.sub hfe 
joins duty. Thus, the significator shows 
that its constellation when transi tted by a 
planet bringsout the results and the various 
stages are well explained by the sub lord. 
Suppose one runs Jupiter Dasa Mercury 
Bhukti Sun anthra then the areas which 
must be transitted by the lagna (to note the 
minute of taking charge) by Moon or Sun 
and the significator will be 
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(a) Jupiter sign Mercury slar Sun 
sub 351° 33'20" to 352° 13'20" 
or 

(b) Mercury sign Jupiter star Sun 
sub. 88° 46' 40" to 89= 26' 40" 
or 

(c) Jupiter’s star Mercury sub or ■ ■ 

(d) Mercury Star Jupiter sub. 

One knbws that Jupitet Dasa Mercury 
Bhukti Sun Anthra runs for 1 month and 
10.8 days. So in those 40.8 days, Mercury 
and Sun can be in any one of the above 5 
sensitive points. It will be there. It must 


be there. So find out the day and the 
date. 

To carry out such experiments, you must 
use Krishnamurti Ayanamsa. If you use 
any, other Ayanamsa, Dasa Bhukti will 
change. The dates of transit in a parti¬ 
cular, sub also will change. By using any' 
other Ayanamsa and house division, do 
not make attempt to use this method. If 
you follow strictly what I say, you will 
find that this system introduced by me is 
marvellous, and correct and this proves 
that my Ayanamsa is to be followed. For' 
any other Ayanamsa, stellar astrology will 
not come correct.

ANALYSIS 

' 1 1 It is clear that he had impediments 
in promotion of his career. Why? 

According to Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti, 
6. 8 and 12 are negative houses and if the 


lord of a particular bhava happens to be 
posited in .6.8 or 12 from that house, he 
negates the possibilities of that bhava. 
In this case, Jupiter, lord of 10 and 11 is 
posited in 8th sign from Sagittarius, So he 
negates the possibilities of 10th bhava, 
higher status or rank and 11th bhava, 
realisation of ambition. Hence impedi¬ 
ments in promotion of his career/ 
According to traditionar'asfrology, one 
will have high hopes from Jupiter for 
promotion of the career of this native, 
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because Jupiter, lord of 10 is exalted, 
but it is ONLY ACCORDING TO 
Mr. K. S. KRISHNAMURTI, that one 
can say that Jupiter is handicapped to give 
the results of that bhava. OVATIONS 
TO, Mr. KRISHNAMURTI, because the 
whole Dasa of Jupiter passed calmly and 
quietly without giving any results of pro¬ 
motion or higher status to this native. 

According to KRISHNAMURTI - 
PADHDHATI, planets in the constella¬ 
tion of Jupiter or in the -sign of Jupiter 
will have power to give the effect of 
Jupiter. Jupiter owns two houses—Sagit¬ 
tarius and Pisces. No planet is posited 
in Sagittarius. Only Mercury is posited 
in Pisces. Hence Mercury is powerful to 
give the effects of Jupiter. Not only this, 
Mercury is aspected fully by Jupiter ac¬ 
cording to degree position. Jupiter, we 
should remember, is lord of 1.10 and 11. 
Moreover Mercury is in the constellation 
of Saturn, occupant of 6, significator of 
the 6th house which is one of the houses 
concerned with service. 

2. Will,,he have promotion? If so, 
when? 

For promotion in service, let us judge 
the houses 2, 6, 10 and 11. 

Second house is occupied by Kethu, 
which governs the three constellations, 
Aswini, Malta and Moola. No planet is 
in the constellation of Kethu. Hence 
take Kethu. 

Sixth house is occupied by Saturn, 
which governs the three constellations 
Pushyam, Anusham and Utharapathra, 
Only Mercury is in Utharapathra constel¬ 
lation. • Hence take Mercury. 

Tenth houseisunoccupied by anyplanet. 
Hence take the lord of 10th, Jupiter.. 
Jupiter is in 8th from 10th, hence handi¬ 
capped; Jupiter rules over three con¬ 
stellations, Punarvasu, Visakam and 
Poorvapathra. Sun is in Poorvapathra 
constellation and Rahu is in Visakam 
constellation. Hence take Sim Rahu. 

Eleventh bhava is occupied by Venus. 
Venus rules over Bharani, Pooram and 
Poorvashada. Kethu is in Bharani and . 


Saturn is in Pooram. Hence take Kethu 
and Saturn. 

Therefore Mercury. Sun, Rahu, Kethu 
and Saturn are the strong significators for 
his promotion. Saturn is not only in the 
constellation of Venus, occupant of 11, 
but also in the sub of Venus. Therefore 
Saturn is a powerful significator. Mer¬ 
cury, being in the constellation of Saturn 
is also a strong significator. Sun and 
Rahu are in the constellation of Jupiter, 
lord of 10 and 11, hence they are also 
strong significators. 

The native ran the dasa of Saturn, Mer¬ 
cury Bhukti and Mercury Anthra from 
13-8-1966 to 30-12-1966. Neither Sun 
nor Rahu operated, hence promotion did 
not materialise. Later he ran. Saturn 
Dasa Mercury Bhukti and Kethu Anthra 
from 30-12-1966 to 27-2-1967. The longi¬ 
tudinal distance between Mercury and 
Kethu is 45° 16', which amounts to semi- 
square aspect, which is moderately 
evil (KRISHNAMURTI PADHDHATI, 
Vol. I, page 192). Hence Kethu, although 
a significator will not co-operate with 
Mercury in giving favourable effect (Ibid, 
p. 191). (Evil aspect among two planets 
who are the significators of the same 
matter do not co-operate—join hands—so, 
it is a passing on period.) The period of 
Saturn Dasa, Mercury Bhukti and Kethu 
Anthra will remain adverse in relation to 
service. Really, when asked, the officer 
confessed before me that the adverse effect 
had taken .place, but later on it was set 
right and balanced. The reason was this 
that Kethu formed trine (120°) aspect with 
lltb Cusp and biquintile (144°) aspect 
with 10th Cusp, although it formed apply¬ 
ing square (90°) aspect with 6th Cusp. 
Ketbu's bad aspect with 6th cusp gave 
threat to his service, whereas its good 
aspect with 10th and 11th cusp saved his 
service. This critical position was also 
saved, because Kethu was in the constel¬ 
lation of Venus, occupant of 11 and in 
the sub of its (Kethu’s) own constellation. 
Besides, Rethu is also occupant of 2nd, 
Bhava. „ . . 

Whaf -about—Saturn -Dasa- Mercury- 
Bhukti and Venus Anthra ? Venus forms 
separating semi-squire (47°) aspect with 



Mercury. Hence this period is also not 
good. Moreover Venus is not a strong 
significator, because Kethu and Saturn, 
being in the constellation of Venus are 
stronger than Venus. 

‘ Therefore, the native’s promotion will 
take place either in Saturn Dasa, Mercury 
Bhukti and Sun Anthra, i.e., from 
9-8-1967 to 27-9-1967 or Saturn Dasa 
Mercury Bhukti and Rahu Anthra i.e., 
from 15-2-1968 to 10-7-1968. 

Let us be more accurate. On the day , 
’of judgment, i.e., 25-3-1967 at 12.00 Noon, 
Moon is passing through Uthrapalguni 
constellation, ruled by Sun in the sign 
ruled by Sun.- Hence Sun becomes promi¬ 
nent. The day Saturday is ruled by 
Saturn.. At this time, Gemini 19° 24' is 
rising. Thus Ascendant is passing through 
Arudra constellation, ruled by Rahu in the 
sign ruled by Mercury. Thus all the 


strong significators, Saturn, Sun, Mercury 
and Rahu have played their role at this 
time. Of all these planets, Sufi has come 
twice,-hence it is more probable that the 
promotion will take place during Saturn 
Dasa, Mercury Bhukti and Sun Anthra, 
which runs from-9-8-1967 to 27-9-1967. 

During the above-mentioned period. 
Sun passes through Uthrapalguni constel¬ 
lation from 12-9-1967 to 27-9-1967. Moon 
passes through Krithikai constellation on 
23-9-1967. As 23-9-1967 is a Saturday, it 
is predicted that the native will receive 
orders for promotion on 23-9-1967.

Sun Dasa Balance 3 years, 10 months. 
20 days. Rahu Dasa ended on 15-2-1967. 
Now Jupiter Dasa is on. As the birth is 
in 0° 47' Leo, the cusps of the other houses ' 
are at 1° 14' or 2° 14'" and M-C is 2° 14' 
Taurus. Moon goes to 9th Bhava House. 
All other planets do not undergo any 
change. 

Service: Judge houses 2, 6 and 10. 
Second! house is vacant: 6th is occupied 
by Mars and the 10th by Rahu. No planet 
is in any of the 3 stars of Mars. Mercury 
and Venus are in Sathabhisha governed by 
Rahu. Therefore Mars, Rahu, Mercury 
and Venus indicate the nature of the 
profession and the time when one can 
enter into service. 11th house, indicating 
promotion is not occupied by any planet. 
But its lord Budha which rules Ashlesha, 
Jyeshta and Revathi has Saturn and Jupiter 
deposited in these stars. Hence,' Jupiter, 
Saturn and Mercury indicate improvement 
in status and increase in income. 

9th and 12th houses indicate changes.’ 
Moon is in the 9tb Bhava,: Moon owns 
the 12th house : no planet is in 12 : Moon 
governs Rohini, Hasthara and Sravanam. 
Therefore planets in these stars will bring 
about changes. Rahu is in Rohini. None 
in Hastbam or Sravanam. Hence Rabu 
can bring about a change. Moor, also 
will contribute. 


Next, we have to note which Dasa is 
running. Jupiter is the lord of the Dasa 
which is to operate for about 16 years. 
Find out whether there are planets in the 
12th sign to the sign occupied by Dasa 
Lord as planets in the 12th sign cause 
either difficulties or change. To ascertain 
whether it is difficulty or change, note in 
which constellation they are posited and 
whether the lord of the constellation can 
bring about changes. Both Mercury and 
Venus are in the 12th sign Aquarius to 
Pisces the sign occupied by Jupiter. Both 
of them are in Rahu’s constellation which 
by occupation in Taurus 20° 26' indicates 
profession (10th house) and change as it is 
in Moon’s constellation. Therefore one 
has to note when it can came up. The 
change will be only in Jupiter Dasa, 
Mercury Bhukti, Venus ’ Anthra,. Rahu 
Shookshma in September, 1972. It shows 
promotion and change. 

Let us note the previous results: 

You left the native place in Rahu Dasa, 
Rahu Bhukti in the end of Jane 1949, 
when Sun transited in Rahu star. Arudhra 
in Budha sign. Next change came and 
you returned back during Rahu Dasa, 
Sani Bhukti, Rahu Anthra, Budha Sbook- 
shama. Again left your own native place 
and went to Delhi during Rahu Dasa, 
Venus Bhukti, Jupiter, Anthra, Mercury 
Shooksbma. Therefore, that planet,which 
brought you back and kept you in your 
own place was Saturn. Those which 
shifted were Rahu, Venus, Jupiter and 
Mercury. Hence the significators have 
played their role already and to expect in 
the above date mentioned will come true. 
As per transit. 

Next change will come during Jupiter 
Dasa, Venus Bhukti, Jupiter Anthra in 
May 1975, and you remain here till you 
retire in Sani Dasa, Ketbu Bbukthi in 
1988. 

Delay in Marriage: -Moon aspected by 
Saturn from the 7th sign counted from 
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Moon’s Sign. Saturn lord of 7 opposing 
Moon and squaring Lagna : Rahu was in 
the constellation of lord of 12. Till Rahu 
Dasa ended your Marriage did not come 
up. The moment Guru Dasa started in 
February, in Meena Lagna, you got 
married (Meena is owned' by Guru). 
Guru was in the constellation of lord of 2 
and 11 and hence it gave, even though it 
is in the 8th house. 

“Rahu—Rishaba Rahu—Rajayoga 


Rahu’ etc. ” will be said. But what is the 
Rajayoga without getting married. Guru 
in ashtama—ashtama evil may be said. 
It is not so. When the lord of the cons¬ 
tellation owns houses 2 and 11 Guru will 
bestow brilliant results whichever house it 
occupies. If Guru would have been in 
Uthraitathi star governed by Saturn, the 
result will be undesirable. That is why, 
students are requested to study stellar 
astrology.

Horoscope is as follows :— 


At the time of birth Rahu dasa balance 
14 years 2 months 27days. 

Profession, service or business may be 
the only sourceof income forsome people. 
Inherited property and yield from that 
inheritance alone may be the income for 
some. A few have property or shares 
and earn by service. A few serve in one 
place and also do business. Some have 
. only one service from the time of entry 
into service till retirement. A few change 
institutions : departments etc. Some 
from civil service, jump to Military : .Some 
from Military, take up civil. Thus we 
find 1 varieties. 


Strict application of the rules expoun¬ 
ded by our sages- regarding profession 
does not help anybody, either the astro¬ 
loger or the consultant. Elaborate and 
exhaustive explanation cannot be had. 
Nowhere one can find rules for such 
changes coming in one’s life and for cor¬ 
rect pitching up of the profession. When¬ 
ever we read books or magazines, people 
start saying that to predict one’s profession 
is difficult. Then wbat is the use of 
Astrology for those who would like to 
know which profession will be his, when 
he will change,why,what otherprofession 
will be his lot and so on. So with what 
knowledge we can gain through oriental 
text-books, further development on cor¬ 
rect lines, by collecting facts, assorting 
them properly, and following a single 
principle, come to an accurate finding. 
Some say that new theories are introduced 
to confuse. If .one studies new, theory, 
understands, applies and finds it easy, 
simple and helpful, let him follow. But 
one should not pass a judgment as con¬ 
fusing, when, many, many have taken up 
new theory and boldly declare the results. 
What is wanted is calm application. . Let 
anybody read Hrishnamurli Padhadbati. 
Let him consider that he is the author: 
he has expounded the theory : he has to 
further develop. Then, there will be"no 
confusion : Truth will dawn in the mind 
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of such a student, to speak ill of one is 
not decent. Prove where the theory fails. 
Take the theory and discuss. When you 
want to judge according to Krishnamurti 
Padhadhati, follow his instructions, erect 
the chart as he prescribes, use his Aya- 
namsa, the house division, constellation, 
sub etc. When during the author’s tour 
throughout India, he finds learned people 
using his theory, congratulate him and 
accept him as their Guruji and they are 
eager to hear more from him, I am sure, 
he will ignore what a handful of people 
say. • He has proved by his rejoinders 

(a) that they have not understood what he 
says, (b) they do not follow his system, 
(c) they blackmail by merely bluffing [e.g. 
Gajakesari yoga, fine prints a horoscope 
giving the position of 4 planets—says he 
is a business man and so on, when 
.Krishnamurti challenged and called the 
article a bluff, then the author regrets. 
What a blackmailing it is ! Krishnamurti's 
theory gets more popularity, on the other 
hand, as more and more people apply 
their open mind and conclude that 
Krishnamurti’s attempts are honest on 
facts and figures and never in his life he 
need say ‘Regret’ or “It is regretted” 
But those who try to blackmail will 
surely regret and in a year’s time under¬ 
stand that, in spite of blackmailing, 
directly or indirectly, the Krishnamurti’s 
theory is taught in all places in India, 
having Krishnamurti Padhadhati as the 
Text Book and the journal, “ Astrology 
and Athrishta ” as a guidance for further 
development. 

j Coming to the subject proper, let me 
first say, when I have written something 
else so far other than the answer to the 
query. Mr. Krishnamurti, in his lectures 
and in the magazine has said that those 
who are born under the influence of 
Saturn, or those who are born with Saturn 
as a ruling planet, will always find that 
there is delay in one’s success, fulfilment 
of desire, etc. Delay will be due to Saturn, 
through a Saturnian. Actually Krishna- 
murtiji is a Pucca Saturnian, as his lagna 
and Moon sign, both arc in Capricorn 
ruled by Saturn. Hence matters relating 
to Mr. Krishnamurti is said first Next 
I take up this person’s chart. This per¬ 


son has the influence of- Saturn as it is in 
Lagna: ruling planet is Saturn as it 
owns the sign occupied by Saturn. 

(a) Generally people enter into ser¬ 
vice in a department and continue to 
serve there till their retirement, if the 
lords of the dasas, that run and follow 
from the time of appointment are connec¬ 
ted in any manner, especially, if the lord 
of the constellation is the same or the 
lords of the constellation are conjoined or 
mutually aspecting. It is similar to a 
person entering into service as a Sanitary 
Inspector in a Municipality and retiring 
as a Sanitary Inspector in the same 
Municipality: or entering as a clerk in a 
concern and retiring from the same firm. 

(b) Those who live on the returns 
from the inherited property also will have 
various dasa lords who operate in his life¬ 
time are in any manner connected with 
the previous lord. 

(c) Those who have income from in¬ 
vestment and also salary in service will 
have the lord of the dasa or Bhukthi (if 
additional income is only for a few years) 
in a common sign, or it may be Mercury 
or it may have connection with Mercury. 

(d) Those > who do business cannot 
have steady income on every first of a 
month but their profit and loss are even 
varying. They take the risk. They may 
mint money and amass wealth if the signi- 
cator is in the constellation of the planet 
in movable sign : The income varies and 
not to one’s desire and expectation if the 
significator is in the constellation of the 
planet in common sign. 

Partnership is shown by'7th house. 2nd 
and 11th houses indicate receiving the 
cheque, the share of profit, themoney that 
is deposited by the partner is shown by 
6th house. The 8th and 12tb houses 
denote the money given away to partner. 
lOtb house indicates whether the partner 
iis reliable or not. For people born in. 
Rishaba and Vriscbika lagnas, it isneces- 
sary to note whether the partner will 
.continue to be good or not as lord of 7 is 
also lord 12. 

(e) A person will ever change his 
job, nature of business, etc., if the dasa 
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lord to follow is in 12 to the previous dash 
lord. Or the sub-lord is in constellation of 
the planet in 12 to dasalord or if it is in 
12th dasalord. Further the change is a 
certainty if the following dasa lord'or 
Bhukti lord is in a movable sign. 

(0 Planets connected with common 
signs shows that he will have lien in the 
parent department, go to . another getting 
some 25% allowance, again come back to 
the parental one. 

(g) These planets must have connec¬ 
tion with houses 2, 6, 10 and 11. By con¬ 
nection it is meant that they should be the 
significators which are ascertained as 
follows: 

(1) Rahu or Kethu in the sign of any 
significator become the strong 
significators. 

(2) Planets situated in the constella¬ 
tion of the occupants of the 
houses 2, 6 and 10. 

(3) Planets deposited in these houses. 

(4) Planets tenanted in the constella¬ 
tion of the lords of these signs. 

(5) The lords of these houses. 

(6) Those with whom the signifi¬ 
cators are conjoined with or 
whom they aspect. 

Thus the significators for profession js 
to be judged—1 Ith house is for increase in 
income and promotion. 

Let me now pose a question, whether 
by reading Hindu original text books one 
can gain knowledge to solve the above 
problem. Is not research necessary ? If 
so, will not there be submitted for other 
intelligent astrologer’s views ? With open 
mind they have to judge and come out 
with their remarks, etc. Is there not decent 
ways of pointing out errors. What is the- 
use of saying “ ingenious ”. and so on. 
Mr. Krishnamurti has proved that he is 
ingenious and made the author ‘Satha- 
bisha ” cut an ugly figure for having 
produced a chart of a person (later saying 
as one born in 1860) and saying that he is 
a businessman. Is this the way to pass a 
judgment ? Krishnamurti never denies that 
a very few percentage of people enjoy 


Gajakesari Yoga provided the lord of the 
constellation is beneficial. He says that 
such people need not even buy a blade and 
spend money as no hair may grow. They 
will appear always young. But, Krishna- 
murti asks “Are all people having Gaja¬ 
kesari Yoga enjoy? Does it guarantee 
wealth, popularity, peace, etc? Are there 
not great percentage of people suffering ? 
When this is the honest truth, what is the 
idea of calling “ingenius”, etc. 

Again, a doctor treats many patients. 
He is well qualified. Very well experienced 
is handling ultra modern instruments— 
.makes use of them. Even then young 
patients die. Does it mean that the doctor 
is no good ? 

Similarly if Krishnamurti’s prediction 
has failed in stray cases, one should know 
the reason why? 

(a) Every person has in his chart, 
the houses 6 and 12 : 6th house indicates 
enemies, open enemies : 12th house shows 
secret enemies : who does harm on some 
other name : who asks others to do harm, 
himself standing behind the screen. 6th 
house shows Guru dhrohi’s who will 
openly attack Guru : 12th house indicates 
Guru dhrohi’s doing harm without the 
knowledge of Gum. Therefore the signi¬ 
ficators of the houses 6 and 12 are always 
the enemies to every person : Astrologer 
is also a man. He must have such custo¬ 
mers also. In their cases be must fail, as 
they have to speak ill of him. Some noble 
persons' born ' in such circumstances, will 
note that the prediction failed, yet they do 
not make a publicity or mention in the 
presence of others. But some people take 
pleasure in publishing them with or with¬ 
out motive. What motive they have, can- 
be judged by the readers. 

(b) The native may be a Saturnian. 
It will delay.Normally one takes the next 
auspicious time for any good to happen. 
Again another time. He says A, B and C 
are the significators. Therefore in their 
permutation and combination period, the 
beneficial results will take place. If A Dasa 
B Bhukti, C Anthra is selected, if any of 
them is Saturn, one has to wait till A Dasa 
C Bhukti B Anthra and then say “whether 
Krishnamurti Fadhadhati is correct or not. 
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His 1 Padhdhati is to select the significa- 
tor. But in Vimsodhari dasa when one 
takes-bhukti and anthra, it may be B Bhukti 
C Anthra or C Bhukti B Anthra. Astro¬ 
loger will pitch up the later date if the girl 
to be married is young. Butif she is already 
. more aged, then he selects the previous one. 

Taking such personal predictions, which 
was not published in any magazine, and 
publishing such’ clearly shows that there is 
some purpose, some motive behind, to 
publish these; 

• Has Krishnamurti asked “ When Mr. 
Kamaraj Nadar chart is published during 
the month of election, why the author has 
not hinted the miserable defeat. Further as 
Mr. Morarji Bai Desai become the top and 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi next to him. What is the 
prediction given. Why should not that 
author give clearly which horoscope be¬ 
longs to whom. Why should he give the 
numbers. Only a very few know to whom the 
horoscopes belong. Did Krishnamurti point . 
out all these ? He is not for such, is under¬ 
stood from the way he has ignored these. 

His mission is to render astrology 
scientific manner : make it simple. Let 
there be one method. Let there be no 
room for anybody to twist the rule. Let 
everybody apply straight and arrive at the 
same answer. Unless the school of thought, 
the method of approach, analysis, etc., 
happen to be the same, a person can have 
as many varieties of predictions as the 
number of astrologers consulted by him. ■

As Saturn is a delaying planet, it will not 
allow any other sub-lord to bring about a 
change. It will give in its own sub sub 
period. 


■ Therefore Saturn Dasa Kethu Bhukti 
Saturn Anthra must produce a'change. 
You will leave teaching profession. 

Kethu denotes the matters of the, houses 
7 an 10 and also 2 and 3. As Kethu is in 
Mercury’s sign and Saturn aspects Kethu. 

Nature of business: You will do the 
business from Saturn Dasa Venus Bhukti. 

Second house is occupied by Moon and , 
Sun, 6th house by Jupiter and the 10th by 
Kethu. Saturn rules the second: Venus 
the 6th and Mercury the 10th. Hence these 
denote the nature of business. 

To me it appeals. 

(a) As today is Monday ruled by 
Moon, Lagna is Taurus owned by Venus, 
aspected by Saturn and Moon is in Gemini; 
■Mercury’s sign, w'e have to take these as 
the indicators. Hence you will deal with 
(1) fish kept in ice and also dried ones 
because Venus and Moon show aquatic 
animals, Saturn indicates the dead or those 
preserved in cold storage. Mercury shows 
export, agency; etc., (2) Petrol—Saturn 
shows mine products :■ Moon—liquid kero¬ 
sene : Venus refinement, purifying (also that 
which is used for vehicle). Hence it will be 
petrol. (3) Tourist cars. 

Thus you will have plurality of interests. 

You resign during Saturn Dasa Kethu 
Bhukti Saturn Anthra—around -25-11-67 
when Sun transits in Anuradha star ruled 
by Saturn in Mars sign: 

As Venus is lord of 11 and in the Lagna 
Bhava, you have lords of 2 and 7, you will 
enter into an agreement with a friend as a 
partner and run the show. 

[You may read the letter written by an 
advocate to Mr. Krishnamurti, how Guruji 
predicted that he would leave his practice 
butjoinCinema anditcametrue.

In this context, I wish to clarify the 
doubt of a few who asked me why ona 
had lost what all be had during Guru 
Dasa Moon Bhukti when Guru was in 2 to 
Moon and the yoga is termed as Sunapha. 
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Sunapha yoga is caused by the planet 
which is in the second sign counted from 
the sign occupied by Moon. Moon may 
be in the beginning of a sign or in the 
middle or in the fag.end : even then, the 
sign in which it is deposited is taken as 
Moon Rasi. The second sign may have 
any planet other than Sun to cause this 
yoga. It'may also be in the beginning, 
middle or end of the sign. In which 
Bhava or house they are posited is not 
considered. The exact • longitudinal 
distance between Moon and the planet is 
not taken • for. judgment: whether they 
form good aspect or bad is not included. 
Further the lordship of Moon and' the 
other planet are not considered. Simply 
because there is a planet other than Sun in 
the second sign, to Moon at once to stay 
that there is Sunapa yoga. The native 
will. be prosperous cannot come true at 
all. Because if both Moon and (say) 
Jupiter own good houses and Jupiter is in. 
2 to Moon then during the dasa of Moon 
and sub period of Jupiter, if the aspect 
between the two is good, he can prosper

pies favourable houses). During Jupiter 
Dasa Moon Bhukti changes, loss etc., 
must happen, why.

WITH PREDICTION 

Let us Consider houses'2, 6 and 10. 

Second House is -occupied by Rahu. 
Only Venus is in the constellation of Rahu. 
No planet is in the sub of Rahu. Take 
Venus. ■ Mercury lord of 2 governs 
Ashlesha, Jyeshta and Revathi. Kethu, 
Moon and Sun are in the constellations 
of Mercury. Kethu is in Revathi, Moon 
in Jyeshta and Sun in Ashlesha. No 
planet is in the sub of Mercury. Hence 
take Kethu,' Moon and Sun. As Sun is 
lord of 1st house,' which is 12th from 
2nd, eliminate Sun. ' Finally take Venus, 
Kethu and Moon. 

Sixth house is unoccupied by any 
Saturn is lord of 6; Saturn 
Pushyam, Anusham and 
Only Mercury is in Pushyam, a constel¬ 
lation ruled by Saturn.' Rahu is stronger 
Moon and Jupiter are in the sub of 
Eliminate Jupiter, because it is posited 
9th Bhava which is 12th from 10th, and 
such it is not favourable to give 

Finally take Moon. 

Tenth Bhava is occupied by Venus. 
Venus rules Bharani, Pooram and Poorva- 
shada. Saturn and Jupiter are in Bharani, 
a constellation ruled by Venus. Eliminate 
both of them, because they are posited in 
9th Bhava, which is 12th from 10th and 
as such they cannot give service.

Those who follow the text-books can 
give predictions for and against. Because 
the slokas found are not uniform. One 
contradicts the other. One says Rajayoga. 
The other denies. 

Venus and Saturn are bosom friends. 
They are conjoined together in the kona 
sign. Venus is the only Rajayoga adhi- 


pathi. So it must bring fortune (many 
authors). 

Another may quote from Uthrakalamri- 
tbat if Venus or Saturn happen toproduce 
Rajayoga, if cither is strong by occupying 
either exalted sign or own or Vargotham 
amsa one must beg alms in the street even 
when one is born very rich. If one quotes 
this sloka, another person born with the 
conjunction or aspect among Venus and 
Saturn and birth ascendant, Capricorn, 
Makara, denies it, saying that he minted 
money during Venus Dasa. In his horos¬ 
cope, Venus and Saturn are in the same 
Taurus. Also he adds, it is only for the 
mutual dasa and bhukti of Saturn and 
Venus, Kalidoss has told that own house 
and exaltation signs are undesirable and it 
is not applicable to other bhukties in 
Venus dasa. In my case, even that failed. 
Some others will say that 

(a) Lord of 1 and 2 in 5 is beneficial. 

(b) Lord of 5 and 10 in 5 is advan¬ 
tageous. 

(c) Lords of 2 and 10 Conjunction 
is favourable. 

(d) Lords of 2 and 5 Conjunction is 
lucky and so on. 

But follow in full, Krishnamurti Padh- 
dhati. Planets in their dasas can bring 
forth the matters signified by the lord of 
the constellation by its occupation and 
ownership. 

While such matters are included in the 
portfolio of the dasa lord then favourable 
or unfavourable results in those matters 
depend on the sub-lord. The above two 
rules are universal. 

VenusisinRohini. It is ruled by Moon. 
Moon is in the 10th bouse. (11th sign.)

Whether one' is successful or one is a 
thorough failure is shown by the lord who 
governs the ‘Sub’ division occupied by 
the dasa lord. .

Rahu is 
not conjoined with any planet nor aspected 
by any planet. It is in the second Bhava 
(3rd sign). Italso represents lord ofPisces 
whoowns Sagittarius also. 3rd cusp falls in 
Pisces. 12thcusp is in Sagittarius. There¬ 
fore Rahu indicates the matters of 2, 3 and 
12 houses. Whenever an evil planet is con¬ 
nected with the'matters of the houses 2 
and 12 and it is evil, then it causes loss.

II. Litigation—An Analysis 

1. According to KRISHNAMURTI. 
PADHDHATI, sixth house stands 
for litigation and seventh, for the 
opponent in litigation. Litigation 
will crop up when indications of 
both' 6th and 7th houses operate 
together during their conjoined 

E eriod according to Vimsothari Udu 
lasa System. 

2. Why litigation? 

The cause of litigation will be 
indicated by the planets which are 
associated with the sixth bhava or 
6th cum or planets posited in the 
constellation of occupant or lord 
of 6th.bhava. 

3. Success in litigation— 

A native will.succeed in litiga¬ 
tion, when 6th and 7th houses come 
under the sway of the lords of the 
constellations or occupants of 1,2, 
3, 6, 10 and 11 houses, because 
these are favourable houses in 
regard to litigation’ according to 
Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti. 

4. Failure in litigation— 

Failure in litigation will accrue, 
when 6th and 7th houses come 
under the sway of the lords of the 
constellations or occupants of 4, 5, 
■7,8, 9 , and 12, the unfavourable 
_ houses in regard.t.o litigation accor- 
ding to Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti. 


S. Compromise in litigation— 

A compromise will take place 
between the two parties engaged in 
litigation, when 6th and 7th houses 
come under the sway of lord of 
constellation or occupant of. 11th 
bhava, indicating compromise. 

III. The Chart—An Analysis 

The native had to undergo heavy strain 
for litigation as soon as Kethu Dasa started 
on 10-6-1956. Rahu is occupant of 6th 
bhava and Kethu is in the sub of Rahu. 
During Kethu Dasa, Rahu Bhukti and 
Kethu Dasa, Mercury Bhukti, he was 
rather compelled to be entangled in a 
number of litigations, because Rahu is 
occupant of 6th bhava and posited in 7tb 
sign representing Mercury, lord of 7. Dur¬ 
ing Venus Dasa too, the litigations conti¬ 
nued with all intensity, as Vgnus is in the 
sub of Venus, lord of 6 and in Uthram 
constellation, ruled by Sun. Moreover, 
Sun is conjoined with Mercury, who is 
lord of 7, in the sign Libra, ruled by 
Venus.. Venus is also in the sign Virgo, 
ruled by Mercury, lord of 7. 

The sixth Cusp (Taurus 24° 32') falls in 
Mrigasira constellation, ruled by Mars, 
lord of 4th house indicating land and 1 
landed property,.hence trouble .regarding 
these cropped up. The Cusp also falls in 
the sub of Rahu, who is ‘ occupant of 6th 
Bhava. Moreover Rahu tod is in Mrigasira 
constellation, ruled by Mars." 
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On 4th July, 1960, seventy-eight bighas 
of land for which dispute was going on 
since long was decided in favour of the 
native. At thistime, he was running Kethu 
Dasa Jupiter Bhukti and Jupiter Anthfa, 
i.e., from 28-5-1960 to 12-7-1960. Kethu 
aspects 6th Bhava and as Kethu is in its 
(Kethu’s) own constellation, it gains more 
strength. Moreover Kethu is in the sub 
of Rahu, again a powerful planet to. give 
him success, because Rahu .is occupant of 
6th Bhava. 6th Bhava gives easy success 
in litigation to any native hence it is very 
important, because it is 12th from the 
house of the opponent, which is. 7th. 
When the 6th house of a native operates 
in litigation, the opponent is obliged to 
part with a handsome amount of money, 
as his house of loss (12th from 7th) 
operates. 

Really during the above-mentioned 
period, the native was ordered to receive 
thousands of rupees from his opponent 
which he actually received. Jupiter is also 
a great benefic in this regard because 
according to the degree position it aspects 
1st Bhava, 2nd Bhava and 3rd Bhava, all 
favourable houses and moreover it is in 
Pooram constellation ruled by Venus, who 
is lord of 6, again indicating loss to the 
opponent. As Jupiter’s Anthra also opera¬ 
ted along with Dasa of Kethu and Bhukti 
of Jupiter, Jupiter was strengthened. The 
day of judgment, i.e. 4th July, 1960 was a 
Monday, because Moon, in radical chart, is 
posited in Poorvapathra constellation, 
ruled by Jupiter and in the sub of Saturn, 
who is lord of 2,and 3. On that day Moon 
was passing through Swathi constellation, 
ruled by Rahu, occupant of 6th. Bhava 
in the radical chart and Sun was passing 
through Arudra constellation, again ruled 
by Rahu in the sign ruled by Mercury, who 
is occupant of 11th. Bhava, hence show¬ 
ing success and realisation of ambition. 
Not only this, on this day, Sun was exactly 
transiting the sixth Bhava from the radi¬ 
cal chart, indicating loss to the opponent. 

The judgment was delivered on that day 
at 2 p.m. At this time, Ascendant was 
Libra 15“ O'. Therefore the sign transited 
by Ascendant is ruled by Venus, who is 
the sole occupant of 10th bhava in the 


radical chart. Ascendant was also transit¬ 
ing swathi constellation, ruled by Rahu, 
occupant of 6th Bhava in the radical chart. 

In the month of July 1966, this native 
asked me about a judgment in another 
case, about which we was very much 
worried. According to Horary Chart, I 
replied that the judgment was delayed ; 
and although in the lower courts you will 
have a set back, the judgment from High 
Court will definitely go in your favour. 
At the time of query, the native was run¬ 
ning Venus Dasa, Venus Bhukti. I told 
him that he will receive a judgment in his 
favour during Venus Dasa Sun Bhukti. 
Really it happened so. In the chart Venus 
receives aspect from Saturn. In the Horary 
also, the Ascendant is aspected by Saturn., 

When the District Judge of Gaya passed 
an order against him, he came to.me in a 
very worried state of mind. I reiterated 
my prediction and promised that he would 
win the case surely. Accordingly he went 
to the High Court, and on 24-4-1967, which 
was again a Monday he received a favour¬ 
able judgment at 3-45 P.M.

III. Astrological Analysis 
According to Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti, a 
person generally leaves his home and 
leads a secluded life among strangers in a 
foreign place, from where he cannot write 
to his relatives and friends, ONLY when 
the planets signifying'the matters of the 
houses 3, 9 or 12 operate. The reunion is 
indicated by the houses which are 12 to 
these houses i.e., 2, 8 and 11. Of these 
three houses, 2 and 11 must be strong. In 
case the native has undertaken a long 
journey, 8th house also becomes pro¬ 
minent for his return. 


Let us first of all analyse, whether the 
time from when the whereabout of the 
missing son is not knotvn is indicated by. 
the houses 3, 9 and li.'If it is so, for 
reunion we shall analyse the periods 
governed by the 'planets, who are the 
significators of the bhavas 2 and 11. 

According to his horoscope, the missing 
son was running Venus Dasa Mercury 
Bhukti and Anthra of Jupiter on 
24-11-1966, when he left his place. Venus 
is lord of 12 and Mercury is in. Anusbam 
constellation, ruled by Saturn, who is lord 
of 3. As 4th house represents one’s per- 
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iflhnent place of residence, the 3rd house 
i.e., 12th to the 4th housashows that one 
will leave his permanent place of resi¬ 
dence. Third house is also indicative of 
short journey. As 9th house, showing 
long journey, was not operating, I predic¬ 
ted that the son was not far off—he . bad 
undertaken a short journey but at the 
same time he was not staying at one place 
due to the.effect of 3rd Bhava. Later on it 
transpired to be correct. The 3rd and 
12th, both houses operated during his 
sudden departure from his permanent 
residence. '12th house denotes life among 
strangers in a foreign place. 

Now let us analyse the date, on which 
'the son left his residence. 24-11-1966 is 
Thursday, hence the day is ruled by 
Jupiter, occupant of 3rd bhava. On this 
day. Moon is transiting in Revathi con¬ 
stellation, which is ruled by Mercury. 
Mercury, in radical chart, is ■ in Anusham 
constellation, ruledby Saturn, lord of 3. 
Moon is also transiting in the sign Pisces, 
ruled by Jupiter. Hence Jupiter-Mercury 
combination led him to leave his 
residence. 

IV. Queries With Astrological 
Answers 

. 1. Is the missing son alive? 

The missing son is alive, as on 
24-11-1966, the day of his departure, he 
was' running Venus Dasa Mercury Bhukti 
and Anthra of Jupiter. Jupiter as a benefic 
planet gives safety to his life and also 
assures that the native will come back. In 
this horoscope, Mercury being lord of 8th 
denoting longevity, also assures the same 
fact. Jupiter aspects 11th Bhava and 
Mercury is also lord of 11, hence it is 
certain that the. native will comeback 
during this period. Therefore there cannot 
be any danger to his life. 

2. When will he come back ? 

If a person has already left his native 
place and stays for some time at another 
place, the 3rd house indicates that he will- 
leave that place and undertake a short 
journey. If the 3rd house has connection 
with 9th house, then he will undertake a 
long journey from that place and if it has 
connection with 12th-house,-the native-will— 


Continue to be among strangers in some 
foreign place. He will move and meet his 
relatives, friends ..of parents, if 3rd house 
has any connection with 11th house. 

Let us analyse 11th Bhava. Kethu is 
occupant of this bhava, and as it, being a 
node, is in the sign of Mercury, it is 
stronger than Mercury, lord of 11 to give 
the effects of that bhava. It is sure that 
the native will return under the strong 
influence of Kethu. Jupiter aspects llth 
bhava fully, where Kethu is posited. 
Hence Jupiter Kethu combination will 
unite him with his parents. Jupiter is not 
only occupant of 3 but also lord of 2. 

For reunion, houses 2, 8 and 11 are to 
be considered. 

Jupiter is lord of 2 and Mercury is lord 
of 8 and 11 but Kethu being in the sign of 
Mercury is stronger than Mercury to give 
the effect of. reunion. 

So, the native will be united with his 
parents on a day ruled by Jupiter and 
Kethu. 

Astrologically it has been made clear 
that the native will return during Venus 
Dasa, Mercury Bhukti and Jupiter Anthra 
i.e., up to 30.-1-1967. On the day of 
judgment i.e., 1st December, 1966, we 
notice that the day is ruled by Jupiter and 
Moon is passing through Punarvasu con¬ 
stellation, ruled by Jupiter. Thus Jupiter 
is prominent. 

i Let us be more accurate. Sun is in 
Anusham constellation, rul#d by Saturn 
from 19th November, 1966 to 1-12-1966. 
Saturn is lord of 3 and aspects 12th 
Bhava. Besides he is in no way connected.. 
with houses 2, 8 and 11. Hence he will 
keep the native out of his residence. Inhere 
is no hope for return. Later we find Sun 
transiting in Jyestha constellation, ruled 
by Mercury from 2nd December, 1966 to 
15th December, 1966. Mercury, although 
lord of 8 and 11 is weaker than Kethu to' 
give the effect of reunion. Moreover it is 
polluted, being in Anusham constellation, 
ruled by Saturn and Saturn is disqualified 
for giving return as mentioned above. 
Kethu, being a node, is more powerful 
than Mercury, as it is posited in Virgo, 
-ruled by Mercury in llth Bhava. Hence- 



reunion is expected When. Sun transits 
Moolam constellation on ,15th December, 
1966. Let us erect the chart for this date 
and study.

at all ages and survives. 8th house indi¬ 
cates serious illness or accident, acute and 
sudden and 12th house confinement to 
bed, hospitalisation etc. If they are 
strong, they cause death. 

According to Krishnamurti Padbdbati, 
the following are the significators of 
serious illness:— 
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(a) The Planets posited in the cons¬ 
tellation of the occupants of 
houses 8 and 12. 

(b) The Planets occupying the houses 
8 and 12. 

(c) The Planets in the constellation 
of the lords of 8 and 12.’ 

- (d) The Lords of 8 and 12. 

(e) Those which are conjoined with 
the above-mentioned significators 
or aspected by them. 

For death, we must consider the bhadaka- 
sthana and the marakasthanas. As Pisces 
is father’s lagna and it' is a common sign. 
7th house from this sign is badhaka- 
sthana- For common sign the 7th house 
is both badhaka-asthana and maraka- 
asthana. So it is doubly evil to cause the 
death of the father,of the native. .As 
common signs are ruled by Mercury and 
Jupiter, they become kendra adhipathi. 

According to Krishnamurti Padhdhati, 
the following are the significators of 
death:— 

(a) The Planets posited in the cons¬ 
tellation of the occupants of 
Badhaka-asthana (strongest to 
give death) and Marakasthana. 

(b) The Planets occupying the above- 
said houses. 

(c) The Planets in the constellation 
of the lords of the above-said 
Bhadhaka and Maraka houses. 

(d) The lords of these houses. 

(e) Those which are conjoined with 
the significators or aspected by 
them, thereby having connection. 

Now first of all let us consider houses 
8 and 12. 

The 8th house is occupied by Saturn 
(R). No planet except Rahu is in 
Pushyam constellation, ruled by Saturn. 
Rahu, being a node is more powerful to 
give the effect of 8th Bhava. Moreover 
Rahu is in its own sub, hence it has 
gained much strength. Hence take Rahu. 

The 12th house is unoccupied by any 
planet. Saturn (R) is lord of 12. Only 
Rahu is in the constellation of Saturn. 
Hence again take Rahu. 


Therefore we come to the conclusion 
that Rahu Dasa must give him serious 
illness. The effect will be intensified 
during Rahu Dasa Rahu Bhukti. Really 
the native’s father fell seriously ill during 
Rahu Dasa, Rahu Bhukti i.e., from 
27-12-1956 to 9-9-1959, but this period 
did not give him death, as maraka-sthana 
and the badhaka-sthana did not operate. 

Now let us analyse houses 2 and 7. 

The second . bhava is occupied by 
Mercury, Moon and Sun. 

Mercury is in Bharani constellation, 
ruled by Venus,, lord of 8 and in the sub 
of Rahu, a strong significator f or serious 
illness. Moreover Mercury is aspected 
fully by Saturn (R.) in an orb of 3 degrees 
i.e., within 5 degrees and Saturn (R) is 
occupant of 8 and lord of 12. Hence 
Mercury must figure out during serious 
illness. Therefore take Mercury.' 

Moon is also in Bharani constellation 
ruled by Venus, lord of 8, indicating 
serious illness and in the sub of Jupiter. 
Jupiter is in the constellation of Sun, lord 
of 6, illness and sub of Rahu, a strong 
significator for serious illness. Moreover 
Moon is also aspected by Saturn (R) in 
an orb of 4 degrees i.e., within 5 degrees 
(R.) is occupant of 8 and lord of 12. 
Hence take Moon. 

Sun is in Krithikai constellation, ruled 
by Sun, lord of 6, indicating temporary 
illness which may be cured (one can 
survive it) and in the sub of Kethu, which 
has got nothing to do'with the houses we 
are considering. Moreover Sun is not fully 
aspected by Saturn (R) even according to 
the degree , position. Hence eliminate 
Sun. Sun may give temporary illness, 
but it can never give serious illness. to 
cause death. 

The 7th house, the maraka-sthana as 
well as badhaka-sthana is unoccupied by 
any planet. Mercury is lord of 7. No 
planet is in the constellation of Mercury. 
Hence give importance to Mercury. 
Mercury is a sure maraka for the father 
of this native. 

Venus is posited in Rohini Constellation, 
ruled by Moon, a strong significator of 
death. Moreover " Venus [is lord of 8th 
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house, indicating serious illness. Hence 
take Venus too. 

Thus we, come to the 'conclusion that 
Rahu,, Mercury, Moon and Venus are the 
strong significators for the death of the 
native’s father. 

' " •sc - III. Result 

Really the father of the native died of 
serious illness, while .the native was run¬ 
ning Rahu Dasa, Mercury Bhukti,. Moon 
Anthra and Venus sookshma.

Houses 2, 7 and 11 should be scrutinised 
for marriage. But for 2nd marriage we 
have to see the 8th house also. This was 
clearly explained in the “ Uthara- 
kalamrita ”. 

Lord of Jagna was in retrograde motion- 
7th house is occupied by Venus and Sun- 
Venus receives Saturn’s aspect and Sun is 
conjoined with Kethu. It is clear that 
lord of 7 Sun and Venus are afflicted by 
malefics. Sun and Venus are in the star 
of planet in 6 (Mars). So she lost her 
husband, and she became a widow when 
these planets jointly operated, as they had 
to offer the results indicated by Mars, in 6 
(which is 12 to 7). 

Jupiter is posited in the fifth house. 
Saturn, Mercury and Kethu are in the 
constellations of Jupiter. So these planets 
indicate pleasurable pursuits and tempted 
her for second marriage. 

Mercury and Kethu are in the 8th bhava. 
Aslesha, Jyesta ahd Revatbi are ruled by 
Mercury. Moon alone is in the Jveshta 
star. Aswini, Makha and Moola are 
Kethu’s stars. Mars is the only planet 
posited in Makha. Hence Moon and 
Mars are the significators for the second 
marriage. 

11th house lord is Jupiter. It will fulfil 
her desire. Mercury dasa was running at 
that time of query. As Mercury is in the 
8th conjoined with lord of 7 and in the 
constellation of lord of 11, it will be 
helpful. 

Saturn Bhukti was running at the time 
of query. Saturn is in the constellation 
of lord of 11 and is also aspected by lord 
of 11. Further Saturn is in the Sub of 
Mars lord of second cusp for this lagna.

It is interesting to discuss the factors 
that were at the root of names of current ■ 
Hindu months that have come down to us 
from oUr ancestors and which we still use 
in our calendars. The sages of old were 
particular about the calendar and the 
division of- time units for the sake of 
performance of Sacrificial fires. They 
were teen to observe the rituals in such 
periods when anxiety from natural distur¬ 
bances could be effectively minimised. 
With the harvest over, the winter was 
naturally selected to mark the beginning 
of the year when nature co-operated to 

F aintain the requisite equilibrium and was 
ec from hectic disturbances. 

f The present commencement of the year, 
.a? is reckoned with the entry of Sun in 
ray ana Mesh, is of comparatively recent 
tn'igin and was introduced sometime in 
00 A.D- (the 6th century). Reference to 
ach'convehtion cannotbe found in any 
f our old texts prior to 400 A-D. The 
nset of the year, amidst an arid landscape 
evoid of natural, charms with a hot 
Jazing Sun overhead is shorn of any 
.ncient Indian origin. Certain facilities 
n the field of Astronomical calculations 
ad influenced the astronomers of the 6th 
cntury to invent a new system of Nirayana 
lesh entry of Sun, as a sort of compro- 
lise to retain the original idea of Hindu 
feereal sphere along with the Tropical 
there of the Westerners with the so- 
llled signs of Zodiac. It is no good to 
:ny that the system of our present 
:alendar has more than outstretched the. 

| eeds for which it was introduced. Due 
i > artificial plan of its origin, already'the 
> jasons have advanced by 24 days and it 
lay still be preserved as only a relic of 
jdian Astronomy of a particular period.. 

The Lunar mansions is the most ancient 
part of Hindu astronomy. In all countries, 
the passage of the moon through The cons¬ 
tellations was watched with keen interest 
and curiosity and it was specially so in. 


India, which enjoys the unique distinction 
of possessing a clear sky with beautiful - 
starry background at night. In the early 
stages of human civilisation, time was 
reckoned on the basis of Lunar months, in 
all most all countries of the world. When 
we speak of a lunar month, we mean the 
period during which the Moon returns to 
the same position with respect to the Sun. 
More precisely, this period of about 29t 
days is spoken of as a lunation of Synodic 
month. .As, however, Sun moves a bit . 
slowly eastward on the celestical sphere 
like the Moon, the Moon naturallyreturns 
lb the same position with 1 respect to the 
stars in somewhat shorter time (27 days 
7.7 Hrs) and this is known as the Sidereal 
month. Moon thus requiries a time bet¬ 
ween 27/28 days for one complete revolu¬ 
tion through the stars. That is why moon 
in the Puranic age was supposed to be 
wedded to the 27 daughters of Daksba 
spending each. night with one of his 
spouses. In subsequent'stages, however, 
this sidereal period was divided into 28 ' 

parts or asterisms but as the division of 
the Zodiac by 28 was found to contain 
much fractions, the star ABIJIT (Vega), 
which was situated at a far off distance 
from the ecliptic, was dropped off from 
the list. . Thus 27 Nakshatras came into 
use once again and once for .all. In . 
addition to these twomonths, the Draconite 
and Anomalistic months also are being 
formed by the moon in relation to its' 
periods respectively in respect of the Nodes 
and rotation of its Apsis. 

•' Out of four kinds of Lunar months, we 
are mainly concerned with the Synodical 
and Sidereal months. The time (Solar 
Year) divided into days was reckoned in 
terms of Synodic months, and in our 
glorious past, these bad no relation with 
Solar months of present day conception. - 
The Solar month, which depends on the 
passage of the Sun through a so called 
sign of the Zodiac, bad nothing to do with 
our months, as the conception of Rasi was 
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v comjiletely^^^^WBSnuch months w^fe 
formulated and named. ' 

The most ancient literature of the world, 
the Rik Veda mentions Lunar mansions 
(Rik Veda iii 3, 20). . It also states (i 25, 8) 
Baruna firm in his work knows the month 
which is produced in addition i.e. he 
knows twelve and the thirteenth. It is 
clear that Lunar months are alluded to. 
Sayana says fRV ii 40, 3) asti trayadasa 
Masa iti srutieh. The Hindu Mythology 
of comparatively later period delared that 
months were born from the union of moon 
and asterisms, each month deriving its 
name from the Lunar mansion in which 
moon was supposed to be full at that time. 

Prasnoponishad, a work which belongs 
definitely to the late post Puranic age, 
states’ Maso Bai Prajapati Tasya Krishna- 
paksha Eba Rayi Sukla prano and Sam- 
Vatsara Bai Prajapati, Tasya Ayane 
Dakshinam Cha Uttaram Cha’. This 
indicates that Lunar months were in vogue 
and the year was reckoned to commence 
with the Winter Solstice. 

The salient features enumerated in this 
connection and elaborately discussed in 
Archya Vajusa, the first authentic text of 
Indian Astronomy, are hereunder repro¬ 
duced in tabular form for the convenience 
of the readers. It should be noted that a 
cycle of five years constituted a Yuga-

i.e. the Sun and (the Moon ascend the sky 
together being in\the constellation Sravis- 
the then does the equiquennial cycle 
begin in the bright fdrtnight from the 
month of Magh and the path of the Sun 
is north, hinting that the adjustment of 
the month of Magh had to be undertaken 
whenever necessary.- 

It is thus seen that the winter was 
favoured by our ancestors and the year 
always commenced with the lunar month 
of Magh. Our blood perhaps retains this 
ancient tradition and not the artificial one 
founded in 500 A.D. May be due to this 
factor alone, we unconsciously warmly 
welcome the English New Year and the 
festivals of that period the Poush Parvan 
'■ and Pongal are celebrated with overwhel¬ 
ming spontaneous rejoycings and gaiety 
throughout this country. Anyway, it is 
without the least shadow of doubt that 
from down the periods of the Vedas, the 
current appellations of. the lunar periods 
into which the year was divided have been 
■ asterismal and taken in each case from the 
Nakshatras in which the moon during that 
particular synodical revolution reached 
her full. The winter solstice with conjunc¬ 
tion of Sun and Moon in Sravista marks 
the beginning of the cycle. The month is 
named when after 14| days the Moon was 
in star Magba. In the next full Moon 
day, the Moon enjoyed the star Uttar 
Palguni and the month Palgoon was born. 
On the third consecutive Full Moon day, 
the Moon was at Chitra and the month of 
Chaitra derived its name and so on. ■ 

It may be difficult to calculate mathe¬ 
matically the year when such naming took 
place. The definite year being not known 
the correct colours to fix up the stars may 
be wanting. It is evident that due to the 
precession of the equinoxes, the point of 
measurement undergoes continual change. 
The phases of the Moon were observed 
with naked eyesandslightvariationsmight 
have crept in. Moreover, the exact 
moment, the Moon became full could not 
be located from only one place of obser¬ 
vation. So in the absence of requisite 
data for calculation, it is difficult to deduce 
the real date and verify in which year 
such nomenclature to the months were 
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attributed by bur ancients. Backward 
calculation on certain assumptions leads 
us to several dates. 

For our present purpose this can be 
.unhesitatingly stated that the year when 
such observation was made, the Moon 
after the winter solstice was full or was 
supposed to be full in succession through 
the stars Magba, 1J Palguni, Chitra, 
Visbaka, Jeystha, U Ashada, Sravana, P 
Bhadrapada, Aswini, Krittika, Mrigasira, 
and Pushya. The Sun was simply in 
opposition to the Moon and' bad no more 


direct connection Tvith' buT months 

I reiterate that Archya and' Yajusa no¬ 
where mention about Rasi and, planets and 
it computes on the basis of lunar months 
alone. The concept of Solar months was 
completely absent and more so the passage 
of the Sun through the signs of the Zodiac.. 
The text does not simply state that there 
were 12 months but it gives the names. 
Undoubtedly our months are Luni-asteris- 
mal in nature and though we still retain 
the names, they bear no connection with 
the Solar months we use at present.

CHAPTER I 

SI. 1. Prithuyasas, son of Varaha- 
mihira, bows down, pays his salutation to 
Ravi—the Slin and then commences to 
write this branch of the science—Horary 
astrology—impregnated with useful 
material—so that this work .will be 
helpful. 

SI. 2. The Ascendant that nses at the 
time of query is to be judged for any 
deterioration of one’s position or a change 
or a transfer : the 4th house is considered 
for one's progress, happiness, prosperity 
and realisation, of one’s ambition: the 
10th house is judged for one’s journey or 
stay away from one’s permanent place of 
residence: the 7tb house shows one’s 
reunion and return journey. One has to 
judge all the planets noting down their 
position in the chart erected for the 
moment of the query. One will return 
home when a planet enters into the 4th 
house. . 

SI. 3. If the lord of a house occupies 
or aspects its own house or if any benefic 
occupies or aspects a Bhava, the matters 
signified by that house , will prosper. But 
if a bhava is occupied or aspected by 
Malefics, those matters revealed. by that 
house get destroyed. This is applicable 
to natal and horary chart. 

SI. 4. Success is assured (a) if a benefic 
is in the first Bhava or if the Lagna in 
Navamsa is in the sign owned by a benefic 
and if the ascendant either in rasi chart or 
in Navamsa is a sheershodaya sign. 
Failure is to be predicted, if the sign is 
Brishtodhaya and malefics occupy the 
Lagna in Rasi or Navamsa chart. If both 
are found,'then the person will face much 
obstacles and difficulties and ultimately 
come out successful. 

SI. 5. If an article is missing, it will 
be got back if the strong Moon occupies 


the ascendant receiving aspect' from 
Jupiter or Venus. If there is a strong 
benefic . in the 11th house, even then 
predict that one will have the missing 
article, back. 

SI. 6. One puts a, query relating to 
minerals, if a planet in Navamsa is 
Swakshethra, and aspect his own Navamsa 
in 1 or 5 or 9. If the planet is deposited 
in the navamsa chart in a sign belonging 
to any other planet, the query is about the 
animal. If the planet is deposited in a 
navamsa belonging to another planet and 
if it aspects a navamsa, not belonging to 
it, neither in 1 or S or 9, the nature of the 
query is about bulbs; roots and vegetable 
ones. 

SI. 7. In masculine signs, Aries Gemini 
Leo etc., the first,- fourth and seventh 
Navamsas show minerals ; 2, 5, 8 navam- 
sas indicate vegetable 3, 6, 9 navamsas 
denote animals. In feminine signs, 
Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, etc., 1, 4 and 
•7 navamsa indicate animals: 2, 5 8 
..vegetable and 3, 6, 9 minerals. 

CHAPTER II 

SI. 1. If the Lagna is either Taurus, 
Leo, Scorpio or Aquarius, (fixed signs) one 
will be able to achieve one’s aim : to have 
the position, place or rank : These signs 
do not show travel, up or down journey: 
nor they indicate end of life, loss of 
wealth, cure,of disease victory to enemies 
etc. 

SI. 2. If the Lagna is Aries, Cancer, 
Libra or Capricorn, it shows ( the results 
just contradictory and opposite to what is 
said for fixed signs. If the. ascendant is 
in a common sign, the effect is not definite. 
Success is assured if Moon or the ascen¬ 
dant receives beneficial aspects. Malefics 
afflicting the lagna, threatens adverse 
results. 

SI. 3. Malefic .planets posited in 5th 
and 6th Bhavas show that the enemy 
proceeding towards the consultant. 
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retraces : (one can apply this when a liti¬ 
gation is threatened or when one is 
doubtful whether there will be opposition 
in election or whether he will withdraw 
etc.). The enemy will go back to his place 
after suffering a defeat, if malefics are in 
ttie Fourth Bhava. 

SI. 4. If the 4th house happens to be 
either Aquarius or any watery sign. 
Cancer, Scorpio or Pisces, the enemy will 
sutler defeat and he will retrace his steps 
^ with his army. i 

SI. 5. At the time of one’s departure, 
if a benific occupies the Langa in a 
movable sign he will be successful (in 
one’s mission). If malefics occupy, one 
will not be successful. If the Lagna is fixed 
and malefics occupy, one is to predict 
beneficial results. 

SI. 6. If the Lagna is a movable sign 
and Moon is in a fixed sign the opponent 
will not come, if it is reverse, he will come 
i.e., Lagna in, fixed sign and Moon in a 
movable sign. 

SI. 7. Lagna in fixed sign. Moon in 
common sign, the opponent returns home 
even though hewould have come a long 
way. 

SI. 8. If Lagna is in a common sign 
and Moon in a movable sign, the enemy 

■ comes, some distance and returns home. 
Lagna in a movable sign and Moon in a 
common sign and malefics afflict both 
Lagna and Moon, in 48 hours one can 
know the intention of the enemy; there 
will be the fight and both will lose. 

SI. 9. To find out whether the king 
will move or not, judge the planets Sun, 
Mercury, Venus ana Saturn. If one of 
. .these four or more of them are posited in 
the lagna which is a movable sign, the 
king will proceed. If Mercury, Venus or 
Saturn be retrograde the king will not 
march. 

SI. 10. Nothing can be said if Jupiter 
or Saturn aspects the lagna in a fixed 

■ sign. But if evil planets are iu 3 or 5 or 
— 6, there-will be'war : . if they are in/4, the 

enemy returns home. ■ 

SI. 11. The army'of the enemies will 
not arrive if in the 4th house both the Sun 


and the Moon are deposited, (fills means 
that round about New Moon day, at 
midnight one is to put the query.) But. 
the army belonging to the enemies will 
arrive, very shortly if Jupiter or Mercury 
or Venus occupy the 4th house. 

SI. 12. The enemy will surely return 
home, if the 4th house is either Taurus or 
any of the fiery signs, Aries, Leo or 
Sagittarius and whether planets occupy 
this house or not. 

SI. 13. Lagna in a fixed sign occupied 
by Saturn or Jupiter, the enemy stops 
coming forward further. The enemy will 
' arrive if.Sun dr Jupiter occupy the lagna 
in a movable sign. 

Si. 14. Find out which planet is the 
strongest. Note in which Bhava it is 
situated. So many months will pass befbre 
the person who has proceeded to fight, 
returns home. 

SI. 15. So also, note in Navamsa 
chart. If the powerful planet is in a 
movable sign, so many months he will be 
away : if the navamsasign is fixed, double 
the period : if it is a common sign treble 
it. 

SI. 16. Others say “Note when lord 
of 7 retrogrades. At that time the native 
will return back ”. 

SI. 17. Note the number of the sign in 
which Moon was situated. Count from 
lagna. If there are no planets between 
lagna and Moon, then in so many days, 
you can expect the invasion of the 
enemies.- 

ADHYAYA III 
1. Victory or defeat 

SI. 1. The chief (Nagara adhipathi) 
will be victorious if benefics are in 1 or 7 
or 10. Mercury, Venus and Jupiter in 9 
promise victory whereas Mars and Saturn 
in 9 threaten utter defeat. 

SI. 2. The chief wins if the benefics 
occupy the houses 3 to 8. Ifibenefics are 
between 9 and 2 (9, 10, 11, 12, 1 or 2), the 
enemy is victorious. Evil planets in 10, 
11 and 12 portends defeat to the chief and 
victory to the enemies. 
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SI. 3. Predict treaty if benefics are in 
lth, 12th and lagna and if any is a 
biped sign. Evil planets in common signs 
indicate that both will continue to fight 
(no treaty). 

■ SI. 4. There will be a treaty if any of 
the houses 1/4, 7 or 10 be a biped sign 
and be tenanted by benefics and. also as- 
pected by benefics'.

SI. 1. - If the houses -2, 3 and 5 are 
occupied by all the planets (exclude nodes),' 
the person returns very shortly.

Jupiter and Venus in 2 or 3 or 5 show the 
early return or recovery.

Lagna is Vargothama. 

SI. 2. Lagna falls in the first decanate 
the lost article is near the gate of the 
house. If the lagna falls in the middle 
decanate, the property is in the middle of 
the house. If the lagna is in the 3rd 
decanate, it will be in the back portion of 
the house. 

SI. 3^ The lost property will be recove¬ 
red soon, if the lagna is Shirshodhaya, 
occupied and aspected by benefics or if 
full Moon is in lagna. Strong benefics 
in 11 assure the recovery of the property. 

SI. 4. Judge the direction of the place 
where the stolen property is, from the 
planets situated in 1 or 4 or 7 or 10.. If 
there is no planet is 1, 4, 7 and 10, take 
Lagoa. Note the sign. The direction 
indicated by the sign should be taken. 
The distance of the place is judged from 
(he number of the Navamsa that happens 
tb be the ascendant so many Yojanas 
away from the place of theft. One yojana 
is about 13 kilo metres. 

SI. 5. The Navamsa rising at the time 
of query, shows the nature of the material 
lost. Thief, his description etc., is to be 
judged from the decanate, where the 
lagna has fallen: 

The lagna denotes the time when the 
property was removed, the direction to 
which it is taken and the place where it is. 
The lord of the ‘lagna describes the age, 
caste, creed etc., of the thief.

If Mercury 
occupies the lagna, the " querist may like 
to know whether one has delivered or not. 
So, predit that pregnant woman has not 
yet delivered.

judged ? Houses Nos. 2, 7 and 11. 

Why: House No. 2 indicates' 

the family which includes 
all the relatives. 7th 
House shows the legal 
bondage and the 11th, 
the pleasure, the perma¬ 
nent tie of friendship or 
the partner in life. 
Therefore these three 
, Houses need judgment. 

The Universal law of selecting the signi- 
ficators is as follows : 

(i) The planets which are situated in 
the constellation of the occu¬ 
pants' of these Houses, 

(ii) The occupants of these Houses, 
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(iii) The planets in the constellation 
of the Lords of these Houses, 

(iv) The lords of these Houses, 

(v) PJanets conjoined with or aspec- 
ted by any of the significators. 
The Lagna of the native is in the 
first degree of Virgo. Therefore 
no planet gets changed from the 
sign which it occupies. The 
house remains the same. 2nd 
House is occupied by Jupiter. 
It governs the stars Punarvasu, 
Visakha, Purvabhadrabadha. 
Saturn and Mars are in Punar¬ 
vasu. 7th House is occupied by 
Sun, Moon and Mercury. Moon 
is in advance of Sun. It is a 
waxing Moon. No planet is 
- found in the constellation of 
Moon. Similarly none is in the 
constellation of Sun: but Sun 
and Moon are in the constella¬ 
tion of Mercury. 11th House is 
unoccupied but this is owned by 
Moon. Venus rules the 2nd 
House and no planet is in Venus 
constellation. Jupiter owns the 
7th House and Saturn and Mars 
are in its star. Here the students 
should note that Kethu occupies 
Jupiter’s sign. Therefore one 
should select Kethu and all pla¬ 
nets in its constellation as the 
stronger significator. Venus 
alone is in its constellation and 
similarly Mercury owns Gemini 
and' Virgo.

Gemini, further &ahu is con¬ 
joined with Saturn and Mars.

Podumanai Choffladri says: 

“ (1) If in the dual sign in Rasikundali 
or Navamsakundali, the owner of the 7th 
house counted from lagna or Moon sign 
or the Chief Governor for matrimony, 
Venus is posited, one will have two 
partners. 


(2) (a) If there are more than 3 
planets in the 7th Bhava and if that sign 
happens to be either its own or friendly or 
Uchcha sign. 

(b) If either in rasi or navamsa, weak 
Venus is deposited or Venus is in Aries or 
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Scorpio in Rasi or Navamsa and also 
receives aspect from Jupiter. 

(c) Venus in rasi or amsa occupying 
any of the signs owned by Mars or Saturn 
and if Saturn or Mars occupy 7th, house, 
both the couple will find pleasure with 
others. They will not marry but will carry 
on. 

(3) If Venus and Moon are conjoined 
in any Bhava and Mars and Saturn are in 
the 7th house counted from Moon sign, 
one cannot get married. 

(4) If Mars and Saturn are in the 7th > 
house counted from a sign occupied by 
both a -masculine and a femine planet, 
there will be much difference in the age of 
the partner and the male will have his 
marriage very late, whereas wife will be . 
very young. (There • are cases where 
elderly lady carries on with younger boys 
having such a combination.) 

Sri Ramadayalu in Sanketha Nidhi says: 

(1) ‘If Saturn be in the Sth house and 
Mars in the 7th, a person will marry twice. 

■ (2) If malefics'are in 1 or 7 or 12 and 
waning Moon is in a sign owned by a 
'malefic in the 5th house, predict that one 
will have no marriage. 

(3) A widow will get remarried if

~ , (6) “ If Saturn Rahu and Mars are in 
any manner connected with the 7th or the 
8th house, one will suffer from dog bite, 
or the sting of the reptiles.” (The 
editor’s finding is that a person need not 
be actually bitten by a dog, but he will 
have a wife who will always find fault 
with the husband and bark like a dog.) 

Prithuyasas in Hora-Sara says: 

(1) One loses the partner if Mars is in 
7 and is aspected by evil planets- 


(2) Both the benefics and malefics in 
the 7th Bhava show more than one 
marriage. 

(3) Sun and Rahu in 7 denote many 
marriages. 

(4) Any evil planet in 8 shows tha t 
one will .become a widow or a widower 

(5) It is certain, if such an afflicted 
8th house is aspected by an evil planet. 

Mahadeva in Jataka Tatwa says : 

(1) Malefics in 7 portend widowhood : 

(a) Mutual exchange of the owners of 
the 7 th and 8th houses warns widowhood. 

(b) The owners of the houses 6 and 
8 posited in 6 or 12 conjoined with an evil 

v planet shows that the native will lose the 
■'V-urtner. 

(c) A person marries a widow if 
Saturn and Mercury occupy 7th house. 
Moon and Saturn indicate the same result. 

(d) Loss of partner is shown by male¬ 

fics in 7 or 8 counted from Lagna or 
Moon. ' 

(e) If Rahu is in 7 or 8 or 12 in the 
sign owned by Mars, one loses the partner. 

(f) More than one wife is indicated, 
if either the owner of lagna or 7th Bhava 
occupy enemy’s quarters, or debilitated 
sign.

. (a)'If Moon is in the dual sign 
Gemini, Sagittarius or Pisces or in a 
wate.ry sign Cancer, Scorpio or Sagittarius 
of Pisces or in a watery sign Cancer, 
Scorpio or Pisces and is aspected by many 
planets.

Moon occupying a dual and forming 
aspect with 2 or 3 planets posited in 
another dual sign, or if there are many 
planet.in the 7th house and the lord of 7 
in a dual sign or,if the owner of lagna is 
in. a dual sign and in the 7th Bhava, - 
aspected by any other planet or the lords 
of 1 and 7 conjoined together in a dual 
sign indicate plurality.

Eleventh house is not occupied by any 
planet. Saturn is lord of 11. Saturn 
governs Pushyam, Anusham and Uthra- 
pathra. • Only Venus is in Uthrapathra. 
Take Venus. 

Therefore Rahu,. Sun, ■ Jupiter, Kethu 
and Venus are the significators for 
marriage of this native. 

Of all these planets, Rahu, being a node 
is a very strong significator; and more so 
because it has assimilated single handed 
the effect of all the three houses to be 
judged for marriage. How 7 

Rahu is in the sign of Sun, a significator 
for marriage. Moreover it is in.the con¬ 
stellation of Venus, lord of 2, who is a 
strong significator, being in the constel¬ 
lation of lord of 11, especially when there 
is no occupant of 11th Bhava. Rahu is 
further in the sub of Mercury, occupant 
of 2 and lord of 7 and in the sub sub of 
Jupiter, who is occupant of 7th Bhava 
and a significator, because of its position 
in Visakam, a constellation ruled by itself.

Take the houses 2, 7 and 11: give 
importance to 2 and 11. No planet is in 2: 
Rahu is in 7: Moon and Kethu are in the 
constellation of Rahu.

III. Analysis 

Q. 1. Separation from husband—how 
long will it last? 

Marriage means union with wife. For 
marriage, we consider houses 2, 7 and 11.

Therefore Saturn, Mars and Venus are 
the strong significators for separation.

1962, while she was running dasa of 
Jupiter, Bhukti of Saturn and -Anthra of 
Mars.

What about Jupiter? Jupiter isinassociai- 
tion with Saturn in 3rd bhava, which is 
9th from 7th.

Hence it is 
bound to give some occasions for meetings, 
but as it is afflicted it will give mixed effect 
and especially in the conjoined periods of 
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the planets signifying separation, it will 
give the effect of separation rather than of 
union.

Q. 2. What about reunion? Will it take 
place at all? If so, when? 

For reunion, again houses 2, 7 and 11 
must operate (but give importance to 2 
and 11 as though it is a second marriage). 

2nd house is unoccupied by any planet. 
Moon is lord of 2 Mercury is in Hastham, 
a constellation ruled by Moon. No planet 
except Mercury is in any of the three 
constellations governed by Moon. Mer¬ 
cury is also lord of 1. Hence it is not a 
significator for reunion. 

7th house is also not occupied by any 
planet. Jupiter is lord of 7, which is 
already afflicted due to points mentioned 
above. No planet is posited in any of the 
three constellations, ruled by Jupiter. 
Hence it is also not a significator for 
reunion. 

11 th house is occupied by Kethu. Only 
Jupiter is in Makham, a constellation 
ruled by Kethu. As Jupiter is already 
afflicted, it cannot give reunion. 

As all the three houses concerned with 
reunion are afflicted, reunion will not take 
place. 

Let us be more definite. At the time of

For the purchase of a car one is to 
judge the houses 4, 9, 10 and 11 and the 
chief governor for vahana venus .

Our ancient literature vis-a-vis astronomy and astrology

India is the proud possessor or the most 
ancient literature of the human race. 
There is no doubt that it ranks older than 
the Papyrus rolls or Assyrian tiles, though 
its red action from the store house of 
miraculous human memory took place at 
a considerable later period. Surely the 
»Rik is the oldest authentic image of the 
primitive periods in the history of man¬ 
kind, a part of which the Hindus perhaps 
had brought witlj them from their original 
abodes, when nature was worshipped as 
superior beings.' Max Mueller remarks, 
>' The Rik Veda may be called primitive, 
[because there is no other literary docu- 
Iment more primitive than it, but the lan¬ 
guage, the mythology, the religion and 
philosophy that meet us in the Veda open 
'vistas of the past which no one would 
venture to measure in years. But if we 
mean by primitive, the people who have 
been the first of the human race to leave 
behind literary relics of their existence on 
earth, then the Veda taken as a whole is 
more primitive than any other else that we 
are ever likely to recover in the whole his¬ 
tory of our race.” 

For our present purpose, it is not at all 
necessary to fix up the time when the 
vedas were first compiled and thereafter 
trace the gradual history of Sanskrit liter¬ 
ature, a task which is totally beyond my 
comprehension and capability. The lear¬ 
ned scholars of the West, who in collabo¬ 
ration amongst themselves and many 
noted Indians devoted their lives, energv 
and hard labour in conducting researches 
in this direction and who had the opportu¬ 
nity of discerning all the available extent 
manuscripts, could not assign definite 
dates for most of the texts. Definite data 
were.always lacking. Reliance, however, 
carube placed on their findings which have 
been'accepted as authentic and final, 
Without prejudice, they may be quoted 



It is admitted by all the authorities that 
any attempt of arranging our earlier scrip¬ 
tures in a systematic chronological order 
may prove fruitless. Broadly the Indian 
old literature can be divided into two 
great periods, the Vedic and the Sanskrit. 
The Vedic period again has been divided 
into three distinct parts, viz. Samhita, 
Brahmana and Sutra, of which the Samhita 
period constitutes the proper Vedic 
period. Max Mueller divides it into' four 
i.e., Chhanda, Mantra, Brahmana and 
Sutra periods. 

The mention of Kriticca (Pleiades) in 
the Rik as the first fetar of the Zodiac may 
signify a period as early as 2780-1800 B.C. 
and this period irrespective of its date of 
origin right upto 1000 B.C. may be consi¬ 
dered and the Samhita or the proper Vedic 
period. Next important date is. that of 
.Buddha which has been conclusively fixed 
at 543 B.C. and it may, therefore, be pre¬ 
sumed that Samhita period or any Samhita 
work beyond or just preceding that date 
may be safely . ignored. The. dates of 
Magasthenes and Panini are also very: 
important land marks in adjudging the 
relative dates of various literary works. 
The date of Megastbenes (303 B.C.) is 
known with certainty whereas in the case 
of Panini, it is a bit controversial 320 B. C. 
or 140 A.D.). The last date that deser¬ 
ves our attention in respect of the Vedic 
period is about hundred years preceding 
this Christian era whereafter the activities 
of the Brabmanical literature are believed 
to have received a set back due to the 
invasion of the Sakas. 

Hence to determine the relative ages of 
the texts, their contents are to be scanned 
carefully in order to assign them period in 
respect of well-known personalities whose . 
dates have been tolerably fixed up. The 
subject matter dealt by the texts is very 
useful, as it traces in itself a gradual 
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development of forms, beliefs, social 
orders, customs and so many other things, 
where from they can be easily grouped in 
order of merit of belonging to different 
periods. The mention of some geogra¬ 
phical and historical names in any work 
may also be Useful in ascertaining the age. 

The discovery of planets dates back to 
300 B.C. or so and in 125 B.C. Hippar¬ 
chus, who is regarded as one of the great¬ 
est astronomers of all ages, made satisfac¬ 
tory observations to determine with much 
accurdncy the average times of revolutions 
of several planets apart from . motions of 
tlie Sun and the Moon, inclination of 
Moon’s orbit to the ecliptic and precession 
of the equinoxes. . According to Letron- 
ne’s investigations also the completion of 
the zodiac and its division into so-called 
12 constellational divisions known as the 
signs of the Zodiac, did not take place 
among the Greeks themselves before the 
first century A.D. So we are at liberty to 
scan the contents of a few well-known 
works extending upto tbereign of Kanishka 
(40 A.D.).‘ The rion-mention of planets 
and signs of the Zodiac in such works .will 
denote that save and except Stellar Astro¬ 
nomy and factors, required for division of 
time units such as relation of Solar year 
with Synodic months,, lunar mansions, 
Solastices and the like. Astrology had 
safely rested in the lapse of posterity and 
was introduced only when works of Sans¬ 
krit'period were appearing in the Indian 
horizon (400-500 A.D.). 

Before we set out to discuss the relative 
ages of the books that are required to be 
scrutinised for our present purpose, a pre¬ 
liminary discussion about some other 
important texts cannot be altogether dis¬ 
pensed with. A brief introduction on 
general lines to a few important literary 
works is necessary, so that the contents 
of the required books may be compared 
in the context of such texts for determin¬ 
ing their relative ages in particular. 

The sarahitas. of the Rik, Sam and 
Yajus practically constitute the proper 
Vedic period,'but this term is indefinite 
and vague as to the extent of years that it 
encloses within its fold, and more so, 


when we consider the three vedas together. 
The Rik is the oldest, where, in a majority 
of the songs were composed on the banks 
the Indus, confining it to the flourish 
period of the vedhas and Panchalas. It 
is very difficult to adjudge the epoch of 
the Sam Samhita which closely follows 
the Rik. The total number of riches with 
a. few repetitions contained in the Sam 
Samhita is 1810. The prose works of the 
Yaju Samhitas on the other hand invari¬ 
ably bear distinct proofs that they belong 
to a later period than the above two 
Vedas. Both the Yajus originated in the 
easter part of India in the country of 
Kuru Panchalas and were composed when 
the system of caste was completely orga¬ 
nized. Weber even goes so far as to 
suggest the finalisation of White Yajus in 
and around 3rd century B.C. from mention 
by Megasthenes of a people Mosiausivoi 
whom he equates to Madhyamdinas, the 
principal school of White Yajus. In any 
event wnatsoever, it is not at all easy to 
assign any fixed span for the period we 
term the proper Vedic age, specially when 
we consider the three Vedas together. 

The fourth Veda, the Atharvan Samhita 
may be entirely excluded from this period, 
mainly because it relates to an era when, 
the earlier warm love of nature by the 
Aryans had completely turned to anxious 
dread of her evil spirits and their magical 
powers. Irrespective of the span of the 
Samhita period (be it in between 3000 
B.C. to 800 B.C.) it requires to be stated 
here that there is nowhere any mention 
about the planets and twelve signs of the 
Zodiac in any of the Samhitas, though 
stellar groups, synodic and sidereal periods 
of the Moon, solstices have been occasion¬ 
ally referred to. In case arty one comes 
across with any such reference about 
planets and rasis in any samhita -of the 
Vedas, he should discard it. 

The Brahmanas tried to give or formul¬ 
ate practical rules of scrificial rites based 
on sacrificial songs and formulas of the 
Samhitas. Invariably they all belong to 
the period of the transition from Vedic 
civilisation and culture to the ’Brahraanic 
mode of thought and social order. There 
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are works which belong to the commence- 
•nent of su c h transition, whereas there 
are scores, which were composed even 
long alter the termination of such period. 

This is evident from the mention of 
ranim. 

The'last phase Of the Vedic period is the 
Sutraperiod. it will be thus seen. There is 
no need to specify any period as thfe 
PuramC Period or the epoch of the two 
epics the \j a habharat and the Ramayana. 

These epics may be placed anywhere in 
between the Brahmana and Sutra periods 
an °j? os ? Probably to an age anterior to 
Buddha. &i an y scholars have tried their 
best to nx up t j, e a g e 0 f t p ese texts, but 
none could come to a ' definite decision 
without guesses and conjectures. Again 
there are many, who are inclined to make 
the unpractical suggestion of fixing these 
as works Q f t (, e p 0S t Buddha period. 
Leaving aside these two Epics, which are 
interpolated works it is even 
difficult to conclude when actually the 

rahmana and Sutra periods had begun 

H nh . such P eriods particularly did 
end ' “P v i°usly, the scholars were not 
prepared to terminate such periods once 
lor all. There is hardly any reason, how¬ 
ever, to beli e ve that Brahmana and Sutra 
periods overlapped each other. It is very 
significant that no Sutra is ever quoted in 
any ot the Brahmanas but there is no 
c< ~ °f Sutras in which the various 
sakhas ol th e Brahmanas are not referred 
by name. j t j s highly probable that all the 
Sutras were f orme d in the post Buddha 
period. It a | S0 should be noted that no 
Sutra is ever claimed to be divine or of 
.eternal ong; n an d the Sutras are always 
and invariably based on certain Brahma¬ 
nas which UJUSt have been in vogue when 
the particular Sutras were composed. This 
procedure continued for a long time and 
extended as far as the 4th or 5*.hcentu r y of 
the present Christian era; yielding its final 
burden to t h e period which has been 
earlier teru le j as jfie Sanskrit period. 

The Upaoishads which ate regarded as 
cream ol the Vedas, require some' discus¬ 
sion at this.stage. The Upanishads have 
been held’j n high,esteem and it,is often 
claimed that their rhythm still regulates

the heart. beatSof 
that we prove worthy,'to appreciate,the , 
truth vouchsafed in them, the truth which 
has been adjudged to’ be the 'highest 
philosophical acumen and richest gem 
that has ever enriched the world thought.! .' 
But Upanishads are authentic and reliable 
when they keep within the range of 
enquiry- inio the nature of the Supreme 
spirit without serving sectarian purposes. 
Though the discussion of the subject 
matter of the Upanishads is outside the 
scope of present requirements, the mode 
of approach as envisaged in such works, 

■ is a sure guide as to the different periods ' 
they were composed. In the first instance 
their aim was to directly investigate the 
nature of the Atman or the Supreme spirit. 
Such works which are attached to the 
Trayee are comparatively the most ancient 
works in this . particular direction- and 
their number, without pursuing sectarian 
aims, hardly exceeds a dozen or so. Even 
in such an instance most of the works are 
adjudged to be compositions of the post 
Buddha age. Later there developed a 
discussion about Yoga, the subject of 
absorption of mind in meditation, thereon 
giving means whereby men may even in 
this world attain complete union with the 
Supreme being. This secondary phase 
marks the transition to more recent dates. 
With the last phase, the mode of approach 
surprisingly underwent a complete change. 
The abstract conceptions were regarded 
difficult and hazardous. There was an 
endeavour to substitute for Atman some 
onq of the many forms under which Siva, 
Vishnu and many other Gods were in the 
course of time worshipped. Such works 
can hardly be classified under the category 
of ancient Upanishads particularly when 
we find that most of them are composi¬ 
tions of the Sanskrit period and were 
introduced long after the 4th century A.D. 
The Garbha Upanishad (5th Cent. A.D.), 
part of Mandukyopanishad, Maitrayani 
Upanishad (600 A.D.), Tripuri Upanishad 
(800 A.D.), Ramoponishad (1000 A.D.), 
Allahaponishad (1600 A.D.), etc. may be 
cited as examples in this connection. 

Now on the basis of this foregoing 
preliminary survey of our ancient scrip- 




tures, the contents of a few texts bordering 
the neighbourhood of 300,B.C. to-100 A.D.. 
,are hereafter scanned to show that though 
astronomical knowledge of a high order 
was cultivated for. many practical pur¬ 
poses, no . literature right upto 200 A.D. 
or so made the slightest conspicuous 
reference to planets and specially to the 
so-called twelve signs of the Zodiac, 
• thereby rejecting all claims ,of Astrology 
being cultivated in, the sacred soils d'f 
ancient India. 

i Viewed in the context of the arguments 
Idetailed in the previous paragraphs, the 
'Satapath'. Brahmana and • Chhandagyo- 
ponishad may be regarded as works of 
300 B.C. or near about. The names 
Janmenjoya, Jaivali, Ushasti, Chakrayana, 
Sandilya, Satyakama , Jabala, Uddalakan 
Aruni, Svetaketu, Asvapati are common 
in both. Panini mentions of Yajhaval- 
Kani Brahmanani as not Puranaprokta 
but Tulyakala with him. 

• The earliest enumeration of the Naksha- 
tras with their respective regents is found 
in Taittirya Samhisa and Taittirya 
Brahmana refers to sacrifice offered to the 
lunar asterisms. In this’Brahmana Siva, 
Sankara and Naiayana ,for the first time 
are used as proper names. It also con¬ 
tains names, e.g., ’Sakra, Vasava, Hari, 
Upendra, Janardafia, Pitamaha, etc. which 
are unknown and never used in ancient 
works. Weber considers the Taittirya 
Aranyaka, containing several such names, 
not fit to be Tanked with Btabmana litera¬ 
ture. 

■ The (Jpanishads Mundaka and Prasno- 
ponishad belonging to the Atharvan school 
may be regarded as works of the Sanskrit 
age. The ■ MSS discussing. Vedangas 
mention along with , others Itihasha, 
Purana, Naya, Mimamsa and Dharma- 
shastrani,' and' this induced Weber to 
conclude as follows- “ These clearly prove 
that at that time, the whole material of 
the Vedas had been systematically digested 
and that out of it a new literature had 
arisen which no longer belongs to the 
Vedic but to the following period”. 
Prasnopdnishad computes by Lunar 
months and Solstices i.e., planets and 
Rasis were unknown till that date. 


The date of Panini grammar is impor¬ 
tant. Bohtling bases his findings onKatha- 
sarit Saga'ra, a collection of tales belonging 
to 12th century where Panini is stated to 
have been the disciple of one Varsha who 
lived in Pataliputra in the reign of Nanda, 
the father of Chandragupta. He assigns' a 
date 320 B.C. It is to be noted that the 
relevant report is 1500 years later than the 
actual date. 

, Again according to Raj Tarangini, the 
Bbasya of Panini was introduced in 
Kashmir in . the reign of Abhimanyu who 
lived 400 years after Buddha. The date 
comes to 144 B.C. but on theeyidence of 
coins Kanishka, who preceeded Abhi¬ 
manyu, reigned in 40 A.D. 

Weber clings to Hiuen Thsang and fixes 
the grammarian at 140 A.D. This is not 
correct as Hiuen reports of double Panini. 
The use of * Yavanani ’ can be explained 
by assuming that Panini became familiar 
with the Lipi of the Greeks after the 
invasion of Alexander. So a date 320 B.C. 
seems reasonable. - - 

Another very important text the- Manu 
Smrity or human code of conduct for Kali 
Yuga deserves the most careful considera¬ 
tion. I herein reproduce in verbatim the 
opinions of Weber and Max Mueller, the 
two outstanding authorities as to the 
possible date of this work. 

Weber : “ We have seen Sutra period 
to-be the last epoch of the Vedic age. In 
the Law book of Manu we encounter the_ 
Brabmanical constitution in its full per¬ 
fection, where the Brabmanas stand as the 
born representatives of Deity itself. The 
circumstance that' the .Vaidebas and 
Lichhavis are here numbered among the 
impure castes—as regards .the former— 
certainly a sign that this work is • long 
posterior to Satapatha Brahmana, where 
the Vaidebas appear as the leading repre¬ 
sentatives of Brahmanism. The posteriority- 
of Manu to the whole body of Vedic 
literature, besides from many other special 
indications, appears from the completion 
of Yuga system and the Triad of deities.- 
The Manu Smrity is based on.an earlier 
work of Sutra period the Manava Grihya 
Sutra.” : - T " 
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Max Mueller: All the Sutras relate to 
the post Buddha period. No Smrity Law. 
existed when Vedic sages lived. Manu 
Smrity includes not only Sutras but also 
Sloka works and the text of the Sutras 
have mostly been superseded by their later 
metrical paraphrases. As to the Laws of 
Manu, which used to be assigned to a 
fabulous antiquity, and are so still some¬ 
times by those who write at random or 
at second hand, I doubt whether in their 
present form they, can be older than the 
fourth century of our era, nay I am quite 
prepared to see an even later date assigned 
to them. I know this will seem hearsay 
to many Sanskrit scholars, but we must 
try to be. honest to ourselves. Is their 
any evidence to constrain us to assign the- 
Manava dharma sastra, such as we now 
possess it, written in continuous slokas, to 
any date anterior to 300 A.D. ? And if 
there is not, why should we not openly 
state it, challenge opposition and feel 
grateful if our doubts can be removed.” 

- We thus come to the close on our survey 
of the relevant texts bordering the period' 
under reference i.e., from 300 B.C. to 100 
AJD. It is highly significant that Jyotish 
Vedanga, Panini Grammar and Manu 
Smrity, the three very important texts in 


their original forms, nowhere allude to 
planets and signs of the Zodiac, though 
the subject matter in the latter two texts 
embraces all most all important things on 
Earth. Herein, however, I should like to 
impress that the non-mention of planets 
does not necessarily pre-suppose that these 
were not known to our ancestors by that 
period. Rather I am inclined to believe 
that the planets were known, but they were 
simply overlooked as they had nothing to 
do with the division of time units. Due 
to such reason alone they were simply 
neglected and they had no role to play in 
the sphere of Astronomy of that period. 
The import of 12 signs of the Zodiac 
together with Astrological conceptions 
from the Greeks later changed the approach 
altogether and brought the hitherto neglec¬ 
ted planets into prominence. . The Smrity 
texts of 500/600 A D. denouncing the 
principles of Astrology clearly supply us 
with the possible date of its introduction 
in India. In the circumstances, it can be, 
conclusively declared that the notion of 
Astrology having any connection with our 
ancient seers is based on gross misconcep¬ 
tions of our sacred scriptures and should 
be discarded as a propaganda without 
foundations.

Gajakesari Yoga provided the lord of the 
constellation is beneficial. He says that 
such people need not even buy a blade and 
spend money as no hair may grow. They 
will appear always young. But, Krishna¬ 
murti asks “ Are all people having Gaja¬ 
kesari Yoga enjoy? Does it guarantee 
wealth, popularity, peace, etc? Are there 
not great percentage of people suffering? 
When this is the honest truth, what is the 
idea of calling “ ingenius.”, etc. 

Again, a doctor treats many patients. 
He is well qualified. Very well experienced 
is handling ultra modern instruments— 
makes use of them. Even then young 
patients die. Does it mean that the doctor 
is no good ? 

Similarly if Krishnamurti’s prediction 
has failed in stray cases, one should know 
the reason why? 

(a) Every person has in his chart, 
the houses 6 and 12: 6th house indicates 
enemies, open enemies : ,12th house shows 
secret enemies : who does barm on some 
other name : who asks others to do harm, 
himself standing behind the screen.

I am happy to address the intellectual 
giants, the professors of various languages, 
various branches of science, art, etc. Why 
one should be clever in Mathematics and 
the other is afraid of Mathematics ? Why 
one is the Professor of music, the other 
has no taste in music at all ? Why the 
gentleman who wanted to be a businessman 
after all had to take up a service ? Why 
one of your professors h.>.s established a 
very good name as a writer and as an 
orator, in Telugu and we enjoy his writings 
etc., but we are not capable of reaching 
that height and enjoy such a glory as he 
does? When we think we understand that 
the theory ■ “ Karma and Incarnation ” 
alone can convince. God is ever just and 
fair. He is not partial to any. He 
records our actions. He passes a judgment:. 
He executes the same in our next birth. 
So what we have to enjoy is undoubtedly 
predetermined, I cannot understand how 
the judgment of God can be, in any 
manner, modified or nullified by our 
efforts. To say that one can change the 
fate is childlike. - It is not wise-all must 
submit to Destiny. Draupadi during her 
plight cried that it was due to her fate. 
Nalan admitted, and confirmed it. Why' 
we quote all the old Puranic stories. Do 
not we see, hear and experience. An 
astrologer predicted that a brilliant student 
who was coming First in the Presidency all 
along, cannot get through the competitive 
examination in that year and will come out 
victorious in the nejlt year. The student 
worked hard. He tried his best. At the 
time of the examination, he had small-pox 
in that year. Next year, he got through. 
What are ,we to call such incidents. 
Hence, the future is dark. There is no 
method to throw light and illuminate 
except Astrology. 

Unfortunately we do not possess the 
literature on this subject in full. _ All are 


disconnected, incomplete and vague. One 
dicta contradicts the other. Pfobably,’ 
astrologers may not place the truth to the 
public.' If they say so, open the eyes of 
the consultants, gives out the pit-falls, the 
differences etc., there may be the fear that 
none would be earning thereafter as he is 
to follow only such a confusing science. 
Already consultants are confused. They 
approach half a dozen astrologers. Every 
one blames the other for having erected 
a wrong chart. Half a dozen horoscopes 
for the same persoo are furnished. Half 
a dozen different results are given. Is the 
consultant benefitted in any manner? No. 
That which is left for him is to forget 
Astrology, - avoid astrologers . and seek 
medical experts or admit in Mental Hospi¬ 
tal for the sin committed by consulting 
many astrologers. Can any astrologer say 
that every individual having Rajayoga 
should enjoy life at least in their periods. 
Statistics prove beyond doubt that the 
presence of these so-called Rajayogas do 
not guarantee a happy life.. Many, many 
are suffering in the Rajayoga period where 
as they themselves lived a pleasant and 
prosperous life during other periods which 
do not, according to them cause any Raja¬ 
yoga (mentioned in the text-books). 

Take Ashtaka Varga. It is the most 
undependable method to offer a prediction. 
Twins are born in the same sign as lagna 
with the same position of planets and the ' 
ashtaka varga figures also remain the 
same. For people born in about 2 
hours in the same lagna, on the same day, 
the Ashtaka Varga is the same. Among 
twins, one lives, other dies. One has 
many children : the other has none. Wife’s 
horoscope shows four children: Husband’s 
chart indicates only one. What is this? Is 
it a scientific calculation? Why people 
do not bring out the truth; inform the 
public that this calculation fails when 
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1 consider, it appeals to me that 1 may 
request others to do research and make it 
useful till that time Ashtaka Varga is 
useless. It is only to waste time and to 
fill up 10 pages in a notebook. 

Thus there are many methods which do 
hot stand to test. Further there are many 
rules which contradict each other. The 
veterans pick out such slokas which will 
• give temporary mental solace to the 
consultants. Ultimately the consultants 
are confused and disappointed, 

What I say is this. As long as the 
events in our lives are predetermined, there 
should be a science which has to pinpoint 
them and be useful. The lame excuse is to 
call Astrology as the science of tendencies. 
No. Not at all. It is due to lack of 
knowledge which we can have, due to 
imperfect science, available now. If a 
doctor cannot do clinical diagonosis 
correctly and determine from what one is 
ailing, then he has to guess : or his intuition 
due to divine grace, is to play, In olden 
days, without clinical diagonosis, X-Ray 
etc., the physicians and surgeons carried 
on. So also, now many astrologers have 
to carry on. The method which I have 
evolved is similar to the microscopic 
examination, cultural test, X-Ray, etc. It 
is scientific. 100% scientific. It is simple : 
very simple. But, in one’s life, how far 
can one make a new method applicable 
to the various branches of astrology which 
is an ocean. This system is called Krishna- 
murti Padhdhati I open the eyes of the 
students. I show them how an astrologer 
is to make money by hiding the truth, 
though not throwing dust on the eyes of 
the consultants. If he speaks the truth, 
let him answer how a person with Raja- 
yoga is penniless in the Rajayoga dasa. 
Does a Rajayoga cause only good results, 
does it guarantee in all cases. Then how 
are we to pick out the charts to which it is 
applicable and to which it is not. Why 
Ashtaka Varga is useless in the case of 
similar chart. So, to whom is ashtaka- 
varga applicable? How to judge and 
know to whom it is useful and in whose 
cases it fails, why etc. What is the metiiua 
to be followed to make out such a distinc¬ 
tion. None. But uniformly apply to all 


is the practice. In my experience only*7%^ 
of the people having Rajayoga enjoy-jn 
their periods. Astrologers say “ Oh, how 
many planets are in exaltation ! your son 
or your daughter born recently, will be 
lucky! A minister, I.A.S. officer, etc. 
But they do not think for a minute that 
persons having Venus, Jupiter, Sun, Moon 
etc., in exaltation had suffered and led a 
miserable life. Again if planets are neecha, 
the rule for Neecha langa Rajayoga is in 
80% of such chart. They do not become 
rulers, rich nor respectable persons. A 
few alone enjoy ; many suffer. 

In this world, people born with Jupiter, 
Saturn, Mars, etc., in exaltation are many. 
How many have prospered? What is the 
truth ? The Hindu system is a generalising 
one, never pin pointing nor clear in its 
statements. 

But study Krishnamurti Padhdhati. 
The method you have to follow is single. 
For each aspect, you have to. refer to 
certain houses. Selection of significators 
is made by following a single rule. The 
sub-division decides the fate of the matter. 
It is original. One friend wrote that this is 
not new novel. Let me ask whether he 
can quote from any book written by 
ancient sages. One friend calls me 1 A new 
entrant.’ I am not new. I am as old as 
his father. I am doing research since 40 
years. But my method is new to him. 
Rome is ever there. When he visits now, 
it is new to him ; To many of you, here, 
Krishramurthi Padhdhati is as old as 4 
years. Yet, most of you have understood 
it. But I should say that systematic 
methodical and intelligent approach is 
made. Further research is carried out. 
verification of my system is done in every 
case, by the highly qualified, most learned 
scholars in Gaya Warangal, Hyderabad, 
Ahmedabad, Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi 
who need Dot earn through Astrology, 
who are now many in number and they 
have, in one voice, said that Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati is an eye opeuer. It is most 
scientific. It is very clear. It comes correct 
and hence it is really useful to one and all. 

Astrology and Athrishta magazine will 
not deal with Rama, Krishna, Dhamayan- 
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thi and Draupadi. Horoscopes as none 
knows the time of. birth and position of 
planets correctly. But it will deal with 
the horoscopes of those who live now or 
who passed away very recently. The idea 
is that the readers can satisfy themselves 
by verifying the facts. Also, one friend 
wrote to me, “you are publishing only 
fulfilled predictions. Have you not ever 
failedl? Let me reply. Krishnamurti can 
fail. He has failed in a few cases. He will 
also fail in a few cases. It is my personal 
attempt and my -failure is due to various 
factors. But I tell you all, that Krishna¬ 
murti Padhdhati when applied systemati¬ 
cally will never fail. This science, this 
method is unique and correct. No contra¬ 
diction, no confusion Ruling planets at the 
moment of judgment is the Panacea. 
Further when I want to. teach a method, 
I should give out the horoscopes, the 
questions, the readings given etc.,- and 
explain how I predicted, which method 
I followed, and how the method is simple 
and ever the same never it needs intuition 
nor the selection of any one sloka from 
the thousands in books and palm leaves. 
Also, I publish articles under “ Limitation 
of an astrologer” and leave the whole 
matter with explanation for the judgment 
of the readers. 

Sir, one pity is this. If a medical 
graduate is not able to diagonise and cure 
a disease, he gives a slip to the patient, 
phones to an expert, fixes a time and send 
him or takes him. But in astrology, if 
you meet a boy of 25 and talk to him 
about another astrologer of 60, 65 years 
old he will say “ what does he know.” 
No person will accept the truth. Only in 
among the astrologers who have to make 
money by offering prediction, we find 
many who behave in such a way that 
they are considered jealousy. If one is 
incapable of becoming rich, he is jealous 
of the multi-millionaries. If one is un¬ 
healthy, he is jealous of seeing a stalwart. 
Thus one can say. But I have found only 
a few are like that. But in astrology, I 
found many who cannot give clear, precise 
and correct prediction, pinpointing the 
nature and time of event. They can offer 


•vague, confused prediction with alter- 
■natives. We do not want that method : 
-nor such a dicta. 

But what we want is a search for truth: 
'Open mind to investigate: perseverance to 
establish the truth: Find out the useful 
ones while so doing; do not hide the truth, 
open the eyes of the students. Place the 
facts. Let them also carry out further 
research. I am the author of Krishna¬ 
murti Padhdhati. It is a development 
and a discovery. It is.for you the young 
intellectual giants, to further study, pro¬ 
ceed, work together and make this one 
more useful, more simple and more 
homely. Let Hyderabad with the co-ope¬ 
ration of other scholars in other States 
who follow Krishnamurti Padhdhati make 
it a pucca and useful science, Lord Ganesh 
will guide you.

Moon Dasa balance 9 years 3 
months—29-10-1965 entered into Jupiter 
Dasa. 

A dasa lord offers such matters which 
the lord of the constellation by occupa¬ 
tion, ownership and nature denotes. If 
Jupiter Dasa is on, note where Jupiter was. 
It was in 9° 49’ Cancer. It means that it 
is in Moon’s sign, Saturn star Pushya. 
Saturn is in the second house : it owns 
houses 3 and 4. It is a restricting planet. 
Therefore Jupiter has to. offer the results 
of the second house. Second house indi¬ 
cates ' finance, self-acquisition and bank 
position. If a planet has something to do 
with finance, which is to be judged to find 
out whether it will improve or deteriorate? 
Is it not the lord of the sub, by its occupa¬ 
tion, ownership and nature? Yes, so find 
out in which sub Jupiter was at the time 
of birth. Referring to Krishnamurti Padh- 
dhati table, it is found that Jupiter in 
9° 49’Cancer is in Venus sub. Venus is 
in the 8th house, 9th sign. Venus is lord 
of 7 and 12. Therefore Venus definitely 
shows that he will lose, spend, waste, etc. 
and his bank position will dwindle. How ? 
Through the matters indicated by Venus. 
What are they ? Music, ladies, vehicle, 
jewels, etc. any or many of these. Actually 
he has lost through transport. Who is 
responsible for such a loss ? One born on 
Venus day, or Venus sign as lagna or 
rasi. Actually the person who managed 
the show is born in the lagna Taurus 
owned by Venus.- 


Therefore, does it not prove, beyond 
doubt, that predictions offered taking into 
consideration the sub is complete and if 
one invariably includes the sub, one can 
predict correctly. 


HINTS TO CAST A CHART USING KRJSHNAMURTI’S EPHEMERIS 


Details needed. 

(a) Place of birth. Its Latitude and 
Longitude. 

(b) Time of birth. Either clock time 
which is the. time followed in 
that locality then or if the con¬ 
sultant furnishes the number of 
Ghatis . and Vikaties after 
previous Sunrise on that day at 
that locality; and 

(c) Date, month and year. (English- 
calendar or Saka, Samvat, Kol-. 
lam, Bengali etc., with thithi.) 

(d) Sex and name, may be given. 

Procedure. 

Suppose the place of birth is a village 
you do not find in my book, the latitude 
and longitude of this locality, note the 
nearest town to that place of birth for 
which the latitude and the longitude are 
given. As India is between 8° and 35' lati¬ 
tude, one can take that 71 miles are repre¬ 
sented by 1°. It is applicable both for 
latitude and longitude. Then calculate 
the latitude and longitude of the place of 
birth. 

Time of birth may be given as so many 
hours and minutes A.M. or P.M. or it 
may be given as so many Ghaties and 
Vikaties after previous Sunrise on that 
day at that locality. If the time of birth 
is given in I.S.T. it may be taken as given 
by the party. Otherwise, from the table 
of Sunrise, note at which time Sun ought 
to have risen prior to the birth on that 
day at that latitude. A day to the Hindus 
commences at the time of Sunrise. It is 
over only by the succeeding Sunrise. The 
interval is nearly 60 Ghaties. 

A day=24 hours = 60 Ghaties = 3600 
Vikaties i.e., 1 Ghati = 24 minutes = 60 
Vikaties. 

21 Vika ties =1 minute. 

1 Vikati = 24 seconds. 


Convert the Ghatis and Vikaties to 
hours and minutes. Add this figure to the 
time of Sunrise. What you get is the 
local meantime. 

If the Longitude of your birth place is 
82° 30', then the local meantime obtained 
is also the Indian Standard time. 

If the longitude of the place of birth is 
further East, i.e., more than 82° 30', find 
the difference. Multiply by 4 and deduct 
this product from the L.M.T. (obtained by 
adding the interval between birth time and 
sunrise). You will have the I.S.T. 

If the longitude of the place of birth 
is less than 82” 30', find the difference 
between the longitude of your place 
and 82° 30'. Multiply by 4 as l° = 4' 
This product is do be added to the L.M.T. 
obtained (by adding the interval between 
Sunrise and the time of birth) to get the 
time of birth in I.S.T.. 

[If longitude is above 82° 30', deduct. 
If the longitude is- less than 82° 30' add.] 
Hence we have the time of birth both in 
L.M.T. and also in I.S.T. 

In Krisbnarourtbi Ephemeris book, the 
sidereal time is given for 5-30 P.M. 
L.M.T. for 82° 30'. Along also the posi¬ 
tion of planets for 5-30 P.M. I.S.T. 

To calculate sidereal time at the time of 
birth:— 

(a) Note whether the time of birth is 
before 5-30 P.M. L.M.T. In that 
case, take the sidereal time given 
■ for- 5-30 P.M. for the previous 
date and day . 

Take the time of birth in L.M.T. 

(b) Calculate the interval between pre¬ 
vious 5-30 P.M. and the time of birth in 
L.M.T. Add this value to the sidereal time 
at previous 5-30 P.M. Then you have to 
add the correction i.e., for every six 
minutes interval, add one second i.e., for 
every hour interval add 10 seconds. 
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(c) Correction for the difference in longi¬ 
tude may be omitted. Because the side¬ 
real time is given for 82° '30'. East longi¬ 
tude. India spreads between, say 68° and, 
97° E, then the value of correction to be 
applied is 15 x | seconds = 10 seconds. As 
the time of birth is not, generally taken 
correct to a second andas the ascendant can 
vary by a maximum of 2 minutes, one can 
avoid, omit this calculation and correction. 

• Having ascertained the Sidereal time at 
the time of birth, one is to refer to the 
table of houses to find out the exact posi¬ 
tion of lagna and the cusps of the houses. 

(The editor is bringing out the 
Table of Houses for places between 2° and 
40° latitude.) 

As regards, the position of planets at 
the moment of the birth,’ 

(a) Note the position of planets at 
.5-30P.M. prior to the time of \ 
birth in T.S.T. and also the posi¬ 
tion of planets at 5-30 P.M. after 
the birth of the child in I.S.T. 


Calculate the interval between the 
previous 5-30 P.M. and the time 
of birth in I.S.T. 

(b) Note down how far each planet 
moves in 24 hours either direct 
or retrograde. 

(c) Calculate the proportionate 
movement. If the interval 
between previous 5-30 P.M. and 
the time of birth in I.S.T., 
is X hours Y minutes, then 
X hours Y minutes = 60 X + Y 

24 1440 

will be the proportion. Calculate. 
If the planet is in direct motion, 
add the result so obtained. If 
the planet or the node is in 
retrograde motion deduct the 
value obtained. 

Thus you work out the position of 
planets for the moment of birth. (Whether 
the birth is in Kanyakumari- or Kashinir, 
the position of planets will be the same 
for the same I.S.T.) 



NO MORE DOUBTS 


Questions put by Students at B. V. 
Bhavan, Bombay, on 9-7-67. 

Doubt: How to judge (a) whether 
one’s marriage is promised or not, (b) 
whether one will go overseas or not. 
Everv .• individual has got houses 2, 7 and 
II : we can pick out significators and 
calculate a time. But we would like to 
know whether he will marry at all. Simi¬ 
larly overseas, indicated by houses 3, 9 
and 12arefound in every chart. Can every¬ 
body proceed to foreign land ? 1 

Clarification: Friends! whenever a 

doubt arises, take the cases of twins; or 
two persons, 3 persons born within a 
period of 45 to 50 minutes. Then the 
Ascendant, in many cases (or presume) fall 
in the same sign: Also in the same cons¬ 
tellation. A constellation will rise in the 
east in a period of about 52 minutes. 
Also there are births within a period of 
15 minutes, whereby the lagna moves by 
less than 4°. Neither the planets move 
even by 2 feet within these 15 minutes’ 
time: nor the Bhava position of planets 
gets changed: nor the aspect between one 
planet and the other or between one 
planet and the cusp of a house of a planet 
is 95° behind the cusp in the case of the 
first born, it will be 91° behind in the case 
of the second born. Both are applying 
square aspect. How to judge ? 

If you take the sign position of the 
planets, it is the same: if you note the 
position of planets in a constellation, it is 
also the same- But, you find that one 
gets married the other remains unmarried; 
one goes overseas: the other can assist 
him by packing samans and giving a 
send-off. Horoscopes remain the same 
except that the cusp alone has moved. 
These cusps also are in the same sign 
sand same star. Then, think a while. 
What is it that has changed? Does it not 
appeal to you that the sub-division alone 
has changed, as I term it as "sub’’. 
Ind#ed, it is a marvellous discovery. 1 
say so, not for any credit: but to impress 


on you, how the sub is useful and helpful. 
Let anybody utter anything. Let us 
ignore. Nowthecrowis crying outside. 
Do you take'notice of it? Similarly ignore 
such utterances. Let them answer your 
questions. Let them be posed the above 
questions. Honestly speaking, there is no 
method in this world to explain neither 
Hindu nor Western. I do not answer 
you and end here within the four walls— 
But I shall publish my answers for the 
benefit of my readers and truth-seekers 
with open mind and intelligence and with¬ 
out pride or prejudice or jealousy. 

Therefore, friends,. which are you to 
judge? In one voice comes the reply 
“ sub and sub alone’’. 

Then, are you to consider the sub lord 
or the sub in which the significators are 
posited? Or the sub lord of what? 

(1) Note the cusp of the 7th house. 
In which sub it falls. Who is the lord of 
the sub? Is he one of the significators: 
Then marriage may be looked for. Go 
one step further. If that sub lord is in 
direct motion, marriage will surely take 
place. If that sub lord is in retrograde 
motion, many chances arise and nothing 
materialises. 

Do not take the second cusp and 11th 
cusp. Second includes all relatives. 11th 
shows friends, keeps, etc. For legal 
marriage consider the sub lord of the 7th 
cusp whichever changes and which alone 
can answer the ■ diametrically opposite 
results enjoyed by people born in the same 
sign and star as lagna, having the same 

g osition of planets in the sign and In the 
hava. 

(2) Note the sub lord of 12th house. 
If the sub lord is one of the significators 
of the houses 3, 9 or 12 and if the sub-lord 
is in the constellation of. the occupant or. 
owner of a watery sign, this person will 
go overseas. 

If the sub lord is in the constellation of 
the occupant or owner of a,-watery sign 
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and if it occupies or owns a dual sign, 
more than once he will go overseas. 

Similarly if the sub lord of the 7th Cusp 
is in the constellation of the occupant or 
owner of a dual sign, that person will 
marry more than once. 

If the sub lord is in direct motion, 
attempts come out successful and the 
desire is fulfilled. If it is in retrograde 
motion it falls through. 

• 

For-children, take the 5th cusp and its 
sub lord. 

The sub lord should be one of the 
significators of the houses 2, 5 and 11. 

For speculation, take the 5th cusp and 
its sub lord. Also consider whether the 
sub lord is one of the significators of the 
houses 6 and 11. 

Thus one is to note the cusp of that 
particular house which signifies a matter 
and note whether the sub lord is one of 
the significators of that matter which 
indudes a few more houses (like marriage] 
7tn house primary: 2 and 11 secondary: 
change of residence 3 primary: 12 
secondary: Education 4 primary: 9 

secondary: accidents 8 primary : 12 secon¬ 
dary : children 5 primary 2 and 11 
secondary: profession 10 primary: 6and 
2 secondary and so on. 

But, I have repeatedly told you all, that 
for any single question, take the moment 
when you take that question for Judgment. 
Note down the lords of lagna, star, rasi 
and day. They are the' ruling planets at 
that moment. Take the ' first query if 
there are many, i.e., if one wants to know 
the Ascendant, 5th and so on, take Ascen¬ 
dant. If one wants to fix up 7th, 11th 
and so on, take 7th. If one wants to 
know 8 and 6, take 8th cusp. If one 
wants to know 11,7 and 5 take 11th cusp 
i.e., the first one mentioned by querist. 

• Then this cusp falls in a sign and 
in a star. Note the lords of the sign 
and star. They must be in the list of 
the ruling planets. Then note down the 
remaining ones. Either of the two should 
be the sub lord you take, the priority _ 
first lagna lord: next nakshthra lord: 
third rasi lord and fourth day lord. If 


day lord and rasi lord happen to be the 
lord of the lagna and star of the person, 
then the sub lord will be the lord of 
lagna and sub sub lord of the nakshalhra. 
Constellation at the time of query. Thus 
you find the lord of the sub. Invariably 
it comes correct. 

When we consider the sub, the time of 
birth must be correct, who notes it so 
correctly. Hindu method gives many 
alternatives, if the time of birth is 
approximate and ranges between 20 and 30 
minutes, Prenatal Epoch is useless when 
you apply to 2 births in the same hospital. 
This is a fact. Much may be said, many 
may write a lot yet it fails. (I have the 
text-book, in which an author of Western 
countries has conducted experiments with 
a medical expert who is also a learned, 
wise and true astrologer. In all cases of 
delivery, noting the moment of the birth 
time, applying the principles of Prenatal 
Epoch wasting much time, hours, days, 
months and years over it, at last have 
given a verdict that in no case, it had 
come correct. Simply because, a rule is 
printed, are we to follow blindly. Should 
not we test it with open mind to do more 
research by offering constructive criticism. 
What we try is to find out the truth. 
Hence as it is there is no scientific method 
to calculate and find out the correct 
moment of birth- 

Suppose 2 persons are born at the same 
moment, then, the divine plan is that the 
query will be put at such a time when the 
sign lord of lagna, the star of lagna will 
be selected and the two remaining ruling 
planets will be the same. Suppose a 
person puts the query along with another 
born on the same day, time, etc., in the 
same locality, on Thursday 1-6-1967 when 
Cancer Lagna is rising, the star inPoorva- 
padra and Moon is in Aquarius. Both 
are born in Capricorn. Note the ruling 
planets at the moment of judgment. 
Jupiter rules the day. Jupiter rules the 
star. Saturn owns the rasi where Moon is 
and Moon is the owner of Cancer Lagna at 
the time of judgment. Hence Saturn and 
Moon happen to be the lord of bis birth. 
Lagna Capricorn and the area 10° to 
23° 20' Sravana. The other ruling planets 



left over if Jupiter as day lord and 
Nakshathra lord. Hence the sub lord 
should be Jupiter for both. 

Suppose 2 persons born at an interval 
of 10 minutes approach. They say that 
they are born in Aries Lagna. They 
approach you and you judge the first born. 
On a Tuesday, Visaka Nakshathra, Libra 
Rasi and Lagna Gemini. 

Then the ruling planets are Mars, 
Jupiter, Venus and Mercury. As the 
lagna at the time of birth is Aries, the 
Ascendant is ruled by Mars. Neither 
Mercury nor Jupiter has a star in Aries. 
Take Venus star Bharani 13“ 12' to 26” 40'. 
Because he says, he is born earlier, take 
the other remaining 2 planets and note 
which snb comes first and which comes 


next. The two ruling planets left over 
are Jupiter and Mercury. Jupiter comes 
first in Bharani star. Hence declare his 
Lagna as Jupiter sub and Mercury sub sub. 
For the second born it must be Mercury ■ 
sub as both have come together and want 
the reply at the same time. Generally 
people with Mercury as a ruling planet or 
indicator will come—never alone—but 
with somebody else also as Mercury is a 
planet for plurality. 

Thus, you fix the exact degree of lagna; 
if they wanted to know the position of 
lagna. If one wants to know the cusp of 
a house, proceed in the same manner and 
fix.

QUESTION AT GAYA 


Doubt: If 3 cusps fall in the star signs' 
belonging to the same planet, how to 
judge ? 

Clarification: Suppose your lagna is 
Capricorn. In Aries you have 4th cusp. In 
Scorpio you get 11 th and 12th cusps as 
5th and 6th fall in Taurus-

Always the lord of a house is he who 
owns the sign where the cusp falls. This 
is the definite rule. 

Therefore Mars, the owner of Aries is 
the lord of the 4th house. Scorpio is 
owned by Mars 11th and 12th cusps fall 
in Scorpio. Never, never consider in 
which sign the Bhava is spread over. Note 
the sign where the cusp falls and its lord. 


That is the lord of that house or Bhava. 
The lord of a Bhava has got in its port¬ 
folio the matters signified by a Bhava. 

Now Mars is lord of 4, 11 and 12: 
4 and 1.1 denote acquisition: 4 and 12 
indicate changes, disposal, etc. 

How to interpret if the same planet is 
lord of 11 and also lord of 12. What do 
you do in the case of people born in 
Meena—Pisces ? Saturn is lord of 11 and 
also lord of 12.

Ayanamsa in 1920 = 22° 39'. So, Sayana 
osition should be 3° 19' Virgo i.e., 
idereal time at the time of your birth in 
L.M.T. ought to have been 4 hours 
5 minutes. Therefore time of birth should 
be 3 hours 59 minuts I.S.T. and your 
lagna is in Leo 10° 40' for 20° 42' N and 
71° l'E. 

(Students to carry out the research and 
confirm: The position of lagna in a sign 
at the moment of judgment is the posi¬ 
tion of Moon in that sign. In the case of 
Mr. Ratilal Thaker, the position of 
lagna at 2-00 P.M. on 9-7-67, the time of 
judgment, agrees with the position of 
Moon in his horoscope for 3-59 P.M. 
I.S.T. on 5-4-1920.) 


Then I fixed it as Jupiter’s sign Kethu star 
Jupiter sub : As Jupiter rules the day, the 
star, the lagna etc., at this moment, 
Jupiter’s sub sub is takeD. Because 
there is no other planet, ruling at the time 
of judgment. Hence lagna should be 
7° 40' Sagittarius. 

Now take the Ephemeris of the year 
1943. Take the month April. Note 
down the sidereal time at72 Noon at 
Greenwich. Deduct the correction at 2/3 
secs, for every degree. East Longitude. 
The place of birth is 70° 56' E: There¬ 
fore from the sidereal time at noon at 
Greenwich on 5-4-43, i.e. 0 hr. 51 mts.

Adding the Ayanamsa, Sayana position of 
lagna is 0° 38' Capricorn. 

Refer to the table Of Houses. 22° 18' 
is the latitude of the place of birth. You 
will find that 0° 34' Capricorn will rise if 
the sidereal time is 12—44—8. If 0° 38' 
is to rise, then the sidereal time should be 
12hours 44 minutes—24 seconds. Sidereal 
time at noon is 0—50—53. Sidereal time 
at the time of birth, 12—44—8. The 
correction for the interval between 
previous noon and birth time is 10 secs, 
per hour, i.e., if the interval correction 
added is 1 hour 10 secs, actually the birth 
is at 1 P.M. L.M.T.

Dear Sir, 

Rules are innumerable; Among the same 
Rishaba-lagna borns with same position 
of planets in the sign and ' house having 
the same dasa, we can find that one lives 
and the other passes away ;• the general 
principles enunciated by our sages are 
not useful as they cannot be strictly 
followed in all cases. It may be found 
correct in a few and also failing in many. 
If we find one rule promising long-life, 
we also note another rule threatening 
short life. 


In the research what I have found 
out is — 

(a) if the lord of the sub where the 
8th cusp falls is posited in the 
constellation governed by the 
occupant or owner of Bhadhak- 
asthana, or 

(b) if the lord of the sub where the 
8th cusp falls is posited in the 
constellation ruled by the occu¬ 
pant or owner of Marakasthana, 
or 

(c) if lord of the sub owns evil houses 
i.e., 6-8-12 and is connected with 
the significators of Badhaka- 
sthana or Marakasthana, one is 
not promised with long life. 

When the sub of a cusp is to be taken 
for judgment, the time of birth has to be 
very accurate. It is hot likely. So, when' 
the urge is to know the longevity, i.e., the 
'8th cusp—note the ruling planets at that 
moment. Now at 9-30 A-M., the lagna 
is Leo owned by Sun on 20-7-67 at Ahme- 
dabad. The day is Thursday governed by 
Jupiter. Star is Poorvashada, lord of 
which is Venus ; Moon transits in Sagit¬ 
tarius owned by Jupiter. Hence the 
ruling planets are Sun, Jupiter and Venus. 
Find out whether Rahu or Kethu is in any 
of the signs owned by the ruling planets. 
If there is a node, take the nods, instead 
of the owner. There is no node in the 
signs of Sun and Jupiter. Venus owns 
Taurus and Libra. Kethu is in Libra. So 
take Kethu. Then the third ruling planet 
which govern the 8th cusp are Sun, 
Jupiter and Kethu. As the 8th cusp falls 
in Jupiter sign, then the 8th cusp can fall 
either in Sun star Kethu sub or Kethu 
star Sun sub. As there is no sub of Kethu 
in Sun star in Sagittarius, take Sun sub 
in Kethu star in Jupiter sign. It will be 
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3\and 3" 40'. In that, we can pitch up 
Jupiter sub sub as Jupiter is the lord of 
the day and the lord of the Moon Rasi, 
Sagittarius. Then it is 3° 26' 40" to 
3° 26'46". 

Having found out the 8th cusp, note the 
position of the Ascendant as the sidereal 
time should be 21 hours 19 minutes 43 
seconds; the position of lagna will be 
7° 50': 

Longevity 

Lagna falls in the fixed sign. So the ' 

9 th house is the Badhakasthana. Mercury, 
Jupiter and Venus are in Badhakasthana. 
Note the planets posited in the constella¬ 
tion of occupants. Jupiter rules Punar- 
vashu, Visakha and Purvabhadrapada. No 
planet is posited in any of the three stars. 
Bharani, Poorvapalguni and Poorva- 
shadha are ruled by Venus, Saturn alone 
is in Poorvapalguni and Sun is in Purva- 
shada. Saturn is Badhakasthana Adhi- 
pathi and Sun is in the 8th Bhava aspec- 
ted by Maraksthana Adhipathi Mars'. 
Mercury has nothing to do with it at the 
time of judgment. 

As, at the time of judgment Jupiter and 
Venus rule, planets in their constellations 
are to be considered to fix the time of 
event. (If we take Kethu, there is no 
planet in its star.) He will not have Sun 
, Dasa hereafter. He will enter into Saturn , 
Dasa on 7-8-2004. In that fix Sun Bhukti 
Kethu Anthra, i.e., 10 years 8, months 
later. Hence last week of April 2015 
alone will be anxious. Till that time 
longevity is promised. Suppose a child is 
born after 9 or 10 minutes, the 8th cusp 
will fall in the sub of Rahu. Then he 
would have been answered on Wednesday 
during Moola star and the lagna will be 
Scorpio i.e., around 3-00 P.M. on 19-7-67. 
Even though Dr. Madhukanl Mehta was 
in my room then we cannot take the 
chart. If I would have taken, then the 
ruling planets yesterday were Mercury, 
Kethu, Jupiter and Mars (in case of Mars 
take Rahu as it is in one of the signs of 
Mars) then when we apply wc will find 
that Mercury governs Revathi and Rahu 
is deposited there. No planet is in Jupiter 
star. No planet is in Rahu star (instead 


of Mars). Hence one is to take Rahu 
(representing lagna lord) Kethu being the 
lord of Nakshathra Mercury being the 
lord of the day. So one can expect the 
end during Rahu Dasa, Kethu Bhukti, 
Budha-Mercury Anthra. 

According to Uthra Kalamritha, Kethu 
conjunction Mars is evil. If Rahu or 
Kethu were to be in 5 or 9, if it is con¬ 
joined with lord of 2 or 7, the node causes 
death ; so one might have told that Mars 
Dasa, Kethu Bhukti is evil in February 
1968 ; or another may say that the nodes 
are stronger; Rahu is aspected by Mars. 
A node gives the result of the planets with 
which it is conjoined, or by which it is 
aspected or the lord of the constellation 
and sign in which it was deposited. Hence 
Rahu Dasa, Kethu Bhukti will be had. 
Another can predict that lords of 6th and 
8th are conjoined together and Marak¬ 
sthana Adhipathi is also in the same sign. 
Therefore Jupiter Dasa, Mercury Bhukti 
will be anxious as all these are in 'Badha¬ 
kasthana. It is also likely that any would 
have thought that he would pass away in 
infancy as Sun is in 8th and Saturn aspects 
the lagna but consoled later that Jupiter 
aspecting the lagna, Jupiter conjoined 
with Lagnadhipathi saved him. Thus 
rules are plenty. 

But that which will be true is to be 
judged as explained above, noting the, 
ruling planets at the moment of judgment,’ 
the sub of the 8th cusp and the various 
connections to the lord of sub, the 
Badhakasthana, marakasthana and 
kendrasthana. 

In general people born in Taurus and 
Leo live long. Because 8th house is owned 
by Jupiter (Uthra Kalamritham). The 
names for the twelve signs are given from 
animals, reptiles etc. Taurus is symboli¬ 
sed by robiist bull and the Leo by the 
mighty lion. No other sign is so well 
symbolised implying good health, logevity 
etc. 

Fate is inevitable. None can change. 
By doing Homu, not one second more, one 
can live. When God has pre-ordained, he 
included before passing judgment, what 
meritorious deed, prayer etc. you will do 



and he has taken into consideration and 
passed a judgment.- Whenever Guru- 
Jupiter is conjoined with or aspecting 
lagna or Moon, one has got enough bank 
balance of meritorious deeds done in the 
previous birth and in the dasas of planets 
aspected by Jupiter, during the sub sub 
period of Jupiter and those under the 
influence of Jupiter one will find some 
solution to tide over the difficulties; the 
storm will end : calm period will prevail 
etc. Those planets which are in 6 or 8 or 
12 to Jupiter cannot help in their periods. 
Therefore you can pray during his Moon, 
Mars, Rahu and Guru Dasas. Whether 
you pray or not (whether you deposit 
money in the Bank or not your cheque 
will be honoured as already you have 
sufficient money-Jupiter aspecting lagna 
and Moon). You will outlive all these 
dasas and during Sani Dasa which is in 8 
to Jupiter, even if you pray night and day, 
the inevitable end will come as already 
calculated.

2. I also have doubt in regard to 
Saturn’s position in my radical chart. 
Some astrologers of varanasi have put it 
in Scorpio last part; while some others 
have put it in Sagittarius first part Which 
one is true ? Please correct it also.

Answer 

' While giving a reply, the time when you 
have the innate urge to answer a question 
is very important. Experience has proved 
my contention that this time helps a 
great deal in giving correct answers to any 
queries. Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti has 
rightly given it due importance. 

1. At the time of judgment i.e., on 
27-6-1967 at 8.8 P.M. I.S.T., consider the 
positions of luminaries (Sun and Moon) 
and Ascendant, along with the constel¬ 
lations and subs transited by' them in 
order to get the significators for the time 
of birth. 

A. At this time,. Sun is in Gemini 
11“ 57.' It is in Arudra, a constellation 
ruled by Rahu and sub of Saturn. 

B- Moon is in Aquarius 17° 55'. It 
is in Sathayam, again a constellation ruled 
by Rahu and sub of Sun. 

C. Ascendant falls in Capricorn 
4° 19'. It is in Uthradam, a constellation 
ruled by Sun and sub of Saturn. 

Hence Rahu, Sun and Saturn are the 
three significators for the time of birth. 


It is interesting to note that all the three 
significators have come thrice. This amply 
proves that the rules laid down by Prof. 
K.S. Krishnamurti are cent per cent correct. 
Rahu, being a node is more powerful. 
Hence your Ascendant must fall in Satha¬ 
yam, a constellation ruled by Rahu. As 
this constellation stays in Aquarius only 
up to 20 degree and at 8 P.M. I.S.T., 
according to astrological calculations for 
your place of birth (26°. 7' N. Lat.; 
85°. 22' E. Long.), the Ascendant is 22° 8', 
which falls in Poorvapathra constel¬ 
lation ruled by Jupiter.

As you. have given 
the approximate time as around 8 P.M., 
the sub in the last should be surely taken; 
hence select Rahu star Sun sub and 
Saturn sub sub, which is in Aquarius 
from 17° 45' 40" to 17“ 52' 00". Let 
your Ascendant be 17° 50' in Aquarius. 
The time of birth worked out according to 
this Ascendant for your place of birth 
(26° 7' N. Lat.; 85° 22' E. Long.) is 
7-46-31 P.M. L.M.T. = 7-35-03 P.M. I.S.T. 
This is your exact time of birth. There is 
no doubt about it. 

2. Saturn’s position at the time of 
birth, according to Krishnamurti Ayana- 
msa, which alone is correct, is 1° 22' in 
Sagittarius. This is the only correct and- 
exact position of Saturn in your radical 
chart.

The 
lagna is between 13° 20' and 16° 40'in 
Scorpio in the fourth quarter of Anuradba. 

To-day, it is Saturday ruled by Saturn. 
Sign Scorpio is owned by Mars. Exalted 
Jupiter aspects lagna. Moon is posited in 
the sign called ‘ Rasi ’, ruled by Saturn. 68 
shows Anuradha star governed by Saturn. 

Therefore the ruling planets at the 
moment of judgment are: “ Mars, Saturn 
and Jupiter.”

Readers who read both Krisbnamurti’s

The number 
he takes from the consultants should not 
be mistaken as the base to use Numero¬ 
logy. But he follows Horary Astrology. 
The number is taken to locate the Ascen¬ 


dant for that query and then he erects a 
horoscope for the moment of judgment 
and offers prediction following strictly the 
rules framed by him scientifically. He 
explains in detail so that even a dull wit- 
ted. fellow can understand. He never 
confuses nor contradicts in his exhaustive 
analysis and judgment. He attributes his 
success to the Grace of Lord Uchishta. 
No sage in India had commenced any 
work without praying their Ishta Devata. 

Krishnamurti says *' Uchista has helped 
me in giving me correct intution, proper 
guidance and a selective approach in the 
matter of prdgnastication. He has not 
confounded me; HE has not tlouded my 
vision. Nor He created any opportunity 
to regret. But, above all, he has set me 
on the correct path and with HIS Grace I 
have launched upon New theory which 
has set the seal on the vague traditional 
theory of prediction and opened the eyes 
of the students and scholars of Astrology 
in the field of prediction. Is my method 
not an innovation conforming to the basic 




requirements of the traditional astrologers 
and at the same time breaking new 
grounds? I feel that this is the beginning 
and what is more to follow in the field 
of research in Astrology is His concern.

Dear Sri Raman, 

I take it that you had written letters to 
me so that I may not publish anything 
against you or Astrological Magazine. 
But you or your staff publish articles 
trying to damage my reputation by mis¬ 
representing my theory deliberately. I am 
never embrassed by healthy criticism. 
Readers of my magazine and yours drew 
my attention at Madras, Hyderabad and 
Bombay and said that Sathabisha had 
written an article against me in ‘ January 
issue.’ Because all these astrologers know 


that I am the only person in this world who 
gave such a meaning correctly to Gaja- 
kesari Yoga (one yard growing beard). 
People who know our previous correspon. 
dence ask “ Has he sent a copy of Satha- 
bisha’s article to you ? Did he get your 
rejoinder as he had written in his letter ? 
The fact is that I came to know of such 
an article only through those people. 

(If you would have sent to me in advance 
the fictitious Chart illustrated in Sathabi- 
sha’s article, I would have opened the 
eyes of your editorial staff which does not 
exclude yourself. 1 would have said that 
the horoscope taken by Sathabisha as 
one of a living businessman is imaginary : 
not real: So it amounts to throwing dust 
in the eyes of the readers: because all the 
readers will not take pains to verify the 
correctness of the chart and prove that it 
is absurd, but take it as correct. God did 
not allow you to do. Why ? If you 
would have sent Sathabisha’s article and 
I also give my reply, on seeing my rejoin¬ 
der, it is likely that you would have 
stopped publishing the article of Satka- 
bisha and my rejoinder. It appeals to me 
from the past experience that you would 
have personally written to me and ended 
the matter. My precious time in inter: 
preting and explosing the absurd chart 
would have gone to waste. The readers 
would not have come to ' know what 
Sathabisha had written. It is Uchishta 
Maha Ganapathi whom I bow who does all 
these, giving an opportunity to prove 
that it is not uncommon to publish for 
illustration imaginary horoscopes or wrong 
horoscopes. Suppose one takes Bhavartha 
Ratnakara of Ramanujachariar written in 
English by you (recent edition) and the 
reader refers the horoscope of the person 
said to be born on 28—29-8-1928 at 5-33 
A.M. Lat. 16° 50' Long 5h. 3m. E(i.e. 75° 
45'E). He will piit question within 
himself, “ Is the horoscope correct? 
Where are the planets especially Jupiter. 
He should note the position of planets— 
None car. escape by saying that in that 
page there was clerical error or printer’s 
devil. Why ? Because again the same 
date of birth for another example was 
taken and printed in the same book in 
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another page and committed the same 
mistakes. I do not have the book. I saw 
years ago in a library. These pages would 
be near 45 and 80 in that book. It shows 
that it is no wonder that your editorial 
staff (whom one expects to be more alert) 
have published Sathabisha’s article, with¬ 
out verifying the charts just like in 
Bhavartha Ratnakara escaped them. • 

Mr. Raman and Sathabisha with full 
liberty can publish anything against me, 
my method and my magazine. Readers’ 
eyes are being opened and they will 
ever be kept open by my students here¬ 
after. As mentioned in your letter, I 


request and expect you to publish my 
rejoinder in your magazine for ‘Sathabisha’ 
article in January issue. It may so 
happen that you may go on tour and 
your editorial staff may not publish mine. 
I shall be happy if you, please, instruct 
them. None can prevent me to pray for 
anything. ■ So praying God to have many 
more such articles in your magazine, so 
that hereafter my students can have a 
very healthy discussion, and readers come 
to know both Sri Krishnamurti and 
Sri Raman.

NO MORE DOUBTS . TRADITIONAL ASTROLOGER 


(1) Difference between Traditional 
Astrology, Simple Astrology and Mecha¬ 
nical Astrology:— 

Traditional Astrology is the Science 
which involves days of calculation for 
Hora, Drekkana, Navamsa Dwadasamsa 
Trimsamsa Sbadbhala, Ashtakavarga etc., 
and finally unable to give the exdct nature 
of event, time of event as there are many 
alternatives, with much of flexibility and 
further not useful to offer predictions in 
cases of births within 10 minutes difference 
having the same rasi and Navamsa Chart 
but depending oh intuition. If needed, 
when time permits me, it will be discussed. 
If anybody objects, I will furnish such 
twin charts: let the learned persons 
explain how to pick out 

(a) who lives even today and who 
died, 

(b) who is rich and who is poor, etc. 
or at least give out a uniform 
method to judge. 

Simple Astrology means one single 
procedure in all cases for all problems 
taking relevant houses, to each variety of 
problems, finding out the significators and 
predict tbe results correctly with courage 
aud confidence and receive congratulatory 
letters from the persons after the predic¬ 
tions have come true. 


Simple Astrology does not need thous¬ 
ands of slokas to be memorised and use 
any of them conveniently for that 
moment. If ‘Karak Bhava Nasaya’ is 
quoted it is applicable to late Pandit ' 
Nehruji and not to late Surya Prakash 
whose horoscopes are known to the readers 
of Astrological Magazine. Mars is in 
3 to both. Panditji bad no brother. But 
Surya Prakash was one of tbe many child¬ 
ren to bis parents, having brothers. 

Mechanical Astrology needs no intui¬ 
tion. But one should know tbe requisites; 
the proper procedure to be followed 
systematically and scrupulously: study 
the instructions: then tbe mechanisms. 


Welcoming Editor at- 
Phalodi Railway Station. 
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will give the same result, whomsoever the 
mechanic may be. 

(2) It seems that Sathabisha has 
said that Astrology is not intended for 
such cheap or ephemeral purposes like 
finding the colour of the saree to be worn 
by one’s mother or wife. Is there any 
advantage of doing such a research?” One 
may ask. Sathabisha is ruled byRahuin 
Saturn sign Aquarius. Its lord, Rahu, 
can never throw light as it has no matter. 

My research mind is that 

(1) if I can predict the colour of the 
sarcc which one’s mother or wife 
will use at a time and either of 
them or both will change the 

. saree at another time, taking any 
number within 108 and using 
Horary astrology which can be 
verified at once, then if I come 
correct always, I can make use of 
this system to find the colour of 
the dress which the jocky who 
wins a race, will put on. Is it 
not scientific to select the winner 
after successful experiments; 

(2) if one knows which colour is 
beneficial to one by judging the 
ruling planets, one can prescribe 
such colours to anybody to have 
some santhi, reduction of evil 
effect. 

(This can happen only when lord of 
9 or Jupiter aspects the planets ruling the 
dasa and bhukti, then.) Suppose one is 
lazy, lethargic and idle according to one’s 
chart: if that person wants to suggest 
any remedy so .that he can be active and 
alert, suggest red colour; if one wants to 
avoid accidents prescribe red paint; if one 
suffers from small-pox leading to pustila- 
tion, suggest red colour, in which case there 
will be speedy recovery and further, scars 
will not form and disfigure one. 

Suppose one is very violentand mentally 
he is deranged, suggest blue colour; for 
violent hysterical patient, suggest blue 
colour, i.e., blue paint to the walls of the 
room, blue window curtain etc., if an 
astrologer wants to improve, let him use 
green ink. 


Therefore, one should know, which 
planet denotes which colour ; which planet 
is favourable: and suggest that colour. 
How will he believe? So, tell him that his 
wife or mother is wearing a particular 
colour, at that time and let him verify 
after he returns home or by booking a 
trunk call, if she is away. It is not 
yekshini, but science. 

He who knows how to interpret, will 
appreciate. It needs clear thinking, 
imagination and shrewd intelligence to 
analyse. Moon stands for imagination 
and clear thinking. Analytical srudy and 
intelligence are signified by Mercury. In 
my chart, Moon is exactly in the Ascen¬ 
dant and Mercury is close to meridian. 
So, I always do such successful experi¬ 
ments on minor affairs and apply'to major 
events; mostly I am very accurate. 
Though it may not look decent to write 
such articles, as a situation has arisen, 
once, for the first and the last time, I have 
to clarify. 

(3) A writer has said that “the 
Padhdhati has miserably failed in its 
application to all horoscopes”; (So he 
makes us understand that in some it comes 
alright “added to this it makes confusion 
worse confounded.” How far he is 
correct 7” 

There are many astrologers who unlearn 
what they learnt before and strictly nowa¬ 
days follow only Krishnamurti Padhdhati. 
They have offered, are offering and will 
offer astoundingly accurate predictions. 
They have no confusion. They argue very 
clearly. If one says that my system is 
confusing', I can suggest that be learns 
more from my students and has bis 
confused ideas clarified. Let him under¬ 
stand that people from Delhi, Bombay. 
Kazipet, Warrangal, Cuddapab, Hydera¬ 
bad, Bhusawal etc., visited my place, 
stayed with me in my residence, learnt 
the subject most satisfactorily and are 
opening branches of my Institute to have 
regular coaching of students and making 
them useful astrologers by following 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati. 

Also let him read the unbiased opinion 
of the Australian Astrologer, who had 
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toured throughout the world, discussed 
with all known astrologers in each 
country. With OPEN MIND he said 
that he had visited Bangalore also, and 
my system is supreme, convincing and 
correct. I have taperecorded his findings 
and then published in My Magazine 
“Astrology and Athishta.” Also other 
letters of appreciation from strangers all 
over India and outside about my 
Padhdhati may also beonce morereferred. 

(4) The writer of that article on October 
1966 Astrological magazine adds “Ilceep 
an open mind Yes. To him it is an open 
mind. To me it appears that it is an 
attempt (like Antony) to impress upon 
the readers that his judgment is impartial 
and correct. But when I have gone 
through the article, I say emphatically 
that he has not understood and used 
correctly the fundamentals, the house 
division and the sub which is essential for 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati. Therefore the 
readers may even think that it is hot an 
open mind but probably vacant mind as 
regards Krishnamurti sub-division, house 
division, etc. and hence his remark is 
baseless. 

(5) He has also said “It is easy to 
publish chart where success has been 
achieved by applying this principle after 
the event.” Yes. I will even do only in 
this manner. I want to teach, what 
method I followed and how it had come 
true. Not that, I do not fail in any. In 
those cases, when I have no time, to apply 
my method systematically and if they 
expect the prediction in no time I may 
fail. But I take it again in my leisure, 
verify and feel happy that my Padhdhati 
is correct, but in that haste one point 
escaped my notice. I never hesitate to 
publish my failure, under the title “ Limi¬ 
tation of the astrologer” and not limita¬ 
tion of my Padhdhati- 

Does he expect me to publish theoreti¬ 
cally the various rules, symphosium on any 
single point without giving my concluding 
remarks or reprint the miserably failing 
ones and failed ones. Let readers be 
informed that Mr. Surya Prakash, son of 
Mr. B. V. Raman published in 1961 


Annual issue under the title “ Hints or 
judging a horoscope” or so, his method 
of judgment and predicted that the native 
was denied of marriage. Are we to follow 
his footstep? He actually got married 
on 6-6-62. I can understand that one may 
fail in one’s prediction. But what I cannot 
understand is the reprint of the same in 
1965 Annual Issue. Does it not amount to 
misleading the readers. Has the editor 
taken pains to know whether the person is 
married or not ? Or has he at least men¬ 
tioned that it is not verified ? What a 
misguidance ! Does this writer expect me 
to write theories like this or to take 
fulfilled predictions and give the only one 
method of procedure, argue and prove 
that my Padhdhati is correct. Let readers 
judge. In the above case, I predicted to 
Mr. Seshadri that he would get married on 
6-6-62 and he invited me for the marriage 
and introduced me to a few strangers as 
one who had given astoundingly accurate 
result. 

Therefore (1) which method is supreme 
(2) what does he expect of me ? Let him 
clarify. Let me make it clear that I will 
ever do like this, proving my Padhdhati 
correct by taking the fulfilled predictions. 

Mr. N. S. Kalyanam, the writer of the 
article can write to me. I will publish 
with my remarks- Do you want me to 
publish such theories wherein it is said 
that Chavan and Ayub Khan will quit and 
Lai Bahadur will conduct the elections as

is predicted’in “ Astrological Magazine,” 
Bangalore. 

One may consider that it does not look 
alright to publish against contemporaries.

It is true. But suppose I keep quite. 
Such articles will somehow create bad 


impression on those who have not gone 
through my magazine. That is why, I 
have sent a reply to Mr. B. V. Raman to 
publish in Astrological magazine. Whether 
it appears there or not, a copy of it, I am 
publishing. So also, if incorrect ones are 
published and those who fail miserably 
are wrongly boasted and he who comes 
correct is attacked, I emphatically assure 
that I will reply suitably hereafter.

It is said that dogs bark, yet the caravan 
goes on. So also readers of Astrology 
and Athrishta are sure that Krishnamurti 
will go on doing further researches and 
will never stop though there may be 
articles like the one published in the 
October 1966 issue of the Astrological 
Magazine (page 937). 

The learned gentleman who has contri¬ 
buted the said article evidently tries to 
disprove Krishnamurti Padhdhati without 
understanding thoroughly what it is and 
how to apply it. Mr. Krishnamurti takes 
the examples of living people, explains his 
theory after his prediction is fulfilled and 
gives the addresses of the parties. He 
does not believe in theories divorced from 
practice. He puts the theories constantly 
to rigorous test and proves the correct¬ 
ness of his findings. Nay! Not even that. 
He wants to share the knowledge of his 
findings with all research.minded scholars 
and explains his Padhdhati in a most 
convincing matter. 

Mr. Krishnamurti wanted to test how 
much experience the author of the article 
in the Astrological Magazine possesses in 
Horary Astrology and the correctness of 
the presumption that the human tendency 


is always to give a number above 50. 
Accordingly,, Mr. Krishnamurti visited the 
Delhi residence of an influential Member 
of Parliament, an industrialist of standing, 
a friend of the M.P. from Calcutta and 
another from Orissa were present at the 
time. Each wanted a few questions to be 
answered by Mr. Krishnamurti. They were 
requested to give any number within 108 
for each one of the questions. The numbers 
given were 3, 6, 16, 64, 9 and 22. After 
he gave out his predictions on the basis 
of the numbers given by them, 
Mr. Krishnamurti read out to these 
gentlemen the article referred to above 
and explained his incorrect finding made 
therein which is based purely on presump¬ 
tions and felt sorry that such statements 
find a place in a magazine. 


I saw a letter written by one Mr. 
Sesbadri from. Madras addressed to Mr. 
Krishnamurti for publication. No doubt 
it is dated March 1966. It is said that late 
Surya Prakash discussed the horoscope of 
Mr. Seshadri and predicted that he 
Mr, Seshadri is denied of his marriage in 
this life (1961 Annual Issue of the Astro¬ 
logical Magazine: “Hints to judge a 1 
horoscope ”). Mr. Surya Prakash has 
taken houses 2, 4, 7, 8 aud 12.and argued. 
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The horoscope is as under:

Sun’s position is wrongly printed. This 
is printer’s mistake. Surya Prakash say 
that Jupiter aspects Mercury and Saturn 
aspects the Ascendant in the above 
horoscope in the same article. Can 
any one explain whether it is an aspect 
according to the Hindu system or the 
Western method? What is theorb? Is 
not Hindu aspect counted from sign to 
sign? Is it in Chaleeth? What sign is 
this ? If so, is it followed uniformly or 
only when convenient and comes handy? 

Mr. Seshadri has mentioned in his letter 
that he got married on the day (6-6-1962) 
exactly as predicted by Mr. Krishnanicrti, 
The person is now leading a very happy 
life with his wife, both of them earning. 
One is employed in the Education Depart¬ 
ment and the other in the Medical Depart¬ 
ment at Madras. 

Mf. Krishnamurti did not publish this 
letter so far, perhaps because he did not 
want either to wound the feelings of the 
living who speak very high of him or speak 
ill of the.dead but I am afraid Krisbna- 
murtiji may publish such letters in bis 
possession and pointoutmiserable failures 
and prove that his theory is useful, simple 
and correct and much superior to others 
if articles of the kind published in the 
October 1966 issue of the Astrological 
Magazine continue to find places speaking 
disparagingly of tested findings as half- 
baked and so on. ■ 


The author of the article in question 
would do better to give but his arguments, 
based on the orthodox method, how on 
11-5-1966 the girl got married. Let me 
suggest. When one gets married, there 
will be two horoscopes, one of the husband 
and the other of the bride. Let him 
publish both the horoscopesand advance 
his arguments in a convincing way. Let 
Krishnamurtiji prove according to his 
method. Let the readers judge which is 
fully baked. My opinion is that the 
learned author of the article should not 
make casual statements when he himself 
has a lot more to learn about Krishna¬ 
murti Padhdhati. 

What readers expect is how to predict 
correctly, what method is to be used and 
how far predictions basad on the theory 
come out correct. Precept and practice 
must go together. Science is never static. 
If in some cases the theory falls, there is a 
chance for a research worker to give out 
the corrective to that system. There is no 
use clinging to the same old methods 
which require modifications in many- 
respects. Krishnamurti caters to the need. 
His method is clear, explanation lucid and 
application simple. If one is confused, 
what are we to say.? When a teacher 
explains a problem, when many under¬ 
stand and follow it and one student were 
to say that he is confused it only shows 
lack or understanding on his part arising 
out of confusion in his mind. Does the 
mistake lie with the teacher or with the 
student? 


Editor taken to tbe V. P. M. Lecture Hall 
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I am sure the learned author of the 
article would not have hastily exhibited 
his immaturity had he taken pains to read 
various letters to Mr. Krishnamurti from 
many intelligent readers, scholars in 
astrology with experience extending to 
decades published in ‘Astrology and 
Athrishta ’ now and then. Even laymen 
had become useful astrologers by reading 
‘ Astrology and Athrishta ’ alone. Scientific 
minded as he is, Mr. Krishnamurti 
believes in discussing the horoscopes of 
people coming to him with day-to-day 
problems and not those who lived years 
and years ago. The main reason is that 
even now persons say that their correct 
time of birth is doubtful. When such is 
the fact, what is the use of discussing the 
horoscopes of those presuming some 
moment as the time of birth and giving 
out predictions and then attributing 
failures in predictions to probable wrong 
times of birth. What purpose does it 
serve? What Krishnamurti requires to 
apply his theory is the exact cusp by 
knowing the exact time. He proves his 
theory. There is no confusion at all so 
far as we go. 

I trust Mr. Krishnamurti may publish 
the chart discussed by the late Surya 
Prakash, son of Mr. B. V. Raman, in the 
Annual Number of the 1961 Astrological 
Magazine and reprinted in the 1965 
Annual Number of the same magazine in 
spite of the fact that the prediction had 
miserably failed. It would interest readers 
to know how Mr. Krishnamurti predicted 
the date of marriage of the gentleman on 
6-6-1962 when the late Surya Prakash 
had emphatically declared denial of 
marital prospects and I have requested 
Krishnamurti to explain the basis of his 
prediction. 

The readers, like me, who have been 
dabbling in books and magazines of 
astrological interest and found a lot of 


contradictions making us more confused 
than when we started, Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati has come has a blessing in 
disguise. I would go so far as to assert that 
I have learnt much more clearly during 
the last three years since I took to reading 
of the magazine ‘ Astrology and Athrishta ’ 
than all the knowledge I gained in my ten 
years study of all the available astrological 
tests and magazines. I had been a pessi¬ 
mist before that time but when I attempted 
using Krishnamurti Padhdhati I found 
myself greatly encouraged. 

Krishnamurti tries to improve and 
render astrology a pucca science by con¬ 
stant research. He will never make any 
attempts to discourage or dissuade the 
research minded scholars. He is rendering 
the science simple, scientific and mecha¬ 
nical. Unless the mechanic knows how 
to operate the machines he will meet with 
accident and fail in his attempt. Mecha¬ 
nical does not mean that no intelligence is 
needed. It needs proper systematic 
procedure. 

Let not the magazines indulge in decry¬ 
ing others. Let them take a case, advance 
their own argument and also apply 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati as is prescribed. 
Let anybody open the eye of others and let 
nobody make any attempt to throw mud on 
other's eyes, e.g., reprinting the article 
written by Surya Prakash, son of 
Mr. B. V. Raman which declared that a 
person will remain unmarried in 1961, 
whereas the person got married in 1962 
and again the same article is reproduced 
in 1965 annual issue as though the method 
followed by him is to be learnt by 
others. 

Therefore let the magazines give out 
correct methods rather than try to attack 
erudite research scholars like Krishnamurti 
and his findings without understanding it.

BLUFF WITHOUT STUFF 


(Who is ingenious? Krishnamurti or 
Sathabisha!) Who throws mud on the 
eyes of the readers ? Who opens the eyes 
of the readers ? 

Half knowledge does not serve any pur¬ 
pose : It is dangerous. 

One Sathabisha has written an article on 
page 12, in January 1967 issue of the 
Astrological Magazine, Bangalore that 
Gajakesari Yoga does not fail to make 
one popular, prosperous, etc., by quoting 
a sloka. Whereas I say, it is not a 
guarantee, all do not enjoy—many expe¬ 
rience untold miseries.) 

I had already said that if a person tries 
to criticise me indirectly, he should follow 
my method and apply it properly; better 
one does not exhibit his ignorance and 
make attempts to redicule others, in vain. 
It is bad. 

What a pity! Sathabisha does not 
appear to have undersOTbd. my theory. 
But he tries to criticise and throw mud on 
the eyes of the readers. 

The example horoscope (reproduced in 
the next page in this magazine given by 
him on page 12 of January issue Astrolo¬ 
gical Magazine) has led me to take it as 
an imaginary and fictitious chart as the 
time ana place of birth are not given and 
also all the planets are not shown in the 
chart. I prove that there can be no birth in 
the past 100 years having this chart and 
so it amounts to make dearly an attempt 
to speak ill of the really intelligent astro¬ 
loger. Let me explain and show the posi¬ 
tion of planets (Jupiter, Mars and Mer¬ 
cury in the past 100 years). Jupiter was 
near about and also in 24° Cancer on the 
following periods. One can use any 
ayanamsa between 1° and 360°. Position 
of Mars and Mercury during those periods 
when Jupiter was in Cancer were :— 

1. 24-7-1896 to 29-7-1896. Mars 
was in Aries and not, in Sagit¬ 


tarius and Mercury was in 
Cancer. 

2. 9-7-1908 to 14-7-1908. Mars 
was with Jupiter in Cancer. 

3. 30-10-1919 to 10-11-1919. Mars 
in Leo. Mercury in Scorpio. 

4. 1-10-1931 to 8-10-1931. Mercury 
in Virgo, Mars in Libra, 

It is impossible to enjoy Jupiter Dasa if 
one is born after 13th September, 1943, 
since Mars Dasa balance should be 6 years 
8 months according to him as Moon is 
shown in 24° in Capricorn ; Rahu Dasa 
for 18 years is to follow. In 1943, when 
Jupiter was in Cancer at 24°, Mars was in 
Taurus and Mercury in Virgo. “ As he 
has written that the native is a business 
man ” it means that the person is living. 
In India, normally, people do not live 
beyond 83. So I stopped with furnishing 
the position of Jupiter, Mars and Mer¬ 
cury in 1884. On 10-8-1884 Jupiter was in 
24° Cancer when Mars was in Virgo and 
Mercury in Leo. The following table will 
at the first sight prove that Sathabisha

Where is Lagna? It is in 27° Cancer. 

Where is Jupiter? It is in 24° Cancer. 

Where is Mercury? It is 24° Gemini. 

In which horoscope? In the imaginary 
horoscope furnished by Sathabisha. Even 
then, according to me a house commences 
in a cusp and ends in the next. Hence 
Jupiter goes to 12th Bhava; Mercury 
comes to 11th house. 

A planet situated in a constellation 
offers the results of that Bhava in which 
the lord of the constellation is posited. 
This is very important and it is invariably 
correct. Ever, I repeat this rule in each 
example. How this person omitted to 
note this ruling is not understood. So, 
he is wrong, to start with. Mercury is in 
the 11th house. Therefore planets in the 
constellation of those situated in the 11th 
Bhava must necessarily offer brilliant 
results and the native must realise his 
ambition. Therefore, Jupiter which gains 
strength because of exaltation—(I do not 
say that a planet becomes a benefic being 
exalted)—is in the constellation of 
Mercury which is in the 11th Bhava. So 
it has to offer such results so that the 
person wh» may be born on a later date 
will achieve his aim and fulfil his desire 
to a good extent. 

Again look at the sub in which Jupiter 
is. It is in the sub of Mars which owns 
the 10th house, which is in Sth Bhava. 
10th house indicates name, fame, reputa¬ 
tions, honour, profession and prosperity. 
5th house shows politics. Therefore, 
Jupiter gives the results of Mercury in the 
11th house and sub of Mars (5 and 10). It 
promises a successful career. 
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Moon, the other planet which has to 
cause Gajakesari Yoga is in the constella¬ 
tion of Mars and sub of Mars. There¬ 
fore, when lord of lagna is in the cons¬ 
tellation of lord of 10 and of lord 
of 10, it has to give most ddsirable results. 
Moon is in the 6th house. 6th Bhava is 
evil to the opponent. Hence, 6th house is 
for victory over enemies, success in 
election, etc. In the Dasa of Jupiter who 
is to give 11th house results during Moon’s 
sub period what other results can one 
have, except to thepopular and prosperous. 
Similar situation will give exalted status 
whether there is Gajakesari yoga or not. 
Moon in Virgo or Taurus 24 can cause 
similar effects when there is no Gajakesari 
yoga. 

According to Western system, planets 
near the cusp are very strong in producing 
the results of that house. Nearness or 
away'from the cusp is considered only for 
the strength. What Westerners call as 
Cusp is Bhava—Madhya for Hindus. So 
both do not disagree in ascertaining the 
strength. But where a house begins and 
where it ends are not the same for the 
Hindus and the Westerners. Every 
scientist has formed his own opinion on 
the statistics collected by him. Mr. Bailey, 
Sathabisha etc., can follow Hindu method 
of division of a house. Who objects? 
But I say that if one is to apply Krishna - 
murti Padhdhati he must follow the 
division of house according to the Western 
System, which is advised by me. 


12 months, at least 12 times Moon passed 
in Makara, Kataka Lagna also would be 
the lagna for many. Same Gajakesari 
Yoga operated to all. Same Jupiter Dasa, 
they could have had in between 25 and 41 
years of age. Have they all become Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament? Have they all 
prospered ? No. Not at all. Then' one is 
to find out to whom Gajakesari Yoga will 
operate favourably so that they can have 
improvement and advancement and to 
whom it is unfavourable making one a 
beggar, growing one yard beard.

What I say is this. On finding a Raj® 
Yoga, simply to say that one wil* 
be lucky in their periods gives only 
enthusiasm and pleasure to the consultant 
at that time. But actually, when that 
period runs, he suffers. So he asks 
“ What is this Gajakesari Yoga, Sunapha 
Yoga etc.)” He adds “ Krishnamurti’s 
finding is convincing because he differenti¬ 
ates between those who will enjoy (a very 
poor percentage) and those who will suffer 
(majority) even though in all their horos¬ 
copes Gajakesari Yoga is present, follow¬

These two charts are said to belong to 2 
cousin brothers. They are published in 
the Astrological Magazine January 1967 
issue page 98. If we apply the general 
principle that exalted planet should confer 
beneficial results, in chart 5, there is exal-' 
ted sub ; lord of 10 is in 6 ; there is Nee- 
chabanga Rajayoga, etc. According to 
text-book rules, he should enjoy in full.

What is the matter and what is the fact? 

Readers may assume mistakenly that 
Sri B. V. Raman would have referred to 
me such of those articles which are used 
to verify Krishnamurti Padhdhati and 
after having received my rejoinder and 
satisfying himself he would have published 
these articles in his magazine “Astrologi¬ 
cal Magazine” as he wrote to me in his 
letter dated 19-10-1966 which is reproduced 
here: 

“Shri B.V. Raman's instruction to 
our editorial department are clear:

If he would have referred and if he was 
not convinced with my rejoinder, then this 
publication means healthy and honest 
attempt to really verify my Padhdhati on 
correct horoscope and facts. But he did 
not refer. So I had to write a rejoinder 
in the March 1967 issue of the ‘Astrology 
and Athrishta ’ at pages 34-36, and said 
that there could not have been any birth 
on the earth in the past 100 years having 
Jupiter in Cancer 21 degrees. Mars in 
Sagittarius, Moon in Capricorn and Mer¬ 
cury in Gemini. This opened the eyes of 
the readers and Sri Raman had to express 
regret on a later date. 

The readers understood that though the 
Astrological Magazine calls me, mostly 
indirectly, as a new entrant, ingenious 
astrologer, self-styled professor, etc. I had 
in fact proved to be more ingenious and 
clever so that they cannot publish any 
article which is wrong amounting to bluff 
and malign my Padhdhati.

The same chart has again been worked 
out by Sri Thiruvenkatacharya and the 
dasa balance given is 1 year, 6 months and 
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17 days. The position of lagna according 
to Sri Kalyanam is between 20 degrees and 
23 Degrees, 20 minutes in Aries (Nirayana) 
and according to Sri Thiruvenkatacharya 
the Nirayana position of lagna is 5 degree 
-31 minutes in Aries. Both employ the 
same chart for the purpose of verifying ray 
Padhdhati.

. What is Krishnamurti Padhdhati ? 

(a) ■ Erection of the chart. Require-' 
ments: Place of birth, time of 
1 birth in 1ST or LMT or in Gha- 
ties and Vighaties, Raphael’s 
Table of Houses; and Raphael’s 
Ephemeris for the year of birth. 

According to Sri Krishnamurti, a house 
commences from one cusp and extends to 
the following cusp. The longitudowf the 
houses will be different' except to those 
born with sidereal time at the time of 
birth as 6 hours and the latitude of birth 
is between 14° and 18° North. 

Sri Krishnamurti says that the sign indi¬ 
cates the strength of a planet posited 
therein. The lord of a house is that 
planet which owns the sign on which the 
cusp falls. The house denotes certain 
affairs and the planets posited therein offer 
the results signified by that house during 
the period of the planets situated iD the 
constellation of the occupants of the 
house. If there is no planet in the cons¬ 
tellation of the occupant, then the occu¬ 
pant himself gives the matters of the 
house in its period, sub period, etc. When 
a house is unoccupied, the matters ruled 
by that house are offered by the planet 
who is posited in the constellation of the 
lord of the house, and if there is no such 
planet then the lord of the house himself 
offers these results, in its period or sub 
period and also in the period or. sub period 
of the planets conjoined with or aspected 
by any of the significators. Therefore, 
the nature of the result depends on the 
lord of the constellation and the source 
on the planet by its occupation and owner¬ 
ship. The sign indicates the strength, 
the planet the source, the lord of the 
constellation the nature of the result and 
the sub lord whether the matter will 
fructify or not, how it will proceed, when 
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it will culminate, whether the ultimate 
result is favourable or not, etc. 

I invite healthy and intelligent criticism 
on the basis of honest facts and correctly 
calculated charts after thoroughly under¬ 
standing Krishnamurti Padhdhati and 
following strictly the method advocated 
by him. If Krishnamurti measures with a 
particular yard stick and gives a result. 


others should use the same and find out 
whether his measurement is wrong or'not. 
When many intelligent and qualified 
people within an open mind and an ardent 
desire to know the truth had verified in 
hundreds of instances and appreciate my 
theory and call;^it a boon, I expect my 
critics who attempt to find fault with my 
methods to write to me to understand the 
truth of my theory.

The following is the chart furnished by Shri N. S. Kalyanam :— 
























Balance of Rahu Dasa given by Shri 
Kalyanam is 4 years 8 months 14 days 
and by Sbri Tbiruvenkatacbarya is l year 
6 months 17 days. Both the authors took 
this chart as an example to verify my 
Padhdbati. How can we say who is correct 
and who is wrong as long as they have 
not furnished the place of birth. To me it 
is clear that both are wrong. Readers 
expect at (east correct chart when it is 
employed to verify or defile or malign or 
ridicule Krishnamurti Padhdbati. 

Let us find out the place of birth from 
the chart furnished by Sbri Tbiruvenkata¬ 
cbarya as be has made me understand that 
he is a mathematician knowing statistics 
etc., but according to me he can be more 
careful in elementary Mathematics. 

Place of Birth :— 

Asc. 28-34 Aries ; Meridian 22 Capri¬ 
corn. 

Therefore Latitude can be 13-30 to 14-29 
North. 

Time of^birtb and Longitude of the place : 

He said that. Sun was at five degrees 
thirty minutes in Leo. (5 t 30) 28-7-44 at 12 
Noon Greenwich or 5-30 P.M^'ijG.T. at 
Leo. 5-15-30 29-7-44 12 G.M-T. or 5-30 
P.M. I.S.T. Sun was at Leo at 6-12-51. 

Therefore Sun can be at 5-30 Leo at 
11-34 5 P.M. I.S.T. If 11-34 5 P.M. is (o 
be 43-329 Ghati after Sunrise in that loca¬ 
lity on that day then the LONGITUDE 
should be 82 EAST. 

Position of Moon ; 

If Sun is at 5-30 Leo where can Moon 
be? On 28-7-44 at 5-30 P.M. I.S.T. Moon 
was in Scorpio at 6-29-24 and on 29-7-44 
in Scorpio at 18-56-1. Therefore Moon 
should be only at 9-38-7. It can never be 
in 11-55 as be has calculated. 

Dasa Balance : If Sun is in 5-30 Leo, 
Lagna 28-34 Aries and Meridian 22 Capri¬ 
corn, Moon can be in 9-28-7 Scorpio. 
Taking his Ayanamsa 23-3 Nirayana posi¬ 
tion of Moon would be 16-35-7. LIBRA: 
Hence Rahu Dasa balance should be 


4 years 7 months and 10 days but not 
I year 6. months and 17 days. 

Readers want the place of birth. They 
will erect a chart correctly and apply 
Krishnamurti Padhdbati ; also ask 
Krishnamurti to explain. Readers feel that 
such incorrect charts, incomplete data, 
lack of thorough understanding of Krishna¬ 
murti Padhdbati, .never following his 
instructions strictly/and trying to disprove 
and ridjcule bis theory by publishing in a 
magazine without referring- to him is-the 
unfair attempt to malign and on a later 
date to regret when Krishnamurti scienti¬ 
fically explains and opens the-eyes of the 
readers who have the desire to know the 
truth. 

Shri Tbiruvenkatacbarya has said that 
the marriage was celebrated during Saturn 
Dasa Mercury Bhukti Moon Anthra. But 
Shri Kalyanam said thatit was celebrated in 
Saturn Dasa Saturn Bhukti. Readers may 
take it that the contention and the scienti¬ 
fic finding of the author' of this article is 
that the girl should get married only in 
Saturn Mercury. If the correct calculation 
shows that the marriage was in Saturn— 
Saturn, readers would, like to clarify 
whether she will get again married in 
Saturn Mercury. 

Incidentally I have to voice that the 
readers wish that Sbri Tbiruvenkatacbarya 
explains clearly what he has said as it is 
confusing and contradicting. He has said 
*• In this particular case the Moon is in 
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the 7th house with do effect on marriage.” 
According to his calculation Moon anthra 
gave the marriage. He said “ Marriage 
took place in Mercury—Moon” finally 
though in the beginning he said 
“ Marriage was celebrated during Saturn- 
Mercury He argues “ Mercury is in 
distant conjunction with Venus, lord of 
the 7th house. If Nirayana chart is con¬ 
sidered these arguments do not hold good.” 
Does he mean to say that a planet in close 
conjunction or distant conjunction is not 
in conjunction in a Nirayana chart? Is, 
there any wall erected in the heavens to 
separate each sign ? Which is the crite¬ 
rion? The relative distance between two 


planets or what ? If a planet is in 29° in 
Leo and the other is in '2 0 in Virgo, is it in 
conjunction or not? Let readers judge 
themselves. 

The author of this article randon 
thoughts and the editor of the magazine 
would be' pleasantly surprised to know 
that the position of lagna, Meridian and 
Moon would be correct, though the.posi- 
tion of Sdn is different, if the girl would 
have been born in the middle pf the sea 
350 miles south of - Cuba in Atlantic 
Ocean, One should be serious in writing 
an article when it is intended to verify or 
ridicule other theory and ABANDON 
RANDOM THOUGHT. 


MR. OJHA’S ARTICLE 

(By yOur students.) 


In an article appearing on page 761 in 
the August 1967 issue of the Astrological 
Magazine published from Bangalore, the 
author Sri Ojha says “ If any one claims 
the authorship .of Naksbtra depositor 
theory, I think the claim is thoroughly un¬ 
tenable.” Perhaps Sri Ojha’s statement 
is apparently an attack on your Padhdhati 
or the method of prediction advocated by 
you based .pn the stellar theory. 

We have studied all the available litera¬ 
ture on Hindu and Western Astrology. 
We have also had occasion to attend your 
lectures-more than a hundred of them. 
We have thoroughly studied your works, 
especially your useful book ‘ Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati ’. After going through Sri 
Ojha’s article, we have no hesitation in 
saying at once that Sri Ojha has not 
understood even an iota of your theory 
and has mistaken your Padhdhati for the 
simple stsllarsystern of twenty-seven divi¬ 
sions of the Zodiac even about which our 
ancients have, -not dealt in any great 
detail, so that such literature could be put 
to good use for predictive purposes. 
Surely no one can ■ claim to have , under- 
.stood the stellar theory merely■M'romna 
quotation of .a sloka or two in Ramayana 
where the movement of planets in certain 
-stars has been casually mentioned. So far 


as many of us know, no literature has 
been bequeathed to us wherein has been 
treated systematically the influence of a 
planet in a particular star, much less in 
one of the sub-divisions of the star, as has 
been developed by you. If Dasaratha has 
cryptically said in a sentence about the 
movement of a planet in a particular star, 
how far does it benefit us? All right, even 
if it is accepted that the naksthatra de¬ 
positor theory is known all the world over 
from the days of Lord Rama, is that all? 
Are we to console ourselves and leave at 
that? Where is the literature descriptively 
delineating the influence of planets in the 
27 stars ? Does a planet exert the same 
influence whether it is in the beginning, 
middle, or end of a star? Who else except 
you has dissected a constellation into nine 
sub-divisions and explained how to- deli¬ 
neate the influence in the course of the 
planet’s passage through each one of these 
nine sub-divisions? You have done 
yeoman service to the cause of Astrology 
in this respect. You have laid down 
elaborate, clear but simple rules to make 
use of each of these sub-divisions in their 
application to every 'problem or question 
'confronting a consultant or to read all 
aspects in one’s life. One can divide a 
sign into many subdivisions as one likes. 
If is simple mathematics. How far will 
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that help us to read the various facts in a' 
man’s life if we do not possess the know¬ 
ledge as to make use of such sub-divisions 
in everybody’s chart ? Where has it been 
said, in the case of shashtiamsa division 
of a sign for example, that a particular 
division shows a particular profession, 
diseases, etc. and whether such a division 
can be used for Dasa Bhukthi system and 
transit. Are such descriptive influences 
available for all the subdivisions of the 
Zodiac? Who uses such a division and 
offers the prediction. Has Mr. OJHA made 
use of stellar theory and shashtiamsa. 

As against this, you have a clear-cut 
thinking. You are emphatic in what you 
say, namely:— 

(1) The sign in which a planet is 
posited shows the strength of the 
planet. 

(2) The planet is the source of the 
result one enjoys or experiences. 

(3) The nature of the result is shown 
by the lord of the constellation 
according to this lord’s occupa¬ 
tion and ownership of the 
bbavas. Such result fructifies 
during the period and sub period 
of the planet which is posited in 
its constellation. Thus a planet 
offers the results indicated by the 
lord of the constellation occu¬ 
pied by it and not what the 

✓ planet has to give according to 

/ the bhava it occupies. The 
nature of the result depends on 
the constellation lord and the 
source is shown by the planet. 

These rules are clear 1 there is no con¬ 
fusion. In a short time these rules can be 
usefully .'applied in transit system and 
verified. 

In the face of all these, we fail to under¬ 
stand how Sri Ojha passes an opinion 
that your Padhdhati or the theory of 
advanced stellar' astrology is not a new 
discovery. You havenot divided a star into 
four parts or a sign into 60 parts of equal 
division and left at that. You have gone 
to the length of publishing what each sub¬ 
division indicates and brought out the 


difference in the results experienced even 
though a planet may be in the same sign, 
same star and same bhava but in different 
subdivisions. This is a new finding and 
entirely your own. You do not resort to 
the steller theory according to the demands 
of the occasion and conveniently forget it 
at other times as is usually done by the 
other exponents of the ancient Hindu 
methods. 

Now, something about the miserably 
failing rules about the star theory Sri 
Ojha talks of: We are told that the lords of 
nakshairas 2, 4, 6, 8 and 9 offer beneficial 
results whereas the lords of nakshatras 3, 
S and 7 couDted from the birth star and 
the Janma, Anujanma and Trijanma stars 
and in the second and third pariyaya are 
evil. Can this be universally applied? 

It is claimed that this rule is applicable 
to Dasa Bhukti system and also to tran¬ 
sits. On the face of it, this rule appears 
illogical. - Most of us enter into service or 
business, get married, have children, go 
overseasilonstruct houses, own cars, etc., 
only in/he third dasa. To a majority of 
the mortals, the third dasa comes in adult 
age and they enjoy only at this time of 
their life. In the fourth dasa • considered 
to be good, one Grids the native falling ill, 
suffering from blood pressure.' and 
diabetes, leaving service and incurring a 
lot of expenditure to pay off debts, etc. 
What a pitiable life be leads in the fourth 
dasa! 

In the same way, during transits also, a 
person is lucky when planets transit in the 
birth star or the 3rd or 5th or 7th stars 
whereas one suffeis in the course of the 
planet's transit in the other stars.. For 
example,' if one is born in Mesba lagna in 
Aswini star be gets married in the third 
dasa of Sun, holds high position in the 
dasa of Mars. One born in Risbaba lagna 
in Robini star also gets appointed in the 
third dasa of Rahu and dies in the fourth 
dasa of Jupiter. One born in Mithuna 
lagna in Mrigasirisha naksbatra gets 
wealth during the third dasa of Jupiter in 
spite of Jupiter occupying a dushstbana or 
enemy’s camp or eclipsed, by Sun’s rays. 
How far does the rule hold good ? In the 
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same analogy, a person is seen to live 
happily in the fourth dasa of Saturn while 
we are told that Saturn Dasa if it happens 
to be the fourth will 'bring suffering or 
even death. These rules are, at best, 
general and cannot be universally applied. 
Then 100 other slokas are to be read along 
with it. Even after all this elaborate 
reading one remains perplexed and does 
not know how to proceed and heaves a 
sigh of relief by saying “ Oh ! God.” . We 
see a person scoring a thumping victory in 
the elections and getting into the high 
office of the Deputy Prime Minister in the 
seventh dasa and at the time of taking 
charge, there iSjAshtarna Sani, Jupiter in ■ 
12 to Moon, Sun in 8 to Moon, etc. Even ' 
if one were to master all the rules relating 
to Ashtakavarga, gochara and the dasa- 
bhukti system, one cannot confidently 
make a prediction. We have to look for 
other facile methods so as to move 
forward. 

We hope Sri Ojha and those of his way 
of thinking will see reasoning in what we 
say. 

According to you, the most vital point is 
the sub-division of each constellation. The 
lord of the sub'is the deciding factor. The 
sub-lord may be beneficial in respect of 
certain aspects in one’s life and detrimen¬ 
tal in respect of other aspects. . The con¬ 
stellation lord offers what it has to give 
• by occupation and ownership through the 
plqnet tenanted in its constellation and 
the result fructifies during the period and 


sub period of tbe tenanted planet. The 
lord of the sub shows whether the matter 
is favourable or not during the period of 
the planet posited in its sub at the time of 
birth. The same rule applies to the 
planets in transit and the lords of the sub 
in the same star indicate how the matter 
progresses, proceeds and culminates. If 
the lord of the constellation indicates 
marriage, when a significator .transits in 
that constellation,, matters connected with, 
marriage will go especially when the dasa 
and bbukti favourable for marriage is also 
running. When it is in one sub, tbe 
negotiation starts. In the next sub, if it is 
unfavourable, the attempt fails. During 
the time when the significator transits in 
the next favourable sub, tbe marriage is 
fixed. When it moves in a sub, the lord 
of which is not connected with marriage, 
days pass on. When again the transiting 
planet comes to the sub of a planet pro-' 
mising marriage, celebration takes place. 
The dasa and bbukti will cover a period of 
32 months. In that long period, the sub 
helps to pinpoint tbe time of marriage 
and also explains the various stages lead¬ 
ing to it. It is most scientific, very easy 
to calculate and offers indeed, correct 
judgment. In a similar mhnner, when a 
law suit is proceeding in a law court, one 
can predict how it will proceed,-when the 
bearings will go on and when they will be 
over, tbe time when judgment will • be 
delivered and whether it will be favour¬ 
able or not etc. This rule is scientific and 
is universally applicable. There is no 
confusion, and no contradiction.

The readings are based on the chart 
recast by us adopting the ayanamsa of 
Prof. B. V. Raman and established astro¬ 
nomical constants. As such there is bound 
to be difference in respect of dasa balance,' 
charts prepared by others. As such no 
Correspondence on this score will be 
entertained. 

First we shall determine the probable 
duration of life. 

Longevity 

According to eminent Satyacharya and 
Varahamihira the contemporary of the 
former, a good disposition of lagna and 
its lord, natural malefics like Kuja, Ravi, 
Sani and Rahu in 3, 6, 11 and. natural 
beneScs tike Sukra, Guru, Budha add 
Poorna Chandra in 1, 4, 7, 10 or Kendras 
and in 5 and 9 or in trines are necessary 
for good longevity. A powerful Guru in 
lagna or in trines can ward off many evils. 
8th house is bouse of longevity and Sani 
is the ay us karka. 

Here the 8thhouse falls in simha since 
.Makara lagna rises. The 8th is neither 
aspected nor occupied by any planets good 
or bad. This is good. But malefics Kuja 
and Sani in 3 and 9 from 8th weakens 
the.bhava. However there is a powerful 
’ '.spect" of natural benefic Guru on 8th 
, house. This aspect is not fully potent 
enough, as Guru is stationed in 12th 
house besides owning that house. The 8th 
house in navamsa is afflicted since malefics 
Kethu and Rahu are focussing their atten¬ 
tion on it. Further Sani who is neecha 
and .who has no neechabanga is aspecting 
■ the 8th house. Thus the 8 th house in navam¬ 
sa is afflicted. Thus the 8th house is of 


medium strength. The 8th lord Ravi is in 
an inimical place stationed in lagna. 
Though 8th lord disposition is good in 
lagna, but be is spoilt otherwise since he 
is closely eclipsed by Rahu and Kethu. 
No doubt two benefics Sukra and Budha 
are also stationed there. This does not 
add much to thestrength of kthlor.d Ravi, 
since both of them are separated by orbs 
of 19 degrees and they have moved to 12th ■ 
house from lagna bhava. However 8th lord 
is the occupant of Chandra’s constellation 
who is exalted and is having digits. Thus 
8th lord is fairly well placed.Tn the navam¬ 
sa be is eclipsed, by Rahu-Kethu and 
aspected by bitter enemy debilitated Sani, 
Thus he is spoilt in amsa. Lord oflagna 
who is incidentally the ayuskarka is exalt¬ 
ed in 10th house. But he is involved in 
mutual opposition with another malefic 
inimical Kuja. However,' the evil nature 
is tempered to a good extent since the orb 
of aspect of is separated by more than 15 
degrees. However lord of lagna is debilit¬ 
ated in navamsa. The lagna has no 
strength since malefic Kethu-Rabu and 
Ravi are all focussing their attention. The 
only angle occupied is 10th bouse. Though 
Sani is a malefic, still due to his lordship . 
over lagna, his presence in the 10th house 
adds much to longevity. The above plane¬ 
tary group brings the native under Madb- 
yayu group or life between 33-75 years. 

Markas 

Marka means death, marka lord means 
death inflicting lord. According to well- 
established rules, lords of 2 and 7 are 
marka lords! Planets in association with 
them or in those houses can"act as markas. 
Planets in association with the above lords 
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are more powerful than the planets in 
those houses. 2nd is a powerful marka 
than the 7th. Lords of 6, 8 and ,12 and 
planets in association with them or in their 
houses or constellations are secondary 
determinants. Sani if by chance gets 
marka powers he should be given first pre¬ 
ference over others. 

The native will be having Sani Dasa 
from 27-7-77 to 27-7-1996 Sani is the 
lord of Iagna and is lord of 2. He is 
exalted in 10th. From Chandra lagna he 
is a yogakarka and is in 6th house. He is 
in the constellation of hisenemy Guru who 
is lord of I2th and is in 12th. Guru from 
Chandra is in 8th as lord of 8th. In the 
navamsa Sani is the lord of 8th and is 
neecha. So Sani can act as a marka. 
Because of his exaltation and lordship 
over lagnadhipathi, he can exercise his 
marka powers by the fag end of his dasa. 
The sub-lordship goes to Guru. Guru is 
lord of 12th in 12 and from Chandra 
lagna he is lord of 8th in 8th. In amsa he is 
lord of 7th aspected by 2nd lord Chandra. 
Thus the sub period of Guru in Sani’s 
major Ipdriod is likely to be critical in 
respect of life (15-12-93 to 27-6-96). 

Raja Yogas 

These are combinations indicating 
affluence and power. The mere presence 
of any number of combinations are not 
enough, unless they are powerful and 
operate at the appropriate time during 
lifetime. In the absence of the above 
requisites, the presence of such yogas 
according to the celebrated S_l--»--Liarya, 
they are like moonlight to a blind man. 

The following important yogas which 
aSect the vitality of the horoscope have 
been culled out. 

(1) Aupba Yoga. This yoga is said to 
beformedwhen there are planets in the 
12th house from Moon except Sun. The 
results are well-formed organs good 
appearance and self-respect. This yoga 
does not make any reference to wealth and 
material aspects. 

Here Kuja is in 12th house from 
Chandra and as such the yoga is formed. 
Kuja is strongly placed in his own house. 


The native will be the recipient of the 
above yoga to a fairly good extent. 

(2) Adi Yoga. This yoga is formed 
when there are benefics in 6, 7, 8 from 
Moon or all of them in one house.' 
The results are trustworthy, luxurious, 
wealthy, affluence and long-lived. Here 
though in sign positions, the planets are 
not in the above position from the Moon, 
from bhava all of them, viz., Budha, 
Sukra, and Guru are in 8lh from Moon 

' and hence the yoga is fully present. Of 
all the three planets, the yoga caused by 
Guru seems to be more significant, since 
the native is not likely to get Budha and 
Sukra Dasa. Guru from Chandra lagna is 
lord of 11 th house of gains and is in his 
own house. Further he is in the constella¬ 
tion of Sukra though inimical, is still wel¬ 
come since he is lord of Chandra lagna and 
is 8th. The native is likely to realise the 
fruits of the above yoga in the form of 
big income, enormous profits, and all 
round prosperity and more than that full 
mental peace and satisfaction. The 
results are likely to be realised when the 
second part of Gurudasa commences in 
the natives’ horoscope (after June 1969 
and this will be felt practically throughout 
his dasa lasting upto 27-7-77). 

(3) Sasa Yoga. This is one of the 
five pancha-maha pursbua yogas which 
can lift a man from ordinary surroundings 
to pinnacle of glory ajd affluence. This 
yoga is said to be fowicd when sani is in a 
kendra which should be bis own bouse or 
exaltation place. The results are com¬ 
manding servants, wealthy, bead of an 
organisation, questionable character. Here 
Sani is in 10th which is Kendra and-is 
exalted. Hence the yoga is present. The 
yoga lord Sani has got considerable 
strength due to the aspect.of Kuja in the 
capacity of llth lord of financial gains 
and 4tb lord of estates and properties. 
The native will realise the above fruits in 
the form of expanding bis business consi¬ 
derably, involving huge expenditure and 
capital and make good returns. The yoga 
is equally significant since from its lord¬ 
ship. However due to disposition of Sani 
in the constellation of Guru, there will be 
breaks in yoga now and then in the form 
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of litigations, labour troubles, unrest 
losses and lock-outs and other sorts of 
troubles. Particularly in the sub periods 
ofKethu, Rahu and in his own sub periods 
. (21-1-11 to 30 7-80, 9-3-83 to 18-4-84, 

9-2-91 to 15-12-93). The other parts of 
Sani Dasa will be beneficial and the above 
results will be fully, realised. However, 
we do not want to make anycomments on 
the moral aspects of the native, though 
the yoga envisages about it. Kuja aspect- 
ing lagnadhipadhi gives high passions. 

Ruchuka Yoga. This yoga is formed 
when Kuja is present in the above place 
instead of Sani. This is also another 
pancha maha pursha yoga. Since the 
native, has spent his Kuja Dasa in his 
childhood; the yoga adds only to the 
strength of the horoscope. 

Mental outlook and health 

The Moon rules over the mind. Here 
Moon is becoming full and is exalted in 
5th house of thinking. More so it is in a 
beneficial sign. This disposition gives 
him extraordinary sense of imagination, 
perseverence, calm and collected, detached 
outlook, not much concerned over reverses 
or upsets in life. This gives good mental 
faculties and thinking power, self-con¬ 
fidence and steady, mind. But however 
, such a Moon helps to keep clean mind 
without false inhibitions. Further he is 
given to much thinking and acting on 
decisions taken after much of thought. 
He will generally have sense of fore¬ 
thought. However, the disposition of 
Ravi, in lagna with Kethu does not rule 
out moments of upsets and set-backs some¬ 
times melancholic and oppressive. But 
such set-backs are very short-lived. The 
disposition of Moon in constellation of 
Ravi makes him peevish and short- 
tempered. But generally such tempers are 
not exhibited 

The 6th house rules over health and its 
lord has also a say in the matter. 

Here 6th house falls in mithuna aspec- 
ted by the natural benefic Guru. The 6th 
lord Budha is in 12th, and is in the con¬ 
stellation of Ravi. In the navamsa 6th 
house is aspected by its own lord Kuja 


from an inimical place. The above 
planetary disposition gives fairly good 
health. But due to disposition of 6th lord 
in 12th and affliction to lagna by Kethu- 
Ravi, the health causes ill now and then. 
Generally the health will be good. How¬ 
ever seventh house and Ravi are afflicted. 
The 7th house has reference to kidneys 
pineal gland, ovaries etc. Rahu’s disposi¬ 
tion causes inflammation and pain, 
generally the native is liable to troubles 
like .hydrocele and gallbladder and 
kidneys troubles. This will be reflected 
during Sani Dasa especially in his own sub 
period (27-7-77 to 30-7-80) and Rahu dasa 
in Guru Dasa also is likely to give troubles 
(3-3-75 to 27-7-77). Ravi’s affliction 
generally causes heart troubles and pain 
in the chest- As Ravi is closely influen¬ 
ced by Kethu, the native as far as possible 
should restrain himself in dealings with 
females since lusture and bodily felicity is 
likely to fade away. As lagna suffers 
affliction, in spite of 6th house and its lord 
being well placed, the native will be liable 
to illness now and then. 

Relationship with Brothers and Sisters 

This aspect has to be studied from 3rd 
house and its lord. Here the 3rd falls in 
a benefic sign and the third lord himself 
is a benefic. In the navmsa the third lord 
is Ravi. The third lord Guru is with 
natural benefic in bhava association. This 
generally gives him good-natured and 
kind-hearted brothers and sisters. The 
third lord Guru and lord of lagna are ene¬ 
mies no doubt, but Sani is in the constel¬ 
lation of third lord. This generally gives' 
cordial relationship with each other. But 
however due to inimical nature of planets, 
differences are likely which is inevitable 
in any family. Throughout the native is 
likely to have good relationship with 
them. The third lord disposition in his 
own house and lagna lord being stationed 
in lagna lord’s constellation indicates that 
the native will be helpful to their brothers 
and sisters. 

Vehicles and landed properties 

This aspect has to be studied from the 
4th house its lord, and karka for lands 
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and Sukra the 'karka for vehicles. Here 
4th house falls in Mesha, 4th lord Kuja is 
strongly entrenched in his own house. We 
have seen that Kuja has caused Ruchuka 
yoga. He is aspected by beneSc Guru and 
exalted lord of Iagna. The above par 
excellant disposition of the factors indi¬ 
cate that- the native will own lot of pro¬ 
perties. Guru - and Sani dasa should 
prove fully beneficial in this respect. Due 
to influence of 12th lord on 4th and its 
lord, and mutual opposition between the 
malefics Sani and Kuja, there will be 
troubles, litigations and lot of worry. 
(9-6-69 to 27-7-77, 30-7-80 to 9-3-83, 

' 18-4-84 to 18-6-87 to 30-12-89.) Sukra 
the karka for vehicles has caused adhi- 
yoga and 4th lord is strongly disposed. 
Sukra in 12th is a good disposition. Due 
to par excellent strength of Sasa-Ruchuka 
yogas the native will own fairly good 
number of vehicles. 

Children Welfare 

This aspeet has to be studied from the 
5th house, its lord and putrakarka Guru. 
Here 5th falls in Vrishaba occupied by 
exalted Chandra-lord of 7th, 5th lord 
Sukra though with malefic Kethu and 
Ravi, is not actually influenced by them, 
since they have moved to' 12th house, 
since Guru is in 12th and is Kanya 


navamsa and 5th lord Sukra is with 1 an 
impotent planet Budha, the native will 
have limited offspring and late begetting. 
As 5th house is influenced by female 
planet also, the native, will get children of 
both sexes. Neither 5th house nor its 
lord suffer much affliction, the ’ children 
will be obedient. However 5th lord in 
12th indicates loss of one child and few 
more still births.' 5th lord Sukra and 
Iagna lord are friends.. 7th lord stationed 
in 5th lid'eates the mother’s attachment 
to them.' ■tl^vierally the children will be 
much attached to them. Generally the 
native will have nothing to worry on 
account of progeny. 

Married Life 

This aspect has to be studied from the 
7th house of marriage, its lord and 
Sukra. 

Here 7th lord Chandra is exalted in 5th 
house of love-affairs. 7th house though 
afflicted by Ravi-Kethu, and aspect of 
Sani still the exaltation of Chandra is a 
powerful an.tedote against the mischief 
mongers. Tn the navamsa 7th lord Guru 
is in a beneficial place aspected by hand-. 
some planet Chandra. 

The above planetary disposition indi¬ 
cates a sort of pre-arranged marriage • 
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or partners known to each other before 
marriage. 

The wife will be beautiful, with 
womenly outlook, good physical feature 
fair complexioned, modern outlook, lover 
of comforts • and fashion, generally good 
hearted mentally cool and collected. A 
woman of forgiving disposition. Since 
7th lord is strongly disposed the married , 
life throughout will be happy and cordia- 
’ lity will be maintained. 

As there are no real afflictions or male¬ 
fic influences acting on 7th house of . 
marriage, we do hot propose to make fur¬ 
ther observations on this aspect. 

Religious Outlook 

Religion implies faith and belief in 
God. Orthodoxy calls for sticking to 
traditions and customs without faith in 
them or God, which will be due to force 
of circumstances or fear of elders. This 
aspect has to be studied from the 9th 
house of religion, its lord karka for 
divinity Guru, karka for aetheism Rahu, 
Sani—the planet of philosophy, Kethu— 
final emancipator. Here 9th lord Budha is 
in 12th houseand 9th house is freefrom the 
affliction of otherplanets. 9tli lord Budha 
is with Guru removed from him by more 
than 10 degrees. This does not give him 
much belief in God and similar matters- 
Generally he will have ordinary faith and 
belief in God. By nature he is not ortho¬ 
dox- 

Finance and Profession 

Financial aspects have to be studied 
from the 2nd house of general wealth 
and its lord, 11th lord of financial gains 
.apd its house, 9th house of general luck 

d its lord. Guru is the natural indicator 
jf wealth. Before adverting to financial 
factors, it should be born in mind that 
the horoscope derives lot of vitality due 
to the presence of two pancha maha 
purusha yogas (Sasa and Ruchuka) which 
assures all round prosper! ty. 

Here the 2nd house falls in Kumbha. 
The second is neither aspected nor 
occupied. This is good. In the navamsa 
the 2nd falls in Kataka aspected by lagna 


lord, Sth lord Sukra and third lord Ravi 
is stationed there. From Chandra lagna 
2nd house falls in Mithuna aspected by 
11th lord and natural indicator of wealth 
Guru. Thus the 2nd house is well placed. 
The 2nd lord is Sani who is also lord of 
lagna and is exalted in 10th house giving 
rise to ruchuka and raja yoga. He is 
powerfully aspected by 11th lord of 
financial gains. The aspect as far as finan¬ 
cial considerations, concerned are wel¬ 
come. Thus the 2nd lord gets highly 
fortified.. But the only drawback. to 
2nd house is that its lord gets debilitated 
in amsa without the aspect of a benefic or 
cancellation of debilitation. We shall 
study this implication in the subsequent 
lines. In the navamsa the 2nd lord is 
in 10th giving rise to' another raja 
yoga. Thus the 2nd lord is parexcel- 
Iantly, disposed. Further there is an 
exchange of signs between Sani and Sukra, 
both being friends. However Sani suffers 
slightly due to his disposition in the con¬ 
stellation of 12th lord inimical Guru. 

The 11 th house of financial gains falls in 
Vrischika- aspected by 7th lord of business 
who is highly exalted. From Chandra 
lagna 11th falls in Meena. 11th lord Kuja 
is in 4th causing raja yoga and also 
Ruchuka yoga aspectad by 2nd lord Sani 
in exaltation. 2nd and 11th lord aspect 
each other mutually deriving much benefit 
from one another. 

From Chandra lagna 2nd lord has 
caused adhi-yoga, in which 11th lord takes 
prominent part. Thus 11th house and its 
lord are again well disposed. 9th house 
of general luck falls in Kanya and 9th lord 
Budha gets digbala by virtue of his presence 
in lagna and he is in 12th and hence gets 
blemished. But from Chandra-lagna 9th 
lord-Sani, who is also lord of 10th is exa¬ 
lted and hence gets fortified considerably. 
In the navamsa 9th lord is neecha and he is 
in 11th house. Thus we find that the 
financial factors are well disposed and 
more so financial lords have taken part in 
the fomentation of the two pancha maha 
purusha yogas. Such a strong disposition 
of wealth factors indicate fabulous ear¬ 
nings (in lakhs) and enormous gains. 
Generally the native will be very affluent 
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throughout his life. But the affliction 
which the financial houses suffer will be 
experienced in the form of the native 
dying penniless and loss of money in the 
concluding part of his life. Money will 
be squandered and wasted on all unworthy 
attempts. Guru Dasa operating from 2nd 
part of his phase to start on or after 
9-6-1969 will give the above results parti¬ 
cularly in the sub periods of Chandra, 
Kuja 27-11-72 to 27-3-74, 27-3-74 to 
3-3-75. Sani Dasa will give the full results 
of the above yoga. However with 
advent of Rahu bukthiin Sani Dasa things 
will deteriorate and the native will lose 
major portion of his wealth (15-12-93 on¬ 
wards). The professional aspect has to 
be studied from the 10th house and , its 
lord. Here the 10th house falls in Thula. 
10th lord Sukra is in 12th. Sani, lord of 
finance and lagna in exaltation is in 10th 
house. Thus the 10th house gets fortified 
considerably. From Chandra lagna 10th 
lord Sani is exalted.' We have seen that 
10th house is strengthened due to Sasa 
yoga formation by Sani. The factors are 
well disposed with regard to profession. 
This itself indicates that the native will 
expand his trade to various directions. 
The! disposition of 10th lord in 12th 
house is indicative of foreign business and 
transactions. 


The periods mentioned in respect of 
finances are likely to prove beneficial. in 
this regard. 


The native will have labour • unrest, 
strikes, lock-outs and reverses. But he 
will be able to meet them with stiff resis- 
tence since 6th house and its lord are well 
placed. The native does not seem to have 
steady line of business. 


The source of business is indicated by 
planets influencing 10th house, its lord. 
Here 10th house is occupied by Sani—Sani 
rules over labour, ' textile goods:-and 
machineries. Venus is lord of 10th.- 
Venus rules overdyes, nylon, silks,cinema 
field, publicity, good of luxury and beauty. 
The native is likely to fare well in case 
he starts manfacturing of colour dyes and 
cinema line in the lines of distribution and 
publicity. / 

It should be remembered that it .will be : 
very difficult' to : pin-point out the : 'exact 
profession. If attempts are put forward- 
consistent with the planetary directions, 
things are likely to shape better.

Page 18. Book Muhurtha or Electional 
astrology—author B. V.- Raman “ should 
„ the radical horoscope indicate ' several 
afflictions, no muhurta can ensure real 
success. In fact, the strength of the birth 
chart may even prevent the person from 
taking advantage of the propitious period. 
Or at best, the chances of failure may be 
somewhat minimised. There is therefore 
an important factor to be considered, viz., 
whether the birth chart is really so power¬ 
fully afflicted as to offset the chances of 
success shown in the election chart.” 

Again refer page 12 in the same book 
" what is' meant by Muhurtha? How far 
is it superior to horoscopy ? These are 
important questions which we shall try to 
answer in this chapter. Horoscopy reads 
•what • is indicated by the planetary posi¬ 
tions at the time of birth being the resul-. 
tant of one’s previous Karma. In other 
words, it has to do lonly with what one 
has brought with him—the sum. total of 
one’s inheritance—physical, mental and 
material. Here we do nothing more than 
read simply a technical letter as if it were 
written in planetary and other symbols. 
Muhurtha, on the other hand, is much 
more important. It gives valuable direc¬ 
tions by following which the person will 
be enabled to remove, neutralise, counter¬ 
act or overcome the evils indicated by the 
horoscopic chart. Horoscopy is diagnos¬ 
tic. It merely points out thel ills but 
prescribes no remedies. Muhurtha is 
prescriptive as well as preventive. It tells 
how by undertaking ventures at auspicious 
times onS can ward off the evils and 
ensure success.” 

My Judgment: Neither one’s will, nor 
the muhurtha considered to be auspicious 
by that astrologer who has not compared 
one’s birth chart and that of the auspi¬ 
cious Muhurtha; can to any extent 
modify, nullify or change the results indi¬ 
cated in the horoscope if judged correctly' 
by following accurate method of predic¬ 
tion and forgetting, once for all, the 


ambiguous, vague and confusing princi¬ 
ples of which a few rules contradict the 
other few. 

Let us take the chart of a person and 
find out his life reading. A wise astrologer 
predicts the time of his marriage. He gets 
married at that time, not taking into con¬ 
sideration whether that moment will be 
considered as auspicious or inauspicious 
by the common astrologer. He leads a 
pleasant life with wife. 

Another person who is destined to lose 
his wife on the same evening of the date 
of marriage, born in-a noble, rich and 
religious Vaishnavaite family consulted 
the astrologers, selected the most auspi¬ 
cious minute according to their calcu¬ 
lations and celebrated the wedding exactly 
at that minute. What happened? Alas! 
The bride took her seat in a car for pro¬ 
cession in the evening on the same day 
and took one “Becda ” Instantly, she 
reported that her heart was paining and 
collapsed at once. The marriage party 
attended her funeral. The person is alive. 
He holds a good position in Police Depart¬ 
ment in Madras. His horoscope shows 
2 wives and that the duration of the first 
married life is very short. His horoscope 
shows that only at that minute he should- 
get married and it also shows that the 
planetary position- for the moment of his 
marriage when compared with his chart 
also indicates loss of wife suddenly and 
shortly. Therefore whether you select a 
time or not, you will have things done at 
the time as is indicated by your chart which 
may to the common principles followed 
by traditional astrologers as auspicious or 
inauspicious.. I am of strong opinion, 
which is the truth, that the birth chart 
shows when one can undertake to do a 
thing: how its fate would be, etc. If a 
chart is erected for the moment of com¬ 
mencement and studied along with the 
birth chart, both will agree in fulL There 
can be and will be no difference at all. 
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Suppose 2 people born in Gemini 
Ascendant one having Jupiter in 23° in 
Mercury star Jupiter sub in Cancer and 
another having Saturn and Kethu in 
Cancer (Rahu in Capricorn) (at 4°) in 
Saturn’s star and Saturn sub, start inde¬ 
pendently business when Moon is in 
Punarvasu 4th Pada in its own sign. The 
lagna at the election time is considered by 
them as auspicious. The star is also 
favourable. (9th star—Anujanma in 9th 
sign) yet he who had Jupiter in Cancer, 
Moon in Anuradha in birth chart prospered 
whereas the other person born in the same 
Gemini, in Anuradha star (Moon) having 
Saturn and Kethu in Cancer, had to close 
the show due to the non-co-operation of 
the staff, pilferage, loss, etc. 

Both displayed the signboard, did pooja 
and opened the shop at the same time. 
Bothwerebornin the same lagna, rasi and 
nakshathra. What happened? The so- 
called auspicious moment had to be good 
to one but proved to be very bad to the 
other. Why? If you follow western 
system, to one Moon progresses (lord of 2 
conjunction lord of 10) and conjoins 
Jupiter, whereas to the other Moon (lord 
of 2) conjoined with .lord of 8 and 9 
Saturn and the node Kethu. -r—— 

Therefore, which is important ? Is it. 
not clear that the auspicious time is to be 
selected taking the chart of the person 
mainly and then noting the position of 
the planets at the auspicious time ? 

A question may be posed ? Suppose 
you p' .ct that I should lose I ask you, 
who C m to be wise or intelligent to 
elect s A ime? What will you do? I will 
give you this reply: Considering your 
chart, say, 8-30 A.M. on a particular day 
is good to start but I have to add that 
considering your chart, you can’t open 
them. You will announce that at 8-30 
there will be the function. A minister may 
agree to open it. You will be ready. But 
the minister, will arrive late and at the 
time, which will be adverse alone, the 


function will take place. The horoscope 
erected for that moment and your chart 
both will and must show the same result. 

Therefore election of auspicious time or 
Subha Muhurtba needs proper study. 
Hence I have decided to give the various 
aspects to be learnt by the students. 

I can recommend any book as a text¬ 
book. But ho text-book brings out .the 
truth clearly j offers explanation to my 
satisfaction and gives the author’s single 
opinion and decision. 

As regards Muhurtha, generally one 
should avoid Rahu-Kalam.' It is consider¬ 
ed to be most inauspicious. - It is said that 
no good work can be done during Rahu 
Kalam. Those hours are as follows:. 

7-30 A.M. to 9 A.M. on Mondays 

9- 00 A.M. to 10-30 A.M. on Saturdays 

10- 30 A.M. to 12 Noon, on Fridays 

12-00 Noon to 1-30 P.M. on' Wednes¬ 
days. 

1-30 P.M. to 3-00 P.M. on Thursdays 

3- 00 P.M. to 4-30 on Tuesday 

4- 30 P.M. to 6-00 P.M. on Sundays. 

This rule is observed only by the people 
in Madras and Kerala. In other States in 
India, it is not known nor observed. They 
have done good in these hours. Again 
yama-kandam is not known to many 
Hindus. 

In some States, Tuesdays, Saturdays, 
New Moon days are avoided for marriage 
etc. In some States they give preference 
only to these days. • 

. ‘ Varjitham’ is followed by some where¬ 
as some do not know and observe. In 
India itseif, Hindus follow various rules. 

Which is to be followed ? what are the 
effects ? Ail these will be explained in my 
book Eiectional astrology or Subha- 
muhurtham.

SELECTION OF AUSPICIOUS TIMINGS 


Astrology is a divine science which is 
used to find out the various results which 
one will enjoy or which one has to face 

(a) as indicated by the position of 
the zodiac rising in the east at the 
time of birth for that locality as 
well as the situation of the 
planets in the zodiac or 

(b) as indicated by the ascendant a 4 
the moment of the commence¬ 
ment of any action or at the 
moment of committing any job 
and the position of the planets 
in the Zodiac. 

Karma and Destiny 

We say that “Man Proposes and God 
Disposes.” It clearly shows that we make 
all efforts to gain our objects at our 
desired time. But neither the ultimate 
result, the interim hindrances, obstacles 
and impediments nor the time of materia¬ 
lisation and enjoyment of such results, are 
in our hands. I declare that one who 
gives much importance to one’s self and 
has egoism attributes one’s success to 
his will and efforts. But only when, in 
spite of all his efforts, he meets with 
disappointment, . he thinks of ‘ Fate, ’ 
‘Destiny’ etc. The honest truth is that 
none can dodge or hood wink one’s fate. 
Whether one wants or not, whether one 
makes attempts or not, if one is destined 
to enjoy, he enjoys. If destiny is other¬ 
wise, he can never modify nor multiply the 
fate. It will work according to Divine 
Plan 

Destiny unalterable 

Divine plan was planned long, long ago. 
The action of a living being in the pre¬ 
vious birth and the meritorious deed to be 
done in this birth to modify one’s evil 
results are fully considered and a judgment 
' is passed. Thereafter by the Almighty 


who alone gives us this birth, selects a 
particular couple and the locality. He 
alone knows what birth one is given. He 
executes the order passed by him (impar¬ 
tially) without any change. God knows 
the past, the present and the future. He 
takes into consideration everything. And 
it is the Maya and His Leela that we are 
born many a time and we enjoy or suffer 
in each life depending on the Karma done 
by us. Therefore whatever we have in this 
birth, it is due to the past Karma and the 
judgment based on that. Hence Destiny 
is an unalterable one as none can 'change 
the previous Karma which was once for all 
done and finished. God also cannot 
change. Therefore, destiny is to run its 
course without any modification. So, 
there is no room for free-will to play. One 
ignorant of astrology, can attribute his 
success to his will; When something hap¬ 
pens against his expectations, then he cor¬ 
rects himself. 

Once a poor paid person in 1951 appro¬ 
ached me to have his reading for the next 
two years. He got married in 1949 : His 
wife gave birth to a girl in 10 months and 
within 1 year she bad a second daughter. 

On hearing that even the second delivery 
was female child, be was depressed and 
his spirits were down. So, he approached 
the astrologer. In a few days, he was 
transferred to a city. Due to difficulty in 
getting an accommodation for bis family 
and mostly due to the fear that he might 
have a third child in 1952, he used bis will 
and kept his wife in his father-in-law’s 
place. After 14 months he got an accom¬ 
modation. His wife joined him. In the 
next 10 months, she delivered twins as 
though God compensated for the last 
year. 

Again he was retransferred to the parent 
department. After bis arrival at Madras, 
he came to me and wanted to have his 
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reading. From the planetary position at 
the moment of his query and his request 
to have the reading of the past 2 years 
made me feel that he wanted to test. So 
I asked him to note the important events. 
He narrated the above story. When I 
took from the file, his reading already 
written and kept inside, he was in a hurry. 
I handed over to him saying that at the 
time I started writing his chart, Venus 
Dasa Kethu Bhukti started. So he will be 
separated from the family. Then he will 
have reunion after 14 months. During 
Sun Dasa Mars Bhukti he will have twins 
bom as Sun and Mars were in Gemini at 
the time of his birth on 27-6-1923 (Mars 
25° 22' and Sun 12° T Gemini). His 
star was Jyeshta. Mercury Dasa balance 
was 2 years 2 months.— 

When he found that the prediction given 
according to the astrological science is 
actually what he had experienced, he said 
“Sir, I thought that I sent my wife home 
due to my strong will to avoid another 
child in 1952 ; but never I expected a twin 
birth: whenever I think of God,- J .oray 
that I should have no more child. I also 
Try. 'Yet, the revengeful God gave me a 
. twin.” 

Let me pose this question. Which is 
it that is in one’s hands. Can he make a 
choice of. ther or mother or nationality 
before h! irth and so, be born ? All, 
out of the 1 ;norance of the divine plan 
revealed, by r Astrology attribute to one’s 
will as long as they achieve their objects 
as they aim and only when everything 
goes against, they realise : they may or 
may not openly give expression for the 
correction they have made. 

Astrology is a Science 

Therefore one can never change the 
karma done in the previous birth. So 
God cannot change the fate. The 
Science to reveal it is only Astrology. 
Therefore Astrology is a pucca science 
which will pinpoint the nature of event 
—and the time of event which had happened 
and which are to happen. 

He who does not know/ how to use an 
machinery received ;is an inherited 


property, will say that the machine is 
likely to work as it was used by parents 
in previous generations. He who knows 
the mechanism thoroughly well, uses it 
and says that the instrument needed some 
adjustment and that after so adjusting he 
uses it for the benefit of all. 

Similarly, I am sure that those, who 
cannot predict any event , mentioning 
clearly the nature of event and precisely 
the time of event, will give many alterna¬ 
tives and say that Astrology is a science of 
tendencies. If it is to show only the 
tendency , then Astrology has no place 
at ail. Nobody wants astrology. Its use 
is nil. If one offers a perdiction, saying 
that it shows the tendency, clients will 
take that it is nothing but a guess-work. 
It is similar to a child predicting to its 
own expectant mother that he will have a 
younger boy, born. "He knows that the 
mother is on the family way. A child is 
expected. If it comes true is he. an astro¬ 
loger ? What is the principle used ? Can 
he give any reasoning? Such a child 
alone can say that Astrology is a science 
of tendencies. Those who use only the 
traditional system without any advance¬ 
ment and divine grace have to select in the 
alternatives. 

I have predicted unimaginable nature of 
events and the time of events correctly by 
applying Krishnamurti Padhdhati. It is 
not that I do not fail. I do fail in such 
instances where I had not been given the 
adequate time to use my method properly 
and systematically. But Krishnamurti 
Padhdhatinever fails and it will never fail. 
Those who have understood Krishnamurti 
Padhdhathi say that Astrology is a science 
throwing light on the dark future which 
can never be altered by anybody including 
God and this science does not show the 
tendency but clearly indicates the actual 
happenings. Planets indicate. They do 
not dictate. Destiny caused by Karma 
dictates. Astrology reads the destiny. 

Data available—incomplete:— 

Anyone who has studied only Hindu 
system of predictive astrology, has to 
work out the Shadbala, the Ashtaka 


The regular students of Warangrl. Hanamkonda and Kazipct 


Varga, the various Charts Hora, 
Drekkana, Saptbamamsa, Dwadasamsa, 
etc. and spend days after days for 
such a confusing and cumbersome cal¬ 
culations, and at the time when be is 
to predict, he turns over the pages many a 
time; even after such calculations and 
attempts he has to depend on his intuition, 
guess and at last gives a prediction with 
many probabilities which a lay man with 
ordinary common sense can say. They 
do not know any simple and clear method 
of prediction to portray the events accu¬ 
rately. They could have studied the 
system which has many contradictions in 
its dicta and which confuses the students. 
If the Hindu System can be compared to 
storm water—a muddy one—Krishnamurti 
Fadbdbati is the filtered water of the 
storm ‘ water and further sterilised. 
So it is clear and pure. When you see the 
bottom of a pond through muddy water, 
bow can you see clearly the material at its 
bottom. But when you see through the 


clear water, you boldly declare the truth. 
Those who follow the Hindu System 
alone cannot predict the diametrically 
opposite results of 2 persons born to the 
same mother at the same Longitude 
and Latitude with a difference of 3 
minutes in their birth time. One of the 
twins was kidnapped by a boy, in July 
1967 whereas the other remains at home 
unmarried. The parents approached me 
and showed the horoscopes. The Lagna 
is in the same sign and star. The diffe¬ 
rence in the position of the Lagna in the 
zodiac is only 0°—45'. The Navamsa 
Lagna and the navamsa sign occupied by 
the planets remain the same. In all the 
maps (Hora, Drekkana etc.), they are 
shown in the same position. Asbtaka 
Varga remains the same. Ududasa is the 
same. Gocbara also is same. . If these 
two charts are shown to the traditional 
astrologers, they have no science to prove 
that one will run away and get married 
whereas the other will stay ’at home 
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singly without the company. Even after 
the astrologer is informed, he cannot 
produce a rule. Such astrologers have no 
other go except to cal! Astrology as a 
science of tendencies. But he who studies 
and masters Krishnamurti Padhdhati and 
the intellectuals will not accept such a 
statement but prove that it is a pucca 
science after thoroughly mastering Krish¬ 
namurti Padhdhati. They will add that 
wise people will say that one’s free will 
cannot, to any extent modify the fate. 
Also they will agree in saying that Astro¬ 
logy has no place and no use if one can 
change one's fate. Ignorance of the real 
truth, lack of intelligent and successful 
research and intuition, repetition of the 
words of different writers and taking shelter 
under their wings are the real facts to call 
that the planets indicate the tendencies. I 
do not disrespect the elders, especially the 
departed souls. I respect our sages much 
more than what others can do. A person 
has great respect to his father, grandfather 
and elder brother. All of them at' audi¬ 
tors. Father and Grandfather do not agree 
in the accounts. Their figures differ. 
The elder brother understands both their 
workings and he tries to follow both of 
them. He is confused. He knows that 
there is mistake. But he simply calls 
that his e' rs cannot commit a mistake. 
Younger ■ ther finds that all the three, 
give absoli ly different findings and they 
do not agrc-6 with each other. Actually, 
everyone is wrong.- They have caused 
confusion. So he works and comes out 
correctly. That he is correct is declared 
by intellectuals with open mind. What is 
wrong in saying that the elders were not 
correct? Is it a crime? So also, consider 
the sages. How many Sidhanthas are 
there? All are given by our sages. If 
one wants" to know the position of 
Moon for any single moment and calcu¬ 
late, following each Sidhanta, he gets 
different position. Tile time is the same. 
The Moon is also the same Moon. But 
the position calculated and found is 
different? Is it not a fact? So, are all those 
sages correct ? Then who is correct and 
who is wrong? Of the 18, if at all one 
alone can be correct,'when there are 18 
different answers. How can one expect 


the research worker keep silent without 
opening the eyes.of the readers? If he 
were to point out does it amount to dis¬ 
respecting them. Or, do people want such 
incorrect ancient authors to be worship¬ 
ped, saying that they can never go wrong? 
I am sure, he who is to make money or 
lead his life, by using only those methods 
handed over to them and he who is really 
afraid of accepting the failures in the 
system (because--if they point out the 
mistakes they will be asked to explain 
which other system they follow—and they 
have no other method—so they have to 
necessarily say that every word of our 
sages must come true. They were Rishis 
etc.), because who will approach one who 
knows only the method which fails mise¬ 
rably in many cases—in majority of the 
cases. Such methods are inapplicable. 
Especially in cases where the Lagna and 
position of planets in rasi and Navamasa 
remain the same. 

This is the main reason to say “Planets 
Portray Probabilities”. No. But I say 
“ Planets promise a particular event at a 
Particular Time. 

Hence one should first take the muddy 
water, filter and then render it bacteria- 
free. I tell you if you use muddy water, 
you will suffer from Dysentery. If you use 
the crystal clear ' steriled water, both 
bacteria free and poison free you never 
suffer. 

So you study the Hindu System Under¬ 
stand the fundamentals. Then you build 
up. Honest fact is that the material 
available is incomplete and confusing. 
Research is necessary. I do not want you 
to study Krishnamurti Padhdhati alone. 
Read everything. At last you will know. 
Take the selection of auspicious time to 
start a work. 

What does the purohit or an astrologer 
ask you? Your birth star i.e., the position 
of Moon at the time of your birth. Then 
certain rules are given by sages. He 
applies and picks up a time using an 
almanac. (Again, varieties of almanac.) 
The astrologer does not take the full 
horoscope, note the exact position of the 
Ascendant and that of the various planets. 
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Not only the dicta is- incomplete, but also 
some of the astrologers do an imperfect 
work. Probably, they are to learn more. 
Then what is to be done ? One must take 
the position of planets for the moment. to 
be selected and find out how they will 
react with the position of the planets and 
the ascendant of the consultant. Other¬ 
wise the same moment may be good for a 
few and will necessarily be evil for the 
Other^few. 

3 people have to compete. They con¬ 
sult the astrologers to find out an auspi¬ 
cious time to file the nomination paper. 
All the astrologers decide a particular 
moment. The election officer receives all 
the 3 papers at the same time. The elec¬ 
tion is held on a later date. These 3 
people insert their vote at the same 
moment, each in his own boy. Only one 
wins. The other loses and the third loses 
both the election and the deposit. Does it 
not show that the time selected should be 
after comparing the position of the 
planets at that moment and their position 
in every individual’s chart and then say 
both. What are they ? Sir, according to 
our system, a particular moment is good. 
But the same moment is actually good to 
the winner and adverse to the other two, 
according to birth charts. 

The passengers in a special train leave 
the starting station at the most auspicious 
moment. The time of starting is the same 
for all of the pilgrims. Sometime later, a 
buffalo crosses the line and the driver 
has to apply the sudden break. A few 
roll down from the upper berth and have 
the fracture of the bones. A few knock 
their heads and get injured. A few escape. 
Then, do these depend on the moment 
when the train started or it is due to the 
favourable and unfavourable aspects 
between the transitting planets and those 
in the radical chart. 

When Sharada Bill was about to be 
introduced in 1930 we had our marriage 
celebrated in the same sandal on the same 
day. The moment of Mangalyadharanam 
was also the same to all of us. We were 
five couples—all cousins. 

One of the couples went' to Singapore 


and in 1942, the husband died during wai 
time. 

Other couple got divorced. Regarding 
the third couple, the girl died at the time 
of the delivery of the first child while 
young. 

The fourth couple are living and they 
want to adopt a child as she never 
conceived. 

The fifth couple is myself and my wife. 
We have 3 boys and 3 girls and we lead a 
happy life. 

If the auspicious time can change one’s 
evil period or if that time has to bring out 
only one result, how can one explain and 
justify the above different results. (The 
marriage was celebrated in a village in 
Tanjore District.!’ 

It is not correct to say that an idiot will 
pass an examination with credit if he 
remits the examination fees at an auspi¬ 
cious time selected by considering only the 
day, the thithi, the star, the yoga etc.; or 
if he leaves the house at a propitious time, 
or fills up his pen with ink at such a 
lucky time or' purchases the paper to 
answer at the so-called fortunate minute 
without judging his chart. When one is 
to fail according to one’s horoscope, how 
can this good time change his fate. No 
person with common sense and .real 
astrological science will agree. 

Also, if a person is destined not to 
have any child, even if he has union only 
on the auspicious moments, can he get 
any? How? If any one were to. say that 
the horoscope shows no child, but he has 
got a child as he advised him to unite at 
the auspicious moments selected' by him, 
are we not wise enough to come to the 
conclusion, that the astrologer applied 
such failing methods and declared that he 
would have no child and then when a child 
is bom, he attributes the result to the time 
of union. 

The so-called auspicious time selected 
by the computers of almanacs or by the 
astrologers without referring to one’s 
horoscope; is useless. It may or 
may not be beneficial to him. No doubt

the moment is auspicious. But it is 
not good to all. Food for one is 
poison for the other. A person wants to 
make a purchase. He notes the auspi¬ 
cious time. He does it at the same 
moment. He finds that he has given away 
by mistake a ten rupee the new note in 
place, a one-rupee old note—when he 
came home of the child fired a cracker and 
the new clothe caught fire. What is it? 
Are we hot to consider the chart of the 
individual also. If that astrologer is 
asked, mentioning all these facts, he has 
nothing to answer to this person, .but he 
will congratulate theshopkeeper by saying 
that it was he who sent the customer at 
that time. Oh God! Such cannot con¬ 
tinue to exist. Time is. come when the 
eyes will be opened of those who blindly 
follow a system without further consider¬ 
ing other factors. We should calmly 
think; dur conscience must be satisfied 
before mentioning anything or before 
advising anybody. • 

Destiny will run its course. 

Neither ou’ will nor God nor auspi¬ 
cious time cr hange one’s events in life. 

Fortune if indicated in one’s chart, 
must be enjoyed, even if the person pur¬ 


chases a lottery ticket during Rahu-Ka 1 lam 
(one chief accounts officer actually pur¬ 
chased the Government Prize Bond during 
Rahu-kalam. He had won the prize. His 
chart was already published—Now what 
are we to say ? Are we to generalise that 
Rahu-kalam will do good. So all these 
general rules alone should not be taken for 
judgment without considering the future of 
the person. • If the person is to. lose, he 
will do it at the most inauspicuous time 
to his chart whereas traditional astrologers 
may quote slokas to establish that, accor¬ 
ding to their principles, it is auspicious. 

Misfortune cannot be overcome by so 
selecting a time. 

Truth is that everyone will do a'thing 
at the moment indicated in his birth chart 
(whether itus classified as auspicious or 
not by the following only v -.the principles 
of selecting an opportune taking only star, 
thithi, yoga etc.,) and this will iie revealed 
when one studies the horoscopes erected 
for the moment of his birth and for the 
moment of the commencement of a work.

Anonymous letters are written either by 
cowards or fools or jealousy people or 
incapable meanminded lowborn and 
illbred people or those who satisfy them¬ 
selves .by so writing or those who want to 
place the. truth and reveal the fact to 
proper authorities.withoutinviting trouble 
to one-self whatever it is, writing anony¬ 
mous letters mostly results in causing 
worry to the. other party. It is really 
good of one, if one does not speak ill of 
another, personally.

Poultry means that he wants to grow 
moving and living bird—not like agricul¬ 
ture but akin to pet animals, birds etc. 
Mars and Venus show the union of 
animals, birds, human beings etc: an 
attempt for production. Jupiter indicates 
the progeny. Hence Mars, Venus and 
Jupiter are the planets to be considered. 
Again the 6th house which indicates’ pet 
animals and birds is to be judged. Ashe 
wants it as a profession, consider the 10th 
house also. Lagna as well as lord of 
lagna receiving good aspect shows that 
the matter will come through. Moon 
indicates the nature of query. Moon is in 
21° Iff is in Mars sign Venus star Jupiter 
sub. Look! How the Almighty guide us. 

6th house is occupied by Mercury. It 
governs the stars Ashlesha, Jyeshta and 
Revathi. Jupiter is in Ashlesha, none in 
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yesbta and Saturn is in Revathi. ' Hence 
(Jupiter and Saturn indicate 6tb bouse 
' atters. 

lOtb house is occupied by Mars. Mriga- 
sira, Chithra and Dhanishta are governed 
iby Mars. No planet is in tbe constellation 
'of Mars. 

6th house is owned by Mercury. Jupiter 
and Saturn are in the constellation of 
Mercury. 

10th house is owned by Venus. Moon 
and Venus are in the constellation of 
Venus. 

Hence Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Moon, 
Venus and Mars are the significators. 
That is, they are connected with 6th and 
10th house mat'ers. • As Poultry is judged 
from the houses band 10 and the planets 
Mars Venus and Jupiter', one is to find out 
their conjoined periods and judge when 
one will start and how it will flourish or 
perish. 

[According to westerners :— 

If the rulers of 1 and 6 are in con¬ 
junction or if they. form good aspect 
among themselves or if they receive good 
aspects, one will thrive by dealing in pet 
.animals etc. Or the ruler of 6 and 
Fortuna should form good aspect. 

If a malefic is in 6 or if a malefic afflicts 
lord of 6 or if lord of 1 and,lord of 6 form 
applying adverse aspect, or lord of 6 and 
fortuna forming or receiving unfavourable 
aspect or lord of 6 retrograde or combust, 
it is evil. Saturn in 6 threaten that they 
will die due to epidemics. Mars portend 
accidents or loss by theft, etc. Here Mer¬ 
cury, lord of 6 is in its own sign, strong 
and forms separation square aspect from 
lord of 1, a slowmovingplanet and Moou 
forms applying sextile aspect. Hence it 
is favourable.] 

Whenever the indicators—significators 
are many,do notbe threatened or confused. 
Unless a planet is connected with a parti¬ 
cular Bhava-house, the matters signified by 
that house, will not continue in the period 
' of a planet, which is in no way connected 
with a Bhava. To commence a matter, 
we judge the strong conjoined period of 
the significators. Then in the following 
periods and sub periods one will be con¬ 


nected with that matter. But if a planet 
is in no way connected with it, during its 
period, we will have no connection with 
-that matter or a change comes or-we sever 
connection with it. Further, if all planets 
happen to be the significators, one will be 
attached to it throughout. But to select 
a few of them and to apply to dasa bhukti 
system, I have told that the Divine Grace, 
helps you and guides you by allowing you 
to judge that horoscope at a particular 
time. So take the ruling planets for the 
moment of judgment. Now it is 
30-7-1967. It is a Sunday: Moon is in 
Aries owned by Mars: Moon is in Bha- 
rani governed by Venus. The Ascendant 
is Capricorn owned by Saturn. Now 
select the common ruling planets. They 
are Venus Saturn and Mars. Hence select 
their conjoined periods. It can be Venus 
Dasa Saturn Bhukti Saturn Anthra'Mars 
Shookshma. At the time of judgment 
Venus Dasa balance 8 years 3 months. So 
Jujpiter Bhukti is on. In one year one 
month i.e., August 1968 you enter Venus, 
Saturn. In that Mars sub in Saturn 
Shookshma will be in October 1968. 
Hence predict that he ' will start this 
poultry form in October-November 1968. 

A planet, though by nature is considered 
to be a malefic, will prove to be auspicious, 
if he happens to be the lord of lagna. 
A butcher may be bad to animals but he 
is good to his children. A murderer may 
be evil to others but he protects his 
children. Similarly, Saturn may be judged 
as Yama, as a destroyer to many lagna 
borns or the querry lagna, yet he is a 
strong benefic to Capricorn. 

Therefore Saturn will not cause any 
epedemic and bring any loss. Whereas 
it is in the constellation of the occupant 
and owner of the 6th house (which is the 
house of Vyaya to those with whom tbe 
transaction is done).

When 
you sell you make profit. Hence Saturn 
is a benefic. Everyone born, must one 
day or other die. It is inevitable. But 
loss of people birds and animals due to 
epedemic , is undesirable. Such a ;bad 
occurrence.'is not threatened. - You will 
prosper.

2 nd house is unoccupied by any planet. 
Jupiter is lord of 2. Jupiter governs 
Punarvasu, Visakam and Poorvapathra. 
No planet is in these constellations. 
Hence take Jupiter, but Jupiter is a weak 
singificator, being posited in Aquarius, a 
sign ruled by Saturn and Saturn and 
Jupiter are neutrals to each other. 

6 th house is occupied by Kethu and 
Moon. Kethu governs Aswini, Makam 
and Moolarn. No planet is in these cons¬ 
tellations except Kethu. No planet is in 
the Sub of Kethu. Hence Kethu will keep 
him in service. Similiarly Moon governs 
Rohini, Hastham and Sravanam. ■ No 
planet is in these constellations. Hence' 
Moon will also retain him in service. 
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. What about houses 10 and 11? 

10 th house is unoccupied bv any planet. 
Mars is lord of 10. Mars governs Mriga- 
sira, Chithrai and Dhanishta. Saturn is 
in Mrigasira and Jupiter and Rahu are in 
Dhanishta. Hence take Saturn. Jupiter 
and Rahu-' 

'11th house is occupied by Sun, Mars 
and Mercury. Sun governs Krithikai, 
■'■Utharapalguni and Utharashada. ' No 

- planet is in . these constellations/ Sun is 
posited in the sign Sagittarius, ruled by 
Jupiter, is friend. So give importance' 
to Sun.' 

' Only Venus and Saturn (R.) are in the 
.sub of Sun. Venus is posited in 9th- 
Bhava, which is 12th from 10. Further 
it is in the sign Scorpio, ruled by Mars. 
Mars and Venus are neutral to each 
other. Hence Venus is a. weak signifi- 
cator, but being posited in the constella¬ 
tion of Saturn; a significator for promo¬ 
tion, it will give mixed results. Saturn is 
already a significator; further it is the sole 
planet, who is posited in the constellation 
of Mars and sub of Sun. Mars and Sun 
—both are the occupants of 11th Bbava. 
'Hence- Saturn ..is very strong to give the 
effect of promotion. 

We have already considered the planets 
in the constellation of Mars, while consi- 

- dering 10th house. 

Mercury governs Ashlesha, Jyeshta and 
Revathi. No planet is in these constella¬ 
tions. Mercury is posited in the sign 
Sagittarius, ruled by-Jupiter, who treats 
him as his enemy. Hence Mercufy is 
weak. 

Therefore, Saturn, Jupiter and Rahu 
are the strong significators for rise in 
career of this native. Jupiter and Rahu 
are in conjunction with each other. Rahu 
is at 6° 10' in Aquarius and Jupiter is at 
0° 54' in the same sign. Rahu, being 
node is more powerful. Moreover, Rahu 
is posited in the constellation of Mars. 
Lord of 10 and in the sub of Moon, occu¬ 
pant of 6th Bhava and lord of 6.

benign in nature(Krisimamurti Padhdhati, 
Vol. I,"page. 192), Hence Saturn co-ope¬ 
rated with Rahu to give the good effect.. 

At present; the native is running Rahu 
" Dasa, Moon Bhukti from 24-10-1966 to 
24-4-1968. Moon is not a significator for; 
promotion; but it is posited In the cons¬ 
tellation of Venus, "a weak significator 
and sub of Mars, occupant of 11th 
Bhava. Moreover, Mars is in rapt con¬ 
junction with lltb. Cusp (Mars is at 
18° 50' in Sagittarius and the: 11th, Cusp 
falls at 18° 26 in the same sign.) Moon is 
also occupant of -6th .and also lord of 6, 
one of the houses concerned with service. 

Further, the longitudinal distance bet¬ 
ween Rahu and Moon is 191° 36', Which is 
3°, 36' away from the last margin of sepa-' 
rating Opposition aspect (188 degrees), 
hence not evil. . 

The native runs Saturn Antbra under 
Rahu Dasa, Moon Bhukti from 13-6-1967 
to 9-9-1967.. Saturn is a strong signifi-'. 
cator for promotion, The longitudinal 
distance between Moon' and Saturn- is 
72° 45', which amounts almost to exact 
Quintile aspect (i.e., 72 degrees aspec), 
which is good. (Krishnamurti Padhdhati, 
Vol. I page 192). Therefore Saturn will 
co-operate with Moon to give the effect of 
promotion. 

I told the officer that files of promotion . 
should have . moved favourably, after 
13-6-1967, which was confirmed by him. 
He told me that his-immediate boss.ba’s 
recommended his case of promotion very 
'highly after this date. 

BUT STILL as Moon is operating in 
Bhukti, who is not a significator at all, it 
is predicted that the native 4 will not get 
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stable promotion during Rahu Dasa Moon 
Bhukti, although it is sure that he will get 
some casual or temporary charge of some 
higher office. This is also true of Rahu 
Dasa, Mars Bhukti, which the native 
runs from 24-4-1968 to 12-5-1969. 

The native' will get stable promotion 
during the conjoined period of all the 
three strong significators, Rahu, Jupiter 
and.

SADHE-SATI AND SUCCESS IN ELECTION

I. Introduction 

Traditional a ologers dread Sadhe- 
Sati like anythin ■ They generally say 
that if a native is, Running the period of 
Sadhe-Sati, nothing good can happen to 
him—rather all the misfortunes will fall 
upon him one after another.

Note :—Rahu represents Venus and being a node is stronger than Venus, as it is posited 
in Taurus, a sign ruled by Venus ; similarly Kethu represents Mars, and being a 
node is stronger than Mars, as it is posited in Scorpio, a sign ruled by Mars. 
No planet is associated either with Rahu or Kethu. 


III. Sadhe-Sati—An Analysis 
Q. What is meant by Sadhe-Sati ? 

Answer : Hindu astrologers taketheposi- 
tion of Moon to judge the transit results 
and call the period “ Sadhe-Sati,” when 
Saturn, by transit, enters the 12th sign 
counted from the sign occupied by Moon. 
Saturn takes approximately two and a 
half years to pass through a sign. 
“ Sadhe-Sati ” is said to continue even 
when Saturn is conjoined with Moon or 
continues to be in 2 to Moon. Saturn 
takes nearly seven and a half years in this 
transit. This period is commonly known 
as 7J years Saturn or “ Sadhe-Sati.” 


Traditional astrologers treat this period 
as invariably evil, but it is. not so. 
■ Mr. K. S. Krishnamurti remarks: 
"Never be terrified by this. Many per¬ 
sons had fortune only during Sadhe-Sati. 
They experienced untold miseries when 
Saturn transited in the 11th or 3rd or 6tlj. 
sign, which is said as auspicious houses. 
This statement cannot be refuted by any 
whereas it can be substantiated by many,” 
(Please refer to “ Astrology and 
Athrishta,” January 1965 issue, page 5). 
This statement of Mr. Krishnamurti is 
collaborated by my experiences in the 
practical field of research. 
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According to the analysis given in re¬ 
gard to Sadhe-Sati, the native of the chart 
is running a period of Sadhe-Sati at pre¬ 
sent, as his Moon is in Aquarius in radi¬ 
cal chart and now-a-days Moon is passing 
through Pisces, which'is-2nd- from the > 
sign occupied by Moon. This is the last 
part of the - “ Sadhe-Seti.” 

IV. Election—an Analysis 

Q.. Which, houses are to be judged for 
getting the result of an election— 
favourable or unfavourable ? ,> 

Ans. Election means— 

(a) sufficient social inclination, 
(only a social man can fight elec¬ 
tion.) 

(b) dealings with public (and not 1 
isolation or seclusion.) 

According to Mr. Krishnamurti, “ The 
fifth house presides over pleasure, society 
and social inclination”—(KRISHNA¬ 
MURTI PADHDHATI, VOL. I, Page 
333.) About seventh house, he remarks: 

“ The seventh house denotes public 
(Loka).”—Please refer to KRISHNA? 
MURTI PADHDHATI, VOL. I, Page 
337. 

Seventh house, in general, denotes the 
person, with whom you have to deal, as in 
the chart of a male, it indicates wife ; in 
the chart of a female, it indicates husband; 
in the chart of a doctor, . it indicates 
patient and vice' versa. Similarly this 
bouse also indicates your business partner, 
because you have to deal with him. If 
you work in an office, 7th house denotes 
your boss and so on. When we consider 
election, the seventh house denotes deal¬ 
ings with public. The more fortified this 
house is; the more successful politician 
one will be. 

Hence it is certain that in order to study 
election, We will judge houses 5 and 7. 

For success in election, houses 11 and 
6 too must be considered. About 11th 
house, Mr. Krishnamurti remarks “ From 
the 11th house should be resolved all 
questions concerning one’s hopes, wishes 
and aspirations and their realisation. The 


11 th bouse governs success in all under¬ 
takings, whether it be in profession or 
business, higher studies or foreign colla¬ 
boration, election, litigation, speculation, 
writings, health etc.’’ (KRISHNAMURTI 
PADHDHATI, Vol. I, page 353). Simi¬ 
larly 6th house is also beneficial for a 
native in a competition (an election, in 
the true sense of the term, is a real com¬ 
petition), because when it operates 12th 
house (the house of loss) from. 7th (the 
house of the opponent) also operates, 
thus giving a defeat to the opponent and 
victory of the native. 

A person will win an election, if houses 6 
and 11 operate along with houses 5 and 7 ; 
a person will lose an election if houses 8 
and operate along with houses 5 and 7, 
because 8th house to him will indicate 
2nd (the house of income) from 7th (the 
house of opponent) and 12th house will 
indicate loss or defeat to him, as it is in 
1 2 from Ascendant, indicating himself, in 
the chart. His opponent will win and he 
will surely lose. Cain and loss, victory 
and defeat are respective terms. . Unless 
one loses, the other can’t gain; similarly 
unless one gets defeated, the other can’t 
win. 

V. The Chart—An Astrological Analysis 

For success in election^ let us judge 
houses 11 and 6 along with 5 and 7. 

11 th house is occupied by Uranus and 
Fortuna. Fortuna falls in the sub of 
Kethu and Uranus falls in the sub of 
Mercury,’hence select Kethu and Mercury. 

Jupiter is lord of II. Jupiter rules 
Punarvasu, Visakam and Poorvapathra. 
No planet is in these constellations, except 
Neptune. Neptune has got no allotment 
of Dasa, hence reject Neptune. Hence 
Jupiter is weak to give the effect of 11th 
house. 

6 th house is occupied by Sun. Sun rules 
Krithikai, Uthram and Utharadam. Mer¬ 
cury is in Uthram and Kethu is in Utha¬ 
radam. No other , planet is in any of the 
constellation of Sun. Hence Mercury and 
Kethu are strong significators. Mercury is 
posited in its own: sub, therefore it has 
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at Bharatiya Vidya Bhavao, 
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become all the more powerful. So finally 
take Kethu and Mercury.. 

5 th house is occupied by no planet 
except Neptune. Neptune is in the sub of 
Kethu. Hence select Kethu. 

Mercury is lord of 5. Mercury governs 
Ashlesha, Jyeshta and Revathi. Only' 
Kethu is in Jyeshta. Hence again take 
Kethu. 

7th house is occupied by Jupiter, Mer¬ 
cury and Venus. Jupiter rules Punarvasu, 
Visakam and Poorvapathra. No planet is 
in these constellations. Only Kethu is in 
Jyeshta, a constellation ruled by Mercury. 
Hence take Kethu again, Venus rules 
Bharani, Poorvapalguni and Poorvashada. 
Only Sun is in Poorvapalguni. It is also 
in the sub of Venus, but as Sun and Venus 
are enemies to each other, it is posited in 
inimical constellation and Sub, hence 
weak. So finally take Kethu alone. 

Kethu is further posited in Jyeshta, 
ruled by Mercury, already a significator 
for success in election, hence Kethu has 
gained all the more strength. Kethu, being 
a node, is very powerful, and also because 
of its sole occupation of Scorpio in 9th 
house, house of fortune. 

Thus the final conclusion is that only 
Kethu and Mercury are the strong signifi- 
cators for success in election for the 
native. 


The native ran the Dasa of Kethu from 
13-2-1961, but only when Jupiter Bhukti 
operated from 1-2-1965, he was approa¬ 
ched by a particular political party • and 
although previously he -was unwilling-to 
join any party, as Jupiter was lord of 11 
andaspectingAscendant and in the cons¬ 
tellation of Venus (occupant of 7th house) 
and in the sub of Mercury (again another 
occupant of 7th house and lord of 5— 
Mark that both houses 5 and 7 operated 
during this time), be gave his consent to be 
a willing organiser of the party arid he 
started taking active interest in' its ,uplift- 
ment ■ 

The native ran the Dasa of Kethu, 
Saturn Bhukti from 7-1-1966 to 16-2-1967.- 
As Saturn is posited in Aswini, a constel¬ 
lation ruled by Kethu and sub of *Kethu, 
already a significator for success in elec¬ 
tion and occupant of 9th house, house of 
fortune, when he approached me -and 
sought my advice for participation in 
election, I told him that he should fight 
the election without any hitch ; he will 
surely win. Although he was not very 
much enthusiastic to participate in the 
election heartily, due to my firm convic- 
tion and his faith in the divine science of 
Astrology, he agreed .and gave his consent 
to his party ' members for fighting the 
election. 
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During this period, at an auspicious 
moment chosen by me, he filled up the 
nomination form for the party. He also 
consulted some traditional astrologers, by 
the way, who told him that he was run¬ 
ning Sadhe-Sati at that time ; hence he 
should not take up such an enterprise. 
Again he consulted me and told me about 
their views. I reaffirmed boldly—Tradi¬ 
tional astrologers make too general a 
statement; don’t be led away by their 
views. Engage yourself actively in party 
work; you will surely succeed. Accord¬ 
ingly he organised many a procession in, 
the town constituency from where he had 
to stand, thus winning the acclaim of the 
mass. By the time he filled up the final 
nomination form, twelve candidates 
(including himself) were present in the 
field. Again he was somewhat exaspera¬ 
ted ; again I told him not to lose courage; 
the field was surely his. Later on it trans¬ 
pired to be cent percent correct. All these 
facts are well known to the members of 
Modern Astrological Research Institute, 
Gaya Branch. 

Astrology gives a solace to the worrying 
mind. Here is Iran example for that. 
Astrology should be treated on purely 
scientific lines and not on esoteric lines, 
as it has been treated so up till now. 
Mr. K. S. 'Krishnamurti wants to make it 
as perfect as Science. May Lord bless 
him to realise his ambition ! 


Then polling took place on 19th Febru¬ 
ary 1967, while the native was running 
Kethu Dasa, Mercury Bhukti, Mercury 
Anthra and Mercury, Sookshma. Let us 
analyse the date. 

1. The day was Sunday, ruled by 
Sun,' oocupant of 6th house in 
the radical chart. 

2. Moon was passing through 
Mrigasira, a constellation ruled 
by Mars, occupant of 1 and lord 
of 9 and 10 in the radical chart. 
(All these are favourable houses 
for election; please refer to 
KRISHNAMURTI PADH- 
DHATI: Vol. II, page 326). . 

3. Sun entered Sathyam, a constel¬ 
lation ruled by Rahu on the same 
day. Rahu was occupant of 3rd 
house in the radical chart and in 
the sub of Kethu, a sighificator 
for success. 

VI. ‘ Result and confirmation by transit 

Actually the result of his success and 
lead over the nearest rival by 5281 Votes 
was announced on 24th February 1967, a 
Friday at 4-45 A.M., while the native was, 
running Kethu Dasa, Mercury Bhukti, 
Mercury Anthra and Kethu Sookshma.* 

* [Please mark that only Kethu and Mercury, the 
■two strong significators for success in election 
operated during this period].

5. The sign and position transited 
by Moon were in Leo, in 6th 
Bhava from the radical chart.

The native asks two questions:— 

1. Will my educational qualification 
be increased? 

2. Will I get a suitable job befitting 
my qualification? 

III. Astrological Analysis 

Answer to Question No. 1— 

According to Krishnamurti Padhdhati, 
the educational qualifications, especially 
the degrees, attained by any person are to 
be judged from 4th house. 9th house 
stands for higher studies, deep insight and 
an element of research too. As it amounts 
to realisation or fulfilment of desire, 11th 
house should also be considered. 

At the time of judgment, i.e., on 8th 
July, 1967 at 12-15 A.M., the day is Satur¬ 
day, ruled. by Saturn, lord of 11 in the 
radical chart. Jupiter, karaka for educa¬ 
tion, is transiting in the 4th Bhava, 
and that too in the constellation of Saturn,' 
lord of 10 and 11. Moon is also transit- 
ting the constellation of Jupiter, lord of 9, 
indicating higher studies and the SUB of 
Saturn, again lord, of 10 and 11 in the 
radical chart. Ascendant falls in Aries 
1° 21', thus posited in the constellation of 
Kethu, the sole occupant of 11th Bhava 
and in the SUB of Venus, occupant of 4th 
Bhava and lord of 2, one of the houses 
concerned with income. Hence it is 
deduced that the native will realise his 
ambition. 

Now let us analyse houses 4, 9 and 11 
in the radical chart to come to a definite 
conclusion. 

4th house is occupied by Venus. Venus 
rules Bharani, Poorva Palguni and Poorva- 
shada. No planet is in these constella¬ 
tions. Similarly no planet is in the Sub of 
Venus. Hence Venus is weak. 

Moon is lord of 4. Moon rules Rohini, 
Hastham, and Sravanam. Only Jupiter is 
in Rohini, so take Jupiter. But as Jupiter 
is occupying the sign Taurus, ruled by. 
Venus, his natural enemy,'he is also weak. 
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9th house is unoccupied by any planet. 
Jupiter is lord of 9. Jupiter rules Punar- 
vasu, Visakam and Poorvapathra. Kethu 
is ■ in Poorvapathra and Sun is in Punar- 
vasu. So take Kethu and Sun. Kethu, 
being a node, is powerful. Moreover, it 
is also posited in the sign Pisces, ruled by 
Jupiter. So accept Kethu. But Sun is 
posited in 3rd.' Bhava, which is 12th from 
4thj hence it cannot give increase in 
academic qualification. So reject Sun. 

Rahu and Saturn are in the SUB of 
Jupiter. So take Rahu and Saturn. Rahu, 
being a node, is powerful, so accept Rahu. 
Saturn is posited in the sign Taurus, ruled 
by Venus, his natural friend, hence power¬ 
ful. So accept Saturn too. 

Hence finally take Kethu, Rahu and 
Saturn. 

11th house is occupied only by Ketbq. 
Kethu rules Aswini, Makam and Moolam. 
No planet is in these constellations. No 
planet is in the sub of Kethu. But Kethu 
is already a significatox and is also posited 
in the constellation of Jupiter, lord of 9, 
and in the SUB of Rahu, another signifi- 
cator. Hence Kethu is a very strong signi- 
ficator for increase in academic qualifica¬ 
tion and realisation of ambition. 

4th Cusp (Cancer 2° 4') falls in the con¬ 
stellation of Jupiter, lord of 9 and SUB of 
Rahu, a significator. Similarly 9th Cusp 
(Sagittarius 7° 04'] also falls in the cons¬ 
tellation of Kethu and SUB of Rahu, both 
significators. Hence the above-mentioned 
deductions are further confirmed. 

Therefore, Rahu, Saturn and Kethu are 
the strong significators for increase in 
academic qualification for the native. 

At present the native is running Venus 
.Dasa, Jupiter'Bhukti and Saturn Anthra 
from 13-3-1967, which will last up to 
15-8-1967. Venus and Jupiter are weak 
significators, hence the period is not so 
good for the increase in academic qualifica¬ 
tion, but Saturn Anthra is decidedly belter, 
because Saturn is a strong significator.

Similarly Venus Dasa, Jupiter Bhukti 
and Kethu Anthra from 1-1-1968 to 
27-2-1968 and Rahu Anthra under the 
same period from 11-2-1969 to 5-7-1969 
will be equally good. The native .will be 
successful in increasing bis academic 
, qualifications during these periods. 

Answer to Question No. 2— 

For answering this question, we must 
judge houses 2, 6, 10 and 11. 

2nd house is occupied by Jupiter. • 
Jupiter governs Punarvasu, Visakam and 
Poorvapathra. Kethu is in Poorvapathra 
and Sun is in Punarvasu. Rahu and Saturn 
are in the SUB of Jupiter. So take Rahu, 
Kethu, Saturn and Sun. But Saturn is 
posited in 1st Bhava, which is 12th 
from 2nd. Hence eliminate Saturn. Simi¬ 
larly Sun is posited in 6th Bhava from' 
10th Cusp (M.C., the Cusp of profession), 
hence eliminate Sun too. Rahu is apply¬ 
ing to the 6th Cusp (Rahu is at 2° 53' in 
Virgo and 6th Cusp falls in 3° 04' in the 
same sign), and Kethu is posited in Iltb 
Bhava in the sign of Jupiter hence finally 
take Rahu and Kethu. 

6th house is unoccupied by any planet. 
Mercury is lord of 6, but again it is also , 
posited in 6th Bhava from 10th Cusp, 
indicating profession,. so it is weak. 

• Hence eliminate Mercury. 

10th house is also unoccupied by any 
planet. Saturn is lord of 10, but as we 
’ have already eliminated Saturn, Saturn 
cannot come as a significator. 

11th house is occupied by Kethu. No 
planet is posited in either constellation or 
sub of Kethu, but Kethu, being a node, is 
powerful-and it is already a significator. 
Moreover, Kethu is in the constellation of 
Jupiter, occupant of 2nd house, and in the 
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sub of Rabu, a strong significator. There¬ 
fore Anally take Kethu as a very strong 
. significator for the employment of this 
native. 

At present the native is running Venus 
Dasa, Jupiter Bhukti from 5-11-1966, 
which will last upto 5-7-1969. Venus, 
although in no way connected with the 
houses concerned with service is aspecting 
- 10th and 11th- Bhavas from the degree 
position and Jupiter is lord of 2, hence 
this period is good for service and income, 
but not very strong, as the two prominent 
significators Rahu and Kethu are not 
operating. It is confirmed, as the native 
ran Venus Dasa, Jupiter Bhukti and Jupiter

Some bhiikties may be 
adverse. Some may be beneficial. There¬ 
fore the varying results depend on the. 
Bhukti lord. Let us discuss about Rahu. 
What can Rahu dcrin its sub period and 
what can a planet in Rahu star do ? One 
must understand clearly the difference. 
Planets in Rahu star can offer in their 
period the results of 10th, 4th, 11th and 
7th house matters: Mostly the. 10th : But 
Rahu in the constellation, Jyeshta ruled by 
-Mercury occupying 12th Bhava has to

As regards Jupiter' to' Makara la’gria- 
borns, some authors have said that Jupiter 
is evil: Kalidoss in .Utbra Kalamrilha 
has said that Jupiter will be auspicious to 
Capricorn-boms. But I say that Jupiter 
as lord of 3 and 12 offers the' results 
through the matters signified by the houses 
3 and 12. But it will offer: such nature 
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of the results indicated by the lord of the 
constellation and it is the sub lord, who 
decides whether the results will be favour¬ 
able or unfavourable. A planet fnay own 
any house and also occupy any house. 
But the nature of the results are indicated 
by the lord of the constellation who in 
turn denotes the matters of the houses 
occupied by it and to some extent owned 
by it. This is the specific and correct 
finding. General principles given out by 
our sages need this application. Other¬ 
wise, you will find that some authors 
declare something as desirable and some 
classify the same as undesirable and hence 
astrologers can use the teachings of that 
author to a chart and do not bring to 


light how another author has contradicted 
only when the results are known. If the 
prediction is to be given, either of the 
two is applied and one takes a chance. 

Astrology is to predict what is going to 
happen. A layman will say that chances 
are 50-50. But an astrologer should 
inform the layman what is to take place. 
If ■ an astrologer is to predict that one's 
chance to pass an examination is 50-50 
what shall we call him. Does he depend 
on guessing or is he trying to take chances 
as a layman does.

FORTUNA AND OUR FORTUNE 


Fortuna, otherwise called the pars 
Fortuna, is an imaginary sensitive and 
fortunate point in the Zodiac which is 
determined by adding the longitude of the 
Ascendant counted from Aries—Mesha— 
Zero degree, to the longitude of the Moon 
counted from Aries—Mesha zero degree 
and subtracting from the sum so obtained, 
the longitude of the Sun counted again 
from Mesha zero degree. It is. to be un¬ 
derstood that this is the most useful point 
in the horoscope indicating fortune (to 
whom it presages fortune, when, how etc., 
being discussed later). First bf all, one 
, should have a clear idea about Fortuna and 
the other relevant points. 

, If one says that a person ■ P ’ is fortu¬ 
nate, he means that the native is fortunate 
in some aspect of one’s life. 

For example, (a) ‘A* and ‘B’ dig wells. 
The water that could be tapped from the 
well erected by ‘ A ’ is sweetish, whole¬ 
some, bacteria-free in quality and the 
yield, in quantity, is copious. On the 
other hand, the well water drawn by ‘B’ 
is flat, insipid, brackish and contains fer- , 
rous salt. It appears crystal clear when 
-drawn, but as it is kept for some time in a 
container, it gets dirty, repulsive, brown. 
The yield is also poor. Its taste is inky; 
it_spoils clothes. We call-‘A’ as lucky 
and ‘ B ’ as unlucky. 

(b) In another case, ‘C’ marries a 
girl, beautiful in appearance, robust in 
health, modest in behaviour and above all 
true to her husband. She attains age in 
proper age. ‘D’ contracts marriage with 
a girl dirty in appearance, always com¬ 
plaining of some ailment or other, getting 
irritated for trivial things, foolhardy, 
argumentative and quarrelsome. This girl 
did not attain age at all as she had some 
defect in the generative system. So‘C’ 
is lucky and ‘D' unlucky in respect of 
the marital happiness.

(d) When' we go on further, we find 
'O’ has a girl who marries a very . rich 
businessman who helps ‘ G’ in leading an 
aristocratic life from the time of his 
daughter’s weddingwhereas 1 H ’ has a girl 
who runs away with a person who is al¬ 
ready married and is the father of a few 
children. They both get converted to 
another religion to permit them to bind 
themselves in marriage. Look at the men¬ 
tal state of ‘H’. 

(e) A person ‘ I ’ gets an outhouse in 
a bungalow, well built and fully furnished. 
He pays only a token rent. But'J’ pays 
pugree and remits every month exorbitant 
rent for a portion in a building on the 
bank of a backwater canal, foul smelling; 
rooms need flooring: lights and fans need 
renewal of electric wiring: repair of water 
pipeline and provision of fans are other 
necessities. But mosquitoes,; flies and 
bugs are his permanent companions, keep¬ 
ing him alert, active and awake.

Saturn’s stars are Pushya, Ahuradha, 
Uthrapadrapada. No planet is in any of 
these three stars. Venus governs Bharani, 


Poorvapalguni and Poorvashada. Jupite 
alone is in Venus star: Mars, lord of 11 
governs Mrigasira, Chitra and Dhanishta. 
No planet is in its star. 1 

Mars, lord of 11 is in its own sub: It 
is in the constellation of the node in 
which bhava has nothing to do with; 
children. First house shows efforts: but ; 
not the fruit. The nature of the result is 
to be read from the position occupied by 
the lord of the constellation. 

Venus, lord of 5, is in Rahu sub. It is 
in the constellation of the planet occupying 
the lagna and owning 8 and in. the sub of 
Rahu in 7th house. Saturn, lord of 2 is in 
the star and,sub of Jupiter which is in 11..' 

Kethu is in the constellation of Moon in' 
4. According to its position, it has 
nothing to do with children. . But, it has : 
to act as an agent of Saturn as Kethu is in 
Makara. So, whatever Saturn is to give, 
Kethu will give in its period. Often I 
repeatedly impress on the readers that the 
node will give the results of the .planets 
with whicti it is conjoined and by which 
it is aspected and also those of the lord 
of the sign, where the node is deposited. 
Hence Kethu gets the strength to give a 
child. 

Actually he had a son boro in Kethu 
Bhukti, Jupiter Anthra. 

One may ask “ How can Rahu give in 
his dasa as it is in 7 and in Mercury star ? ” 
Rahu is not conjoined with any planet, 
but it is aspected by Mars and Saturn who 
are significators of progeny. Hence Rahu 
in the sub of Venus, lord of 5, Kethu, in 
the sub of lord of 5 and Jupiter in the 
11th bhava in the constellation of lord of 
5 and sub of lord of 11 brought about the 
birth of a son (all connected with houses 
5 and 11). 

Thorough analysis shows that planets 
connected with 2, 5 and 11 are not in 
the sub of the significators threatening 
abortion. Hence there can be no abortion, 
no still born and no short-lived-child. 
Please also note that be is not having 
children of both sexes. 

Ashtakavarga: Even though the Asb- 
takavarga Table is furnished, by that 
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astrologer, it is not usefully used here. 
He has furnished the table. Readers must 
know what use is made of it. This is what 
, he has said:— 

“ The numerical figures in the horizontal 
row indicates the number of bindus contri¬ 
buted by each particular planet towards a 
single house or sign. Planets contributing 
less than four bindus cause evil results 
during their Dasas and Bhukties. The 
total at the end show the total bindus or 
beneficial dots which a house gets. Houses 
getting less than 24 bindus cause miserable 
results. 

The numerical figures in the vertical row 
indicates the number of bindus or 
beneficial dots which a particular planet 
contributes towards . different houses. 


The maximum each planet starting from 
Sun that can contribute is 48, 49, 39, 54, 
52, 56, 39. If the ashtakavarga is correctly 
established the total on either side of the 
rows should give 337.” ■ 

Friends, that is all. Is the above, a 
prediction or reproduction of the rule 
which any text-book gives. Further, 
please note. According to that astrologer 
and my calculation, he is running Jupiter 
Dasa. Jupiter has, in its ashtakavarga, 
according to his calculation, Ttoo bindus. 
In the total 21. Therefore what are we 
to judge? Jupiter is bad. But, what is 
the fact? He made lakhs of rupees only 
after Jupiter Dasa started. He purchasey

To judge the time of birth of a child 
one has to select the significators connec¬ 
ted with the houses 2, 5 and 11 and predict 
the time during the conjoined period of 
the significators. 

But, first of all, one should ascertain 
whether the person will have a child at all. 
[Asl have to give the rules, whatever isgiven 
within brackets is not intended to speak ill 
of this native. Whenever this question is 


put, it is advisable to judge the 5th Cusp 
of the husband in the husband’s chart and 
the Sth Cusp of the wife in her chart. If 
either of the horoscope alone is available 
and the other is not available, then the 
5th Cusp shows whether his or her health 
is all right and he or she is capable of 
having a child or incapable of producing 
one. The 11th Cusp in that chart shows 
whether the partner is promised children 
or not. If the Sth Cusp shows that he can 
have and the 11th shows that the partner 
cannot have, then he will have natural 
children outside. If the 11th Cusp shows 
that the partner can have and the 5th Cusp 
denotes that he cannot have, then the wife 
can bring forth a child to call him as 
father, though God knows that he is not. 
If both the 5th and 11th Cusps promise 
progeny then they will both have: the 
children born mayor may not be to the 
husband and the husband also can have 
outside other than what he can have 
through his wife. If both the 5th and the 
11 th Cusps are not favourable, they will 
both be denied children. They need not 
use contraceptive methods. 

In this case the 5th Cusp is in the sub 
of Venus and the 11th Cusp is in the sub 
of Sun. Both Venus and Sun are in the 
8th house. 8th house is unfavourable. 
Therefore both are sterile. No child can 
be had at all. 

(In a few cases, the 5th Cusp will pro¬ 
mise child birth. But even for 10 years 
after marriage, they could not have had 
the dasa and bhukti of the significators. 
When they conjointly operate, they will 
have.)

The Moon has 4 digits in his Ashtaka- 
varga and 29 in total in Taurus as worked 
out by that astrologer. 

Traditional astrologer, dealing with the 
longevity of the native, says: 

" Here the 8th house falls in Simha 
since Makara lagna rises. The 8th is 
neither aspected nor occupied by any 
planets good or bad. This is good. But 
malefics Kuja and Sani in 3.and 9th from 
8th weaken the bhava. However, there is 


a powerful aspect of natural benefic Guru 
on the 8th house. This aspect is not 
fully potent enough, as Guru is stationed 
in the 12th house, besides owning that 
house. The 8th house in navamsa is 
afflicted since MaleBcs, Kethu and Rahu 
are focussing their attention on it. 
Further, Sani who is neecha and who has 
no neechabanga is aspecting the 8th house. 
Thus the 8th house in Navamsa is afflicted. 
Thus the, 8th house is of medium strength. 
The 8th lord Ravi is in an inimical place 
stationed in lagna. Though 8th lord dis¬ 
position is good in lagna, but he is spoilt 
otherwise since he is closely eclipsed by 
Rahu and Kethu. No doubt two benefics 
Sukra and Budha are also stationed there, i 
This does not add much to the strength of 
8th lord Ravi since both of them are 
separated by orbs of 19 degrees and they 
have moved to 12th house from lagna 
bhava. However, 8th lord is the occu¬ 
pant of Chandra’s constellation who is 
exalted and is having digits. Thus 8th 
lord is fairly well placed. In the 
navamsa, he is eclipsed by Rahu-Kethu 
and aspected by bitter enemy debilitated

Why is not Guru strong 1 Is it not in 
Madhya Bhava as per Hindu system ? Is 
it not swakshethra ? Is it not in the cons¬ 
tellation of of Rajayogadhipathi, Venus ? 
Is Neechabanga to be judged in rasi or 
in Navamsa also? Is the deposition of 
lords of 6, 8 and 12 in lagna good? 
According to the traditional astrologer, in 
Bhava chart, are not Budha and Sukra in 
12 to Sun and cause Vasi Yoga ? What is 
the digit which Moon has ? According to 
Ashtakavarga rules, are 4 digits strong? 
Is it not medium strength ? When the 
total number is below 30, is it strong? 
Unless the figure is zero, all planets have 
I- digit or some digits. Is debilitated Sani 
aspecting Ravi in Navamsa? Can Sani 
aspect both ways—clockwise and anti¬ 
clockwise? How^else does Sani aspect 
the Sun ? Does he^mean that Sani aspects 
the Sun in the anticlockwise direction? 
What is the digit which Moon has in his 
Ashtakavarga ? Four. In total 29. Then, 
has Moon got good digits? Is not 
Chandra, a maraka by owning 7th house ? 
Can a planet become a benefic to give life 
if it is in Maraka planet’s constellation? 
In Uttara Ralamrita it has been said 
“Jupiter as lord of 3 and 12 is auspicious. 
Jupiter becomes auspicious if it owns or 
occupies 8th house.’’ Another author 
says that Jupiter is evil to Makara lagna 
born people. Which are we to follow? 
Anything that comes handy for the 
moment? In the traditional system you 
can have rules for arguing both ways but 
never if you use Krishnamurti Padhdhati 
which is scientific. For unscientific and 
confused minds, there is no mind either to 
mind their own business or an open mind 
to accept the truth. 

According to Krishnamurti’s Method 

Kethu and Sun in the first house. Kuja 
in 3 Moon in 4. Rahu in 7. Sun in 10°.

If the 
Rajayoga is to be seen in Bhava chart, 
there cannot be, if the house division is 
made as westerness do. But Hindu do not. 
Actually as per the chart prepared by me 
there is Ghandra-Adhi-Yoga. 

Longevity: My new student analyses 
as follows:— , 

(a) Lagnajs in a movable sign. 11 th 
sign is the Bhadhaka Sthana. No 
occupant is in 11. Owner is 
Mars. Mrigasira, Chithra and 
Dbanishta are governed by Mars. 
No planet is in Mars star. Take 
Mars. 

(b) Two and seven are Maraka 
sthanas. No planet is in 2: Rahu 
is in 7: Arudhra, Swathi and 
Sathabisha are governed by 
Rahu. No planet in its star. 
Take Rabu. 

(c) Kendradhipathya. Moon and 
Venus are Kendhra Sthana Adhi- 
patbi. Sun and Kethu are in 
Moon’s star Sravana and Jupiter 
is in Venus star Poorvashada. 
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<d) Saturn rules 2 and Moon 7. No 
planet is in Saturn star. Take 
.. Saturn. Instead of Moon take 
Rahu. In place of Saturn prefer 
Ketbu as it is in Saturn’s sign. 
Mars is in Ketbu Star. Mars is 
definitely evil. The dasa which 
is running belongs to Jupiter. 

Now we have to note, whether he has 
long life or middle or short. 

According to Uthra Kalamritha, Rahu 
in 7 aspected by lord of 2 is evil. 

Lord of 8 is Sun. It is a malefic by 
native according to Hindus. To people 
born in Makara lagna, some authors have 
said that Sun is not a malefic by owning 
8 th bouse (just like Moon to Dhanur 
Lagna born). Therefore Sun is not a 
malefic. 

Middle life: Saturn in a kendhra, 
middle life (Hindu Method). 

Long life: To live up to 75, 80 like 
that is not found. 

Considering these,\0ne is take Saturn 
Dasa Mars Bhukti Rahu Anthra. Saturn 
aspects both ' Mars and Rahu (squares 
Rahu and opposes Mars—Western). Mars 
aspects Rabu; then December 1990 is evil. 
Transit. 

In December 1990, Saturn conjoins. 
Kendhra Stbana Adbipathi Venus and 
Roga Sthana Adhipathi Mercury Jupiter 
will be in Saturn's star Rahu sub Mars 
sub sub. Mars will be in Taurus. Conjoin¬ 
ing Moon and Rabu in Scorpio in lord of 
6 star and sub of Saturn and Sun will 
conjoin Rahu. 

According to Hindus, as Jupiter is in 8 
to Moon, it causes Chandra Adi Yoga and 
offers long life. So it means that Jupiter

cannot be a maraka into its Dasa or 
Bhukti. 

My prediction : Lagna afflicted : Take 
Moon sign : Saturn, lord of 9: Sun and 
Kethu in 9, Moon Venus and Mercury in 
Sun’s star. Take Rahu in place of Moon, 
Mars in Aswani, Kethu star. Take Mars. 
Saturn rules 9 : No planet in its star: Take 
Saturn: Mercury rules 2: Mars 7 Rahu is in 
Mercury star : Therefore the strongest are 
3 strong fiatural malefics. So take Saturn 
Dasa Mars Bhukti Rahu Antbra or Rahu 
Bhukti Mars Anthra. Transit favours the 
previous Mars Bhukti. Hence he is assured 
of life at least upto the 1st week of 
December 1990. 

(An astrologer should consider that 
people come to him or her for truth and 
mental solace for correctness and for 
clarity they are already confused, so they 
cannot afford to be more confused. Nor 
they should be threatened with strong 
words) e.g., “ you will be penniless etc.” 
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NO MORE DOUBTS: HORARY ASTROLOGY 


(1) Which time are we to take for a 
Horary system ? 

There are many disputes about the 
proper and correct time to be taken to 
answer questions using the Horary system 1 
if one proceeds to judge on a number 
given by the querist for each question, or 
if the question is only one and no number 
is taken. 

Some are of opinion that the moment 
when the querist is first seen by the artist 
should be taken. (It is like shiras udhaya.) 
Some others say that the time when the 
consultant wishes * Good morning ’ Or 
‘ Good luck ’ is to be taken. (It is like 
the cry of the new born child which cries 
before it is separated in full from the 
mother.) A few others follow the time 
when the querist had the urge. (It is like 
taking the time of commencement of 
delivery pains.) But, according to me, 
the time should be when the astrologer 
lakes the chart for judgment. (It is like the 
time of birth of the child—Bhoopadhana.) 
One may have 'the urge (delivery paini 
starts) and write a letter; Postman takes, 
from his place to that of the astrologer, 
(going to Nursing Home) or leave his 
house to visit the astrologer’s office. The 
time taken by the Postal Department or 
by the car to reach the astrologer’s place, 
depends on the planetary position at the 
time of having the urge—(duration of the 
pains depends on the moment when. 
delivery pains started). The moment when 
the astrologer takes up the case for judg¬ 
ment also depends on the same time of the 
urge. Therefore, the time of judgment 
means the delivery has taken place just 
then and a chart is to be erected for this 
time. 


(2) Suppose, I give a number and ask 
matters concerning my only wife. Which 
house are we to take ? Similarly for other 
relatives': 

To the number given, add 54. Then, 
this suth indicates the Ascendant of the 
Horary Chart to be used for wife. And 
18 to get the Ascendant indicating next 
younger brother or sister: Add 27 to the 
number menti oned to get the Ascendant of 
the mother : Add 36, for first issue : Add 
72 for father’s ascendant; 90 for elder 
brother or friend. 

The position of the planets in the signs 
will remain the same but the houses alone 
will vary as the position of the Ascendant 
gets changed according to the relationship. 

(3) When the querist is asked to give a 
number, are we following Numerology? 
No. It is mistakenly assumed that 
Numerology is being followed for predic¬ 
tion; In fact, it is genuine Astrology— 
Horary Astrology—Prasna system. Kali¬ 
dasa in' Uttara Kalamrita says “The 
Zodiac is a'circle of 360 degrees and there 
are spokes, twelve in number, each at an 
interval of 30 degrees and 108.Navamsas 


Therefore, take the time when you start 
one’s work. . Dr. W. J. Simmonite, M.D., 

Pb.D., has said “ If a letter be sent to an 
artist the time of the letter being received 

is not taken notice of, but the moment the Blessings of Uchishta Maha Ganapathi conveyed 
artist reads the very question 1 . by the Editor to the Dcvottces. 
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are permanently placed in the Zodiac 
(Khanda VII, sloka It). In sloka 2, he 
says “The querist, when asked, will give 
a number within 108. The number must 
be taken as the base on which one is to 
judge the results. The number given 
(sloka 3) is to be divided by 9. The 
quotient indicates the number of Rasis 
which has elapsed, when counted from 
Mesha-Aries. The remainder is the num¬ 
ber of the Navamsa, to be taken as Lagna 
(Ascendant) in the next sign, for that 
number, for that query. 

In my opinion. Horary astrology is the 
best, to judge the results. In Sloka T, in 
Prasnakanda, he says ”. ■ 

“ If horoscope is not available, one can 
predict from the Lagna that rises at the 
time of query. There will be no difference 
in the results .between the effects indicated 
by birth-chart and horary-chart.” 

Therefore ' if anybody says that the 
astrologer asks a number and uses 
Numerology, he is ignorant of my method 
of using the wonderful system of Horary 
astrology. What one can never predict 
from Natal chart, one can judge from the 
Horary chart. There are various questions 
and problems which the natal chart cannot 
explain at all. It is helpless. The Horary 
Chart answers all questions, whether silly 
or minor or major ones. 

(One should make astrology practical 
and useful. We must bring the stars down 
to Earth, and interpret them in the 
language of daily life fitting with modern 
times.) 

Astrology is not a religion. It can 
never save anybody from self-destruction. 
It can throw light upon the dark and 
narrow paths through which a hungry and 
belated soul may have to force it way. 
This is what wise people like Sepherial 
say. 

Let me pose some questions. How can 
the birth chart aid in answering the follow¬ 
ing ■ questions? On the other hand, if 
the Horary system is followed and a 


number is asked to be given for each 
such question, the task of prediction be 
rendered easy. Precise and clear predic¬ 
tion can be offered. 

(a) Suppose the querist has two cars 
‘A’ and ‘B’ and wants to dispose of one 
and keep the other and approaches the 
astrologer for advice. How to predict ? ask 
to give a number for car ‘A’ and another 
number for car ‘B’. If a judgment is 
made on this basis, correct and useful 
prediction can be given. Otherwise from 
natal chart one can say that he will dis¬ 
pose either a car of a house or a furniture. 

(b) There are five .charts , - parents of 
five girls living in the same city have pro¬ 
posed them for my marriage. “ Which 
girl will I marry? asks a querist. Ask 
him to mention a number for each girl, 
and then judge. Suppose he is a mischie¬ 
vous fellow and gives the same number 
for all the five. At once you say that he 
will never marry any one among this five. 
The Divine Grace will operate so nicely 
that if he is to really marry any one of the 
five, that number which he gives for that 
girl alone will provide a positive answer 
and the other four will deny. 

(c) Suppose I get a list of houses 
from the Rent Control office. Which 
house shall I select and occupy ? 

(d) Suppose I get appointment orders 
from four different industries—all cotton 
mills and all situated in Bombay. Which 
job should I take up? 

For all these baffling questions, the birth 
chart cannot provide the key. The Horary 
System alone gives the guide. Hence, I 
request readers - to follow the Horary 
system invariably. Even when the birth 
chart is there, look to the Horary chart 
for confirmation and clear prediction. 

• (My book on the Horary System will be 
released in 1968. I have endeavoured to 
state the principles contained in the Hindu 
and Western Systems and also the method 
which I advocate. Lord Uchchishta Maba 
Ganapathi has rendered it precise, perfect 
and practical.)

Though the method is traditional, is it 
not misleading ? 

If one uses the house division according 
to the Hindu method, the clear presentation 
of the chart is either of the following two : 
I. (a) Sun and Kethu in Makara in 
lagna bhava; 

(b) Mars in Mesha in 4;

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'The above is a scientific and correct way 
of erecting a chart withbhava positions. 

If a chart erected on the basis of the 
traditional system is confusing, incorrect 
and not scientific, there is'no use clinging 
to it. It is necessary to devise a system 
which is clear, fool-proof and never mis¬ 
leading. The chart itself should be 
complete and explanatory. The astrologer 
should not be invited to clarify what he 
means. 

One must write the exact position where 
a house commences' in that particular 
sign : then insert planets in the order of 
the longitudinal degree occupied. If the 
longitudinal degree of one or two or three 
planets is lesser than the longitude degree 
where, the house cusp commences, then 
insert all these planets behind the cusp. 
If the longitude of the planets is greater 


than the degree where the cusp falls, then 
the planets are to be inserted in advance 
to the cusp. No planet should be written 
in the neighbouring sign. 

When does ■ the confusion arise? 
Actually, Budha and Sukra are in Capri¬ 
corn (Makara). But they are shown in the 
Hindu method in Sagittarius in Bhava 
chakra. It is misleading. According to 
me, the best system is what is shown at I 
or II above. Either of the two can be 
. followed^ or both, whatever be the method 
of house division, either the Hindu 
method or that which I recommend 
(Western System). It .is not correct to 
follow a particular method of presenting 
• the chart simply because it is traditional. 
What is’ wanted is clarity. The chart 
should be correct and self-explanatory and 
should leave nothing for further elucida¬ 
tion. 



RAJAYOGAS 


Are we to count from the sign occupied 
by Moon to the sign occupied by planets 
dr are we to refer to Bhava chart. ADHI- 
YOGA is taken as an example:— 

Brihat Jataka—by Varaha Mihira— 

. Chapter 13—Sloka—2. i 

. “Count from the position of Moon. 
If in 6th, 7th and 8th sign from the Moon,, 
there are benefic planets, it is termed as 
Moon’s Adhi-Yoga.” 

- In Sruta Keerthi, they say that it is not 
necessary that all the 3 signs counted from 
Moon’s sign be occupied by the three bene- 
fics, one in each sign. They may be in all 
the three signs, 6, 7 and 8 counted from 
Moon or 6 and 7 alone or 7 and 8 or 6 
alone or 7 alone or 8 alone. Vaidyanatha 
Disksh'athar in Jataka Parijata says the 
powerful planet by which the Yoga is 
caused, will produce the effect of the Yoga 
in its dasa period. Kalyanavarman insists 
that these benefics should neither be 
eclipsed nor aspectedby malefics(Saravali) 
Mantreswara in Phala dheepika reprodu¬ 
ces what Varahamihira has said. But 
Prithuyasas in Horasara says that benefics 
in 6, 7 and 8 signs from Moon or Lagna 
cause Adhi yoga. He will’marry a demo¬ 
ness. Adhi yoga caused by benefics give 
results without effort, If they are male- 
fics, effects will be felt only after great 
strain. 

Whenever Rajayogas are dealt with, the 
Hindu method is to count from sign to 
sign in the Rasi Kundali erected in a map 
which is a sign map and not a Bhava 
chart which is wrongly, unscientifically 
marked and presented. Clarity is needed. 

For Rajayogas, are we to take the 
position of planets from sign to sign or 
the bhava position? According to Hindu 
system, I am of opinion that if lagna 
sign is Capricorn, or Moon is in 
Capricorn (whatever be the degree in it) 
the signs Mesha, Cancer and Libra are 
Kendhra signs and Taurus as well as 
Kanya are termed as Kona signs ; planets

occupying either the beginning, or the 
middle or the end of the sign is said to be 
in Kendhra if it is in 1, 4, 7 or 10; so also 
those in 1 or 5 or 9 are said to be in Kona 
whether it is in the first degree or last 
degree of the sign and in whichever bhava 
they may be.' 

Hence, say Jupiter in Kumba, any 
degree and Moon in Makara any degree is 
said to cause Sunapha yoga, whereas, say, 
Venus in Dhanus, Moon in Makara” sign 
in rasi kundali is said to cause Anapha 
Yoga. 

Vasumathi Yoga is caused if all the 
benefics occupy upachaya signs reckoned 
from the lagna or the Moon. 

Ruchaka, Bhadra, Hamsa, Malavya and 
Sasa yogas are the five yogas which are 
produced when Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, 
Venus and Saturn respectively occupy any 
of the Kendra signs which happen to be 
their swakshetra or uchcha rasis (signs). 
Here, are we to take the sign position or 
Bhava position ? Suppose, Moon is in 
Taurus 3°, lagna is Taurus 1°. If Mars 
is 28°, Scorpio, in the Hindu'Method of 
erecting Bhava chart. Mars will be inserted 
in the sign Sagittarius in the bhava chart 
and hence it will be shown in 8th house. 
If so, Moon will be in Taurus and Mars 
in Sagittarius. Is there Ruchaka voga or 
not? 

In Hindu system, do we consider 

(a) the aspects from sfgn to sign or 
do we count from the bhava 
occupied by a planet to the bhava 
occupied by another? 

(b) for Gochara results do we count 
from the position of Moon in 
sign or its position in Bhava 
chart. Suppose lagna is in Taurus 
Rishaba 2°, Moon is in 28" 
Taurus: Then in Bhava chart, 
Hindus show Moon in Gemini. 
In Bhava chart, if we have to 
refer the transit, then Jupiter in 

■ Cancer- will be said as in 2 to 
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Moon if the Bhava chart is taken: 
but do we count like that ? Are 
we not to count from the posi¬ 
tion of Moon in sign, if we 
follow Hindu System. 

It is said that, people born with Moon 
in Karthik 2, 3, 4 padas, Rohini, Mriga- 
sira 1 and 2 padas are said to be born in 
Rishaba Rasi. The day Saturn enters 
Mesha, do we not mention that Sade-sati 
has started for people born in Rishaba 
Rasi wherever, in that sign. Moon is: 
Whether in Karthik 2, 3 or 4 padas or 
Rohini or Mrigasira first half. 

Therefore, I say, that these yogas, and 
Gocbara are counted from sign to sign 
and not from house to house— Westerners 
alone follow house to house for Progres¬ 
sion and Transit'. 

Some o( out traditional astrologers 
reckon Rajayogas on the basis of bhava 
positions of the planets in some cases and 
on the basis of sign positions of the 


planets in some other cases. Perhaps they 
want to please their consultants and show 
presence of Rajayogas in their horoscopes 
by either or both the above methods. 
The clients are given inexhaustible citations 
from the classics and are sent in satis¬ 
faction and in happy anticipation of a 
glorious future, which never comes in 
most of the cases. A number of yogas or 
planetary combinations have been listed 
but no standarized canons of interpre¬ 
tation of the effects of these yogas have 
been evolved. In reality there is great 
divergence between the results predicted 
and the results undergone. The answer 
to successful predictive astrology lies not 
in finding out the so-called antagonisms 
and friendships between the planets, their 
so-called dignities and debilities but in the 
constellation and sub-portion of the cons¬ 
tellation occupied by the planets. This 
alone helps us to explain the contradiction 
between prognostication on the basis of 
the various yoga enunciated in the texts 
and the actual happenings. 



GOCHARA—TRANSIT 


A person is born. A horoscope is 
erected for the time of birth, taking the 
place of birth for consideration and calcu¬ 
lation. We insert the planets as they are 
found at that moment in the Zodiac in the 
various signs and show them in the various 
houses. 

It is only in the birth chart that the 
planets are kept stationary. In 'actual 
practice, the planets are ever moving in 
their own orbits. They do not continue 
to remain where they were at birth time. 
So the planets constantly moving in the 
Zodiac arrive, by ephemeral motion, at‘ 
the original position held at birth. In this 
manner, every planet comes to the degree 
and minute of longitude which it occupied 
at the time of birth or to the natal posi¬ 
tion occupied by another planet. Thus we 
say that planet ‘ A ’ conjoins planet ‘ B ’ if 
‘ A ’, by its transit in the Zodiac, comes to 
the exact position where B' was at birth. 
Actually ‘B’ also would have moved 
away from its.original position. But the 
point in which ‘B ’ was at the moment of 
birth is reached by the planet ‘ A ' and 
thus* A' kindles the matters signified by 
‘ B That matter is accomplished by ' A ’ 
through the source shown by ‘ A ’. 

Suppose there is a switch at the point 
where ‘ B ’ was. Consider that this switch 
is attached to a fan. Then when ‘ A ’ 
comes there, it puts on the switch- What 
happens? The fan starts moving. Who 
has put'the switch? ‘A’. Suppose ‘C’ 
comes there. It puts on the same switch. 
The fan begins to move. Therefore, 
.whichever planet touches that degree, the 
nature of the result experienced is the same. 
In other words, it is the point in the 
Zodiac which decides the nature of the 
result, whereas the transiting planet shows 
how such a result is caused, its source, etc. 

In the Zodiac, according to me, the 27 
constellations are subdivided in the propor¬ 
tion in which they are allotted the number 
of years in Vimshodhari Dasa. Suppose 
there is a public limited concern of 120 


shares. There are only nine shareholders. 
They are named Kethu, Venus, Sun, Moon, 
Mars, Rahu, Guru, Sani and Budha. Kethu 
has got 7 shares, Sukra 20 shares i Sun 6 : 
Moon 10: Mars 7 : Rahu 18: Guru 16: 
Sani 19 and Budha 17. In this Company 
Kethu is the Managing Director. The 
name of the Company is Aswini. Suppose 
the profit is 800 units. Then the Managing 
Director will take first his share: then, in 
the cyclic order he distributes. How much 

can Kethu have? -5- x 800. Is it not? 
120 

Next Sukra ~ x 800 ; Sun -5_ x 800 

and so on. Thus all the 800units will be 
distributed in the cyclic order to all the 9 
planets in the proportion in which they 
have the shares. 

If the company is Bharani, then Venus 
is the Managing Director. It will take 

first its share of x 800: Next in the 
120 

cyclic order Sun 5 x 800 ; then Moon 
120 

.15, x 800 and so on: 

120 


One of the students takes the 
* Abhisheka Tbeertham’ 
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If the company is Karthik, Sun will be 
the Managing Director. It takes first its 

share of ^ x 800 and distributes others 

in cyclic order in the proportion in which 
they are allotted in Vimshodari Dasa. 
Such a subdivision of the constellation is 
my own discovery on which lies the truth, 
the whole truth of advanced stellar 
astrology. 

If a planet is in a position in the Zodiac 
at the time of birth, the planet is in a sign, 
in a star and in a sub. 

The sign indicates the strength of the 
planet. The lord of the star denotes the 
nature of the r«ult. The sub shows 
whether that plan$ is favourable to the 
native or not, depending on the lord of 
the sub. Also, the sub lord shows to whom 
that sub is advantageous. Suppose there 
is a significalor of the 8th and 12th 
houses. Then this planet is helpful to the 
opponent or to one with whom we trans¬ 
act. ' That sub lord who is favourable to 
the native may be detrimental to another. 
Therefore note down, which planets are 
evil to one. Then find out the constella¬ 
tion belonging to such malefic planets and 
understand that whenever planets transit 
in those stars, the above results will 
operate. 

Therefore what one has to do is a 
simple scientific analysis and mechanical 
application. Automatically the results 
will come:— 

(1) Cast the Horoscope, noting the 
place of birth, time etc., using 
Raphael Ephemeris and Raphael 
Table of Houses. 

(2) Note the Cusps of houses. 

(3) Note in which Bhava, each planet 
is posited. 

(4) Find out which planet is deposited 
in any of the 3 constellations of 
an occupant. 

(5) That planet ‘ A ’ in the constella¬ 
tion of the occupant ‘B’ will 
cause the results of the house 
occupied by ‘ B ’ at a time when 
A’s period or A’s sub period or 


anthra period runs and at a time 
when a planet transits in A’s star 
this is the correct fact. 

(6) Therefore note the planet. Note 
down which house matters are 
signified by , them. Then the 
subs ruled by them will offer those 
results which may or may not be 
desirable to the native. Success 
or failure, profit or loss, pleasant 
or unpleasant, progressive or 
lethargic etc., can be said from 
the sub alone. This is my 
finding. 

(7) Having noted what each planet 
signifies, one can decide which is 
good as well as favourable to 
one and which is evil and un¬ 
favourable to the person. 

Hence the constellations and subs ruled 
by the good planets, as found out above 
are auspicious. In the favourable con¬ 
stellation, beneficial subis the fruitful one. 
Suppose there is a water-pipe line. If the 
constellation is favourable it means there 
is water in the pipe line. There are nine 
subs: Suppose each sub is a tap attached 
to the pipe line. Those taps which are 
governed by beneficial planets, function 
properly and of the 9 planets, if any or 
many at any time transit there, i.e., open 
the tap, the matter—water—in the pipe¬ 
line will flow and it is useful. But if any 
or many planets are evil, then those taps 
belonging to the evil planets will be tight, 
blocked and there will be incrustation. 
So, even though there is water in the pipe, 
at the time this tap governed by evil 
planet, is opened, there is no flow of 
water. It is useless—waste of time and 
energy. Hence, the Sord of the constella¬ 
tion indicates what it has got to give. It 
is the lord of the sub who decides, whether 
it will allow you to enjoy or not. A 
basket is full of sweets in a marriage 
pandal. This is what the lord of the 
constellation - grand-mother - has kept. 
There are 9 of whom few are friendly and 
the others are bad. When I am near the 
basket friendly aunts (favourable sub) 
gives me sweets. If the subis bad, that 
wicked aunt denies me even though there 
is sweet in the basket (constellation). 
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Every sub in the Zodiac has got it own 
quality, characteristic, nature etc. depen¬ 
ding on the lord of the sign, the lord of 
the star and the lord of the sub- All these 
three read together will give the correct 
picture, e.g., Aries and Scorpio belong to 
Mars. Yet the qualities, etc. of Aries are 
not the same as Scorpio, even though 
Mars rules both the signs. Aries is Fiery, 
movable, positive and masculine whereas 
Scorpio is watery, fixed,*®negative and 
feminine. 

Similarly Venus may be the lord of 
Bharani, Poorvapalguni and Poorvashada 
stars—yet Bharani is Venus star in the 
Movable Mars sign: Poorvapalguni in the 
fixed Sun’s sign and Poorvashada in the 
common Jupiter’s sign. The combination 
of Mars, Venus; Sun—Venus or Jupiter— 
Venus is the next stage. 

Then, even though, Mars sign, Venus 
star indicates certain results, yet it is the 
sub lord who further classifies and the 
nature of result will be specific, precise 
and particular, i.e., first sub in Bharani is 
ruled by Venus; the next sub by Sun; the 
next by Moon and soon: In each of 
the stars—which are 13° 20'in longitude 
the longitude of each sub remains the 
same, though they may commence at any 
part in that star.

If it is Moon’s star Rohini, the first sub 
is ruled by Moon; so, in Rishaba, from 
10 0 where Rohini commences to 11° 
6 2/3' lies the Moon sub; then 46 2/3' 
Mars sub; then 2° Rahusub and so on. 
If it is Arudhra, Rahu’s star, then Arudhra 
commences at 6° 40' GemiDi; hence Rahu 
sub will be 6° 40' to 8° 40' Gemini; 
Jupiter sub from 8° 40' to 10° 26 2/3'; 
Saturn sub 10° 26 2/3' to 12° 33 1/3' and 
so on. If it is Ashlesha ruled by 


Mercury, the first sub belongs to Mercury. 
Ashlesha Commences at 16° 40' Cancer. 
Hence 16° 40' Cancer to 18° 33 1/3' 
Mercury rules the sub; then Kethu from 
18-33 1/3 to 19° 20’ Cancer; Venus sub 
runs for 2° 13 1/3' from 19-20 to 21-33 1/3' 
Sun for 40’ from 21° 33 1/3' to 22° 13 1/3' 
and so on. Hence, the longitude of each 
planet’s sub is constant. Its beginning 
and end.in a constellation depends on the 
lord of the constellation and its position 
in the cyclic order. Is this method of sub 
division scientific, or it is done according 
to one’s fhncy ? 

Indeed, absolutely scientific; further 
development is Krishnamurti Padhdhati. 

Suppose, Moon enters Bharani, child is 
born. Do not we say that the child is 
running Venus Dasa, Venus Bhukti— 
Consider till how long a period you can

say so? Till Moon has covered | -^ of 

the constellation or the duration needed 
by Moon to pass this area. When Moon 
has passed in Bharani 2° 13 1/3', if a child 
is born, and the dasa balance is worked 
out, do not we say, that the child has just 
entered Sun Bhukti in Venus Dasa? There¬ 
fore does it not mean that, that area 
belongs to Venus and the sub to Sun. 
After some time, when Moon is in 
2° 53 1/3' Bharani, the dasa balance is 
said to be the end of Sun Bhukti and 
commencement of Moon Bhukti in Venus’ 
Dasa. Thus imagine. 

Therefore the arc of each star and sub 
are constant fixed. 

How can it help you ? 

Suppose you are running the dasa of 
Saturn. In your chart Saturn, Sun and 
Mars are the significators for marriage. 
Then when you observe, you find the 
following results. 

Mars transits in Uthrashada governed 
by Sun and sign owned by Saturn. When 
it is in Rahu sub, no talk about his 
marriage. In Jupiter sub, only some pur¬ 
chases are made : Mars in Saturn sub in 
Sun’s star, a girl is interviewed.” Not 
bad, better to proceed ” he thinks. Mars 
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passes to Mercury sub and in those days, 
further negotiation proceeds. In Kethu 
sub there is some fear that the negotiation 
many fall through. Mars is in Venus sub, 
then both, by chance, at a distance, see 
each other in a Cinema hall. 

Days pass on. Mars transits the full 
portion of Moon star Sravana and comes 
to 23° 20' and enters into Dhanishta.. 
During Mars sub, a third person mediates; 
Kahu sub, no further progress; Jupiter 
sub, they fix a day for betrothal; Saturn 
sub, betrothal; During Mercury • sub in 
Aquarius in Saturn sign, invitations 
printed and posted; Kethu sub, Prarthana, 
Prayer, visit to temple, etc.; Venus sub, 
relatives arrive, music is in full swing, , 
and feasting goes on all round the panda). 
Mars in Saturn sign, Sun sub, agrees with 
Saturn Dasa Mars Bhukti Sun Anthra 
period and Sun and Saturn are also tran¬ 
siting favourably. Marriage takes place.' 

Thus one can observe that when a planet 
transits in a constellation, the nature of 
the result signified by the house in which 
the lord of the constellation is tenanted, 
will come to light. If the lord of the 
constellation is in the 10th Bhava, then 
lanets transitting in its constellation 
ring forth 10th house matters, irrespec¬ 
tive of the name of the planet, etc. The 
oint is this. Is there a planet in the 10th 
ouse? Then the matters of the 10th 
house will be offered by those situated in 
the occupant’s constellation in the birth 
chart, in their dasas and bhukties ; also 
at the time when planets transit these 
three stars governed by the occupant of 
the 10th house. Similarly, to each Bhava 
we have to note. There will be certain 
Bhavas, unoccupied by any. In those 
cases, take the lord of the sign where the 
Cusp falls whether it is in the very begin¬ 
ning middle or end of the sign. Then, note 
the constellations governed by the lord of 
the sign where the Cusp falls. Whenever 
planets transit in these three constella¬ 
tions of the lord, the matters' signified by 
that Cusp will operate. 

The Cusp denotes the results of that 
Bhava alone genuine results of that house. 
But a planet ‘ A ’ in any Bhava indicates 


those signified by the lord of the constel¬ 
lation in which ' A ’ is posited, also the 
same bhava results, provided there is no 
planet in its constellation. Also, the 
results of the sign or signs ‘A’ owns 
provided there is no planet situated in ‘A’ 
sign or signs and also none in its constel¬ 
lations.

(a) Sun is in 9: Sun is in Moon’s 
constellation. Moon is in 11 : 
Therefore Sun gives 11th Bhava 
results. If Moon is in Dhanus in 
4, Sun gives 4th house matters. 

(b) No planet is in Leo : 12th Cusp 
is in Leo. So Sun is lord of 12. 
Sun indicates 12th house matters 
also. If there is a .planet (say 
Moon 2 in Uthrasbada) then 
Moon in 4 shows that planets in 
its constellation Rohini, Hastham 
Sravanan will give 4th house 
matters: If there are none, then 
Moon gives (here there is Sun). 
But Moon, in . Uthrasbada will 
give 12th house matters as it is 
in the constellation of Sun who 
rules the vacant bouse 12. 

Suppose there is no planet in Karthik, 
Uthrapalguni and Uthrashada, governed 
by Sun, then Sun gives (a) 9th house 
matters and (b) 12th house matters. 

If there is a planet in Leo, then any 
planet in the constellation of the occupant 
in. Leo in 12th Bhava gives 12th house 




matters, and those in Leo but behind 
12th Cusp, i.e., in 11th house and Leo 
sign will offer 11th house matters through' 
the planet deposited in its constellation. 


Thus one should have a calm and cle 
thinking and understanding. 


If Mars occupies the fifth house, it has • 
to indicate 5th house matters as there is 
no planet in any of its stars. Further, 
there is one planet Jupiter in Scorpio, in 
the 3rd house and none in Aries. Then 
3rd house matters will be offered by 
planets in Jupiter’s constellation or Jupiter 
whereas 8th house matters will be given 
by planet in Mars constellation and if 
there are none, by Mars himself. So Mars, 
depending on the planet in its stars can 
indicate the matters of the house indicated 
by the lord of the constellation, the 5th 


and the 8th. If the Cusp is transitted by 
Saturn which is evil by its occupation, 
then there is some undesirable result 
regarding 5th house matters. It does not 
mean that Mars in 5 is also afflicted, so 
8th house also will suffer. Not at all. 

The Cusp receiving good aspect, protects 
the matters of the house. Planets in that 
bhava getting afflicted cannot affect that 
bhava’s results. Only the other results 
which the planet indicates alone will 
suffer. For example, good Jupiter is in the 
Cusp of a house. The matters of that 
house cherish. If Kethu conjoins a planet 
in that bhava at the same time, the result 
of the bhava will not suffer, but other 
matters indicated by that planet in that 
house, will perish. 

Slow and steady brings sure success. 



NO MORE DOUBTS 
Planets—Eclipsed—Results 


Eclipse means the interception of the 
light of a heavenly body by intervention 
of another body between it and the specta¬ 
tor. It deprives the light of the body and 
the spectator on the earth is denied its 
brilliance and splendour. 

From Sun, Mercury is 36 million mile s 
away, Venus 67 million miles and the 
Earth 93 million miles. Moon goes found 
and round the earth and it is 2,40,000 
miles from the Earth. Hence Moon, 
Mercury and Venus can come between the 
Earth and the Sun. Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune are 142 mil. miles, 
483 mil. miles, 886 mil. miles, 1,782 mil. 
miles, and 2,791 mil. miles respectively 
from the Sun. Therefore,’Sun can come 
between the Earth and these planets, 
Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Nep¬ 
tune. On those occasions when Mercury 
and Venus go far away from the Earth, 
the Sun can come between these two 
planets and the Earth. Sun can never 
pass between the Earth and the Moon. 

Two planets are said to be in close 
conjunction when they occupy some points 
of the Zodiac very near each other.- Each 
planet exerts its influence and spreads its 
light upto a certain distance on both its 
sides, and it is called its-orb. The Sun is 
the biggest of all the planets and it has an 
orb . of 17°, Moon .12°, and the other’ 
planets 7°. 

Generally, ■ conjunction of two benefic 
planets produces good results, and bad 
results follow if two malefics conjoin. If 
a benefic and a malefic are in conjunction, 
much of the favourable results of the 
benefic will be lost and likewise much of 
the undesirable results of the evil planet 
will get mitigated. 

Planets in close conjunction are other¬ 
wise called rapt conjunction with the Sun, 
excepting Rahu and Kethu who are said 
to be in combustion or Vikala or Asthan- 
gatha or eclipsed. It is said that they are 


then utterly powerless. Planets in con¬ 
junction with the Moon are said to be in 
Samagamam indicating good strength. 

Planets within 5° of the Sun will be 
really combust If they are within 10°, | 
the combustion is ordinary. If a planet is 
beyond 15°, there is no combustion. 

Westerners give importance only, to the 
Solar and Lunar eclipses. They do not 
attach anything to the conjunction of Sun 
with other planets. 

Hindus pay much attention to the 
eclipse of the planets while they predict . 
results of those planets in their dasas and 
bhukties, while giving transit results how 
a planet getting eclipsed will behave and 
also while selecting an auspicious time to 
celebrate marriage, or entry into a new 
house or for learning Vedas, etc. 

Hindus are of opinion that the eclipsed 
planet, whether a benefic or a malefic, 
loses its strength especially to do good to 
the native. 

In Jataka Thatvam, Mahadeva' says 
that the planet that is ecliped will cause 
trouble and produce untoward results. 
In ‘Sanketanidbi’, Ramadayulu has said 
that if Mars and Venus are eclipsed and 
occupy,’the 5th house, the. person concer¬ 
ned becomes one-eyed and if the lord of 
the rising dwadasamsa is eclipsed, the’ 
person's property is insecure, he also 
says that the lord of the rising Trim- 
samsa when eclipsed causes misunder¬ 
standing among the relatives. 

Ralidas is of the opinion that if the 
lord of a Bhava is eclipsed by the Sun’s 
rays, the Bhava is completely destroyed 
even if the Bhava is occupied by benefics. 
In his work ‘ Uttara kalamritbam ’, he 
adds that Venus and Saturn do not lose 
strength even when eclipsed. 

Prithuyasas, son of Varabamihira, deals 
a tittle elaborately in bis work Horasara, 
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with the results of the eclipsed planets. 
Even though the planets may be strong by 
occupying a position in the Zodiac, yet 
they become weak if they are eclipsed by 
the Sun and hence they do not produce 
the good effects which are declared to 
fructify in their dasa periods,' yogas and 
their bhavas- However strong a planet 
may be, still it will not produce any good 
effect if it is eclipsed, and during its dasa, 
bad effects alone will accrue to the person. 

It will apply to the results of the Bhava it 
owns and also occupies. He also mentions 
that planets, excepting Venus and Saturn, 
lose half of their strength when eclipsed. 

If the Moon becomes eclipsed, the native 
will have a fall from his position, will be 
mentally afflicted, and will suffer from 
jaundice and similar diseases. Further,' 
there will be risk from water. 

Mars, when eclipsed, will give trouble 
and many kinds of worries, and the 
native’s mind will be in a destructive 
mood. 

Mercury when eclipsed, brings on loss , 
in lands and perpetual mental affliction. 

He will suffer from jaundice, sickness, 
catarrh, etc. He will also incur loss. 

Eclipsed Jupiter gives misery and happi¬ 
ness in equal p roportion. 

Saturn in eclipsed state shows that the 
person’s income and expenditure will 
balance each other. He will not feel 
happy. He will have a frail, body. But 
his fame will spread very wide. He will 
be tormented by various mental cares. 

Prithuyasas also mentions that one’s 
education will be spoiled in the period of 
a planet occupying the navamsa sign 
owned by the eclipsed one. 

When longevity is calculated, the Hindu 
sages declare that one born during the 
period of eclipse is very short-lived. If the 
lords of the. lagna, navamsa lagna and 
Moon rasi are all eclipsed, the person Can¬ 
not live long. 

While the strength of the eclipsed planet 
is discussed, Varahamihira says in Brihat 
Jataka that planets, when eclipsed, contri¬ 
bute only one half of what longevity they 


can give in the same position in the 
Zodiac, if they are not eclipsed. But 
Mantreswatfe in Phaladeepika writes that 
the strength* of an eclipsed planet is nil 
and a person will meet with his end in its 
dasa within a short time after it starts. 
Destruction to the members of the family 
and wealth is threatened. He will have 
litigation and may suffer humiliation. He 
says that the eclipsed planet ruling the 7th 
house shows loss of wife; lord of 5 denotes 
danger to children and lord of lagna will 
cause death to the native. If the planet 
is not eclipsed, good effect of the bhava 
will be enjoyed. All will welcome the 
lord of 6 to be eclipsed as it is strong to 
destroy the enemies. 

Let us considerthe results of the planets 
when they are eclipsed and when they own 
different houses in one's chart. 

Lord of the Lagna getting eclipsed 
shows that the native will be imprisoned ; 
he will lead the life in cognito; will suffer 
from fear, disease and anxiety ; will parti¬ 
cipate in funeral rites; incur loss and may 
lose position too ; will be unfortunate ; 
etc. 

Lord of 2: Behaves stupidly in a 
public assembly; will be untrustworthy ; 
will receive annoying letters; .write bad 
ones J suffer From eye troubles; will be 
foul-tongued; spend heavily; incur Royal 
displeasure. 

Lord of 3: Demise of brother; evil 
advice; trouble through secret mechanisa¬ 
tion of internal enemies; humiliation; 
discomfiture and loss of pride thereby. 

Lord of 4: Distress to mother; sick¬ 
ness to dear friends; danger to lands; 
trouble due to the loss of cattle; danger 
from water and conveyance. 

Lord of 5: Loss of a child; aberration 
of the mind ; deception ; wearisome wan¬ 
dering ; trouble in the stomach, displea¬ 
sure of the Goverument and bodily weak¬ 
ness. 

Lord of 6: Will have troubles through 
thieves; will suffer reverse, defeat; will 
commit. wicked acts; will do servile 
duties; will be despised, scandalised and 
injured. 
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Lord of 7 : Distress to son-in-law; 
separation from beloved; untoward results 
due to the troubles from the opposite sex ; 
intrigues with wicked women; diseases in 
the private parts ; ever wandering. 

Lord of 8 : Excessive sorrow ; want of 
sense; carnal appetite, jealousy; uncon¬ 
sciousness; poverty; fruitless rambling; 
sickness; humiliation and death. 

Lord of 9: Will incur the wrath of the 
deity or Guru or preceptor; suffer some¬ 
thing untoward; trouble to wife and 
children; will do wicked acts; elder’s 
demise ; will suffer from poverty. 

Lord of 10: /Fruitless attempts; loss of. 
honour; will become wicked; leave his 
permanent place; inauspicious happen¬ 
ings; will lead bad life; suffer troubles. 

Lord of 11: Bad news; trouble to elder 
brother ;• sickness to children; will suffer 
misery ; deception and ear disease. 

Lord of 12 : Various diseases; dis¬ 
honour; disappearance of wealth, deten¬ 
tion, bondage. 

These results will be experienced by a 
person when he runs the dasa or bhukthi 
of the lords mentioned above. 

Mantraeswara gives hopes by saying 
that a planet, even when eclipsed, if it 
occupies an auspicious sign and navamsa, 
will, in its period, offer mixed results and 
finally in the latter half of its dasa, agree¬ 
able and beneficial results. 

Transit results of eclipsed planets : 
Planets in their transit through favourable 
houses (houses wherein they have to give 
good effects) become void of effect if they 
happen to be eclipsed. But if the houses 
transited by them be unfavourable, then 
they will give bad effects in an- aggravated 
form. 

Election ,.of auspicious time for any 
undertaking: Avoid the constellation in 
which the recent eclipses have appeared 
within six months before and after the 
month when one desires to do any auspi¬ 
cious work. 

It is also declared that it is not advis¬ 
able to celebrate Upanayanam and 


marriage or construct and enter into new 
premises when Jupiter and Venus are 
eclipsed. It is called ‘Guru Sukra 
Moodam’. 

People belonging to Sama Veda should 
not initiate mantra and do Upanayana 
when Mars is eclipsed. Rig Veda people 
should avoid these when Jupiter is 
eclipsed. If Venus is eclipsed, Yajur 
Veda people should not have Upa¬ 
nayanam. 

Westerners are of opinion that the 
conjunction of Sun and Moon is highly 
conducive to promote material welfare 
and to have bright careers. Sun and 
Mars in close conjunction give force of 
character and power of endurance. Great 
self-control is to be exercised. There will 
,be struggle between one’s will and desires 
during one’s life. 

Sun and Mercury in close conjunction 
give much mental ability, with a clear 
thinking of high order, it gives adaptabi¬ 
lity. One will have reasoning ability, 
memory and fluency of speech. The 
greatest orators, chief engineers, famous 
accountants and auditors are having Sun 
and Mercury in the same longitude when 
it is cazimi or combust. Only a few are 
perverted and dogmatic. 

Sun in conjunction with Jupiter makes 
one a scholar. He will maintain good 
health, enjoy mental equilibrium and have 
professional advancement. New. under¬ 
takings will prosper and constructive 
ability will be strengthened. 

Conjunction of Sun and Venus shows 
popularity and social success. He will 
acquire competence in music, art, poetry, 
etc. He will gain through the other sex. 
Marriage will give continuous happiness.

Conjunction of Saturn and Sun gives 
indomitable will, courage and strength of 
intellect. It does not promote material 
happiness. Ill-health and obstacles delay 
one’s advancement in life. But it brings 
lot of power, authority and responsibility 
if Saturn receives good aspects from 
benefics.

Thus Westerners have taken each 
planet, observed the results and have 
recorded them. Those who are interested 
to do research can take the horoscope cf 
those in whom a few planets are eclipsed 
and observe the various results enjoyed by 
them during the dasa of the eclipsed 
planets. 

Modern Astrological Research Institute, 
Madras, verified various chart and found 
out that the eclipsed planets give both 
good and bad results in their dasas, depen¬ 
ding upon the Bbuktinathas, e.g., a person 
born in Dhanur lagna having Mercury 
eclipsed, had his marriage and prosperity 
in his profession' during Mercury Dasa. 


Everyone may desire to have a more 
beautiful and better accomplished wife 
and also a higher status in life. So also, 
Mercury eclipsed, may in its dasa, make 
the person feel discontented, but yet, as 
lord of 7, it gave marriage, and as lord of 
10 gave promotion. A persoD born in 
Vrischika Lagna with Moon in Vrischika 
had Venus eclipsed at the time of his birth. 
He had bis wedding in Venus Dasa and he 
enjoyed his married life. He also invested 
money on luxurious articles, jewels and 
furniture. Thus one can see that the 
planet when eclipsed does not become a 
malefic and deny the results it has to.offer, 
but it does so to a less Extent. 



KRISHNAMURTI PADHDHATI 


When on honest truth is published, 
people with open mind, take it in right 
sense. A few others consider and give vent 
to their feeling that I am arrogant or I 
mistakenly praise myself. Whomsoever 
studies my method with the desire to 
learn, will learn tiy Padhdhati and they 
will be able to offer correct and precise 
prediction. They are the best tailors who 
stitch caps according to the head given by 
God. But one of the authors of an article 
in Astrological magazine has written in 
his article “ According to my rectification 
the birth of Sri Surya Prakasb is 4-51 
A.M. (L.M.T.) and not 5-40 A.M. I.S.T.” 


God gave birth at 5-40 I.S.T. 
Mr. B. V. Raman has published. So, I can 
understand, if one corrects the time of 
birth of a child born to some couple in a 
village. But, to correct the time of birth of 
Shri B. V. Raman’s child is not alright. 
All the contributors have given prediction 
basing on 5-40 A.M. If according to 
Shri Thiruvenkatacharya the time is to be 
taken as 4-51 A.M. L.M.T then all the 
predictions of other authors praising him 
have to be revised. But I understand, that 
Shri Thiruvenkatacharya thinks at random; 
If 23° 24 mts. Libra is to be the ascen¬ 
dant and meridian 22° Cancer for the 
place of birth of Shri Surya Prakasb, then 
the sidereal time must be 7 hrs.

But 
Sidereal time must be 7-35-5 to get the 
position given by Shri Thiruvenkatacharya. 
So, L.M.T. should be 4-53-44 A.M. for 
this longitude. 

He has corrected the time of birth be¬ 
cause according to his method of predic¬ 
tion the actual time of birth mentioned by 
Shri B. V. Raman about his own child is 
wrong. Now readers ask whether Shri B. V. 
Raman is doubtful about the birth time of 
his own child or Shri Thiruvenkatacharya 
corrects the actual time of birth as his 
method is to come true.

Today 20-9-67 is a Wednesday governed 
by Mercury. Moon transits at 353° 34' in 
Mercury star Revathi in'Meena rasi owned 
by Jupiter. Time is 6 P.M. Lagna is in 
Pisces, lord of which is Jupiter. Therefore 
Jupiter, Mercury and Rahu rule this 
moment. 

Peon enters the room: he announces 
“ Sir, from this afternoon, there is no fan,- 
no light; electricity has failed 

One student gets up. Another writes in 
a slip. The third asks “ Sir, now we have 
Sunlight. .• So, please predict, when the 
electric light will come? If not, shall we 
go home." 

Give a number within 108. 

“ 78, Sir,” (said Mr. Kakkar). 

Good. You need not go. Wait. We are 
getting the light, a little late, when we 
almost feel that it will not come. 

Why, Sir ? In those moments the follow¬ 
ing flashed in my mind. 78 means Sagit¬ 
tarius rises. Lord of Sagittarius and 
Saturn (Retrograde) are both aspecting the 
lagna. Saturn delays : It can disappoint, 
if Jupiter does not aspect the lagna or if 
lord of lagna is aspected by strong Saturn. 
Neither Saturn aspects Jupiter, nor the 
lagna is devoid of the beneficial aspects of 
Jupiter.

Judge Houses 1,6,8, 10 and 12 to find 
out the time.

F. . Analysis of chart. 

For better prospectus, honour and 
promotion, houses 2, 6, 10 and 11 are to 
be studied. According to Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati, following are the significators 
for promotion: 

1. Planets posited in the constella¬ 
tions of occupants of houses 2, 6, 
10 and II. 

2. Planets posited in these houses. 

3. Planets tenanted in the constella¬ 
tions of the owners of these houses.

II. Lord of 2nd is Mars. Mars rules 
Mrigasira, Chitra and Dhanishta. Only 
Rahu is in Dhanishta. Lord- of 6th is 
Jupiter. Jupiter rules Pu’nurvasu, Visaka 
and Poorvabhadarpada. No planet is 
situated in any of these stars. ' So take 
Jupiter. 

Tenth lord is Moon. Venus and Saturn 
are in Moon’s star Sravana. So take 
Saturn ■ and Venus. 11th lord is Sun.

Ascendant falls in the constellation of 
Kethu and Kethu is occupant of 11, the 
house of promotion; hence the promotion 
is promised. 

Moon is, further, posited in the sign of 
Venus, lord or 11. So the question relates 
to promotion. 

12th house indicates secret inimical 
activities. Ketu, occupant of 11, is in 
association with Mars, who is lord of 12. 
Hence secret inimical activities will 
abound during the present period, you are 
running. 

Saturn aspects 10th house, the house of 
profession, hence some delay is indicated, 
but as it is further posited in the CON¬ 
STELLATION and SUB of Mercury, the 
promotion will materialise under the 
influence of Saturn. 

At present, you are running Moon Dasa, 
Jupiter Bhukti from 8-8-1966 to'8-12-1967. 
Jupiter is occupant of 8th house, the house 
of disappointment, mental set-back and 
obstructions.

“ The planet in a sign is the source of 
the result which bestdws according to the 
lord of-the constellation, in which the 
planet was tenanted.’.’ Ketu is in Swathi, 
a constellation ruled by Rahu. Rahu is 
occupant of 5 and in lordship, it has no 
concern with any of the houses concernsd 


with' service and promotion. Mars is 
posited in Visakha, a constellation ruled 
by Jupiter. Hence take Jupiter, who is 
■ already a significator. ; . .- 

As we are primarily concerned with 
promotion, indicated hy 11th house, let us 
consider the lord of 11 too. Venus is lord 
of 11. Venus and Mercury, both of them 
are in Poorvaphalguni, a constellation 
ruled by Venus. As Venus is retrograde, 
eliminate it, take Mercury as a significator. 

.- Therefore, for your promotion, Saturn, 
Mercury, Moon and Jupiter are the signi- 
ficators. As Moon is passing through the 
constellation of Moon, take Moon Dasa, 
' Saturn Bhukti, 1 Mercury Anthra and 
Jupiter Shookshma. 

Y.ou will run Saturn Bhukti under Moon

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CORRECT TIME OF BIRTH 


Here is the true Astrologer. He knows 
how an- Astrologer knowing only Hindu 
System can give and has to give many 
alternatives. Honest workers say that 
prenatal Epoch does not help, as experi¬ 
ments carried out on births (whose time 
of birth is correctly noted) have given a 
clear idea that this method fails. 

The only one method, at present, availa- 
.ble is given by me. 

Let me explain taking the approximate 
time given by this Astrologer at Madurai. 
He says that his time of birth was between 
9-50 P.M. and IQ-20 P.M. on 23-7-1913. 

I take the chart for calculation at Delhi 
at 10-29 A.M. on 10-10-67, Tuesday ruled 
by Mars (represented by Rahu, as it is in 
Mars sign) when Anuradha ruled by 
Saturn in Mars sign Scorpio rises at this 
time in the East for Delhi, and Moon is 
in Sagittarius in Venus star (and not in 
Kethu star, even though Kethu represents 
Venus by occupying Venus sign). Hence 
the ruling planets are Jupiter, Saturn, 
Rahu and Venus. ’ 

If one works out the part of horizon 
which would have risen between 9-50 P.M. 


and 10-20 P.M. for 10“ Nand 78°15'E 
(for his birth place) it is between 4“ and 
13° Pisces. This area falls in Jupiter sign, 
Saturn - star, Rahu sub and Venus suj) 
sub does not fall within 13° Pisces. 

Hence take Venus sub and Rahu sub 
sub. Venus sub will be between 8° 6' 40" 
to-10° . 20'. Rahu sub sub will be 9° in 
Pisces Nirayang. So,’., it should be 
.1“ 33' Sayana Aries. On that day, at that 
place 1° 33' Aries would have - risen when 
the sidereal time would be 18 hours 5 
minutes 16 secs. But sidereal time 8 
noon at Greenwich on 23-7-1913. was 8 
hrs. 2 mts. 28 secs. Sid. time at Noon at 
78° 15' E= 8 hrs. 1 mt 36 secs. Interval 
between previous noon and birth time in 
L.M.T. PLUS the correction' for interval 
at 10 secs. perhour= 18hrs. 5rnts. 16 secs, 
minus 8 hrs. 1 mt. 36 secs. = 10 hrs. 3 mts. 
40 secs. 

Therefore correct interval will be 10 hrs. 
2.mts. L.M.T. ' 

As we have to add 17 mts. to get I.S.T. 
the correct time of birth will be exactly 
10 hrs. 19 mts. I.S.T. on 23-7-1913 at 10° 
N and 78° 15 E. 



Hindu system: is it correct? 


Our sages have said that one has to 
take Moon’s sign as lagna while judging 
the Gochara Phala or Transit results. 
Then, one is to calculate from the Moon’s 
position sign after sign and ascertain the 
results indicated by the planets passing 
through the various signs counted from. 
Moon’s sign. 

To me, it appears to be incorrect. 
According to me it is undoubtedly un¬ 
scientific. Why ? Suppose, Moon is in 
Pushya •' star on a particular day, say, 
between 7-27 A.M. I.S.T. on 27-10-1967 
and 7-12 A.M. I.S.T. on 28-10-1967. 

Moon must be in Cancer. Children are 
born at 8 A.M., 9 A.M., 10 A.M. and so 
on till next day 7 A.M. Hence the lagnas 
of thesechildrenwill be Scorpio, Sagittarius 
Capricorn etc. to Libra. 

Suppose one is asked to offer the results 
of Moon: For Scorpio-borns, Moon is 
lord of 9. It occupies 9th house: There¬ 
fore Moon denotes father: higher 
education—long journey etc. If planets 
are favourably posited, and Moon receives 
harmonious aspect (according to both 
Hindus and westerners), the native, bom 
in Scorpio, according to oriental and 
traditional astrologers, will have success 
and enjoyments, etc. (Saturn in Sagit¬ 
tarius, Jupiter in Taurus : Sun in Aries. 
Saturn was in Poorvashada: Jupiter in 
Mrigasira : Sun in Bbarani.) According 
to Hindu theory, that month is considered ' 
to be auspicious to the native as Moon is 
in Cancer. Actually the father of the 
native enjoyed as Saturn was in tbe cons¬ 
tellation of Venus, lord of 11 to Cancer; 
Jupiter was in the constellation of lord of 
10 and Sun was in that of lord 11. But 
the native quarrelled with his wife and 
sent her away, as Saturn was in the cons¬ 
tellation of Venus, lord of 7 and 12, Sun 
also was in Venus star ruling 7 and 12, 
and Jupiter in the constellation of lord of 
6. It ended in separation on Monday 
28—4—1930 to one born on 6—I—1900 
(my own cousin). 


. Take one bom on any date in Capricorn 
Lagna with Moon in Cancer—Pushyam. 
One has to say that the person will enjoy 
if Saturn is in Virgo (3 to Moon) and 
Jupiter is in Pisces, but the person suffered 
from a serious ailment and got admitted 
in the hospital (Saturn in the constellation 
of lord of 8 and Jupiter in the constel¬ 
lation of lord' of 6 whereas his' wife 
visited the hospital to attend on her bus- 
band. 

To Pisces lagna born, with Moon in 
Pushya star, good results predicted taking 
Moon sign are applicable to the native’s 
children. Any evil result according to the 
position of Moon actually, refers to 
children. 

To Aries lagna bom, Moon in Cancer 
reveals the results of mother ; To Taurus- 
borns the younger sister's or brothers; To 
Cancer lagna born, it refers to the person. ' 
Therefore, to him now alone, it is appli¬ 
cable. To Virgo Lagna borns. Moon in 
Cancer indicates results to elder brother 
or sister or friend and not the native. 
Therefore, taking Moon’s position lt> all 
lagna borns does not appeal to common- 
sense : Practically, my observation is 
found to be correct. 

The same rule and argument apply to 
western system if one takes Sun’s position. 
But, westerners include the aspects from 
various planets to Sun and offer predic¬ 
tion which is correct to that extent and 
when they predict to each individual 
separately, they take all the cusps and all 
the planets, preceded by aspects (not sign 
by sign, but actual relative position in 
degrees) and offer the results. 

In Hindu system, Asbtaka Vargamethod 
includes all the planets. It, first, appears 
to be convincing. But when one makes 
an honest attempt for people born in the 
same lagna with a difference of few 
degrees, the dasa and bhukti remaining the 
same and the position of planets, in the 
same degree and minute, the diametrically 
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opposite results cannot be explained. 
Both the twins sit for an examination. 
One passes ; the other fails : How can 
the Hindu system of dasa bhukti and' 
Gochara explain ? If both the horoscopes 
are worked out carefully, taking latitude 
and Longitude of birth using Raphael’s 
Eph enter is and my ayanamsa , or Mr. 
Lahiri’s, then, where is the rule to explain 
such a result ? If the father of the twins 
consults first producing the son’s' horos¬ 
cope who has passed and asks in which 
college, he can be admitted, the astrologer 
will say that his son had passed in a rank 
as the dasa and bhukti are favourable and 
Gochara auspicious. When, the same 
person produces the. horoscope of the 
younger who has failed and says that this 
son also has tlie same lagna in rasi and 
Navamsa and he is also enjoying the same 
dasa and bhukti, the traditional astrologer 
shrugs his shoulders and comes with his 
ready explanation that Astrology only 
shows tendencies. That is to say, the first 
boy had the will to pass; the second boy 
■. did not have the will. So it is the will 


that played and not the imperfectness in 
the traditional rules of prediction! 

Another astrologer says that one should 
include the vedha places. When he is 
pointed out that both charts are the same 
except the cusps of houses by 2 degrees in 
the same sign as lagna and Navamsa 
lagna, he has to find out whether some 
.other complicated rule is available. 

Krishnamurti asks why all these thou¬ 
sands of slokas and dozens of methods 
which are too vague and tantalizing to be 
of, any practical use and. guidance in 
prediction. Use the result of the lord of 
the (sub-division of a star) for the cusps 
and positions of planets and.arrive at the 
correct results. This method is scientific 
and simple and free from contradictions. 
How to ascertain, is being treated exhaus¬ 
tively in Krishnamurti’s book on transit 
system which is under print. In this book, 
the effects of transit according to the 
Hindu and the Western systems and accor¬ 
ding to the advanced stellar astrology are 
given. This book therefore offers compa¬ 
rative study of all the three methods. 



MOON—THE REFLECTOR

Astrology is a science of interpreting 
the angular relationship of the planets 
with - respect to ' the Earth in terms of 
human behaviour and actions. Each 
planet governs different aspects of human 
life and human being. This subject has 
been treated by various authors but Prof. 
K. S. Krishnamurti has exhaustively 
dealt with this in his memoral work 
“KRISHNAMURTI PADHDHATI, 
Vol. I.” 

Now, coming back to the subject matter 
of this article, it is universally accepted by 
all astrologers, both the Hindu and the 
Western, that one of the aspects that the 
Moon controls the. human mind. This 
aspect has special significance in Horary 
•Astrology as it helps the astrologer in 
determining what is in the mind of the 
querent and at the same • time finding 
whether the Moon is at all related to the 
query. As a matter of fact, it is observed 
in our research that if the mind of the 
querent is not confused, the Moon will 
reflect it very clearly ; if a person was 
thinking of. a certain matter and suddenly 
thinks something else also, the Moon will 
not be connected with any one query ; it' 
receives aspect from a few significators 
indicating plurality; and in such a case 
the astrologer should have the query 
clarified, made definite and offer a 
prediction. 

•To cite an example, a person wanted to 
sak me different questions, one of which 
referred to the date of birth of his child 
and the other about his service and em¬ 
ployment. I told him to give me separate 
numbers for his different queries, and we 
decided that he would first ask about the 
child and later about his employment. 
But he gave a number; I found that when 
I cast the horoscope for the moment the 
Moon was not at all connected with the 
fifth house but was connected with the 


sixth. So I told him that the Moon wt 
not connected with his query, I aske 
him to give me another number before 
ventured a prediction. I further advise 
him, that he should keep his query regari 
ing child birth uppermost in his mini 
He also admitted, on his own, that whe 
he gave the first number he was a litt 
confused and was actually thinking of h 
employment first which sixth hou: 
denotes. When he gave a second numbe 
it was evident that the Moon was vei 
strongly connected with the fifth hous 
and I had no hesitation in predicting tl 
date of birth of his child according I 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati, which can 
correct. 

Now, according to Krishnamurti Pad! 
dhati, the mind is reflected by the Moc 
and we have to examine in which sign an 
house the Moon is posited, which hou; 
is owned by it, by which planets the Moc 
is connected by aspect and conjuncfic 
arid, more important than all, in whii 
STAR and sub the Moon is situated. Th 
is very important as this will reflect tl 
details of the query. To illustrate this, 
shall give an interesting example. 

A small party of three persons we 
travelling in a train -and I also happen* 
to board the same compartment . 
Allahabad. Soon we started talking, at 
seeing a copy of * ASTROLOGY AN 
ATHRISHTA ’ with me, they entered ini 
a discussion regarding the usefulness i 
astrology. Suddenly, I became a litt 
excited and told the group, “Look friend; 
I do not know you nor do I know f< 
what purpose you are undertaking tl 
journey, but using the advanced stell. 
astrology advocated by Prof. Krishn 
murti, I can clearly tell you the purpo 
for which you are undertaking tl 
journey.” They became eager and acce 
ted my challenge. I asked one of them 
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Mention a cumber within 108. ,The number 
given was 8. I immediately charted the 
planetary positions for the moment 
(9 P.M. on the 29 th May, 1967). The chart' 
is reproduced below :—

. . (To erect the . horary chart, on the 
number given, place is not necessary.) 
The number given being 8, 1 fixed the 
Ascendant as Mesha (Aries, 8th navamsa, 
i.e., between 23° 20” and 26° 40' Aries. As 
the subject of the query was known, a 
systematic analysis and interpretation of 
the Moon, the reflector of the mind, was 
called for. The Moon, as can be seen, is 
in close to Meridian and is in the tenth 
Bhava. So the query concerns the 10th 
house, i.e., about theirbusiness. Moon is 
lord of the 4th house, as such, it was not 
difficult to conclude that the 4th house 
matters must be connected, so the business 
has to be, regarding land or buildings or 
vehicles. Further, it is seen that the Moon 
is auspicious as it is in the. sub of Saturn 
who owns the 10th and 11th houses and is 
. in tiae 1 ltb. Lord of 9 Jupiter aspecting 
the 10th house made me think that the 
business must be with the'Government. 
So one can boldly come to the conclusion 
that the party must be going fora business 
deal with the Government for purchase or 
sale of land or building or vehicles. Let 
us pause for a moment and churn our grey 
matter a little more. We find that Saturn, 
the lord of the 10th is aspected by Mars, 


so wilt it be too much taxing the brain to 
arrive at the conclusion that the Depart¬ 
ment of the Government has to be either 
the Army or the Police and this is further 
confirmed as the Dasa lord is Mars.’ Now 
only one thing remains to be fixed, 
whether the deal is regarding land or 
buildings or vehicles. By analysing the 
chart in an orthodox and traditional 
manner (STHOOLAM) we can say that the 
deal should be regarding land. Why? 
Because! the Dasa Lord is Mars and Mars 
is the karaka of land. But if we apply 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati, we know that 
the dasa lord in its period gives the results 
as the agent.. If we have to- see- what 
results the dasa lord has to give, we must 
find out the lord of the constellation in 
which the dasa lord is situated. Mars is in 
the constellation of the Moon, lord of the 
4th house, which again confirms that the 
deal is regarding land or buildings or 
vehicles, The sub will decide and we. 
find that Mars is in the sub of Venus, the 
karaka of vehicles. I clearly assorted that 
they were going on the journey in regard 
to a business deal—buying or selling 
vehicles to the Army. They in one voice 
said “ correct.” No further proof of the 
scientific method advocated by Prof. 
Krishnamurti is needed (i.e., that the sub 
decides). 

After seeing that I/had scored a bull's 
eye in correctly interpreting the query, 1 
went a step further and told them that, 
•prior to the 26th of May their efforts 
regarding finalisation of the deal had not 
been successful, but they will succeed and. 
gain thereby. 1 said so, because Mars, the 
dasa lord was retrograde prior to the 26th 
so their efforts must have failed before 
that date and as soon as it took direct 
motion they must gain as lord of 1, Mars, 
and lord of 11 Saturn are in mutual 
aspect. (Mars as lord of 8 in 5th Bhava 
denotes much of pains to gain their object. 
Thus one can see how, when analysed in a 
systematic manner, the Moon clearly 
reveals the mind and say like Sberlok 
Holmes " elementary, my dear Watson.” 




MARRIAGE—WHEN ?

. I still remember the day when very 
early in the morning a girl came into my 
room weeping. She was not a teen-aged 
girl nor an uneducated one. She was 
almost thirty at that time and had had her 
higher education in the U. K.! She was 
also a working girl drawing a salary in the 
neighbourhood of Rs. 1,000 per month. 

So then why she had come to me in that 
state 7 She had come to me with a laden 
heart that was full of grief and frustra¬ 
tion. In service she was recently super¬ 
seded and in life she was still single. 
She asked me with tears in her eyes, 
“ Mr. Bhattacharya, why this setback in 
service career when all the Astrologers 
predicted that I would get the promotion? 
And shall I never be married?” With 
one breadth she put these two different 
questions to me. 

All this happened about a year back. 
As her good friend and also as an Astrolo¬ 
ger I answerd both her questions. My 
prediction relating to her service career 
has already come correct. The second 
one relating to her marriage will come 
correct to the date, i.e., on the 15th of 
October, 1967. 

' Here, in this article, I shall confine 
myself to the second question of hers and 
will try to show to the readers the sound¬ 
ness and efficacy of Krishnarnurti Padh¬ 
dhati, the only system that 1 follow in all 
my Astrological calculations and by 
following which 1 am able to make correct 
predictions.

Astrological Analysis 
For marriage we are to consider houses 
2, 7 and 11 and the planet Venus. Why? 

Marriage means an addition to the 
family, hence consideration of the 2nd 
house; life’s partner is denoted by the 7th 
house; and 11th house indicates perma¬ 
nent tie of friendship. We are also to 
considerVenus as this planet is regarded 
as Kalatrakaraka. 

There is no planet in the 2nd house. 
The lord of the 2nd house is Saturn who 
is posited in lagna bhava with Moon. 
Hence Saturn is good for the native. 
Though he has delayed marriage yet he 
will not deny it to the native. No planet 
is in Saturn star. Saturn is posited in 
Saturn sub. So take Saturn. 

In the 7th bhava there are Venus and 
Sun. Rahu and Venus are in Venus star. 
Venus is also in Venus sub. No planet in 
Sun star, but Sun is in Venus sub. So take 
Venus, Rahu and Sun. 

llth bhava is occupied by Rahu who 
again is in Venus star. Mercury is in 
Rahu star and Rahu sub. Note here that 
Mercury sign Gemini is occupied by Kethu. 
Hence take Kethu and reject Mercury. 


We have already considered Venus. 

So the significators for marriage are: 
Saturn, Venus, Kethu, Sun and Rahu. 

When the native came to me for consul¬ 
tations she was running Saturn Dasa in 
Mercury Bhukti and Rahu Anthra. After 
Mercury Bhukti Kethu sub period will 
start which will again be followed by sub 
periods of Venus and Sun respectively. 
So which sub period to take when all are 
good significators? It is a real problem 
to the beginners of Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati, But our great Master has also 
given to us the solution to this problem. 
He has advised us to immediately take 
into consideration the ruling planets for 
the moment. I did that. It was llth of 
October, 1966, a Tuesday and lo! the 
Moon was in Kethu star in Venus sub Leo 1 
I, then and there, pitched upon Saturn 
Dasa, Kethu Bhukti and Venus Antbra. 

Consider this from another side also, 
the western aspect system which our 
Guruji, Mr. Krishnamurti, had advised uii 
to follow. Saturn and Kethu have formed 
an applying sesquiquadrate aspect (similar 
to semi-angular in quality—vide page 192, 
Krishnamurti Padhdhati—Vol. I) which is 
a beneficial one which Saturn and Venus 





















are in almost exact opposition which is 
not helpful to the native for her marriage 
affairs and which has also been responsible 
to a great extent for the delay. 

Saturn Dasa, Kethu Bhukti and Venus 
Anthra will operate form 26-8-67 to’the 
early hours of 3-11-67. So how to pin¬ 
point the date? According to Krishna- 
murti Padhdhati all the significators must 
come to play their part at the time of the 
fructification of the event. If this maxim 
is kept in mind we are to look for the day 
on which all the significators in the instant 
case—viz., Saturn, Venus, Kethu, Sun 
and Rahu come to operate. From the 
ephemeries for. 1967 it will be seen that on 
14-10-67 Sunis inMercurysign (represented 
by Kethu) and Mars star (Mars was one 
of the ruling planets on 11-10-66—a 
Tuesday) Moon in Saturn sign, Rahu 
star, Saturn in Saturn star Rahu sub 
and Venus in Venus star and Venus sub. 
So all the significators are there but the 
Sun on that date is in Jupiter sub which 
may not bring forth the result. On the 
15th the Sun will come to Saturn sub. 
Also at the time of consultation on 
11-10-66 Saturn sub was rising. So taking 
all these factors into consideration I 
predicted that the marriage of the native 
would take place on a Sunday, the 15 th of 


October, 1967. (A few days back 1 
received a letter from this girl in which 
she has stated that the marriage date was 
first fixed for 14-10-67 which was subse¬ 
quently changed by her mother to 15-10-67 
on the ground that the latter date was 
more auspicious!) 

In predicting marriage date and time 
due consideration has necessarily to be 
given to the local custom of the community 
concerned. That is why I rejected here 
the BengSli month of Bhadra when the 
Bengali Hindus do not marry. 

Before I conclude I like to draw the 
attention of the students of Krishnamurti 
Padhdhati to the position of Rahu in the 
native’s birth chart. It is in the 11th 
bhava which stands for one’s favourities, 
admirers, close associates, acquaintances, 
etc. “ The desire to have reunion is de¬ 
noted by this house and so one has to 
investigate this house to infer what sort 
of emotional attachment one will have” 
(vide Krishnamurti Padhdhati—Vol. I, 
Page355). Thegirl fell inlove with the boy 
whom she is going to marry on the 15th 
next. The boy is an Electrical Engineer 
and a covenanted offices in one of the 
biggest foreign firms in Calcutta. 

I wish them a happy married life 1 *
